Martin Luther King, J r remembered

Westminster honored and remem- 
bered Reverend Martin Luther King, 
Jr. last week, holding a special “birth- 
day celebration” for the belated icon 
at Orchard Street Café from 1lla.m. 
till lp.m. on Wednesday, Jan. 21. that 
included an open invitation and cake. 

Later that day, at 4 p.m., a memor- 
ial worship service took, place at 
Wallace Chapel, with Reverend 
Raymon Hylton visiting as keynote 
speaker. 

Notably, Westminster continued its 
celebration of Rev. King when on 
Friday, College Trustee . Roberta 
Taylor spoke in Chapel, delivering an 
address titled “Living History” with 
its focus on memories from the Civil 
Rights movement, as well as a call for 
lives of peace and unity. 

After the chapel, Roberta Taylor, 
members of the faculty and adminis- 
tration, and some students had the 
opportunity to sit in on a relaxed, 
open-discussion luncheon in the 
McKelvey Center Club Room. 

Prior to the remembrance service 
on the 21st, a video-presentation 
called “Hands of Steel, Heart of 
Gold” concerning an interview with 
former Pittsburgh Steeler Mel Blount 
was held from 3:45 till 4 p.m. The 
worship service began immediately 
after, lasting until 5 p.m. 

The service was called to order by 
Westminster College Chaplain, 
Reverend Jim Mohr, followed by an 
opening hymn, an invocation by 
Chaplain’s Assistant Keturah Laney, 
and a scripture reading by E. June 
Garner, the college Registrar. 

President R. Thomas Williamson 
gave the welcome address, first-year 





student Joselyn Parker read two 
poems, Professor of English Dr. 
Elizabeth Ford read an excerpt from 
Dr. King’s 1964 Nobel Prize accep- 
tance speech, and Reverend Jeanette 
Hooks of Westminster’s Office of 
Diversity Services introduced the 
keynote speaker, Reverend Raymon 
Hylton. Hylton, visiting from First 
Presbyterian Church of New Castle, 


delivered the primary message of the: 


worship. service. Afterward, the ser- 
vice was closed in a prayer of unity 
lead by Residence Director Seth 
McCormick. 

Hooks thought Westminster fortu- 
nate to have visiting Reverend Hylton 
as keynote speaker, calling his mes- 
sage “electrifying and inspirational.” 

Hylton spoke, among other things, 
of an anecdote of a recent demonstra- 
tion in New Castle, contrasting their 
march across a bridge to one that was 
met with force and violence in 
Alabama during the Civil Rights 
movement. 

Joselyn Parker’s reading of two 
pieces of her own poetry also dis- 
cussed issues pertinent on Martin 
Luther King Day. — 

“A lot of times we repeat the same 
cycles,” Parker says, discussing her 
first poem, “So when is it going to 
end? It starts with you, it starts with 
me.” 

Parker’s second poem also concen- 


_ trated on the importance of individual 


actions in bringing unity and peace. 
She says people see a problem and 
say, “What is somebody going to, do, 
what is somebody going to do?” 
Parker says that individuals need to 
ask themselves, “What am I going to 
do?” She believes that this is what Dr. 
Martin Luther King did. 

Overall, Hooks says that the most 


important theme for ‘bia service was 
the spirit of unity. “What really 
touched me was that there were so 
many people there who gave 
unselfishly of their time,” she said. 
Most people invited to speak or to 
assist, according to Hooks, expressed 


phere some stories about her time at 
Westminster College as a student. 
This year Westminster’s celebra- 
tion of Martin Luther King Day dif- 
fered in its spanning over the course 
of several days rather than just one. 
Jeanette Hooks believes that the turn 
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Taylor, and the Gospel Choir. Jeanette 
Hooks says that Taylors message 
“took us back. Gave us highlights of 
things she remembers growing up.” 

Taylor grew up amidst the Civil 
Rights movement, and according to 
Hooks, “Throughout her méssage, she 
shared with her audience the impres- 
sion of keeping the memories and 
keeping them alive.” 

Taylor used scriptures from 
Romans 15, verses 2 through 6 to 
emphasize her point-highlighting the 
importance of love, unity, and remem- 
bering the past. 

The luncheon after Friday’s chapel 
was, according to Hooks, very 
relaxed. Only about 25 people partici- 
pated: faculty, administrators, and 


' students among those in attendance. 


Taylor shared in an informal atmos- 


tion, 

Westminster’s celebration of 
Martin Luther King, says Hooks, is 
fundamentally about remembrance. 
Hooks adds, though, that the theme is 
unity and cooperation, and so “this is 
not a black thing, this is not a white 
thing, this is just about doing the right 
thing.” 

Hooks initially began putting 
together ideas in August of this year, 
but had to wait for Westminster to 
acquire a chaplain before anything 
formalized could happen. 

Thus, planning began in October, 
when Hooks, Reverend Jim Mohr, and 
Assistant Chaplain Keturah Laney 
began to meet asa committee to dis- 
cuss and arrange events.

presidential hopeful

As the Mock Convention quickly 
approaches, Westminster students are learning 
as much as possible about this year’s 
junior Jeremy Baker, first year Colby King, and 
sophomore Nawal Rajeh made a 10-hour trip 
to Iowa to learn firsthand about Democratic 
candidate Dennis Kucinich. 

“When we arrived in Iowa, we called our 
boss to ask directions to the office,” said King. 
“He told us to head to the intersection at the 
Howard Dean office and make a left. It was a 
symbolic way to start the campaign.” 

King found the internship through the cam- 
paign’s website and informed the others of the 
opportunity. Combined they worked more than 
30Q.hours on the campaign. 

The three spent 16 days in Davenport, lowa 
and surrounding towns campaigning for 


Kucinich. They communicated with possible 


voters through door-to-door visits, telephone 
calls, post cards, and letters. Additionally, they 


’ created flyers used to advertise events bringing 


Kucinich to town. 

“We even ‘cut turf’,”’ said King. “We print- 
ed out maps of certain areas, or precincts, and 
then printed out the street addresses of possible 
voters in the area. We then organized the 
addresses into ‘walking lists.’ And, we defi- 
nitely stuffed a lot of envelopes.” 

Before beginning their internship, each had 
different reasons for supporting the candidate. 

“I identify with his stance on WTO and 
NAFTA. My father works for a steel mill in 


Butler and canceling NAFTA is the only way 
to keep manufacturing jobs like my dad’s here 
in the U.S.,” said King. “Dennis is more than 
just a representative. He is an activist as well.” 

Rajeh supports Kucinich for different rea- 
sons. “He believes that peace is a civil right and 
is possible to achieve. I admire thathe stands up 
for what he thinks is right.” 

“We commonly heard that people really 
liked Dennis but didn’t feel he could win or 
was ‘electable’,” Rajeh continued. “His 
‘electibility’ is only dependant on us going to 
the polls and voting for him. If people are look- 
ing for real change in health care, the environ- 
mefit, and the war in Iraq, Kucinich is the can- 
didate for them.” 

Trip highlights for the trio varied. King 
recalls one of his favorite moments. 

“We got our boss to say ‘straight chillin.’ 
On a more serious note, though, I passed out 
information for Kucinich at a Howard Dean 
event. I got into four Separate verbal arguments 
with Dean supporters and I won each one.” 

King also explained how the media greatly 
influences voters’ opinions. Each of the two 
main newspapers in Iowa endorsed a different 
candidate. The counties surrounding where 
these papers were printed each supported the 
candidate at the local paper endorsed.

lighten up under new plan

In four years, the faculty and administration 
at the college will have a lighter teaching load. 

Beginning next fall, the average annual 
course load for faculty will be reduced from 28 
hours to 26 hours. Over the next four years, the 
professors will move to teaching six courses. 
There will be two segments of courses: 6-7 and 
76. 

The Ad Hoc Committee on Faculty 
Teaching Load is made of seven professors all 
chosen by the faculty. The Committee elected 
Dr. James Rhoads as the Chair. The purpose of 
the Committee is to help monitor the process in 
conjunction with the administration. The 
Committee’s objective is to make certain that 
the change carries with as little disruption as 
possible. “The lighter course load gives the pro- 
fessors an opportunity to do what they want and 
need to do,” said Dean Jesse Mann. “They 
won't feel so rushed.” 

Professors will benefit from a lighter course 
load. Faculty will be able to pursue research 
agendas and stay current with the curriculum. 
This will keep faculty in better touch with their 
disciplines and this will carry over into the class- 
room as well. 

The professors look forward to the new 
course load. “The faculty asked for this two 
years ago,” Mann said. 

A lighter load means that the professors can 
simply do their jobs better. “The faculty believes 
very strongly that reducing the teaching load 
will lead to a better educational experience for 
both faculty and students,” Rhoades said. 


‘Faculty will have more time to devote to class- 

es and students, and we firmly believe that 
teaching will improve.” 

Dean Mann explained that over the next 
four years the course changes would be 
tweaked and monitored. The main concern is to 
have the students graduate on time. According 
to the U.S. News & World Report’s 2004 Guide 
to America’s Best Colleges, the College has a 
79 percent graduation rate. Mann stressed the 
importance of maintaining this graduation per- 
centage. 

Students can anticipate minor changes as the 
faculty course load is adjusted. The same IP and 
VP required classes remain the same; however, 
there is one disadvantage that may leave some 
students a bit disgruntled when registering for 
classes. 

Mann explained that there would be fewer 
courses offered since the College isn’t hiring 
additional faculty. Mann said that there could be 
two to three more students in each class, and it 
might be harder for some students to get into a 
class they want. The College’s priority is two 
fold: give the student the education they need in 
a traditional four year plan and keep all the 
classes filled. Under enrollment in classes will 
only impair the success of new course loads. 

Steps are being taken at many levels to make 
certain that students are not impacted .The 
incoming. first-year students. will likely be 
affected. Returning upperclassmen need not be 
concemed with the course changes. “The 
Committee, the Faculty, and the Administration 
are taking every possible step to foresee any dif- 
ficulties that may emerge as part of this transi- 
tion,” Rhoads said. 


New study abroad programs offered

Westminster recently acquired two 
new foreign exchange programs. ‘ 

The first of these is the International 
Student Exchange Program. Many 
exchanges through this program are total 
exchanges where the student pays almost 
all expenses through the college. 

In the past, only students who were 
required to study abroad received finan- 
cial aid but with the addition of the ISEP 
program, student aid applies to any major.

Sharon Police say a'South African student 
who was studying at Westminster last fall is at 
the center of check fraud investigation. Police 
say the investigation involves a 24-dollar check 
issued by the Sharon School District that was 
changed and cashed for 12-thousand dollars.

Cost of local air travel rises 
Flying round trip from small airports like 
nearby Grove City could start costing more 
than flying from larger hubs like Pittsburgh 
International. Major airlines are scrambling to 
compete with discount carriers by scaling back 
commuter services and raising ticket prices. As 
a result Pennsylvania’s smaller airports are 
struggling to attract new passengers. 


Ignition shut-off systems 

Pennsylvania drivers were prevented from 
Starting their cars more than 33,000 times last 
year by alcohol-tirggered ignition shut-off 
systems.

AKRON, Ohio (AP) County chil- 
dren’s services workers did not mis- 
handle an abuse case involving five 
boys locked in a closet and forced to 
eat animal feces, according to a coun- 
ty panel’s review. 

County Executive James McCarthy 
asked the Child Fatality Review 
Board, which consists of citizens and 
several local agencies, in May to 
examine how Summit County 
Children’s Services Board treated the 
case. The request came after com- 
plaints that the agency. didn’t act on 
warnings from relatives and neigh- 
bors indicating that the children were 
in danger. 

Children Services Board legal 
director Katerina Papas said the 
agency was pleased with the panel’s 
findings. 

“The significance of them is that 
they come from the people who work 
with child protection day in and day 
out and understand the issues,” Papas 
said. 

Mary Rowles, 31, and her partner, 
Alice Jenkins, 28, were each sen- 
tenced on Jan. 13 to 30 years in 
prison. The women pleaded guilty in 
October to kidnapping, child endan- 
gering, felonious assault and other 
charges involving the children, now 
ages 7 to 15. 

Rowles’ five sons said they were 
locked in dark closets, deprived of 
food, forced to eat feces and were 
mentally and physically abused for a 
year or more. 

The women were arrested after 
three boys were found malnourished 
and wandering city streets April 28. 

The fatality review board did rec- 
ommend ways. that the agencies 
involved with the children could have 
shared information more effectively 
with the children services’ workers. 

It also recommended the agency 
refer cases of children who appear 
malnourished to the child abuse cen- 
ter at. Akron: Children’s Hospital 
“rather than seek the opinion of a 
family’s primary care physician as to 
the condition of children in ques- 
tion.” 

A family doctor who examined the 
children in January 2003 told a social 
worker that two children appeared 
malnourished, but she didn’t think 
_ children’s services needed to get 
involved, according to the agency. 


Death row inmate up for retrial, cites missing evidence 


PITTSBURGH (AP) A federal judge 
will hear arguments Friday on whether a 
death row inmate convicted of robbing 
and killing an 80-year-old woman should 
be granted a new trial based on evidence 
the jury did not hear. 

Ernest Simmons, 46, has been in 
prison since he was convicted of robbing 
and killing Anna Knaze in her Johnstown 
home in May 1992. His execution has 
been stayed twice. 

Prosecutors and police maintain they 
have the right man but an investigation by 
the Innocence Institute of Western 
Pennsylvania and the Pittsburgh . Post- 
Gazette suggests otherwise. 

Jurors in Simmons’ ‘June 1993 trial 
were not told that tests on hair didn’t 
match Simmons and they did not hear 
tapes in which Simmons swore his inno- 
cence 19 times to his girlfriend, who 
secretly taped the conversation. 

The Innocence Institute also said that 
the prosecution’s star witness in the case 
recently told investigators with the group 
that she lied on the stand. 

Simmons’ attorney declined to let his 
client be interviewed, but in a letter 
Simmons wrote, “During my life there 
have been crimes for which I have been in 
prison and for which I served my time and 
for which I am sorry. However, now I am 
waiting for my turn on death row for a 
crime which I did not commit.”

SLIPPERY ROCK, Pa. (AP) A boy 
crashed his inflatable sled into a tree and 
died, authorities said. 

Blake Justes, 12, of Slippery Rock, his 
father and sister were sledding down:a 
steep hill Sunday on the Slippery Rock 
University campus, about 45 miles north 
of Pittsburgh, authorities said.

Carbon monoxide poisoning 

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) High levels 
of poisonous carbon monoxide were 
detected in home where two people were 
found dead Monday and two others were 
injured critically, authorities said. 

A car was found running in the 
attached garage, which was the likely 
source of the gas, police spokeswoman 


David Tulowitzki, who was not in office 
at the time of the trial, and the lead detec- 
tive and prosecutors who handled the case 
declined to comment. 

By the time he was 27, Simmons had 
pleaded guilty to 19 charges of theft and 
received four different prison terms. His 
most serious conviction came in 1984 in 
Harrisburg, where he admitted attacking 
and robbing two elderly men. 

After being paroled in 1991 at age 34, 
he got a job as a barber in Johnstown. 

About six months into his stay in 
Johnstown, Simmons was imprisoned on 
a parole violation and was questioned 
about Knaze’s killing, which had taken 
place nine days earlier. 

Knaze’s son found her body slumped 
on a hallway floor on May 6, 1992. An 
autopsy showed her spine was severed, all 
her ribs were broken and she had been 
strangled. All that was missing was her 
purse. 

Simmons maintained he drove his girl- 
friend to an appointment that day, then 
took some friends of her to an auto body 
shop and stopped at a bank on the way 
back. He then went back to pick up his 
girlfriend. 

Johnstown police Sgt. Richard Rok 
believed Simmons had enough time to 
commit the murder between the trips. 

Margaret Cobaugh, who reported 
being raped by a man who stole her purse 
as she walked home, initially told police 


* 


Sherry Mercurio said. A friend of the vic- 
tims discovered the four unconscious. 

Fire department spokeswoman Kelly 
McGuire said they were found in upstairs 
rooms of the two-story home. 

Carbon monoxide measured eight 
times higher than the level when the gas is 
considered a health threat, McGuire said. 

Two victims were pronounced dead at 
the home, and the other two were taken to 
area hospitals. No other information was 
available on the injuries, and the names 
weren't released. 

Homicide detectives were at the house, 
and autopsies were planned.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) A | 1/2-year- 
old girl was stabbed in the back and left in 
a snow-covered schoolyard Monday 
morning, police said. ler mother was 
taken into custody for questioning. 

A man taking his child to day care 
noticed the toddler about 8:45 a.m. out- 
side an elementary school in the west 
Philadelphia neighborhood, police said. 

A steak knife was lodged in the girl’s 
back and she was clothed only in a diaper, 
according to a police spokeswoman, 
Officer Sheila Smith. 

Her mother, whose name was not 
released, was taken into custody for ques- 


tioning, Smith said. She gave no other 


details. 

The girl was taken to Children’s 
Hospital of Philadelphia in critical condi- 
tion. The hospital declined to release any 
information on her.

When the Defender Association of 
Philadelphia picked up Simmons’ appeal, 
it found that Simmons’ former girlfriend, 
LaCherie Pletcher, had secretly tape-' 
recorded Simmons. Rok later admitted 
that such tapes existed, and that 
Cobaugh’s clothes’ were tested for evi- 
dence and hair samples didn’t match 
Simmons. 

The appeal also revealed that Rok 
never told defense attorneys that Cobaugh 
initially did not pick Simmons out of mug 
shots and that Rok helped her avoid gun 
purchase charges because she had been 
convicted of a felony. 

Despite those admissions, Judge 
Thomas Swope has refused to grant 
Simmons a new trial.

2004 hunting seasons 

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) State Game 
Commission authorities, meeting this 
week to give preliminary approval to the 
2004 hunting seasons, have decided not to 
pursue a longer deer-hunting season. 

The eight-member commission _is 
expected to approve the traditional two- 
week season beginning Nov. 29, the 
Monday after Thanksgiving. 

Commission staffers earlier talked 
about opening doe season on the Saturday 
before Thanksgiving to help reduce the 
deer population, but commission 
spokesman Jerry Feaser said the idea - 
which was never a formal proposal - was 
rejected because of concerns about the 
effect on holiday plans and the pre 
Thanksgiving turkey and bear seasons. 

Game officials feared that turkey and 
bear populations would either be threat- 
ened with deer hunters moving them 
around in the woods, or their populations 
would surge as hunters choose to target 
deer instead, Feaser said. 

State Rep. Bruce Smith, R-Dillsburg, 
chairman of the House Game and 
Fisheries Committee, had called the idea 
of a longer season “hare-brained.” 

The Pennsylvania Federation of 
Sportsmen’s Clubs was also opposed, say- 
ing the commissign should target areas 
where more deer are causing the most 
problems, executive director Melody 
Zullinger said. : 

“Pennsylvania is not a one-size-fits-all 
state,” Zullinger said. 
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Adult anti-depressants under review for adolescent use 


WASHINGTON (AP) Parents of chil- 
dren with depression must sort through an 
emotionally charged controversy in 
deciding on treatment: Do popular 
adult antidepressants sometimes 
increase the risk of suicide when 
they’re given to kids? 

British authorities last month 
declared a list of common antidepres- 
sants unsuitable for children, citing 
that possibility. Next week, U.S. 
health authorities open public hearings 
on the issue, at which parents who 
blame the drugs for children’s deaths 
are expected to face families who cred- 
it the same pills for saving lives. 

It’s a difficult question, as depression 
occurs in about 10 percent of youth, and 
depression can lead to suicide. Some 
1,883 10- to 19-year-olds killed them- 
selves in 2001, and specialists say there 
are 10 to 20 attempts for every suicide. 

Antidepressants called SSRIs, such as 
Paxil, Zoloft and Effexor, have been 
long used by adults, and authorities say 
there’s no evidence of a suicide risk for 
them. 

But medicines can work differently in 
children, and only carefully controlled 
studies can prove if suicidal behavior is 


Presidential 
candidates speak 
out on abortion | 


PORTSMOUTH, N.H. (AP) 
Presidential hopeful John Kerry on 
Monday called himself the only Democrat 
in the race who hasn't “played games” on 
the abortion issue. 

Kerry, campaigning for votes in New 
Hampshire’s leadoff primary Tuesday, 
repeated his pledge to appoint to the 
Supreme Court only those who would 
support abortion rights. 

Each of the seven major candidates for 
the Democratic nomination supports the 
right to abortion. President Bush, howev- 
er, supports abortion only in cases of rape 
or incest or when a woman’s life is endan- 
gered. 

, Kerry’s closest competitor, Howard 
Dean, has said he would choose judicial 
nominees who support constitutional pri- 
vacy protections, which includes abortion 
rights. Their rival Dennis Kucinich also 
holds that view. 

“I’m the only candidate running for 
president who hasn’t played games, 
fudged around,” said Kerry, a 
Massachusetts senator. “If you believe 
that choice is a constitutional right, and I 
do, and if you believe that Roe v. Wade is 
the embodiment of that right ... I will not 
appoint a justice to the Supreme Court of 
the United States who will undo that 
right.” 

At the same time, Kerry. dismissed 
worries that he is vulnerable to. being 
labeled just another liberal by Bush and 
other Republicans if he were the party’s 
nominee.: 

“If the worst they can say about me is 
that I’m a liberal or something, bring it 
on,” he said. “I’ll take that anywhere in 
the country.”

Record federal deficit 

WASHINGTON (AP) The federal 
deficit will hit a record $477 billion this 
year and get worse if lawmakers cut taxes 
or increase spending, the Congressional 
Budget Office projected Monday in a 
report sure to become ammunition in the 
election-year fight over red ink. 

In its annual wintertime economic out- 
look, lawmakers’ nonpartisan fiscal ana- 
lyst also estimated that the deficit would 
ease to $362 billion in 2005, according to 
numbers obtained by The Associated 
Press.

LONDON (AP) The war in Itaq cannot 
be justified as an intervention in defense 
of human rights even though it ended a 
brutal regime, Human Rights Watch said 
Monday, dismissing one of the Bush 
administration’s main arguments for the 
invasion. 

While Saddam Hussein had an 
atrocious human rights record and 
life has.improved for Iraqis since his 
ouster, his worst actions occurred 
long before the war, the advocacy 
group said in its annual report. It said 
there was no ongoing or imminent 
mass killing in Iraq when the conflict 
began. 

President Bush and British Prime 
Minister Tony Blair cited the threat 
from Saddam’s alleged weapons of 
mass destruction as their main reason 
for attacking Iraq. But as coalition 
forces have failed to find evidence of 
such weapons, both leaders have also 
highlighted the brutality of the 
regime when justifying military 
intervention. 

Human Rights Watch, however, reject- 
ed such claims. 


“The Bush administration cannot justi-_ , 


fy the war in Iraq as a humanitarian inter- 
vention, and neither can Tony Blair,” 
executive director Kenneth Roth said. 
Atrocities such as Saddam’s 1988 mass 
killing of Kurds would have justified 
humanitarian intervention, Roth said. 
“But such interventions should be 
reserved for stopping an imminent or 
ongoing slaughter,” he added. “They

shouldn’t be used belatedly to address 
atrocities that were ignored in the past.” 

The 407-page Human Rights 
Watch World Report 2004 also said 
the U.S. government was applying 
“war rules” to the struggle against 
global terrorism and denying terror 
suspects their rights. It suggested that 
“police rules” of law enforcement 
should be applied in such cases 
instead. 

“In times of war you can detain some- 
one summarily until the end of the war 
and you can shoot to kill. And those are 
two powers that the Bush administration 
wants to have globally,” Roth said. “I 
think that’s very dangerous.” 

Human Rights Watch criticized the 
United States for detaining 660 so-called 
“enemy combatants” without charges at a 
U.S. naval base in Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba. Most of the detainees were cap- 
tured in Afghanistan. 

“The administration’s actions display a 
perilous belief that, in the fight against 
terrorism, the executive is above the law,” 
the report said. 

Government officials have said the 
lengthy detentions are vital to intelli- 
gence-gathering and that the information 
gleaned from prisoners has led to arrests 
around the world. 

The New York-based group further 
said that European and other govern- 
ments were ignoring human rights 
abuses in the conflict in Chechnya, 
which Russia characterizes as its con- 
tribution to the global war on terror.

PERTH, Australia (AP) Dozens of 
_ people were. hospitalized late Monday as 
hot temperatures and alcohol took their 
toll on a celebration of Australia’s nation- 
al day in this western city, ambulance staff 
said. 

Peter Burton, a spokesman for the 
ambulance service in Perth, said at least 
75 people were hospitalized and hundreds 
more treated by ambulance staff - mainly 
as a result of fighting, drinking and high 
temperatures that reached 34 degrees 
Celsius (93.2 F). ; 

Fights broke out around a fireworks 
show staged by the city to mark Australia 
Day which attracted hundreds of thou- 
sands of spectators. 

Police said there were at least two seri- 
ous brawls in the city and a stabbing. The 
conditions of those hospitalized were not 
immediately available. 

Some le stake out prime viewing 
spots for the show up to a day in advance. 

There was no immediate word on the 
number of arrests. 

Australia Day, held each Jan. 26, 
marks the anniversary of the arrival in 
1788 of the first European settlers - main- 
ly British convicts - in Australia. 


Rocket near base 

BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) A rocket land- 
ed Monday night near coalition headquar- 
ters in the U.S.-controlled area of 
Baghdad known as the “green zone” but 
caused no injuries or damage, the U.S. 
military said. 


The rocket fell in an open parking lot 
near the Republican Palace used by top 
U.S. officials in Iraq, a coalition official 
said on condition of anonymity. The U.S. 
command said there were no casualties or 
damage to equipment. 

That explosion was preceded by the 
sounds of two smaller blasts, but their ori- 
gin was unclear. 

After the blasts, sirens went off in the 
green zone and a recorded message broad- 
cast over loud speakers urged people to 
“take cover.” 

The rocket exploded near the heli- 
copter landing zone for the palace used by 
America’s top civilian official in Iraq, L. 
Paul Bremer, and senior coalition staff, 
the official said. 

The attack occurred three days after a 
U.N. security assessment team arrived in 
Baghdad to determine whether it is safe 
for the United Nations to return its inter- 
National staff to Iraq. 

Secretary-General Kofi Annan with- 
drew international staff from Baghdad last 
year following two vehicle bombings 
against agency headquarters, including 
the Aug. 19 attack that killed 22 people, 
including top U.N. envoy Sergio Vieira de 
Mello.

Afghaninstan’s post-Taliban 


KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) In an 
atmosphere of optimism, President Hamid 
Karzai signed Afghanistan’s post-Taliban 
constitution into effect Monday - putting 
into law its pledges of equal rights in 
hopes of bringing the splintered country 
together and ending the reign of violence 
here after years of war. 

However, U.S. airstrikes against sus- 
pected insurgents in the tense eastern bor- 
der region, the latest in a string of violent 
incidents that have killed 60 people in the 
last few weeks, underscored just how far 
Afghanistan has to go. 

Calling out a _ triumphant 
“Congratulations!” to Afghan leaders 
who helped draw up the 162-article 
constitution, Karzai signed a decree 
making it the nation’s supreme law in 
a ceremony at the Foreign Ministry. 
Dignitaries including former King 
Mohammed Zaher: Shah, Cabinet 
ministers, foreign diplomats and mil- 
itary officers applauded. 

In his decree, read by an aide, Karzai 
prayed the document would bring “‘pros- 
perity for all and will ensure peace, equal- 
ity and brotherhood” among the country’s 
feuding ethnic groups. 

Ratified Jan. 4 after a sometimes bruis- 
ing debate at a 500-member loya jirga, or 
grand council of representatives from 
across the country, the text also declares 
men and women equal before the law - a 
victory for human rights advocates. The 
constitution also marks a strict departure 
from the harsh version of Islamic law 
enforced by the Taliban, who were ousted

Murder 

FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) A 24 
year-old German man who killed one of 
his colleagues with a samurai sword last 
year and injured three others has been 
charged with murder and attempted mur- 
der, prosecutors said Monday. 

The man, who has not beeri identified, 
burst into a mail-order warehouse in the 
southwestern town of Pforzheim where he 
worked last Sept. 16 and began swinging 
the sword at his fellow employees. 

A 27-year-old woman from Lithuania 
was killed on the spot after the man hit her 
in the forehead with the sword. Three 
other women suffered injuries to their 


constitution signed into effect 


from power by U.S.-led forces more than - 
two years ago. 

The constitution outlinés a tolerant, 
democratic Islamic republic under a 
strong presidency - as sought by Karzai, 
with strong backing from Washington - a 
two-chamber parliament and an indepen- 
dent judiciary. 

It also recognizes minority lan- 
guage rights, though gives few pow- 
ers to its far-flung provinces. Some 
also warn it could give too much 
power to religious hard-liners in the 
supreme court. 

The United States welcomed the con- 
stitution as a “turning point” that would 
help return the rule of law to a land still 
dominated unruly warlords and armed 
faction leaders. 

“We are witness to a major milestone 
in putting behind the era of the rule of the 
gun,” U.S. Ambassador Zalmay Khalilzad 
said in a statement. 

Observers hope the constitution will 
inject new momentum to efforts by U.N. 
and NATO-led peacekeepers to disarm 
militias and return tens of thousands of 
fighters to civilian life. 

Karzai also hopes the constitution. will 
help him build a state strong enough-to 
stand up to Taliban insurgents and their 
allies, who appear determined to over- 
shadow his triumph. 

More than 60 people have been killed 
in violence in the past three weeks - 
including 15 civilians, most of them chil- 
dren, who died in a Jan. 6 bombing in the 
southern city of Kandahar.

Nuclear negotiations 

MOSCOW (AP) Russian and Japanese 
diplomats on Monday discussed prospects 
for the second round of six-way talks on 
North Korea’s nuclear program and 
agreed to push for holding it next month, 
a news agency reported. ; 

Russia’s Deputy Foreign Minister 
Alexander Losyukov said after the talks 
with his Japanese counterpart Hitoshi 
Tanaka that “it would be desirable to hold 
the second round in February,” the 
Interfax news agency reported. 

Russia has been pushing for the second 
round of six-nation talks on North Korea’s 
nuclear program to begin soon. The talks 
involve North Korea, South Korea, the 
United States, China, Russia and Japan. 

The first round of negotiations ended 
without much success in Beijing last year. 

The nuclear standoff flared in October 
2002, when U.S. officials said North 
Korea admitted to running a secret 
nuclear program in violation of interna- 
tional agreements. That allegation has 
drawn repeated North Korean denials.

Well...Dennis is the only candidate that actually voted against the war, and refused to 
be misled, by President Bush, into believing we would find Weapons of Mass 
Destruction in Iraq. Begause of his:efforts against the war in Iraq, he won the 2003 
_. International Gandhi Peace Prize. He is also the only candidate with a detailed plan to 
bring the UN into-Iraq and bring our troops home. I felt it was important for 
Westminster students and faculty to have an opportunity to learn this about Dennis. 

Dennis is the only candidate that wants to cut wasteful portions of the Pentagon bud- 
get and use that money. to develop a new public works program to reemploy Americans 
and rebuild our infrastructure. Portions of that money would also be used to improve 
education by hiring more teachers, and paying for free education, Pre-K through 
College. Also, Dennis is the candidate with the highest AFL-CIO “right” voting record 
(98%), and he is the only candidate who understands that unfair trade agreements like 
NAFTA will not be improved until they are canceled. I felt it was important to offer 
Westminster students and faculty the opportunity to know that. 

The United States is the only industrialized country in the world that does not provide 
every one of its citizens with health care. Only Dennis offers a universal, not-for-prof- 
it health care plan that covers every citizen at less cost then the current system. Every 
other plan offered by every other candidate allows insurance companies to continue to 
profit by not providing care. I felt it was important for Westminster students and facul- 
ty to hear that argument. 

When I petitioned, many argued that Dennis (who, by the way, has successfully 
defeated incumbent republicans, who had more money, three times in republican dis- 
tricts) is not “electable”. However, if the Democrats want to offer the American people 
a clear alternative to President Bush in November, then they need to offer a candidate 
who stands for not-for-profit health care, a public works program, increased spending in 
education, cancellation of NAFTA, full GLBT rights, improved international relations, 
and a clean environment, because President Bush does not. I wanted Westminster stu- 
dents and faculty to have the opportunity to. see that Dennis is the best alternative to 
President Bush. '

BarnesandNoble.com’s Price: $37.95, 
Half.com’s Price: $28.91 ° 

Now, keep in mind that Barnes & Noble 


gives you free shipping if you spend $25.00 
or more, and Half.com ships books for a 
minimum fee. Clearly, in the majority of 
cases, you will save at least some money 
buying books elsewhere. Keep in mind also 
that all of the books listed here are the prices 
of new books, not used ones. Let’s make a 
comparison of just one book - and see what 
our bookstore charges for it after it’s been 
used. 

The previously-mentioned book “‘Takin’ 
it to the streets” was one that I bought used 
last semester. Little did I know that it had 
been used more than once - there were dif- 
ferent highlighter marks of different colors 
and styles, and even some pen markings 
where there was already highlighting - it was 
obvious the book had had at least two own- 
ers before me. The bookstore felt it was fair 
to charge me $28.50 for this twice-used 
book. That’s not even ten dollars less than 
they charged for the new book. Of course, I 
haven’t performed a handwriting analysis of 
the highlighting in the book, nor am I going 
to. I’m using my instinct here, and cannot 
prove concretely that the book had more than 
one previous owner. However, my common 
sense tells me that it did. If that is the case, 
the bookstore made a substantial profit from 
this book. 

Let’s add up the totals: The school sold 
the book for $38.00, then again for $28.50, 
and then again for $28.50. The first time the 
book was sold, the bookstore didn’t make as 
much profit. Let’s say for the sake of argu- 


ment that the total profit for the original sale 
was $8.00. So, the total profits for this one 
book equal $65.00. The bookstore has 
bought the book back for a total of $25.00 
(again, I think I’m really giving them a lot of 
leeway here), so that cuts the profit down to 
$40.00. $40.00 of pure revenue for the 
bookstore for just one book. Think of all of 
the shelves that are in the back of that book- 
store, ladies and gentlemen. Think of how 
many books are sold, bought, and then resold 
for a price that is much less fair. This same 
book, ‘Takin’ it to the streets,” sells for 
$25.65 used on BarnesandNoble.com, and 
for around $5.00 used on Half.com. 
Something smells funny about our book- 
store’s prices. 

Furthermore, I recall when the TUB was 
first being constructed, the students were 
told that we would receive a new bookstore, 
with shelves in the back, so that we could get 
our own textbooks, and not have to wait in 
line for the staff to get them for us. I guess 
that was just a dream - the lines are still long, 
the waiting time is even longer, and the effi- 
ciency and convenience is even lower than it 
was when the bookstore was in Old 77. 

Anyway, the moral of my story is this: If 
you can, buy your books. You'll get a better 


- deal, you can sell your books online and get 


a higher return than you would at the book- 
store, and you might even be treated better. I 
guess at the Westminster Bookstore, things 
truly are “Glorious, Grand, and True” - espe- 
cially the prices.

Penn State student reports 
sexual assault 


THE PENN STATE COLLEGIAN - 
An 18-year-old Penn State student report- 
ed she was sexually assaulted downtown 


- early Saturday morning by a man 


unknown to her. 

Between 2 and 3 a.m., the woman was 
walking to a friend’s house on the 400 
block of East Calder Way when a black 
SUV-type vehicle pulled up next to her 
and stopped, according to a report she 
filed with the State College Police 
Department Monday evening. 

After stopping, the driver began con- 
versing with ihe woman. The driver then 
exited the vehicle, leaving it running, and 
continued to talk to the victim, police 
said. 

The man. talked to the victim and 
repeatedly asked her if she wanted to go 


- to a party. She refused each time, but the 


suspect continued to ask, the report said. 

The man then directed the victim into 
the passenger’s seat of his vehicle, where 
he followed her into the vehicle directly 
after her, police said. 


Upon entering the vehicle, the suspect 


sexually assaulted the victim. The victim 
resisted and “temporarily disabled” the 
suspect, allowing her to exit the vehicle 
and flee the area, police said. 

The victim told ‘police the SUV-type 
vehicle was black, had four doors and 
looked new. She also said the vehicle had 


a modified stereo system and red digital 
display panel on the instrument controls. 

The victim described the suspect as a 
black man in his 20s, about 6 feet tall, 
having a stocky build and weighing about 
215 pounds. 


Crime alert rises in college 
town 


THE PITT NEWS - The gays of wan- 
dering down the street without a care in 
the world — if they ever existed — are 
gone for many Oakland residents. 

There have been several robberies 
throughout the South Oakland area in the 
past few weeks. From a bookstore armed 
robbery to a shooting on Dawson Street, 
crime alerts are high for Oakland busi- 
nesses and residents. 

According to the Crime Alert released 
by Pitt police, two men brandished a gun 
at two people and took one victim’s purse 
on Jan. 22. The incident occurred at about 
1:45 a.m. on the 300 block of Atwood 
Street near the India Garden restaurant. 
Just five days later, on Jan. 27, an armed 
robbery occurred at the University of 
Pittsburgh Health Book Store, on the 
3500 block of Forbes Avenue. The rob- 
bery occurred at about 3:10 p.m. 

According to Pitt Chief of Police Tim 
Delaney, witnesses reported that the man 
was standing outside the building for 
more than 45 minutes. 

Later that same night, at about 10:45 
p.m., an armed robbery tock place on

To further combat the issue of sexual 
assault on campus, a group of concemed stu- 
dents and faculty have begun establishing a 
sexual assault task force, which will 
serve as an educational and advocacy 
body on campus. 

“In our discussions, it became very 
apparent that one of the main problems 
with sexual assaults is the lack of educa- 
tion and ing about the nature of 
the crime and even simply the definitions of 
the crime itself,” state Dr. Andrea Grove. 

“Therefore, task force members in 
conjunction with other groups on and 
off campus will make it a priority to 
educate the campus through various 
educational forums such as workshops, 
dramatic performances and panel discus- 
sions.” 

The task force has also dev an 
advocacy group with a two-fold purpose. 
First, the advocates will provide a safe 
environment for victims to share their sto- 
ries and find support. Second, advocates 
will stand beside the victims and guide 
them through the process of dealing with 
the assault. 

Student, faculty, and staff members 
interested joining the task force should 
contact Tara Billock at billoctn@west- 
minster.edu or Gwen Kennedy 
kennedgm@westminster.edu. Plans are 
underway to train all advocates and to 
develop educational programs and begin

Dawson Street, near Oakland Square. 
According to the police report, “the vic- 
tim was approached from behind and shot 
in the leg with a small-caliber weapon.” 

The perpetrator was allegedly one of 
several people traveling in an automobile. 
The automobile stopped, and the people 
inside said something to the—victim, 
according to Delaney. Uncertain what the 
people in the car said said, the victim hes- 
itated. The perpetrators apparently 
thought he was refusing to cooperate, so 
they shot him, Delaney said. 

The perpetrator, without taking money 
or other items from the victim, fled the 
scene in a light-colored Sedan. The vic- 
tim was taken to the hospital for treat- 
ment. 

Possibly in connection with the inci- 
dent at Pitt’s Health Book Store, another 
robbery occurred at Footer’s Dry 
Cleaners & Tailors Inc. on Forbes 
Avenue, at about 3:15 p.m. on Jan. 28. 

“The descriptions of the suspects to 
both robberies [the book store and 
Footer’s Cleaners] sound very similar,” 
Delaney said. “We’re always trying to 
find another tip or lead that will put us 
where we need to be [in catching crimi- 
nals].” 

Pitt police are working in conjunction 
with Zone 4 city police and the Oakland 
Business Improvement District in hopes 
of tracking down their suspects or finding 
other leads to the crimes. 

“We try to stay as heavy as we can 
with our robbery tips,” Delaney said. 


student on 
trial for rape

Michael Arrigo, a former Westminster 
student, went on trial in Allegheny County 
on December 15, 2003 on two counts of 
indecent assault and one count of aggravat- 
ed indecent assault. According to 
Allegheny County Assistant District 
Attorney Bruce Beamer, Arrigo recently 
plead guilty to the two misdemeanor 
counts of indecent assault. 

The plea agreement will allow ‘Arrigo to 
avoid the Megan's Law requirement of 
having to register with local police as a 
convicted sex offender. 

The alleged crimes occurred last spring 
at a University of Pittsburgh residence hall, 
where Arrigo is not a student at the college. © 
Sentencing is scheduled before the judge 
on March 10. The maximum sentence on a 
misdemeanor indecent assault charge is 
two-years, but it’s the judge’s discretion 
and many cases often end up with proba- 
tion. 

Reports indicated that Arrigo, who has 
had no prior convictions, turned himself 
over to Pitt Police on March 19, 2003. 

One of Arrigo’s close friends, junior 
Christian Davoli, has reservations about 
the college’s media outlets covering this 
case. : 

“T can’t recall many, if any, articles on 
ex-Westminster students that are in trouble 
with the law,” Davoli said. “If this alleged 
crime occurred on this campus then | 
understand the validity of it being put in 


| the Holcad or if he was a Westminster stu- 


dent that committed this crime; but I fail to 
see why we need to scare the students here 
at Westminster College with material that 
doésn’t need to be printed.” 

. Pat Sandora, news director for WCN 
and WWNW New Wilmington, disagrees. 
He’ stands by the journalistic integrity of 
the public’s right to know. 

“T think it is imperative that the student 
body know everything that is going on 
about a hot issue on campus,” Sandora 
said. “Why Mr. Arrigo left Westmisnter 
isn't public information, but maybe this 
information will cause students on this 
campus to react and make changes to bet- 
ter the safety for students at WC.” 

Arrigo was suspended from the college 
last year as a result of different sexual 
assault allegations. 

“The circumstances didn’t allow for a 
conviction to proceed at that time,” 
Assistant Dean of Safety and Security John 
Lechner said. Lechner went on to explain 
that Arrigo did go through the college judi- 


‘cial process, which works more like a civil 


suit, in which a conviction does not require 
the accused to be convicted beyond a rea- _ 
sonable doubt. zs 

Davoli added that, “[ Arrigo] is still my 
friend and until I hear 100% what hap- 
pened, I don’t want to judge him.” 

Junior Sebastian Driver-Salazar, who 
played soccer along Davoli and Arrigo, 
stands by his fromer teammate. "I'm dis- 
appointed, I just hope that he can turn his 
life around and get back on the right track, 
he has made some serious mistakes in 
judgement and for his sake I hope he can 
move on in a more positive direction.”

Bomb threat

PITTSBURGH (AP) A Massachusetts 
man has been charged with calling a bomb 
threat into Pittsburgh’s airport, accusa- 
tions he said are the result of a mix-up 
over his cell phone number. 

Allegheny ‘County police on Monday 
issued an arrést warrant for Nicola U. 
Tritta, 59, of ‘Norton, Mass:, who police 
believe was the anonymous caller who 
phoned-an Ayis car rental counter at the 
airport Wednesday night. 

Tritta was linked to the threat through 


‘his cell phone and a car he apparently 


rented from the airport, police said. 

Reached on Monday at the cell phone 
number police said was used to make the 
call, Tritta said he was unaware of the 
criminal charges and that he believed 
there had been some sort of mix-up with 
his number. 

The caller allegedly told an Avis 
employee there would be a bomb at the 
airport for President Bush. The Allegheny 
County police bomb squad was called out 
and trains used to ferry passengers to the 
terminal-side of the airport were shut 
down for more than a half hour, but noth- 
ing was found. 

Ken Fulton, head of the county police, 
said Tritta apparently returned a car to the 
rental agency before making the call on 
his cell phone and taking a flight to 
Baltimore or Washington, D.C. 

Tritta has been charged ‘with threat to 
use weapons of mass destruction, terroris- 
tic threats, false alarms and harassment. 


Asbestos lawsuit reward 

PITTSBURGH (AP) A couple was 
awarded $6 million in an asbestos lawsuit 
against a Minnesota company. 

An Allegheny County jury found that 
William Lisac, 62, of Shaler, was exposed 
to asbestos when he worked with valves 
produced by DeZurik Inc., of Sartell, 
Minn. 

Lisac was a steamfitter for more than 40 
years and worked with the valves, which 
are used by power plants, chemical plants 
and steel mills. He was diagnosed with 
lung cancer last year. 

Lisac’s attorneys said other companies 
targeted in the lawsuit entered into confi- 
dential settlements, leaving DeZurik as the 
only company that took the case to trial. 

The company said Tuesday it had no 
immediate comment on Montiéy’s ruling.

MURRYSVILLE, Pa. (AP) A school 
district halted a program to give random 





EDINBORO, Pa. (AP) For the second 
time in almost six years, people in this 
small town are organizing a charity din- 
ner-dance at the town’s main banquet hall 
to help a family torn apart by a ghastly 
slaying. 

In 1998, science teacher John Gillette 
was gunned down by a student at a mid- 
die-school dance. 

Now it’s Troy Carter, 42, a former 
Edinboro University football star stabbed 
repeatedly by his 17-year-old son, police 
say, in a Jan. 18 attack authorities can’t 
explain. The attacker also wounded the 
teen’s younger brother. 

Police have said Jordan Carter heard 
voices telling him to take drugs and kill his 
family. But the real “why?” may never be 
known be known as Jordan Carter remains 
incarcerated indefinitely at Warren State 
Hospital while doctors try to determine if 
he’ll ever be mentally competent to stand 
trial. 

In the meantime, Troy Carter’s widow, 
Wendy Jo, a supermarket worker, must 
raise her twin eighth-grade daughters; care 
for her injured son, Joshua, 15; and figure 
out how to survive without her husband - a 
construction foreman who had no life 
insurance but qualified for a small pen- 
sion. 

The:Carters’ friends and neighbors say 
it’s difficult to balance the family’s need 
for privacy with the efforts to raise money, 

and services. 

“An incident like that is always a sensi- 
tive matter,” said Sheridan Stricker, a 
nursing home administrator helping to 
organize the dinner dance late next month. 
“It’s overwhelming to the point of not 
comprehending it, unless you’ve lived 
through it.” 


drug tests to athletes and cheerleaders. 

The policy began at the beginning of the 
school year, but the Franklin Regional 
School District determined that a state 
Supreme Court decision last year likely 
meant that the program was illegal. - 

In its ruling, the court said a desire to 
discourage drug use among students is not 
a good enough reason to justify “suspicion- 
less” drug screening targeted at student- 
athletes, parking-permit holders and 
extracurricular-activity participants. 

The ruling was spawned by parents 
from the Delaware Valley School District, 
who challenged a similar policy there. 

More than 30 school districts in the state 
still have random drug tests, including the 
Seneca Valley School District in Butler 
County and the Canon-McMillan School 
District in Washington County. Both of 
those districts have said they have no plans 
to stop or limit their drug tests in the wake 
of the court ruling.

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Deadly poison ricin found in Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) A _ white 
powder found in Senate Majority 
Leader Bill Frist’s office tested 
Tuesday as the deadly poison ricin, 
forcing cancellation of most Senate 
business in the second such scare 
from a lethal toxin to hit the capital. 

Between 40 and 50 Capitol 
employees were quarantined briefly 
and decontaminated, said Senate 
aides who spoke on condition of 
anonymity - considerably more than 
originally thought. 

Although more tests were being 
conducted, Frist said he was positive 
the substance: was ricin and officials 
of the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention said several of their 
tests identified it as ricin. They said 
they were awaiting the results of 
additional confirmatory testing. 

The CDC officials said they were 
somewhat reassured because fone of 
the people who were quarantined and 
decontaminated turned up’sick. . - 

One Senate aide said that_up to 50 
people, including 10 policé*officers, 


were quarantined - and then. deconta- ; 


minated - Monday night ina room in 
the Dirksen Senate Office Building.

Death sentence upheld 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) The 
California Supreme Court has upheld 
the death sentence of a Kern County 
killer even though two jurors in his case 
consulted their pastors during delibera- 
tions, committing misconduct. 

One pastor advised that execution 
was compatible with biblical teachings, 
while the other told a juror he would not 
hesitate to recommend death in the case. 

Joseph Martin Danks, 41, was 
charged with the 1990 murder of a fel- 
low prison inmate in Kern County. At 
the time of the murder, he was serving 
life in prison for killing six transients in 
Los Angeles. 

In the 4-3 ruling written by Justice 
Janice Rogers Brown, the court said 
Monday the evidence against Danks 
was so extensive that the jurors proba- 
bly would have voted for the death 
penalty even without the misconduct. 

But the majority found it troubling 
that two jurors had spoken to their pas- 
tors, and recommended that jury 
instructions be clarified to’ include 
warnings against discussing the case 
with spiritual advisers, spouses and 
therapists. 

Justice Carlos R. Moreno, one of the 
three justices who agreed with the 
guilty verdict but dissented on the sen- 
tence, said the jury misconduct was so 
“egregious” and “flagrant” that the 
death sentence should be overturned, 
despite Danks’ “horrific”? crimes and

A simple “Closed” sign was tacked 
onto one of the main, ornate doors of 
the Dirksen‘ office building that housed 
Frist’s office. Through a window of the 





Dirksen building a pile of red, plastic 
bags could be seen in the hallway. 
Yellow sheets were erected to cordon 
off areas off the hall. 

Adding to the tension. was the dis- 
covery later Tuesday of a white pow- 
dery substance on the first floor of the 
Capitol building itself, prompting a 
partial shutdown and evacuation. A

Democrat Tom Daschle of South 
Dakota, majority leader in 2001 when 
deadly anthrax was found in letters 
sent to his office and the office of 
Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., called the 
ricin discovery “obviously a criminal 
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act. 

“I believe that it is an act of terror- 
ism,” Daschle said. “It certainly is 
criminal. I don’t draw a distinction 
between the two, frankly.” 

Some senators opened temporary 
work areas in the Capitol on Tuesday. 

“There’s sort of an odd sense of 
deja vu with the anthrax and that this 
is happening again,” said Tessa 
Hafen, a spokeswoman for Sen. 
-Harry Reid of Nevada, the senate’s 
No. 2 Democrat. 

A U.S. government official, speak- 
ing on the condition of anonymity, 
said that although ricin is a harmful 
toxin, the situation in the Frist’s 
office does not bear the marks of 


. international terrorism. 


“Somebody in all likelihood manu- 
factured this with intent to harm,” 
Frist told his colleagues at the open- 
ing of the Senate session. 

In 2001, an anthrax-laced letter 
shut. down Congress briefly and 
closed the Hart Senate Office 
Building for months of expensive 
cleaning. Five people were killed and 
17 sickened nationwide after coming 
into contact with letters containing 
anthrax. An investigation continues. 

A clue to ricin poisoning is a sud- 
denly developed fever, cough and 
excess fluid in the lungs, a fact sheet 
from CDC says. These symptoms 
could be. followed by severe breath- 
ing problems and possibly death, it 
said. There is no known antidote.

UN sends team to iraq. 

WASHINGTON (AP) The United 
Nations will send a team to-Iraq to help 
its political transition in anticipation of 
the turnover of power there June 30, 


Secretary-General Kofi Annan told_ 


President Bush on Tuesday. 

The two men met in the Oval Office, 
where Bush said, “I’m upbeat and opti- 
mistic about the future of the world.” 
He said the United Nations has a vital 
role in Iraq. 

Annan said the U.N. team would 
work with the Iraqis “in finding the way 
forward” and. would talk to as many 
Iraqis as possible to “‘steer: things in the 
right direction.” 

“TI believe that the stability in Iraq is 
in everyone’s interest. The U.N. does 
have a role to play,” Annan said. 

He noted that there are differences in 
Iraq about how to establish a provision- 
al government, and said the U.N. team 
would try. to help resolve those issues. 


Senators shut out of office 

WASHINGTON (AP) Michigan’s 
senators proceeded with scheduled 
events Tuesday despite being shut out 
of their offices after the discovery of a 


suspicious white powder in a Senate ° 


mailroom. 

“Folks are scrambling,” Sen. Debbie 
Stabenow said. “Unfortunately, we’ve 
been though this before.” 


Stabenow and Sen. Carl Levin, both 
Democrats, attended a University of 
Michigan breakfast before heading to 
the Capitol for a Senate session. 

The senators’ offices were closed 
and their mail was being investigated 
after tests indicated the substance was 
ricin, a deadly poison. The substance 
was found in a mailroom at the Dirksen 
Senate Office Building. Levin and 
Stabenow have offices in other build- 
ings. 

A few of Levin’s staff members set 
up a temporary office Tuesday morning 
in a small space that Levin sometimes 
uses at the Capitol. A spokesman for 
Stabenow said her staff also was plan- 
ning to open a temporary office later in 
the day. 


Abortion parental consent 

LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) A bill to 
remove a requirement for Nebraska 
schools to-'give students information 
about how to obtain an abortion without 


‘parental consent is one vote away from 


Passing. 

The measure cleared the second of 
three rounds of debate Tuesday in the 
Legislature on a 35-4 vote. That came 
after 37 senators voted to cut off debate 
and end a filibuster that began last 
week. It takes 33 votes to end debate. 

Bill sponsor Sen. Mike Foley of 
Lincoln said he expects more attacks 
against the measure when it comes up 
for the final round of discussion.

British investigate 
WMD question 


LONDON (AP) The British gov- 
ernment announced Tuesday that it 
would hold an inquiry into the intelli- 
gence used in deciding to go to war 
with Iraq, and expected findings to be 
ready months before a similar investi- 
gation in the United States. 

“I think there are issues” about 
intelligence that need to be looked at, 
Prime Minister Tony Blair told a 
Parliamentary committee. But he 
insisted Saddam Hussein had 
“weapons of mass destruction capa- 
bility” when Britain and the United 
States went to war in March. ~ 

Announcing details in the House of 
Commons, Foreign Secretary Jack 
Straw said the inquiry would look at 
the accuracy of prewar intelligence 
about Iraqi weapons and “discrepan- 
cies” between that intelligence and 
what eventually was found 

It. is due’ to report before 
Parliament breaks for the suffimer’ in 
July. The five-member committee will 
be chaired by Lord Butler, a retired 
senior civil servant, and include a 
Labour and a Conservative lawmaker. 

The third-largest party in 
Parliament, the Liberal Democrats, 
declined to participate in the inquiry 
because it will not review the govern- 
ment’s use of intelligence. 

The announcement comes less than 
a week after a senior judge cleared the 
British government of allegations it 
distorted what it knew about Iraq’s 
weapons programs to build a case for 
war. 

Also, the decision was made public 
a day after President Bush announced 
he would name an independent, bipar- 
tisan inquiry into faulty intelligence 
in Iraq. 

Opposition Democrats in the 
United States have complained that 
the American inquiry is unlikely to 
report its findings before the presi- 
dential election in November. 

Blair denied he had been forced 
into an inquiry by Bush’s announce- 
ment. 

“It did not take us by surprise,” he 
said. “We've been working very 
closely with the Americans about 
this.” 


The threat posed by Iraq’s alleged — 


nuclear, chemical and _ biological 
weapons was Blair’s main argument 
for war. No such weapons have been 
found, and David Kay, the*former 
head of the U.S.-led Iraq “Survey 
Group, has said he doesn’t <believe 
they ever will be. 2 
Kay, who quit last month, told the 
U.S. Congress last week that “it turns 
out we were all wrong, probably” 
about the Iraqi threat. 
~”What is true about David Kay’s 
evidence, and this is something I have 
to accept as one of the reasons why I 
think we now need a further inquiry 
. we have not found stockpiles of 
actual weapons,” Blair told the law- 


makers. 

“What ts untrue is to say that he is 
saying that there was no weapons of 
mass destruction program or capabili- 
ty, and that Saddam was not a threat.” 

The British government previously 
rejected calls for an inquiry. But on 
Monday, Blair’s spokesman said last 
week’s ruling by senior judge Lord 
Hutton that the government had not 


“sexed up” intelligence cleared the air 


and allowed for a rational discussion 
of Iraqi weapons. 

Before last year’s war, Blair main- 
tained that Iraq had weapons of mass 


destruction: In September 2002, the -. 


government published a dossier of 
intelligence about Iraq; Blair told the 
House of Commons that Saddam 
Hussein’s “weapons of mass destruc- 
tion program is active, detailed and 


- growing.” Blair said some of» Iraq’s. 
chemical and biological «weapons : 


“could be activated within 45 min- 
utes.” 

Eight months later, a BBC report 
claimed some people in the intelli- 
gence services had had doubts about 
the 45-minute claim, were unhappy 
that it was included in the dossier and 
that the government “probably. knew 
... that it was wrong.” 

The story sparked a feud between 
the British Broadcasting Corp. and 
the government that culminated in 
Hutton’s investigation that exonerated 
Blair but was harshly critical of the 
BBC. Hutton said the government had 
not manipulated intelligence, but said 
the issue of the accuracy of that intel- 
ligence was outside the scope of his 
inquiry. 

After publication of the Hutton 
report, Blair acknowledged that “it is 
absolutely right that people can ques- 
tion whether the intelligence received 
was right, and why we have not yet 
found weapons of mass destruction.” 

On Tuesday, he insisted his posi- 
tion on Iraq’s weapons had not 
changed. 

“It’s not a question as it were of 
changing a position, it’s a question of 
recognizing the fact that though there 
has been ample evidence of weapons 
of mass destruction programs and 
capability, the actual weapons have 
not been found as yet in Iraq,” he 
said. 

“And the view of the head of the 
Iraq Survey Group is that he does not 
believe that ‘the intelligence in ‘rela- 
tion to the stockpiles of the weapons. 
Now that’s exactly what we need to 
look into.” 

He said’ he still believed the war 
‘had been just. 

“I have no doubt whatever that we 
did the right thing,” Blair said. “Now 
I think there are issues to do with 
intelligence that we need to look at - 
and that’s not just the intelligence 
agencies but the government as well, 
incidentally.”

UP-G up 60-49 with 17:23 to play, 
Westminster raced back into the game 
with a 13-0 run to take its first lead at 62- 
60 with 15:20 left. After a pair of lead 
exchanged put UP-G up 72-70, t the Titans 
recorded a 12-2 run to post their biggest 
lead at eight points (82-74) with 9:31 left. 
The Bobcats battled back, taking the lead 
for good when a three-pointer by David 
Winfrey broke a 96-96 tie to put UP-G up 
by three (99-96) with 1:42 left. 
Westminster closed within a point twice, 
the last time coming at 101-100 with 34 
seconds left. Trailing by three (103-100), 
Westminster missed three three-point 
attempts in the final 20 seconds, allowing 
Pitt-Greensburg to secure the win with 
four free throws in the final 11 seconds. 

Leading the Titan offensive attack’ in 
the loss was sophomore guard Mark 
DeMonaco, who posted game-high totals 
of 24 points, seven assists and four steals. 
Junior forward Pat O’Connor added 19 
points, while sophomore forward Dom 
Joseph and junior guard Ed Pagley 
recorded 13 and 10 points, respectively. 
Sophomore guard Brian Fadden hauled in 
a team-best six rebounds in the loss, while 
O’Connor tied DeMonaco for the team 
steals lead with four. 

The loss marked the eighth time in the 
last 10 games (8-2 record) the Titans have 
scored at least 100 points with their new 
run-and-gun offense and trapping defense, 
while forcing at least 23 turnovers for the 
10th straight game (24 turnovers by UP- 
G).

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Open windows possible cause for pipe burst in Eich

Junior Sam Meriwether never made it to his 

_ early class Friday momning, on Jan. 31. His still- 

groggy roommate, Jerad Smith, told him he’d 

heard a noise in the other room, and when they 

tumed on the lights, they discovered a stream of 
water leaving their radiator. 

Juniors Meriwether, Michael Kohowski, 


235 and 237 into a suite, and so the leak affect- 
ed all four students. Immediately, Meriwether 
and Smith began to lift all of their electronics 
out of the five-foot area where nearly an inch of 
water had already collected, trying to save com- 
puters, cords and wires, a telephone and a charg- 
ing digital video camera. 

“For as much hassle as our school gives 
upper-classmen about living off campus, it’s 
things like this that make me frustrated about 
the current [housing] policy,” said Meriwether, 
who is forgiving of the incident, but unappre- 
ciative of off-campus living policies. 

Damages included the digital video camera 
and the telephone. The school’s property insur- 
ance covered these damages in this instance, 
according to Donald Shelenberger of the busi- 


ness office. 

Meriwether described the leak as running 
constantly, like a stream from a faucet, making 
a hissing noise as it exited the pipe, perhaps 
because the water was so hot. 

Once objects had been removed from 
harm’s way, the students then called the physi- 
cal plant, and employee John Gerber arrived 
within 15 minutes, says Meriwether. Gerber 
acted quickly, heading downstairs to shut the 
water off to room 237, where the leak had 


sprung. 

To dry the room, they used a wet-vac to suck 
the water off the floor, and the students set fans 
onto their rooms for the remainder of the day. 
Complaint of the smell from the water contin- 
ued, and neighbor Sophomore Micah Delo 
claims that the odor could be detected several 
rooms down. 

By 4 p.m., Gerber returned and had replaced 
the broken pipe, restoring heat not just to the 
building, but also to room 237, says Owen 
Wagner, director of the physical plant. 

However, damages spread to two rooms on 
the first floor. Below, seniors Matthew Steve 


and Nicholas Fritch still slept as water dripped 
. down from both sides. of their ceiling. Steve 


mistook the sound for rain outside, and Fritch 
said he did not even notice until a custodian 


began pounding on their door to wake them up. 

Their other two roommates, seniors Steve 
Scott.and Jeffrey Freund, were not in the rooms 
at the time of the incident. . 

Water also leaked through just one side of 
the other half of their sweet, room 137, says 
Fritch. Most of the leak, though, occurred in 
room 139, where Jeffrey Freund’s computer 
was damaged. The school’s insurance also cov- 
ered the cost.of the computer. 

Originally, the physical plant speculated that 
the leak was caused when the pipe froze, after a 
window to the room had been left open. 
Sophomore Micah. Delo, a’ neighbor to 
Meriwether and his roommates, was skeptical 
of the theory, saying that many Eichenauer res- 
idents leave their windows open at night, fre- 
quently much wider than the inch-wide crack in 
room 237’s window that moming. 

Donald Shelenberger is not certain that the 
open window was the culprit, either, since the 
room would have had to become extremely 
cold in order to burst the pipes. Shelenberger 
says that is part of the reason the school accept- 
ed liability for this incident. Also, there is some 
debate over whether or not students knew not to 
leave their windows open. 

One other possibility, says Shelenberger, is 
that when many residents in Eichenauer left

their windows open that night, the pumps had to 
work harder in order to circulate the hot water 
that heats the rooms. This could have con- 
tributed to the pipe’s bursting Friday moming. 

Owen Wagner of the physical plant strongly 
advises students to keep their windows shut in 
the winter, particularly if they are going to be out 
of their rooms for the weekend or over break. 
“Tf there’s an overheating situation, we should 
be made aware of it,” he said. 

Shelenberger says that there are normal- 
ly about 2 to 3 incidents of water damage at 
the school each year, and that one other acci- 
dent already occurred this year when stu- 
dents left a shower running over fall break, 
resulting in a great deal of steam and mold 
damage. 

In order to protect ' themselves, 
Shelenberger suggests that students make 
sure to secure their rooms and windows 
before leaving for break, shutting off faucets 
and even locking the doors between sweets 
to prevent theft. 

He also encourages students to check 
and make sure that they are covered under a 
rider with their parents’ home-owner’s 
insurance policy, which he says is relatively 
inexpensive, and will cover damages in their 
rooms that the school is not liable for.

As the cold weather continues to 
linger on campus, flu season accompa- 
nies it. Whether you need a visit with 
the doctor or just drop by for a cough 
drop, you should take advantage of the 
Health Center on campus, which offers 
a variety of services. 

According to Judy Duda, the main 
nurse on staff, although flu spread 
throughout campus before Christmas 
break, the Health Center has not seen 
one case of the flu this semester. “But 
that doesn’t mean it isn’t coming,” 
Duda said, “because these are the 
times for the flu.” 

Simple actions like washing your 
hands, taking vitamins, eating right 
and resting can prevent winter colds 
and flu. : 

If you do feel under the weather, 
make an appointment at the Health 
Center, or just walk in. 

“When you come to see a nurse, we 
usually evaluate your symptoms and 
give you your options,” said Duda. 
Those options can include anything 
from over the counter medicines to 
appointments with the doctor, who 
usually works from 8:15a.m._ to 
9:15a.m. 

The Health Center, located in Shaw 
dormitory, is open from 7:30a.m. to 
3:30p.m., Monday through Friday, 
when classes are in session. Duda 
works every day and has one of three 
other nurses helping her from 8a.m. to 
12p.m. 

- The Health Center offers many ser- 
vices besides free doctor’s visits and 
over the counter drugs. You can get 
freé health information and school- 
related physicals, or select tests and 
allergy injections for a small fee. You 
can also meet with a counselor who is 
available from 9a.m. to 5p.m., Monday 
through Friday. 

The newest addition to the Health 
Center will be an AIDS test. This 
Orasure test takes a sample from the 
mouth, so no blood samples are 
involved. Scheduled to begin March 
1, these tests will be offered to stu- 
dents every Monday. 

Duda urges students to stop by the 
Health Center to find out about each of 
the services available. Many students 
don’t know about these benefits, and 
some don’t even know where the 
Health Center is. 

“I have no idea where to find the 
Health Center, but I’ve never needed 
to use it,” junior Sean Diefenderfer 
said. 

You can make an appointment by 
calling extension 7927 to speak with 
the nurse or leave a message; your call 
will be returned the:next morning. 

If you’re not sure whether or not 
you need to visit the Health Center, 
follow this rule of thumb. “My gener- 
al rule is that if you’re not good 
enough to go to class, come see us,” 
Duda said.

the Superbowl

This year the Superbowl was riddled 
with controversy, from Janet Jackson’s 
indecent exposure and Nelly’s crotch grab- 
bing to CBS’s refusal to air what it consid- 
ered to be controversial commercials. . 

Moveon.org sponsored a commercial 
contest entitled Bush in 30 Seconds. The 
organization wanted the winning commer- 
cial “Child’s Pay” to be aired on Superbowl 
Sunday. The anti-Bush advertisement was 
turned down by CBS. The network also 
refused to air a commercial created by 
People for the Ethical Treatment’ of 
Animals (PETA). ‘The reasons cited were 
that the ads were too ‘controversial.’ CBS 
has a policy which does not allow them to 
air ads which are considered to be ‘contro- 
versial.” 

According to the Moveon.org website, 
CBS received over 340,000 e-mails and 
phone calls asking for the network to stop 
censorship. “CBS is refusing to air ads cre- 
ated by the Bush in 30 seconds and the 
People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals, even though the White House will 
be allowed to run one,” states the website of 
Moveon.org. “‘As we enter an election year, 
it’s critical that our media institutions be 
fair and open to all speakers.” 

Despite the overwhelming amount of 


.information on Moveon.org’s website, nei- 


ther the CBS website or the Viacom web- 
site make any mention of the controversy or 
the debate it has sparked over free speech. 

Dr. Andrea Grove Assistant Professor of 
political science & sociology agrees with 
Moveon.org from a political science stand- 
point. More specifically she agrees with 
Moveon.org’s statements about the unfair- 
ness of CBS and does not understand what 
is controversial about the commercial. 
“The only thing it does that’s controversial 
is that it criticizes the president’s economic 
policies,” said Grove. “They are just trying 
to keep criticism of the government out of 
the public’s eye.” 

First year personal interdisciplinary 
major Colby King also disagrees with 
CBS’s decision not to air the commercials, 
but was more upset about the refusal to air 
Moveon.org’s commercial. “I don’t think it 
would’ ve hurt CBS at all to air that com- 
mercial,” said King. “If anything, it 
would’ve been one of those really cool 
commercials that everyone talks about the 
day after the Superbowl and who knows, 
maybe it would've increased the level of 
political debate in our country and more 
than 39 percent of our country would vote 
in November.” 

Dennis Buffone junior history major has 
an altogether different view of the situation. 
He understands why CBS chose not to air 
the commercials. “They would have lost 
corporate sponsors,” said Buffone. 

He also feels that the Moveon.org com- 
mercial would not have been an asset to the 
network. “I am in favor of political com- 
mercials,” said Buffone. “But I really wish 
that media companies would broadcast or 
print commercials that would force people 
to think about the issues in a logical way.”

Four-year-old state crime 


labs suffer 


from detrimental rain damage 


CLEVELAND (AP) It could cost hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. to repair leaks, 
structural damage and other problems at a 4- 
year-old state crime laboratory, a recently ren- 
ovated regional lab and a new police training 
academy, Officials said. 

Officials at the headquarters of the Ohio 
Bureau of Criminal Identification and 
Investigation, located in London, west of 
Columbus, are awaiting an engineer's report 
before asking;for money to make repairs. 

Water from last fall's heavy rains penetrat- 
ed the roof of the $17.8 million BCI facility, 
. peeling sheets of wallpaper above the front 
entrance and leaving pools of water on a ledge 
above the door. In the computer crimes evi- 
dence room, water-soaked ceiling tiles caved 
in, forcing employees to find other storage for 
computers, discs and other evidence. 

Almost every third-floor office, including 
the DNA genetics lab, has sagging and 
mildewed ceiling tiles. BCI supervisors and 
the office of Attomey General Jim Petro, who 
oversees the state labs, said no evidence has 
been contaminated. 

In addition to the water damage, BCI has 
heating, ventilation and electrical > 
rows of dead trees in the parking lot and a 
pigeon infestation that has left the roof caked 
with bird droppings. 

"It's a building whose life span, if these 


problems aren't addressed, is 10 years,” said 
Lana Ruebel, Petro's chief of staff. 

Lesser damage has been discovered at 
BCT's crime lab in Richfield in northeast Ohio 
and at the recently constructed Ohio Peace 
Officer Training Academy, also located in 
London. 


Problems at the Richfield lab, which was 
renovated for $8.7 million in September 2001, 
include cracks every three to six feet in the 
exterior walls of the building, roof leaks and 


seeping; water infiltration in the investigation | 


garage. 

At the training academy, completed for 

$9.3 million last August, the contractor has 

an additional $224,304 to fix dry- 
wall cracks, skylight leaks and other prob- 
lems. 

Paul Pryor, the BCI building's architectur- 
al representative, and Robert Stromberg, pres- 
ident of Gutknecht Construction Co., the pro- 
jects general contractor, said most of the 
problems are minor maintenance issues and 

Stromberg said his company has done at 
least $5,000 worth of nonwarranty work at 
BCI in recent months. 

He said his company has become a pawn 
in a political struggle between Petro and for- 
mer Attomey General Betty Montgomery, 
who both plan to run for governor in 2006.

Witnesses offer more clues to 
21 sniper shootings on I-71 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) Witness 
descriptions of a gunman and a vehicle were 
the most detailed yet it the investigation of 21 
sniper shootings along a highway south of 
Columbus, authorities said. ; 

A van and a Mercedes were shot minutes 
apart on an interstate Sunday, in a case resem- 
bling the linked shootings, but the farthest yet 
from the original locale. 

Franklin County Sheriffs Chief Deputy 
Steve Martin stopped'short of linking the two 
cases to the serial gunfire. However, he said 
they seem consistent with the Interstate 270 
shootings, based on initial evidence. 

Shooting victim Douglas Berry described 
the gunman as a middle-aged white male, 
with a medium build. Another motorist called 
911 Sunday, reporting a black sports car on an 
overpass. ~ 


"We've had some vague issues in the past, 
but this is by far probably the best," Martin 
said. 


No injuries were reported in Sunday's 
shootings, which happened about 11:30 a.m. 
on Interstate 71 in Jeffersonville, about 40 
miles southwest of Columbus and about 25 
miles from any linked shootings. 

Berry, 51, of Mansfield, the driver of the 
Mercedes, said he was driving north on I-71 
when he noticed a car pull to a stop on an 
overpass. 

"I saw him park his car, get out of it, walk 


to the rail and take his shot," Berry told The 
Columbus Dispatch. "It sounded like a boom, 
a blast.” 

Berry thought the shooter had a handgun, 
because he said he would have noticed a rifle. 
“Even with the radio up loud, I could hear the 
shot. It was large caliber," he said. 

The van driver, identified in a sheriff's 
report as Cheryl Shreyer of Baltimore in cen- 
tral Ohio, did not return phone messages seek- 
ing comment left at her home Sunday night. 

Both vehicles were struck in the hood on 
the driver's side, Martin said. At the Flying J 
travel plaza about a mile from the shootings, a 
bullet hole was visible in the hood of the dark 
gray Mercedes, about six inches from its 
windshield. ; 

A lane of I-71 northbound was closed for 
part of the afternoon as officers searched the 
area. 

Martin, who heads the highway shootings 
investigation, said the shots were fired from 
two overpasses about one mile apart. 

A driver on Interstate 71 called the Fayette 
County Sheriffs emergency dispatcher 
Sunday to report seeing a person Standing 
next to a black car on an overpass, according 
to a recording released to the media. 

One person has died in the serial shoot- 
ings, which have targeted vehicles, homes and 
schools near the highway encircling 
Columbus.

Activists to re charter 

CINCINNATI (AP) Activists said 
Monday they have gathered enough peti- 
tion signatures to ask voters in November 
to repeal a 1993, charter amendment that 
made Cincinnati the only U.S. city to ban 
enactment or enforcement of gay-rights 
laws. 

Leaders of a group called Citizens to 
Restore Fairness said the charter amend- 
ment unfairly singles out gay people and 
keeps them from seeking legal protection 
against discrimination. 

Laws are needed to protect people 
from being fired, denied housing or 
refused service in a restaurant or store 
because they are gay, said the group, 
which plans to submit signatures for certi- 
fication before the summer deadline. 

The coalition that drafted the amend- 
ment approved by 62 percent of voters 
said it will fight any repeal effort. 

Phil Burress, chairman of the group 
called Equal Rights, Not Special Rights, 
said civil rights laws already forbid dis- 
crimination. Gay people shouldn't be enti- 
tled to additional, special protections, he 
said. 

Last week, Mayor Charlie Luken 
called on voters to repeal the amendment. 

Activists say the amendment even for- 
bids gay people to lobby city officials for 
laws on their behalf. 

Tourism officials say the charter 
amendment has cost Cincinnati more than 
$64 million in business since 1993 
because organizations concerned that the 
city is unfriendly to gays have held their 
conventions elsewhere. 


Road rage gets out of control

A bicyclist shot a truck driver in the arm 
during a confrontation that began when 
the man pedaling the bike made an 
obscene gesture, police said. 

Robert Urick, 41, was charged with 
attempted homicide, aggravated assault 
and weapons offenses. 

William Nicoletti, 51, told police that 
when he drove past Urick in his pickup 
truck Saturday, Urick made an obscene 
gesture. 

Nicoletti said he turned around and 
drove toward Urick, who pulled out a pis- 
tol and threatened to shoot, police said. 
Officers said Urick then reached into the 
truck, shot Nicoletti once in the arm and 
rode away on his bike. : 

Nicoletti rammed Urick off his bike 
and they fought briefly until Urick fled 
again, police said. 

Police said they arrested Urick later 
that day, and he told them he made the 
gesture because Nicoletti had told him to 


. get off the road. 


Urick remained in jail Monday in lieu 


of $100,000 bail. A hearing was set for 


Feb. 17. 


Weapons at work 
GROVE CITY, Pa. (AP) A juvenile 
detention center worker brought a loaded 
gun, two hunting knives and a pellet rifle 
to work with him, authorities said. ; 
Nathan Horstman, 34, of Grove City, 
was arrested Sunday at the George Junior 
Republic School in Grove City. He was 
being held in the Mercer County Jail 
charged with possession of a weapon on 


school property. It was unclear if he had 
an attorney. 

Horstman, a cottage parent, brought a 
loaded 9 mm pistol, two large hunting 
knives and a .22-caliber pellet rifle into 
the school, state police said. 

George Junior Republic is where, 
authorities say, two teenagers in 
December strangled a counselor and 
escaped using his truck. The teens are 
awaiting trial on charges of criminal 
homicide, robbery and conspiracy. 


Disability fraud 

DELAW. » Ohio (AP) A man has 
been accused of deceiving donors by 
claiming to be an injured law enforcement 
Officer, often using a wheelchair to solicit 
money, authorities say. 

A Delaware County grand jury has 
charged John Schmoll, 41, with engaging 
in corrupt activity, theft and telecommuni- 
cations fraud in a scheme that prosecutors 
Say netted Schmoll as much as $30,000 
nationwide since 2000. He walked to a 
police cruiser after his arrest on Friday. 

"It is tragic," police detective Rob 
Penrod said. 

Several victims were disabled Police 
officers who thought they were donating 


‘money for scholarships to disabled police 


officers' children, he said. "He took 
advantage of a lot of well-known, legiti- 
mate charities." 

Penrod said an investigation began 
after two chaplains became Suspicious of 
Schmoll when he tried to join a Fraternal 
Order of Police chapter and gave different 
stories of how he had become hurt. 

"He had claimed he was paralyzed 


from the waist down when he fell on his 
handcuffs during a security detail for dig- 
nitaries as a Secret Service agent," Penrod 
said. | 

He also claimed he was injured when 
he fell while chasing someone at O'Hare 
International Airport in Chicago while on 
a Department of Defense security detail, 
Assistant Prosecutor Frank Darr said. 


Teacher fired for violence 

BETHLEHEM, Pa. (AP) A Lehigh 
Valley Academy gym teacher charged 
with slamming a 9-year-old boy into a 
wall has been fired, the principal said. 

Andrew Dear, 30, of Coplay, was 
charged with simple assault and harass- 
ment stemming from the alleged Jan. 13 
incident. The boy had a bump on the back 
of his head and suffered a concussion, 
police said. 

There was sufficient evidence that 
Dear violated the school’s code of con- 
duct, which prohibits employees from 
using corporal punishment to discipline 
students, principal Susan Lind said. 

The boy told authorities that he was in 
the cafeteria “cheering for a friend during 
lunch” when Dear pulled him out of the 
room by the arm, picked him up by his 
shirt and twice threw him against the wall, 
according to court records. 

Another teacher saw the incident and 
intervened to get the child away from 
Dear, according to authorities. 

Dear, who had been a teacher since the 
charter school opened in 2002, was 
arraigned before District Justice Barbara 
Schlegel last week and released on 
$15,000 unsecured bail. 
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More democrats throwing support behind John Kerry | 


WASHINGTON (AP) In-an anti-Bush 
voting spree, Democrats aré racing 
through their front-loaded election calen- 
dar to crown a presidehtial ‘nominee’ -' 
making John Kerry all but unstoppable in 
the delegate chase. 

But their rush to judgment could back- 
fire in the heat of a general election con- 
test if Kerry escapes the nomination fight 
untested by a front-runner's usual pitfalls: 
gaffes, mini-scandals and _ buyers’ 
remorse. 

While a confident Kerry looks ahead to 
the fall, laying plans for a multimillion- 
dollar ad campaign against President 
Bush, his rivals are begging voters to take 
a second look. They have one week to 
slow Kerry's. momentum, or the race may 
be over. : 

"You have the power to keep this 
debate alive,” Howard Dean said Monday 
in Wisconsin, site of a Feb. 17 primary 
that every campaign views as a decisive 
showdown. Dean, the race's dominating 
force until his sudden fall a month ago, 
blamed the media and pundits for the pre- 
mature coronation. : 

Retired Army Gen. Wesley Clark com- 
plained that "this election is flashing past 
so fast that for so many Americans they 
can hardly tell the difference between the 
candidates." Sen. John Edwards’ spokes- 
woman, Jennifer Palmieri, said voters 
"need to let this process go a while to

Mad cow search endi 

WASHINGTON (AP) The Agriculture 
Department said Monday it is ending its 
search for additional cases of mad cow 
disease even though officials have not 
found all the animals they sought after the 
first U.S. case turned up in December. 

"Our investigation is now complete,” 
Ron De Haven, the department's chief 
veterinarian, told reporters in a telephone 
conference call. "We feel very confident 
the remaining animals, the ones we have 
not been able to positively identify, repre- 
sent little risk.” 

The closure leaves officials not know- 
ing what happened to 11 head of cattle 
among 25 that authorities consider likely 
to have eaten the same potentially infec- 
tious feed given to Washington state 
Holstein that tested positive for mad cow 
in December. 

All 25 were among 81 born on a farm 
in Alberta, Canada, and shipped into the 
United States in 2001. Officials have 
found 29 of the 81, including 14 consid- 
ered most at risk. 

The search for the 81 cattle led author- 
ities to 189 farms and ranches and the 
testing of 255 animals, none of which had 
bovine spongiform encephalopathy or 
BSE, the technical name for mad cow, De 
Haven said. Some may have gone to 
slaughter, but BSE tests would have spot- 
ted any that had mad cow, he said. 

The likelihood of finding more cases 
"is pretty slim at this point,” De Haven 
said.

- Edwards hopes that Dean will criti- 
cize Kerry, giving the North Carolina sen- 
ator a shot at emerging as an upbeat alter-, 
native. But there is no guarantee that Dean 
will go negative, especially if Edwards 
remains in the race. 

- Dean hopes that Edwards and Clark 


drop out after Tuesday, leaving him as the 
only alternative to Kerry. But even Dean 
knows that the harshest criticisms won't 
close a 30-point gap, and the latest poll 


had Kerry beating him 41 percent to 9. 


percent in Wisconsin. 

- Clark hopes he can finish second to 
Kerry in Tennessee to keep his candidacy 
afloat, but he nearly bowed out of the race 
Feb. 3, and will face pressure to do so 
again. ; 

All three camps privately acknowledge 
their only hope is for Kerry to stumble. 
While weaving all sorts of dark scenarios 
about how that might happen, aides say 
their money will soon dry up after Feb. 17 
if they don't break through in Wisconsin. 

Kerry's rise, like Dean's ascent last 
year, is a product of the hunger to 
beat Bush. Democrats want a winner, 
thus they're uniting behind Kerry and 
his election victories just as they ral- 
lied-to Dean when he led in off-year 
polling and fund raising. 

Voters in the early Democratic contests 
said in exit polls that a top quality in a 
candidate is the ability to beat Bush. They 
voted overwhelmingly for Kerry. 

An official close to the Massachusetts 
senator, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said Kerry plans to tap into the 
Democratic National Committee's $15 
million treasury to buy TV ads as soon as 
Bush does. The president's ads are expect- 


ed to air immédiately aftet the Democratic 
nomination fight is settled. 

- Though‘he refused to déclare a winner, 
McAuliffe gleefully discussed the 
prospects for a quick end to the 
Democratic race - and a start to the fall 
election. 

"We can't be having a primary 
fight going on all the way through the 
spring, allowing Bush to spend $200 
million to distort our nominee's 
record," McAuliffe said. "Once I've 
got a nominee, I'm raising money 
hand over fist." 

The money will allow the DNC to 
spend millions of dollars a week to 
counter Bush's ad campaign. 

Unless the dynamics of the race 
change quickly, the money and the 
nomination will -go to Kerry. An 
uneven campaigner who stumbled as 
the early front-runner last year, Kerry 
could escape the primary season 
without a second, more severe test. A 
candidate who decries special inter- 
est influence could, face Bush without 
a full vetting of his 19-year Senate 
record. 

"It will be over,” said Sally Taylor, a 
35-year-old Democrat who joined a 
crowd of 1,000 at a Kerry rally last week- 
end. "And I'll hardly know the guy I voted 
for." 

"But," she said, "I'll have a winner.”

Faneuil said he only realized later that 
he was violating Merrill Lynch & Co. pol- 
icy when he alerted Stewart that ImClone 
Systems founder Sam Waksal was trying 
to sell his shares. 

Faneuil has already testified that 
Stewart's broker and codefendant, Peter 
Bacanovic, ordered him to give Stewart 
the tip. 

"I would say because Peter told me to 
do it, I did not think I was doing anything 
wrong," Faneuil, 28, said Monday. 

The answers came as Stewart lawyer 
Robert Morvillo attempted to separate 
Stewart from the discussions Faneuil and 
Bacanovic had on Dec. 27, 2001, the day 
Stewart sold ImClone stock. 

“You were never asked by Martha 
Stewart to tell a lie, were you?" Morvillo 
asked. 

"Correct," Faneuil replied. 

Stewart and Bacanovic are accused of 
repeatedly lying to the government about 
the circumstances of the sale. They claim 
they had a pre-existing deal to sell 
ImClone shares when it fell to $60. 


Cuban businesses on watch 

CORAL GABLES, Florida (AP) The 
U.S. Treasury Department is cracking 
down on 10 companies controlled by the 
Cuban government or Cuban nationals for 
allegedly providing Americans with ille- 
gal travel packages to the communist 
island, officials said Friday. 

Treasury Secretary John Snow said 
nine of the overseas companies specialize 
in travel to Cuba. and one company deals 
with forwarding gifts to the island. The 


companies, which were not immediately 
identified, are located in Cuba, Argentina, 
the Bahamas, Canada, Chile, the 
Netherlands and Britain. 

Snow said in a statement that the com- 
panies "provide easy access to Cuba to 
those U.S. individuals who choose to 
break the law." Americans, with few 
exceptions, are prohibited from traveling 
to Cuba. 

The action is part of President George 
W. Bush's initiative announced in October 
to strengthen the enforcement of the trav- 
el ban. 

The United States and Cuba have been 
without diplomatic ties since Cuban 
President Fidel Castro took power more 
than four decades ago. A U.S. economic 
embargo against Cuba bans most 
Americans from traveling to the 
Caribbean island. 

Officials said the companies use the 
Internet to advertise and sell Cuban 
tourism to the U.S. public. Law enforce- 
ment officials have intercepted a number 
of unauthorized travelers whose tour 
packages were bought through one of 
these companies, Treasury officials said. 


Bush optimistic about economy 

WASHINGTON (AP) Declaring that 
"America’s economy is strong and getting 
stronger,” President Bush told Congress 
Monday in his annual economic report 
that last year's tax cut was doing the job in 
reviving economic growth. 

This year's 412-page “Economic 
Report of the President,” is considerably 
more upbeat than Bush's report a year 
ago, issued at time when the country was 
still mired in a lackluster recovery with 
the unemployment rate continuing to rise. 

In the new report, written as a strong 


defense of Bush's economic stewardship, 
the president says that. the country has 
been able to overcome a series of shocks 
starting with the bursting of the stock 
market bubble in early 2000 followed by 
the first recession in a decade, the terror- 
ist attacks, two wars and corporate 
accounting scandals. 

"Americans have responded to each 
challenge and now we have the results: 
renewed confidence, strong growth, new 
jobs and a mounting prosperity that will 
reach every corner of America,” Bush 
wrote in the message transmitting the 
report to Congress. 


Cell phone leads to arrest 

WEST MELBOURNE, Fla. (AP) A 
cell phone found in a parking lot led 
police to a man whom they later arrested 
as a suspect in a rape and kidnapping. 

A resident found the phone lying 
next-to a car and began dialing num- 
bers to see if he could locate the 
owner. He eventually learned that the 
phone had belonged to a woman who 
said she was abducted from a Wal- 
Mart parking lot and raped. 

West Melbourne police traced the 
license plate number of the car to another 
resident of the complex. 

Eliezer Ayala, 22, was placed under 
surveillance and arrested Sunday, said 
West Melbourne police Lt. Steve 
Wilkinson. 

"It was an extreme coincidence," 
Wilkinson said. "We were really fortunate 
to get him so quickly." 

Ayala was being held at the Brevard 
County Detention Center late Sunday. It 
could not immediately be determined ° 
whether he had an attorney. 
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Letter from bin Laden serves as window to terrorism in:Iraq 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) A letter seized from 
an al-Qaida courier shows Osama bin Laden 
has made little headway in recruiting Iraqis for 
a holy war against America, raising questions 
about the Bush administration's contention that 
Iraq is the central front in the war against terror. 


The 17-page letter, cited as a key piece of 


intelligence that offered a rare window into for- 
eign terrorist operations in Iraq, appealed to al- 
Qaida leaders to help spark a civil war between 
Iraq's two main Muslim sects in an effort to 
“tear the country apart,” U.S. officials said 
Monday. 

One senior U.S. officer wamed the plea 
could mean more “spectacular” attacks because 
the rebels were despairing that their 
car bombs and the steady killing of U.S. troops 
were failing to shove the Americans from Iraq 
or spark massive discord. 

The letter was believed written by Abu 
Musab al-Zarqawi, a Jordanian suspected of al- 
Qaida links. Al-Zarqwi is the chief suspect in 
several recent. deadly bombings, and his pres- 
ence in Iraq was cited by the Bush administra- 
tion as evidence of Iraq's terrorist connections 
even before the war. 

White House spokesman Scott McClellan 
told reporters Monday aboard Air Force One 
that the letter, first reported Monday by The 
New York Times, shows that “Iraq is the central 
front in the war on terrorism.” 

“There are foreign terrorists who realize the 
stakes are high and they seek to do everything 
they can to undermine the aspirations of the 
Iraqi people,” McClellan said. “But 
and freedom are taking root in Iraq and there's 
no tuming back.” 


However, the letter, as quoted by The New 
York Times, acknowledges problems in recruit- 
ing Iraqis to join the fight against an American 
force that is "growing stronger day after day.” 

"Many Iraqis would honor you as a guest 
and give you refuge, for you are a Muslim 


brother," The New York Times reported. . 


“However, they will not allow you to make 
their home a. base fer operations or a safe 
house.” 

That suggests that Iraqis may be willing to 
support their homegrown insurgency but have 
little interest in backing foreign infiltrators. The 
fact that the letter appeals for outside help raises 
questions whether al-Qaida had a support net- 
work here before Saddam Hussein's downfall. 

There is little to bind Iraqi rebels to foreign 
terrorists other than a common wish "to 
the United States,” said David L. Phillips, a for- 
mer State Department Iraq expert now with the 
Council on Foreign Relations in New York. 

"There are far more Iraqis who are resist- 
ing American than there are al- 
Qaida operatives inside Iraq,” Phillips said: 
“Most violence against the U.S. in Iraq is 
being committed by so-called dead-enders 
and Iraqis who resent the U.S. occupation.” 

The top Democrat on the House Intelligence 
Committee, Rep. Jane Harman of Califomia, 
said the reason al-Qaida is in Iraq is because of 
the American presence there. 

“Its a good organizing tool,” she said in an 


" interview. "One of their big targets is America.

that al-Qaida is an unwelcome presence in the 
Iraqi resistance.

Secretary of State Colin Powell said the let- 
ter shows terrorists haven't given up in Iraq. 

“They're trying to get more terrorists into 
Iraq and they're trying to create more terrorist 
Organizations to try to defeat our purposes,” 
Powell told reporters. “But they will not suc- 
ceed." 

Al-Zarqawi, the letter's purported author, is 
the top suspect in the 2002 assassination of U.S. 
diplomat Laurence Foley in Amman, Jordan. 

The letter writer's claims that he directed 25 
suicide bombings in Iraq are being taken seri- 
ously, Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt, deputy chief 
of operations, told reporters. 

“We feel he is the most capable terrorist in 
Iraq today,” a US. official said of al-Zarqawi. 

: The official, who spoke on condition of 

anonymity, described the 17-page document as 

“business plan” for terror, with a plea for financ- 

ing and for:workers imbued with the jihad spir- 

it who could carry out attacks on Shiite Muslim 
holy sites and leaders. 

The U.S. military landed a copy of the letter 
after the capture-of Hassan Ghul, a senior al- 
Qaida courier arrested last month by Kurdish 
forces in northern Iraq. The letter was on a CD- 


it,” a US. official told reporters in Baghdad. He 
briefly displayed a copy of the Arabic- 

letter taped to a board, but did not give reporters 
time to read it or take notes. 

The USS. official said the document's lan-_ 
guage was flowery and rhetorical and was 
unsure whether claims made in it were factual 
or rhetorical. 

The New York Times said its reporter 
viewed the Arabic document and a military 
translation on Sunday. The newspaper's report 
quoted unidentified U.S. officials as saying a 
courier was taking the document to Afghanistan 
to get it to al-Qaida's senior leaders. 

Al-Zarqawi, believed to be still in Iraq, is not 
a direct member of al-Qaida, but was believed 
to have set up an al-Qaida “franchise” in Iraq, 
the U.S. official said. 

Separately, a Jan. 23 raid on a house 
belonging to a suspected al-Zarqawi associate 
turned up three kilograms (seven pounds) of 
cyanide, U.S. officials said. The toxic cyanide 
salt was to have been used in an attack on U.S. 
or allied interests, officials said they believe. 

Al-Zargawi is suspected of arranging the 
Feb 1 bombings in Irbil that killed 109 civil- 
ians, mainly Kurds, Kimmitt said. The 
Jordanian is also suspected in the Jan 18 
bombing near main gate to U.S.-led coali-

Fitzgerald announced Monday afternoon 
that he will forgo his junior and senior 


year of college eligibility to enter this . 


year’s NFL Draft. 

This decision did not come as a shock 
to many people. Fitzgerald had expressed 
interest in entering this year’s draft as 
soon as Pittsburgh’s season ended. The 
Pitt star petitioned the NFL to allow him 
to enter, despite the fact that he had only 
played two seasons of major college foot- 
ball. The NCAA football rules state that 
you can only declare yourself eligible for 
the draft after you are three years removed 
from graduating high school. Fitzgerald 


had transferred to Valley Forge Military 
Academy in’ Pennsylvania halfway 
through his senior year of high school. 
The judge determined last Thursday 
though, that Fitzgerald did gain enough 
credits during his year and a half at Valley 
Forge to become eligible. 
nd that led to this Monday’s décision. 
The Heisman runner-up said during his 
press conference “I’m very confident in 
my ability. I know there’s going to be 
skentics and there’s going to be people out 
there criticizing this and criticizing that, 
but all-in-all, | know I can play the game 
of football.” 
Indeed he can. Fitzgerald set numerous 
school and NCAA records in just two sea- 
sons at Pittsburgh.

The International Film Festival is one of 
Westminster’s many hidden gems. Every 
other Tuesday at 7 PM in the McKelvey 
Theater students get, the chance to be 
exposed to international films they proba- 
bly have never seen. Free popcorn and bev- 
erages are also provided in the Berlin stu- 
dent lounge. 

Prior to the films a little bit of back- - 
ground is given in a brief introduction by a 
professor. Last week’s film was introduced 
by English professor Dr. Andrew Ade, who 
was introduced by Public Relations profes- 
sor Dr. Deborah Mitchell.

“Jean Cocteau’s 1946 film La Belle et le 
Bete (Beauty and the Beast ) has often been 
described as the film that saved the French 
film industry after the Second World War.

Due to a severe increase in shop lifting 
incidents, the gate that would typically sig- 
nal a closed off area, is now serving to keep 
a closer eye on students in the Orchard 
Street Cafe. ; 

Unfortunately, shoplifting issues are 
nothing new and the food court seems to be 
a main place that students have chosen to 
take advantage of. 

Dining Services Director Jeff Creveling 
explained that the problem stemmed from 
the small pizza boxes. When students 
asked staff members for a larger pizza box 
or to help them fit their pizza into a box,

staff members noticed hidden items-inside 
of the boxes. 

Students recognize the need for the 
watchful eye, but still find the use of the 
gates a little drastic. 

“T think its ridiculous that they have to 
do that, but I understand they have to do 
something,” junior Tom Oyer said. 

Catering Manager Beth Sammons said 
that Cafe workers have. already noticed a 
change. 

“We have seen a decrease [in theft] 
since we started closing the gate and start- 
ed watching people more closely,” said 
Sammons. 

Sammons added that there had been 
concerns about the amount of space in the

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café entrance that were brought up during. 


the summer before the building was open 
to the student body. 

The gate has beén partially shut for 
about two weeks now and many students 
are asking if this will be permanent. 

“We’re not sure at this point,” Creveling 
said. “It’s not meant to be permanent like 
that.” 

Creveling went on to explain that a 
long-term solution is still in the works. It 
has only been a couple of weeks since the 
initial closing took place, so management 
is still assessing possible ways to decrease 
theft. 

Sammons said that there has been some 
talk of building a waist high wall partially 


covering the entrance, much like where the 
gate is pulled to now. This could also dou- 
ble as another space for trays or condi- 
ments. 

One student suggested more modern 
methods for dealing with the problem. 

“If you want to stop shoplifting in the 
Orchard Street Cafe, then you need modern 
security measures like cameras,” senior 
Ken Jae said. 

Creveling regrets the measures the 
Dining Service staff mus take to prevent 
student theft. 

“With anything else, it’s unfortunate 
that a few have to ruin it for everyone 


else,” Creveling said.

New film raises concerns over 
possible Anti-Semitic content

Mel Gibson’s “The Passion of the 
Christ,” set to be released in theaters Feb. 
25 is. causing a stir among 
many Jewish activists, but 
here students and faculty 
seem unaffected. - 

The movie is a record of 
the trials of Jesus Christ, 
and many of the Jewish 
faith believe that this movie fi 
will encourage the belief 
that those of the Jewish 
faith were responsible for 
the death of Christ. While 
people rush to buy tickets 
online for the movie, set to 
be released on Ash 
Wednesday, others rush to 
spread the word that the 
movie leads the public to 
believe that the Jewish peo- 
ple were solely responsible for the death 
of Christ. Despite all of the external trou- 
ble, the campus remains calm on the mat- 
ter. Professor of religion, Dr. Kang-Yup 
Na, is encouraging his students to go see 
the movie when it comes out, due to its 
relevance to course material. No contro- 
versies about the movie have arisen on 


campus. 

“Most students here are either apathet- 
ic or on the religious end of it,” he said. 

Na feels that the movie will not be 
harmful to those of the Jewish faith as 
long as it is seen in an academic light. 

ore Kim Nester seems to think 

that even though anti-Semitic comments 
may arise because of the movie, it should 





be seen with the outlook that it is being 
filmed as a historical documentary. 
“Anti-Semitic feelings may abound, 
but this is how it all happened. Judaism 
was the dominant religion at the time, so 
most of those who perse- 
cuted him would have 
been Jewish due to the 
fact that Christianity 
hadn’t arisen because, 
well, Christ hadn’t died 


yet,” she said. 
“Passion of the 
Christ” is already attract- 


ing a huge following. 
Although the movie’s 
telease date is still a few 
days off, religious 
groups all over the coun- 
try are preparing for the 
event by setting up mass 
transportation to the pre- 
miere. Whether it is for 
interest in the movie or 
to see just see what all the buzz is about, 
many people are planning to see this 
movie. With the exception of some skep- 
tics who believe the movie will send out 
the wrong message, the general consensus 
is that this will be. a great event. 

“It wouldn’t be the first movie made 
about Jesus in our lifetime, but I think that 
it has the potential to be the most influen- 
tial,” sophomore Nadia Buzzelli said.

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CDC cuts Inquiry program to one 
semester for future first year students

The faculty voted and approved a pro- 
posal last Thursday, the 12th, to reduce 
Inquiry 101 and 102 in the fall and spring 
semesters to a single course, Inquiry 111. 

A convergence of student and faculty 
opinions and evidence spurred the faculty 
to vote that the two 4-hour courses in the 
fall and spring of a student’s first year be 
reduced to a single 4-hour course in the 
fall. According to Doctor Virginia 


Tomlinson, chair of the Curriculum | 


Development Committee (CDC), students 
have expressed the desire for more cours- 
es in their majors the first year and some 
faculty have said the current curriculum is 
simply “too much.” 

“Part of it was motivated. by schedul- 
ing difficulties reported by some stu- 
dents,” says Tomlinson. 

The new Inquiry 111 course will be 
required of first-year students, along with 
basic communications classes like 
Writing 111 and Speech 111. The new 
course will not attempt to cover every- 
thing that was previously done in two 
semesters, says Tomlinson. 

Course objectives include the instilling 
of liberal arts values and abilities within 
students, the engaging of the students’ 
assumptions and experiences so that they 
can respect different ways of knowing and 
different cultural views, and also the pur- 
suit of interdisciplinary studies, according 
to a memorandum released by Doctor 
David Swerdlow to the faculty. 

The faculty still has to meet over the 
summer to plan course specifics, select 
common texts, and create their individual

sections. All faculty who will be teaching 


the courses must attend the summer meet- — 


ings, but those who are not teaching it will 
still be invited. 

Tomlinson says that this is part of an 
effort to keep as much of the faculty 
involved in the common courses as pgssi- 
ble. “I think that’s beneficial because 
when you know what’s foundational, you 
can make connections in upper level 
courses.” 

Professors will have some freedom to 
teach according to their individual prefer- 
ences, but will also be required to follow 


-the common texts to an extent. The facul- 


ty will also be required to maintain a “rea- 
sonably consistent expectation” for both 
the amount and the quality of work 
expected from students in all sections, 
according to the course proposal. 

The creation of the new course propos- 
al for Inquiry 111 began last year after the 
faculty’s vote to reduce the course. 
Initially, the CDC informally surveyed the 
department chairs, and also took into con- 
sider the student population. 

Beginning in the fall, the CDC went 
through a process of sending faculty to 
attend conferences dedicated to higher 
education and first-year programs, and 
Greater 
Expectations, says Tomlinson. The con- 
ferences compared first-year programs 
from across the nation, discussing the 
assorted programs and their benefits. 

“To be sure,” says Tomlinson, “we’re 
knowledgeable about national trends and 
research related to higher education.” 

The CDC gathered all of their informa- 
tion together and presented to the faculty 
a discussion based on the book, confer- 


ences, and the college’s student popula- 
tion. Limited response was generated 
from that discussion in October, and 4 
focus groups were held afterwards, in 
order to increase faculty feedback. 

Once the feedback had been generated, 
it was turned into a bulleted release for 
faculty review, and the CDC proceeded to 
develop the proposal that was passed — 
Thursday. 

Inquiry is frequently a course that 
catches a lot of complaints from first-year 
students, according to Freshman Colby 
King, student member of the CDC. 
“Generally,” he says, “it appears that 
despite the amount of grumbling about 
Inquiry now, after graduation the students 
seem to appreciate the experience a lot 
more.” 

The bulleted list of feedback from fac- 
ulty including, under course goals and 
objectives, the desire to provide a “mind- 
expanding, mind-blowing experience” 
and also an insistence that students be 
called upon to function at a greater capac- 
ity than they had in high school. 

The summary of faculty comments 
also included the need for a working plan 
to examine and assess Inquiry so that 
there is some guidance in making deci- 
sions about the course down the road. 

Tomlinson, thus far, has been pleased 
with the amount of participation by the 
faculty. “It’s encouraging to me that so 
many in the faculty have expressed their 
thoughts and suggestions in the process of 
creating this course,” she says. “And I 
think that speaks to the quality of our fac- 
ulty and their concern for the students and 
the educations we offer them.”

Crane accident kills two

Aid to libraries not 


enough 

ALTOONA, Pa. (AP) Libraries in 
Blair County will soon be getting 
$374,700 from the state, but many 
directors say they still can’t afford to 
reinstate the programs and the hours 
they were forced to cut when Gov. Ed 
Rendell announced a reduction to 
library aid. 

Under the $1 billion tax package 
Rendell signed in December, the gov- 
‘ernor restored $10.1 million of the 
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after accusations of molestation

Lewd conduct involving a child is 
considered pretty serious in these 
parts, which are admittedly probably 
not on as sophisticated a level as that 
of Harrisburg or wherever Massa and 
other Judicial Conduct Board mem- 
bers might hang their hats. Yet the 
board is apparently more concerned 
about people smoking a little hemp 
than a judge fondling a child. 

Pazuhanich has not yet had all of 
his days in court on the charges, and 
he is presumed innocent until the 


$37 million he originally cut from the 
library aid.

Chi Chi’s continues clean

ONACA, Pa. (AP) Chi-Chi’s has 
so far paid out less than $1 million to 
settle claims against the chain restau- 
rant where the nation’s largest hepati- 
tis A outbreak occurred last fall, an 
official said. 

About 200 of the 660 people known 
to have been infected in the outbreak 
have sought out-of-pocket reimburse- 
ments from the restaurant, and about 
70 to 75 percent of those claims have 
been settled, according to Chi-Chi’s 
chief operating officer Bill Zavertnik. 

Zavertnik was at the. Mexican 
restaurant at the Beaver Valley Mall 
on Saturday in a promotional event to 
get people to return. Zavertnik said 
business has continued to lag since 


the restaurant reopened in mid- 
January. 
Chi-Chi’s regulars like Penny 


Kaluza, 46, of Hopewell, said the out- 
break hasn’t deterred her and her 
mother, Alice Hradil, from dining at 
the restaurant. 

“We ate here before, and we’re 
back,” Hradil said. “Right now, I 
would say this is the safest restaurant 
around, with all the inspections and 
everything.” 

The company voluntarily closed 
the restaurant Nov. 2 after people 
began falling ill. The outbreak killed 
three people. 
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American missionary killed, three 
more injured in Baghdad attack 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (AP) A South 
Kingstown missionary was shot to death 
and ministers from three other Northeast 
churches were injured when gunmen 
ambushed their vehicle in Iraq, family 
members said. 

The Rev. John Kelley, 48, was killed 
Saturday near Baghdad when a white 
sedan pulled up alongside the car he was 
riding in and opened fire, said Roland 
Vukic, of Charlestown, a member of 
Curtis Corner Baptist Church, where 
Kelley was a pastor for 18 years. 

‘Two other men - the Revs. David 
Davis, of the Grace Bible Baptist Church 
in Vernon, Conn., and Kirk DiVietro, a 
pastor at Grace Baptist Church in 
Franklin, Mass. - were injured in the 
attack, their families said. 

A Newburgh, N.Y., minister was also 
wounded, according to Vukic, who said 
he was told of the incident in a phone call 
Saturday from another pastor in Iraq. The 
car’s driver, an Iraqi, was not injured, 
Vukic said. 

The U.S. military in Baghdad con- 
firmed Monday that gunmen killed an 
American Baptist minister from Rhode 
Island and wounded three other pastors, 
but did not identify them. 

“Pastor Kelley was willing to give his 
life so that people would hear the message 
that Jesus had. He was just that kind of 
man,” Vukic said.

Muslim Army chaplain held in custody 


for 76 days on wrongful charges 


WASHINGTON (AP) James Yee, a 
Muslim chaplain in the Army, spent 76 
days in a prison cell while authorities tried 
to build a capital espionage case against 
him. Now he is free, the most serious alle- 
gations replaced by lesser ones like adul- 
tery. and possession of pornography, and 
the military justice system itself is on trial. 

Yee is due to appear Wednesday in 
front of a military judge in Fort Benning, 
Ga., for his preliminary hearing. 
Originally scheduled for Dec. 2, the hear- 
ing has been postponed four times - for a 
total of 78 days - so the Army can review 
classified documents in the case. 

Both sides say it’s possible his prelim- 
inary hearing could be delayed again. 

Prosecutors aren’t saying much 
publicly about this case, but it’s 
apparent. they are no longer pursuing 
charges of spying, which could carry 
the death penalty. Initial reports had 
said Yee was a target of an espionage 
probe at the U.S. military base in 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, where he 
ministered to suspected terrorists. 

“Is this guy Jack the Ripper or is he 
not?” asked Gary Solis, a former Marine 
Corps judge advocate and current adjunct 
law professor at Georgetown University. 
“You have to appreciate that at the outset 
they thought they were onto something 
very serious, but they don’t seem to be 
able to accept the evidence that in fact this 
was just a garden-variety screw-up.” 


The only formal charges against 
Yee, a captainare mishandling classi- 
fied material, failing to obey an 
order, making a false official state- 
ment, adultery and conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer for allegedly down- 
loading pornography on his govern- 
ment laptop. The last two were added 
since his release from the brig. 

Yee previously was a chaplain at Fort 
Lewis, Wash., and his wife and child live 
in Olympia, Wash. ~ 

If court-martialed and convicted on all 
charges, Yee could face up to 13 years in 


~ prison. But some familiar with the mili- 


tary justice system insist those alone hard- 
ly ever spark this sort of examination, 
much less 76 days of pretrial confinement, 
most of it in solitude. 

Solis blames prosecutorial “ineptitude” 
for the Yee case getting blown out of pro- 
portion and said the charges probably still 
haven’t been dropped because of a contin- 
uing hope to “make gold out of mud.” 

John Fugh, a retired judge advocate 
general, said he fears it was more, citing 
Yee’s combination of being both Muslim 
and of Chinese descent. 

“If he were a white American, say a 
chaplain of some other denomination, I 
don’t think this would have happened,” 
Fugh said. “Any time you do something 
like this, you’re bound to have some dam- 
age done to the integrity of the military 
justice system.”

Ga ts victoires in VA 

RICHMOND, Va. (AP) Gay rights 
proponents scored political victories 
Monday in the conservative-leaning 
House of Delegates, which last week 
passed a bill reaffirming the state’s ban on 
gay marriage. 

The House narrowly passed legislation 
that would give health insurance benefits 
to gay partners if they live together, but 
rejected a measure seeking to make state 
mortgage loans available only to married 
heterosexuals or blood relatives. 

The health insurance bill, sponsored by 
Republican Del. James Dillard of Fairfax 
County, passed 50-49 with the support of 
numerous Republicans. The same legisla- 
tion failed last year in committee. 

Del. Richard Black’s bill to exclude 
same-sex and unmarried couples from 
Virginia Housing Development Authority 
loans failed to advance on a vote of 54-44. 

The state used to require borrowers to 
be married or related by blood before the 
VHDA repealed the measure last year. 

Del. Terrie Suit, R-Virginia Beach, 
gave an impassioned speech on the floor 
about a single, low-income, black woman 





who was turned down for a loan years ago 
because she was trying to buy a home 
with her mother-in-law. 

“Tt broke my heart,” she said. 

Black, R-Loudoun, has blamed lobby- 
ing by gay activists for the repeal of the 
VHDA’s so-called “family rule” - which 
prompted his legislation. 


Navy | celebrates Mardi Gras 

BILE, Ala. (AP) In a tradition dat- 
ing back to 1898, two Navy ships with 
combined crews of nearly 400 sailors will 
arrive Thursday for Mobile’s Mardi Gras. 

Because of security concerns, only the 
smaller of the two will be open for public 
tours, a Port Authority spokesman said. 

This year’s official Mardi Gras ship, 
the 505-foot-long USS Stout guided mis- 
sile destroyer, will be closed to the public. 

The 188-foot coastal mine hunter 
USS Osprey is expected to arrive at 
Mobile Landing at 9 a.m. It will be 
open to the public for tours from | to 
5 p.m. from Friday through Feb. 24, 
Mardi Gras Day. 

The Stout is set to arrive at 10 a.m., 
said retired Navy Capt. Hal Pierce, Navy 
port coordinator. 

Mobile attorney Robert Edington, a 
liaison between the Mobile Carnival 
Association, visiting Navy ships and 
Coast Guard cutters at Mardi Gras, said 
the port city’s first carnival ship was the 
USS Detroit. 

He said Navy and Coast Guard vessels 
have visited every year since then except 
during World War I and World War II. 
“We have had at least one ship and as 


many as five ships” visit Mobile for car- 
nival, he said. 


Boaters on watch for whales 

HONOLULU (AP) State and federal 
officials are urging Hawaii boaters to keep 
on the lookout for humpback whales in an 
effort to avoid collisions. 

Boaters are also being reminded to 
operate their vessels at speeds of 15 knots 
or less in nearshore waters during the 
humpback season, which runs from 
December through April. 

The advice comes from the state 
Department of Land and Natural 
Resources and the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration. 

“It’s important for boaters to be extra 
cautious during whale season, for their 
own safety, as well for the whales’ protec- 
tion,” DNLR Peter Young said this past 
week. 

“These animals can weigh as much as 
45 tons,” he said. “A high-speed collision 
with an object so massive could have dev- 
astating consequences for all involved. 

“By watching their speed and remain- 
ing extra vigilant, Hawaii's boaters can 
enjoy their time on the water and help us 
to be effective ocean stewards at the same 
time,” Young said. 

A study by the U.S, Marine Mammal 
Commission indicated vessel-whale colli- 
sions are much less likely when vessels 
are traveling 15 knots or less. The study 
also found that damage caused by slow- 
speed collisions is usually much less 
severe. 
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Chechnya facing questions about disappearances 


GROZNY, Russia (AP) The presi- 
dent of war-shattered Chechnya said 
Monday that tracing the fate of hun- 
dreds of people: gone missing during 
the war was a top concern, but skirted 
allegations that a militia under his 
son’s command is behind many of the 
disappearances.

President Bill Clinton’s presidential 
library, an official said Monday. 

Netherfield Visuals will build 85 glass 
cabinets to display the archives of the 
42nd American president. 

The William J. Clinton Center is 
scheduled to open late this year in 
‘Clinton’s home town of Little Rock, 
Arkansas, and showcase the legacy of the 
Clinton administration. 

“We are absolutely delighted, and it is 
a very prestigious contract to win,” said 


Jim Stewart, managing director of 
Netherfield Visuals. “We’ve come from 
humble beginnings in our chairman’s 
to an 


back garden internationally

“I will fight today and tomorrow” 
to clear up the disappearances he said.

Journalist released from jail 

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) A Lebanese 
journalist accused of collaborating with 
Israel was released from prison Monday 
after serving a 30-month sentence, securi- 
ty officials said. 

Antoine Bassil was hugged by his 
wife, two children and other relatives and 
friends upon his release from the 
Roumieh prison east of Beirut. 

“T feel like one who is coming out of a 
coma,” a smiling Bassil told reporters. 

Bassil, who worked for a pro-Israeli 
television station during Israel’s occupa- 
tion of south Lebanon, was arrested in a 
two-week security crackdown in August 
2001: that netted’ about 250 Christian 
activists opposed to Syria’s military pres- 


ence in Lebanon. 


He was charged with contacting Israel, 
meeting Israeli officials and harming 


Lebanon’s relations with Syria, the domi- - 


nant foreign power in Lebanon with some 

25,000 troops stationed in the country.

MIA found in Cambodia 

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) The 
suspected remains of an American soldier 
killed in northeastern Cambodia during 
the Vietnam War were flown Monday to 
Hawaii, officials said. 

A U.S. military transport plane left 
Phnom Penh International Airport with 
the remains of the unidentified soldier. 
They will be evaluated at an identification 
laboratory in Hawaii, said U.S. Eamay 
spokesman David Gainer. 

The remains were found last week by a 
26-member U.S. recovery team at a for- 
mer battle site in Mondulkiri. province, 
about 160 miles northeast of Phnom Penh. 

U.S. ground troops fought inside east- 


ern Cambodia for several months in 1970, © 


while U.S. Air Force flew bombing and 
support missions over the country from 
1970-73. 

On Monday, about three dozen 
American soldiers and Cambodians who 
helped the recovery team attended a cere- 
mony to transfer the soldier’s remains, 
which were in a gray coffin draped with 
an American flag. 

Since the Vietnam War’s end in 1975, 
the United States has resolved the cases of 
more than 700 Americans missing from 
the fighting, which took place in Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia:

BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) A special Iraqi 
police unit arrested a senior Baath Party 
leader on the U.S. military’s most-wanted 
list during a raid Sunday on his home ina 
Baghdad suburb. 

The capture of Mohammed Zimam 
Abdul Razaq leaves only 10 top figures 
still at large from the list of 55 issued after 
the Saddam Hussein regime fell.

Turkey looking to join EU 

reg tre Turkey J (AP) Prime 
Minister Recep Tayyip Erdogan on 
Monday dismissed a suggestion by 
Germany’s conservative opposition leader 
that predominantly Muslim’ Turkey 
should be granted special status with the 
European Union instead o€ full member- 
ship. 

Angela’ Merkel, the leader of 
Germany’s Christian Democrats, held 
talks in the Turkish capital with Erdogan 
and other Turkish leaders focusing on 
Turkey’s EU bid. 

Turkey, the bloc’s only predominantly 
Muslim candidate, wants to secure a date 
by the end of the year for talks aimed at 
eventual membership in the EU. 
Erdogan’s government has made eventual 
EU membership its top priority. 

Instead of full membership, Merkel 
said the bloc should grant Turkey “a priv- 
ileged partnership.” Erdogan objected. 

“Something like that is definitely not 
on our agenda. That’s out of question,” he 
said at a joint news conference. 

The Christian Democrats argue that 
Turkey’s EU full membership would 
overburden the EU culturally and eco- 
nomically, and have made the prospect of © 
Turkish EU entry a theme in this year’s 
European Parliament elections. 


Germany’s Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder has expressed support for 
Turkey’s EU bid. 


Earlier, in an_ interview’ with 
Germany’s ZDF television, Merkel said, 
“Of course, Turkey has European 
prospects.” 

But Merkel noted that EU finances 
were tight. “It’s clear what it would mean 
if 25 million Turkish farmers were added 
to that,” she said. 
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Titan swimmers finish big at PAC championships

From February 12th to the 14th, the 
Westminster men and women’s swim teams 
competed in the President’s Athletic 
Conference championship meet, held at Grove 
City College. 

The women’s team eamed their second con- 
secutive PAC crown, while the men finished 
second behind the host Grove City. 

“We really dominated the meet - both men 
and women,” head coach Rob Klamut said. “‘If 
you look at the medal count (gold, silver, 
bronze) we totally dominated and if you com- 
bine the scores - we came out on top.” 

The women’s team tallied 798 team points 
to eam.the crown. Washington & Jefferson, 
Grove City, and Bethany, who scored 751, 707, 
and 98, respectively, followed them. 

The Grove City Wolverines the men 
with 799 points. The Titans tallied 716. W&J 
posted 601, while Bethany finished jast with 
306. 

A pair of Titans earned PAC awards for their 
efforts. : 

For his efforts both during the season and 
throughout the PAC championships, Klamut 
earned PAC women’s coach of the year laurels. 

Freshman Ryan Trunk earned PAC 
Swimmer of the Year honors by tying for the 
Most Points Scored in the event. Trunk was 
proud of his teammates and their second place 
finish because in terms of numbers, 
Westminster was out-manned. : 

“With only twelve [male] swimmers, com- 
pared to the 18 of other teams, we were able to 
win all five relays, as well as place first in 12 out 
of 18 individual events,” Trunk said of his teams 
accomplishments. 

For the women, three Lady Titans posted 
individual victories in the competition. 


Sophomore Megan Sweithelm captured the 
200-backstroke crown, while freshmen Sara 
Bonchosky and Emily Staniszewski captured 
the 100 freestyle and 200 breaststroke victories, 
respectively. 

The women’s 400 freestyle relay team of 
Bonchosky, seniors Katie Alukonis and 
Brittany Jardine, and freshman Megan 
McCaughlin captured the PAC victory. 

For the men, sophomore Andy Hudak cap- 
tured the 200-breaststroke victory. Hudak was 
joined by teammates, freshmen Pat Smith and 
Trunk as PAC champions. Smith earned gold 
in the 200 backstroke, while Trunk captured the 
100 freestyle win. 

Like the women, the men also brought 
home gold in the 400 freestyle relay. The team 
consisted of Trunk, Hudak, along with sopho- 
mores BJ. Sieg and Nate Horrell. 

This is the second consecutive year that the 
Titans have performed well in PAC competi- 
tion. Last season, each squad captured the PAC 
crown. ; 

Under Coach Klamut, Westminster consis- 
tently fields competitive teams and this season 
was no different.

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No Heart vs Bleeding Heart: Capital Punishment

The death penalty, one of the staples of 
determining what party yeu belong to. » Are 
you. against it?

This is not all-together true, as recent 
studies conducted by the American Civil 
Liberties Union reveal, that in the past 30 
years more than 100 death row inmates have 
been exonerated thanks to new technologies; 
such as DNA testing. While this number may 
not seem high, I ask you to consider the 
whether these lives are expendable so that we 
emay sate our blood lust. Additionally, it must 


be pointed out that the majority of those exen- 


erated were done so because of DNA testing 
or another party admitting guilt; not because 
of loop-holes in the system. 

Additionally, a rest be ncned Giak whether 
the death penalty is received is not always 
based on the facts or the evidence of the case, 
but rather how much money a defendant has. 
Those who are poor are often poorly repre- 
sented at their trials; while those with wealth 
are able to afford the best of defense. 
Statistics show a direct correlation between 
poor defendants and death penalty sentences. 
In some. cases, specifically in Texas, state 
appointed lawyers for the poor where known 
to literally sleep through a defendants trial 
(many of these defendants received the death 


penalty). Do we think that only the rich 
deserve effective representation in court? If 
you truly believe that all people should be 
treated fairly before the law; then you must 
concede that the death penalty discriminates 
against poor defendants. 

Also in terms of discrimination, unfortu- 


43% of those executed in the USA have been 
of color, while 55% currently on death row 
are of various minorities. We can all agree 
that minorities certainly don’t make up half of 


the US population; but then why are they so - 


unevenly represented by capital punishment? 
So not only does the death penalty potentially 
discriminate based on one’s socio-economic 
Status, but perhaps their ethnicity as well. 
Wow, what a great system. 

Perhaps my greatest argument for conser- 
vatives who are still unconvinced by the gap- 
ing problems with capital punishment lies in 
eur comparison to the rest of the world. The 
United States is one of the only industrialized, 
highly-developed nations in the world that 
still allows capital punishment. When we 
allow the death penalty, we join with such 
fine nations as Iran, China, North Korea and 
Iraq. That’s right ladies and gentlemen, we 
have something in common with Iraq. 

In the end, the death penalty is an inhuman 
and unfair form of punishment. It is irrevoca- 
ble and can be inflicted upon innocent people. 
For those of us who are Christians, it goes 
against the very nature of what we believe in. 
And for those concerned with more earthly 
matter, it should be mentioned that studies 
have shown that capital punishment is no true 
deterrence to violent crime. .

That’s good - I don’t want to be seen 
as someone who complains all the time, or as 
someone who only sees the negative aspects 
of a situation. I can be pessimistic, but I can 
also be quite optimistic and even idealistic, if 
the situation arises. However, this national 
holiday thing really bums me, and has 
burned me since I got here four years ago. 

First of all, let’s look at the national holi- 
days we celebrate by being given time off. 
There’s Thanksgiving, which we get a few 
days of vacation for.

day to celebrate the past of our nation - the 
presidents who truly stood out. Men like 
George Washington - the man who led the 
American Revolution, and delivered us from 
British Imperialism; Thomas Jefferson - one 
of the world’s most gifted writers, who 
penned the Declaration of Independence; 

Andrew Jackson - who broke apart monopo- 
lies and helped create the current system of 
American government; Abraham Lincoln - 
the man who held the country together dur- 
ing a civil war where brother killed brother, 
and the man who freed the slaves; Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt - who brought this country 
out of the economic depression of the thir-

President Williamson and Dean Edman 

took their cues from FDR at last 
Tuesday’s informal forum with students. 
. The Fireside Chat was held last 
Tuesday from 4:30 p.m. to 6:00 p.m. in 
the Berlin Student Lounge by President 
Williamson and Dean of Student Affairs, 
Neal Edman. 

The hope was to put a “human face on 
individuals from the college”’ and to 
“speak from the heart,” Edman said. 

The most prevalent topics that were 
discussed were the Eichenauer Hall fire 
extinguisher incident, one student’s dis- 
satisfaction with classes, common themes 
between classes no matter which profes- 
sor teaches the class, more operating 
hours for the Marge Walker Center and 
computer labs, and Inquiry classes being 
held for only one semester instead of two. 

This was an informal hour and a half 
for students to expression opinions on any 
school topic.

The incident happened the Saturday 
before the meeting at 3:00 a.m. where a 
student sprayed a fire extinguisher as a 
joke, leaving the second floor of Eich. a 
mess. 

He left with a feeling of accomplish- 
ment knowing that if this type of incident 
would happen again, the fine would be 
placed on the building, not on a specific 
hall. Later students found out the culprit 
had confessed earlier that day. 

However, not all students left with a 
sense of triumph and may have left 
unhappy. One student, Williamson and 
Edman feel, left without accomplishing 
what he/she came for, but both 
answered to the best of their knowl- 
edge.

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Honors program to be reconstructed

On May 22, Tiffany Gardiner will join 
17 fellow classmates in gf ing from 
Westminster College with honors. Each has 
completed 16 credit hours of honors work 
in their discipline, written, and successfully 
defended their theses. 

However, when the class of 2008 gradu- 
ates, the number of honors students will 


‘likely be cut by more than half. 


The Honors Program is taught over four 
semesters and includes two sections. 
Honors Colloquium, the first section, 
allows students to learn the philosophy of 
basic assumptions, methodologies, and val- 
ues in the various liberal arts disciplines 
though readings, discussions, and guest 
speakers. Students conduct their indepen- 
dent research, write and defend their thesis 
during the second section. 

“The way the’ honors stands 
now, it isn’t enough of an honor,” said Dean 
Mann. “Over the years the program has 
grown to more than 40 juniors and seniors. 
Restructuring it will allow the students with 
real passion and dedication to enroll and 
earn the distinction.” 

The changes to the program are not met 
without opposition, however. Co-moderator 
Dr. Throckmorton sees the restructuring as 
a way to keep students from the experience 
of being a member of an academic commu- 
nity. 

“Tf a student wants to gain more experi- 
ence in their field and do this through the 
Honors Program then that’s great. I want 
every student to have the opportunity,” said 
Throckmorton. 

“The students have been offering and 
discussing possible changes to the pro- 
gram,” said senior honor student Becky 
Gonda. “‘I had no idea that the changes ‘the 
college was proposing were so drastic.” ~ 

Throckmorton serves as. co-moderator 


with Dr. Hicok. Each instructs portions of 
the Honors Colloquium and assists students 
personally with their Honors Project 
research. Next fall, Throckmorton be on a 
one-semester. sabbatical leaving her posi- 
tion as co-moderator open. 

“There is someone who is willing to fill 
the position,” said Throckmorton. “But the 
way things are going there isn’t going to be 
a need. There will only be one moderator 
and considerably less students.” 

Under the current structure, all 
mores with a 3.5 overall QPA and a 3.5 
major QPA are initially eligible for entry 
into the program. Departments then meet as 
a group to determine which students they 
recommended. 

Additional standards may be set within 
each department, including a higher mini- 
mum major QPA. 

Currently 18 seniors and 21 juniors from 
20 different majors are honors students. 
Numerous students are from the biology, 
English, and psychology departments. In 
terms of numbers alone, these departments 
are usually well represented. 

Under the proposed plan, the QPA 
requirements will remain the same. Not 
only will departments recommend potential 
students, but they will also rank those eligi- 
ble candidates. Less than 18 students will be 
able to join the program. Additionally, one 
student per department will be accepted into 
the program unless room allows for more. 

“If my department only accepted one 
student when I applied, I know it wouldn’t 
have been me,” said Gonda. “But, this expe- 
rience has been so beneficial and I can’t 
image trying to apply for grad school with- 
out having done my undergraduate honors 
research.” 

Mann argues that in the past the program 
has seen a high drop out rate. “By forcing 
students to really compete to enter the pro- 
gram we hope to see a decrease in drop 
outs,” he said. 


Mann also sites the new structure will 
even the playing ground for all disciplines. 
“With the program as it is, students studying 
elementary education, physics, foreign lan- 
guages, pre-med, or studying abroad are ata 
disadvantage to complete their honors 
courses. Some fields are rarely represented 
in the program.” 

Gardiner is a German major, secondary 
education minor and spent the summer in 
Germany. 

Senior honors student Tacia Despo dis- 
agrees with the future changes. “I think one 
of the most helpful things about the Honors 
Program is the chance to work with others 
in my major.” 

Mann also says that students of other 
majors, including music, are at a disadvan- 
tage because their curriculum is strict and 
does not allow the time to complete the hon- 
ors program. 

Of the 18 senior honors students this 
year, three have studied abroad, one is a for- 
eign language major, and one is studying 
elementary education. 

“We even have accounting, theater, and 
business administration majors this year,” 
said Throckmorton. 

These changes to the program come 
after Mann called on the Academic 
Standards Committee to evaluate the 
Honors Program as it stands and make rec- 
ommends for its improvement. 

“The program has outgrown itself as it 
stands,” said Mann. “Changes need to be 
made to make it fairer and better for all stu- 
dents.” }+ 

The first round of changes is expected 
by fall 2005. Major restructuring will occur 
within four years based on the evaluation of 
the Academic Standards Committee.

Although there are four categories 
available for the team to participate 
in, limited preparation and interpre- 
tive are their main focus.

Impromptu 
contestants are given a quotation or 
object and allowed a total of seven 
minutes for preparation and speech. 

Extemporaneous participants are 
given a current-topic and allowed 30 
minutes to prepare for a_ seven- 
minute speech. 

The Interpretive category encom- 
passes poetry, prose, duo interpre- 
tive, and dramatic reading.

Junior political science major, Jess 
Rummel, who is secretary/treasurer 
of the team, competes in impromptu,

“Our team is very close and we are 
fighting our way up,” Rummel said. 

A practice session was held on 
Feb.18 prior to the team’s traveling 
to Ursinus College for state competi- 
tion on Feb. 21-22. 

Dr. James L. Cherney is the team’s 
faculty advisor and coach.

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Gun lobbyists overwhelm gun-control 
advocats for past nine years running

have outspent gun-control advocates in. . 


Ohio 32-to-1 sincé 1995, the year sup- 
porters began pushing a bill to allow 
Ohioans to carry concealed weapons, the 
Dayton Daily News reported Saturday. 

They also sent 11 times as many let- 
ters, faxes and e-mails to Gov. Bob Taft 
and called his office three times as much 
as opponents of the bill: They packed 
hearing rooms, marched. in demonstra- 
tions and signed petitions. 

“The volume was very intense, And 
that is on both sides. I’d say: the propo- 
nents outweighed the opponents about}2- 
to-1,” said state. Rep. Jim Aslanides,. a 
Coshocton Republican who sponsored the 
bill allowing concealed carry. The law 
goes into effect April 8. 

The NRA, Ohio Gun PAC, Gun 
Owners of America and other pro-gun 
rights groups gave legislative and other 
state candidates $208,228 since 1995, 
according to data from Ohio Citizen 
Action and the Ohio secretary of state’s 
Office. 

Handgun Control Inc.’s political com- 
mittee gave $6,524 in 1998 and nothing in 
the other years, according to secretary of 
state records. 

Taft’s office reported receiving 41,938 
faxes, letters and e-mails from supporters 
of carrying concealed weapons since the 
Republican became governor in 1999, and

Possible serial killer 

PHILADELPHIA (AP) The discovery 
of a woman’s body stuffed in a trash bag 
has police in Philadelphia wondering 
whether a serial killer is on the loose. 

Evelyn Rolon, 43, was the fourth 
woman found slain - three of them stran- 
gled - along a stretch of Kensington 
Avenue in North Philadelphia in the past 
six weeks, police said. No arrests have 
been made. 

“We’re not saying we have a serial 
killer on our hands here. But at the same 
time, we want everyone walking that cor- 
ridor to be careful,” Cpl. Jim Pauley said 
after Rolon’s body was found Sunday. 
“Detectives are keeping an open mind 
about the possibility of a connection, but 
at this point in the investigation, it’s too 
early to tell.” 

While the three other women were 
known to police and frequented areas 
known for prostitution, Rolon, a mother 
of four, had no arrest record but was 
known to drink and get into fights. 

She was also older than the other vic- 
tims, and was the only one whose body 
was found clothed, police said. 

“We know she was tough, but she did- 
n’t deserve to be dumped in a trash bag, 
strangled like they did. The person who 
did this has no heart,” Maria Rolon, the 
victim’s 71-year-old mother, said in 
Spanish.

Chad Baus, spokesman for Ohioans for 
Concealed Carry, said the strong cam- 
paign reflects the view that most Ohioans 
want the right to carry concealed 
weapons. 

“There is not a huge anti-gun move- 
ment in America. It’s just not there,” Baus 
said. .

The Ohio Poll found that 47 percent of 
Ohioans approve of the job Taft is doing 
as governor, up from 44 percent in 
September. Two previous polls in 2003 
found Taft’s approval rating at 40 percent. 

The last time a majority of Ohioans 
approved of Taft’s job performance was in 
September 2002 when he achieved a 66 
percent approval rating.

High school officials dragging feet on 
release of important student data

Montour School District officials could 
not immediately reached for comment 
Sunday.

No law requires schools to release infor- 
mation about such episodes, and state and 


federal regulations limit what schools can’ 


say about students, said Emily Leader, the 
deputy chief counsel for the Pennsylvania 
School Boards Association. _ 

“In general, student discipline issues are 
confidential,” Leader said. “There are a 
variety of discipline issues that arise every 
day in school. Usually, these are confiden- 
tial issues and they’re not going to go out of 
their way to publicize things, and that’s 
fine.”

“If people would obey the leash 
laws, we would have no problems,” 
said Lexington resident Joyce 
McGuire, 72, who with her cane 
bats wandering dogs away from 
Glider, her Labrador retriever guide, 
twice a week as she walks to the bus 
stop. An 80-year-old friend carries a 
cattle prod to fend off aggressive 
dogs when she walks outside. 

“There’s no such thing as a 
friendly dog off-leash to a blind per- 
son with a guide dog,” McGuire 
said.

Bid to abolish prayer lost 

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) The athe- 
ist who persuaded a federal appeals 
court to strike down the Pledge of 
Allegiance because of the words 
“under God” lost a bid Monday to 
abolish prayer at presidential 
inaugurations. 

A three-judge panel of the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals said 
Michael Newdow did not suffer “a 
sufficiently concrete and specific 
injury” to pursue his latest claim. 

Newdow is both an emergency 
room physician and a lawyer and has 
represented himself in the two legal 
actions. 

Newdow ‘argued that the Rev. 
Franklin Graham’s_ prayer at 
President Bush’s 2001 inauguration 
was an unconstitutional endorsement 
of religion. He said the practice of 
clergy-led prayer at presidential inau- 
gurations did not begin until Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s second inauguration 
in 1937. 

In 2002, a three-judge panel of the 
9th Circuit agreed with Newdow that 
the Pledge of Allegiance is unconsti- 
tutional when recited in public 
schools. The Supreme Court will hear 
the case next month. 

Newdow challenged the. pledge. on 
behalf of his daughter, now 9, claiming 
she was wrongly being exposed to reli- 
gion in public school. 

The Sacramento man said he was 
unsure whether he would ask the high 
court to hear his challenge of inaugural 
prayer. 

“T got other things on my mind at the 
moment,” he said, referring to the

tions such as California and New 
York, pet attacks on guide dogs are 
punishable with hefty fines and up 
to a year in prison for owners. 
Kentucky has no such laws. 

When Fontaine was attacked, Rose 
defended him like he would his little 
sister. The 50-year-old blind man 
threw himself into the fray and used 
his cane to fight off the offending 
dog. Fontaine, who used to chase 
bears off the farm in Washington 
where he was raised and plays with 
geese as a hobby, walked away 
unharmed. 

But Rose, a student at Sullivan 
University, won’t chance losing his 
fourth guide dog in 29 years. 

“I can be pretty mean myself, and 
I usually take aggressive action 
when I need to,” said Rose, who 
reported the incident to UK police. 
“I'd rather get into the fight than 
have my dog into it. A guide dog’s 
very valuable. You don’t want it 
hurt.” 

Service-dog users across 
Kentucky fear the worst with each 
passing of a jogger and her pooch, 
or each yip of a backyard pet. 

In Louisville, two Rottweilers 
escaped from a yard and jumped 
Michael McCarty and his guide dog 





a year and a half ago as they were 
walking by. McCarty, the president 
of a support group called Guide Dog 
Users of Kentucky, fended off the 
attackers with his cane. 

Two other members of the group 
and their guide dogs were attacked 
last year near the Kentucky School 
for the Blind, McCarty said. One of 
the guide dogs was treated for bite 
wounds. © 

It irks guide-dog owners that the 
attacks result frequently from pet 
lovers who violate the leash laws in 
place in most metropolitan areas. 
Under Lexington’s current ordinance, 
owners must kéep their dogs on a 
leash anywhere except their private 
property and designated dog parks. 

“About 50 percent do and 50 per- 
cent don’t” obey the leash laws, said 
Karie Shrader, director of adoptions 
at the Lexington Humane Society. 
She added that owners are also 
liable if their pets escape from their 
yards without a leash. The Fayette 
County Division of Animal Control 
issues between 15 and 20 citations a 
day for violating the leash ordinance 
- which can cost a pet owner as 
much as $145. 

Aggressive guide-dog encounters 
have recently drawn the eye of law-

makers nationwide. Last month a 
Cincinnati woman was sentenced to 
three months probation in violation 
of a leash law after her female 
mixed boxer attacked Ted Chism 
and his guide dog, Sparky, near the 
city. 

Legislators in Ohio and Maryland 
began considering bills in January 


that could hit pet owners with > 


felony charges or fines in the thou- 
sands of dollars if their animals 
attack a service dog. 

In a highly specialized field where 
a. guide dog can be decommissioned 
for everything from weak bones to a 
penchant for chasing squirrels, any 
serious attack can ruin a dog’s confi- 
dence and make it too jumpy to work. 
Nearly half the young dogs that enter 
fail out of guide-dog training. 

According to a survey by 


California-based Guide Dogs for the’ ' 


Blind, one of the nation’s larger 
guide-dog schools, 31 percent of its 
graduates’ dogs were attacked 
between 1996 and 1998. The school 
spends as much as $50,000 to breed 
a dog and train its owner. : 

“It’s a growing problem,” 
Louisville’s McCarty said. “You 
hate to think about retiring a dog 
before its time.”

Sex offender info now online 

MONTPELIER, Vt. (AP) Legislation 
that would place the names and pictures 
of convicted sex offenders on the Internet 
has passed the Senate. 

The legislation, which now goes to 
the House, does not require that 
addresses of the offenders be listed. 
That information would be available, 
though, from local police depart- 
ments. 

“TI think the important thing is that 
if it helps to save one or two lives, 
it’s well worth it,” said Sen. Richard 
Sears, D-Bennington, the chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. 

Sears said the step envisioned in 
the legislation was a middle ground 
compared to what other states have 
done. He said 44 other states use the 
Internet in one form or another. 

“I would suggest that we’re proba- 
bly one of those that’s taking a baby 
step in terms of the use of the 
Internet rather than a giant step,” he 
said. 

Sears said people need to keep in mind 
the limits of the proposed registry. 

“I think it’s important that people 
remember the registry only covers those 
who’ve been convicted,” he said. “There 
are still sex offenders out there who’ ve 
never been convicted or who’ve not com- 
plied with sex offender registries in their 
own states.”

The contractors for Comanche are 
Boeing Co. and Sikorsky Aircraft Corp. 

With about $8 billion already 
invested in the program, and the pro- 
duction line not yet started, the can- 
cellation is one of the largest in the 
history of the Army. It follows the 
Pentagon’s decision in 2002 to cancel 
the Crusader artillery program - 
against the wishes of Army leaders. 

Pentagon officials said a public 
announcement was planned for 
Monday afternoon. 

Loren Thompson, who follows avia- 
tion and other defense issues for the 
Lexington Institute think tank, said he 
believes the Army under new chief of 
staff Gen. Peter Schoomaker favors end- 


ing the Comanche program, even though 


the service had been counting on it to pro- 
vide a new reconnaissance capability. 

“The .Bush administration has now 
killed the two biggest Army weapons pro- 
grams it inherited from the Clinton 
administration,” Thompson said, referring 
to the Crusader and Comanche. 


Eisner under fire 

ANAHEIM, Calif. (AP) Michael 
Eisner, the embattled CEO of the Walt 
Disney Co., made a surprise visit to 
Disneyland to promote its latest attraction 


: and deflect criticism that the company’s 


parks have declined in recent years. 

“The theme parks are in great manage- 
ment hands,” Eisner said Saturday while 
attending the premiere of the new musi- 
cal “Snow White.” 

- “We have a lot of new attractions, like 
‘Snow White,’ and we have a whole 
parade of new attractions coming for the 
50th” anniversary of Disneyland, he 
said. 

Eisner introduced the show to a 
crowd that included 250 children dressed 
in Snow White and dwarf costumes. He 
said “Snow White” - Disney’s first ani- 
mated feature film - and Mickey Mouse 
are the bedrock of the company. 

Eisner declined to answer questions 
about his company’s future or efforts by 
former board members Stanley Gold and 
Roy E. Disney to oust him. 

The company also faces a hostile 
takeover bid from Philadelphia-based 
Comcast. On Feb. 11, the cable operator 
made the unsolicited bid, but Disney’s 
board rejected the proposal, saying it 
would consider other bids while express- 
ing strong support for current manage- 
ment.

Chechens say war is over, refugees still frightened 


GROZNY, Russia (AP) The muddy 
road to Chechen President Akhmad 
Kadyrov’s office runs through a war-pul- 
verized factory complex, where.a convey- 
or belt to a long-gone building vaults 
overhead like an unintended ceremonial 
arch. 

“Welcome to Kadyrov’s palace - good 
luck,” says a Russian officer at a check- 
point. 

In the fifth year of Russia’s war against 
separatist rebels - the second war in 
Chechnya in a decade - the republic’s 
ruined capital mixes deep fears and high 
hopes emblemized by the presidential 
office building. 

Though not palatial, it is new and 
shiny, with staff tapping away at comput- 
ers. But the. surrounding rubble-strewn 
wasteland is tightly guarded as a neces- 
sary security buffer - the office is a couple 
of hundred yards from the government 
building destroyed in a suicide truck 
bombing. 

Along the main streets, workers spruce 
_ up a few commercial establishments, 
painting the ground-floor exteriors of 
buildings whose upper stories are torn 
with huge holes from shelling. Old 
women with twig brooms diligently 
sweep sidewalks while soldiers a block 
away sweep for land mines. 

The Kremlin does not give casualty 
figures, but an official in the Moscow-

BAGHDAD, (AP) Seventeen U.S. 
soldiers have been suspended of duties 
pending the outcome of the investigation 
into alleged allegations of abuse of Iraqi 
prisoners, a U.S. officer said Monday. 

The 17 include a battalion commander 
and a company commander, Col. William 
Darley said. He gave no further details. 

Last month, Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez, 
commander of U.S. forces in Iraq, ordered 
a criminal investigation into reports of 
abuse of prisoners at the Abu Ghraib prison 
on the western outskirts of Baghdad.

German power plants to close 

BERLIN (AP) German officials are 
discussing the possibility of.speeding up 
the closure of nuclear power plants 
because of terrorism concerns, the 
Environment Ministry said Monday. 

A government regulator raised the 
issue in a weekend newspaper interview, 
questioning whether five older German 
nuclear plants could withstand a terrorist 
attack by air. The nuclear safety official, 
Wolfram Koenig, cited a confidential 
expert report compiled in the wake of the 
Sept. 11 attacks. 


Germany plans to phase out nuclear ° 


power by about 2020. Asked whether 
some of the 18 plants might close sooner 
than planned, an Environment Ministry 
spokesman said “we are in discussion 
with the states about these questions.” 

In Germany, the states oversee safety 
at nuclear power plants. 

The expert report came to light when 
Koenig, the head of the Federal Office 
for Radiation Protection, was quoted in 
the Berliner Zeitung daily as saying the 
older plants should be closed “ahead of 


and later complained to Russian television 
that the reporters did not give enough 
attention to the state-funded sports com- 
plex - named in his honor - that he runs.

Many of them were 
enticed back by offers of compensation 
for their destroyed homes of up to 
350,000 rubles (US$11,500) per family - 
an enormous sum in Chechnya, where the 
typical monthly pay is about 3,000-5,000 
tubles (US$100-170). 

But the cash is slow to materialize. 

Said-Emin Gaitayev, a 38-year-old 
auto mechanic, left a refugee camp for 
Grozny with his wife and three children 
six months ago. Since then, they have 
been stuck in a one-time dormitory,

formally reclaimed control of parliament 
Monday following disputed elections 
boycotted by reformists who called the 
vote a “historical fiasco” in which 
Iranians had no free choice. 

Candidates considered loyal to Iran’s 
Islamic rulers took at least 149 places in 
the 290-seat parliament, which has been 
controlled by pro-reform lawmakers 
since their landslide win four years ago. 

That puts conservatives past the 146- 
seat benchmark for a clear majority. 
Reformers and self-described indepen- 
dents had taken about 65 seats. The final 
count is expected Tuesday. 

The conservative victory was already 
expected even before Friday’s elections. 
Reformers widely boycotted the vote after 
more than 2,400 liberal candidates were 
banned from running. 

The nationwide turnout stood at 
slightly more than SO percent. But in the 
capital, Tehran, 33 percent of voters 
turned out, the Interior Ministry said. It 
was a noticeable drop from the 67.2 per- 
cent in the last parliament elections in 
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crammed into one room with a single bed, 
hauling water up five floors in buckets. 
The only toilet is a reeking outhouse. 

“They promise me money, but I 
haven’t seen it. I don’t know what the 
problem is,” he said. 

Akhmad Kadyrov admits the payments 
have been slow, but says that is because 
he is working hard to make sure the 
money does not fall into unscrupulous 
hands. So far, some 1,600 families have 
been compensated, = said ' Usman 
Erikhanov, director of Chechnya’s only 
functioning bank, sitting in his office with 
shrapnel-shattered windows.

Land mine project in action 

HANOI, Vietnam (AP) An American 
veterans group will participate in a US$6 
million dollar project to assess land mines 
and unexploded ordnance in Vietnam, 
nearly 30 years after the Vietnam War 
ended, a member said Monday. 

Vietnam Veterans of America 
Foundation President Bobby Muller is 
expected to sign an agreement with 
Vietnam’s Ministry of Defense on 
Wednesday, said a local staff member 
from the group. 

The veterans will assist in trying to’ 
map out and locate land mines and unex- 
ploded ordnance in three central 
provinces, where accidental deaths still 
regularly occur. 

The project - funded by the U.S. State 
Department - was approved by 
Vietnamese Prime Minister Phan Van 
Khai, and is expected to eventually extend 
nationwide, she said. 

Initial research will delve into both 
U.S. and Vietnamese defense department 
archives to review combat records. Field 
work will then begin to determine where 
leftover ordnance remains in the Quang 
Tri, Quang Binh and Ha Tinh provinces. 

A similar survey was released last year 
by the Vietnam Veterans Memorial Fund 
in one district in Quang Tri province, the 
site of the former demilitarized zone. 
UNICEF was also involved in assessment 
efforts in the province. 

Both projects found that villagers are 
often maimed or killed by land mines and 
unexploded ordnance left over from the 
Vietnam War, which ended in 1975.

“It’s [playing at home] going to be a 


great atmosphere and we’re looking 
forward to it.” 

Against PAC opponents at home sea- 
son, Westminster tallied four victories 
and a lone defeat. At home, the Titans 
are averaging 93.2 points per game, 
while yielding only 91.8. 

The closeness of averages evidences 
the Titans philosophy this season. 

The Titans meteoric rise began as we 
ushered in 2004 and the squad adopted 
a new philosophy. As the calendar 
changed and PAC play began, the 
Titans rallied off six straight in confer- 
ence wins. 

And though several Titans were rec- 
ognized for their individual efforts 
throughout the course of the conference 
season, the 2003-2004 campaign has 
been a total team effort. 

Ultimately, the Titans enter the PAC 
tournament as a different team that 
entered the conference regular season. 

‘With an air of collected calm and 
confidence, the Titans enter conference 
play as the top-seed. 

An outright PAC title would cement 
what has truly been a remarkable sea- 
son. Remarkable, not because of recent 
success, but because the Titan cagers 
were able to overcome early season 
struggles to earn an opportunity to be 
called champions.

That’s ° 


our strength, making every team try to 


NEL season does not end until after draft

It’s not as exciting. as. the regular 
season, but it’s pretty darn close. Most 
NFL teams have been at home ‘since 
late December, but all thirty-two teams 
have been waiting for the upcoming 
weeks. These are the times that make 
the NFL off-season so exciting: trades, 
roster cuts, free agent: signing, the 
combine, and NFL draft discussion. 
The best part about the NFL is that the 
season really doesn’t end until after 
the NFL Draft. Day after day, the top 
headlines in the sports world are still 
related to football. 

The end of February is when the fun 
really begins. The NFL combine was 
held in Indianapolis this past week, 
and March Ist is the day when teams 
can begin their off-season acquisi- 
tions. 

So with that in mind, what direction 
will Pittsburgh go this off-season? The 
money situation for the Steelers will 
be very tight. As of right now, they are 
approximately 3 million over the cap, 
so that poses quite a problem. The 
good news. for Steelers fans however, 
is reports have indicated that veteran 
players such as Jerome Bettis and Joey 
Porter will restructure their contracts 
so they can remain in Pittsburgh. 
Those restructured contracts will prob- 
ably clear up a couple million dollars, 
but that still leaves the Steelers over 
the 2004 cap limit. Clearly some cuts 
will have to be made. 

Amos Zereoue will probably be the 


first to.go. There’s really no sense in 
oa. anymore. He didn’t prove 
it he can be starter in the league and 
he’s not the answer in the steel city. 
Pittsburgh will be addressing their run- 
ning back situation in the draft. The 
big question however, is what round 
will they address it in? There has been 
a lot of speculation about whether or 
not the Steelers will go after a running 
back in the first round. Stephen 
Jackson of Oregon State and Kevin 
Jones of Virginia Tech are the only two 
candidates worthy of the #11 pick. 
But will the Steelers really use that 
high: of a pick on a running back? 
Previous drafts have shown us that you 
can easily find running back help in 
the later rounds. That may be so, but if 
the Steelers opt not to spend a high 
draft pick on a running back, that 
means Jerome Bettis will likely be 
there opening day starter come 
September. While Bettis is an adequate 
back, he’s not getting any younger, and 
he certainly isn’t the long-term answer 
in Pittsburgh. Zereoue will get cut due 
to cap reasons; and Pittsburgh really 
doesn’t have the money to go after a 
“big mame” running back in free 
agency, so that almost forces the 
Steelers to draft a running back in the 
early rounds. 

With all this talk about running 
backs, we can’t forget about the 
Steelers defensive backfield issues. 
That’s right, for about the fifth year in 
a row the Steelers again have not 
addressed the secondary (I don’t count 
last year’s #1 pick because that was a 


horrible move by the Steelers organi- 
zation). It’s a shame that the Steelers 


have absolutely no money to sign any: 


marquee free agents this off-season, 
because there will be a lot of good cor- 
nerbacks on the market. Once again, 
the Steelers will have to rely on the 
draft to help their secondary woes. The 
2004 draft class has some decent cor- 
nerback prospects in it. Chris Gamble 
and DeAngelo Hall are at the top of 
the wish list for corners. However, the 
Steelers will be able to pick up a very 
solid defensive back in the middle-to- 
late first round. So that poses a good 
question: why not just trade down? A 
very interesting scenario would be to 
trade down with a team like New 
England (who has two Ist round picks) 
or even someone like San Francisco 


‘ who’s sitting at #15. The Patriots have 


the ability to make a move up the draft 
board because of all the picks they 


have, and have expressed interest in | 


Stephen Jackson. San Francisco would 
like to move up as well. The 49ers 
need a replacement for Terrell Qwens 
and would like to jump in front of the 
Jets and Bills ta try and snag Reggie 
Williams. 

Either trade would be beneficial to 
the Steelers. They would obviously get 
more picks, which would enable them 
to fill more holes. Pittsburgh does 
have many areas to address. But with 
smart drafting and good off-season 
acquisitions, the Steelers can bounce 
back from that dreadful 2003 cam- 
paign they had.

This week’s topic, though not necessarily 
considered a “hot topic” of debate in most polit- 
ical circles; is nonetheless an important and 

issue. When NAFTA (the North 


encompassing 
: American Free Trade Agreement) was signed 


into law in 1993, the United States, America 
and Mexico hoped it would prove to be a rising 
tide that would “‘lift all boats’. All three nations, 
through the ratification of NAFTA, agreed to 


remove most trade and investment barriers over - 


a course of several years; which would eventu- 
ally result in a near-free trade throughout the 
northwestem hemisphere. In addition to free 
trade, NAFTA sought to promote development, 
However, ten years after its ratification many 
are beginning to ask whether this “grand exper- 
iment called NAFTA” was successful or not. 
The first major complaint that. most have 
with NAFTA has to do with the effect it has had 
on American jobs; specifically those in “‘blue- 
collar” manufacturing industries. For years 
many argued about how much of an impact 
NAFTA truly made on our economy, however, 
recent studies suggests that NAFTA may have 
cost Americans approximately 110,000 jobs per 
year. When you add those numbers up, these 
studies suggest that since its conception, 


‘ NAFTA has cost the United States more than 


1.5 million jobs. 

Now if losing jobs for average hard working 
Amenicans isn’t enough to imitate you, I suggest 
you investigate exactly where those jobs are dis- 
placed. Many of the careers the US lost from 
NAFTA were simply moved to Mexico. Thus, 
for example, instead of General Motors paying 
some employee $10.00 an hour, they simply 


moved to Mexico and paid someone (potential- 
ly achild) 10 cents per hour. 

Now first off this.offends me morally; we 
are condemning human beings 0 potentially 
dangerous ‘sweat-shops, while paying them 
nothing and doing little, if anything, to help bet- 
ter their society. I thought that one of NAFTA’s 


main goals was to “promote development”! A. ; 


very wise man once said “Whatever -you' do 
unto the least of my people, you do unto me...”” 
However, even with this argument many 
argue that this is simply how capitalism works; 
that manufacturing is cheaper and thus the price 
is cheaper. This, however, may be a fallacy. 
Over the last 50 years, after inflation, the aver- 
age American’s income has risen approximate- 
ly 10 to 15 percent. On the other hand the aver- 
age salary for a CEO has gone up nearly 
3000%. Finally, we must ask ourselves if prices 
after NAFTA are substantially lower than 


__. before NAFTA (adjusting for inflation and the 


strength of the dollar). Most of the studies cited 
earlier seem to indicate that it is not we, the aver- 
age Americans, who are saving money from 
NAFTA but rather the CEOs and corporations 
who are making out like bandits. 

For those of you who question the true 
impact of treaties such as NAFTA and the 
WTO (the World Trade ization; which is 
another article in itself), I merely ask you to 
view the movie “Roger and Me” by Michael 
Moore. While the movie does not directly 
implicate or address NAFTA, the situation of 
deportation of jobs and the subsequent econom- 
ic effects are very similar. 

Thus we have created a system that out 
sources American jobs, while simply making 
the wealthy of our nation wealthier and the poor 
of other nations poorer. All of this, it should be 
noted, is done at the expense of average 
Americans and in our name.

I -won’t make any attempt to 
soften my view on this issue, because I 
don’t believe that this should be dimin- 
ished in any-way. The issue of gay 
marriage is sprouting up all over the 
country, and recently,-the President 
himself, paragon of tolerance and com- 
passion that he is, has publicly sup- 
ported a Constitutional Amendment 
prohibiting marriage between gay cou- 
ples. This is morally and democrati- 
cally reprehensible in numerous ways. 
There is not much more to be said 
about it -sit:is wrong. Period. As 
Martin Luther King wrote in his letter 
from Birmingham Jail, “Injustice any- 
where is a threat to justice every- 
where.” ‘Preventing gay and lesbian 
couples from having their freedoms is 
sorely unjust, Such an Amendment to 
the Constitution takes for granted the 
assumption that being gay is a choice. 
Talk to any gay person, and you will 
learn that it is not a choice, pure and 
simple. Taking away someone’s fun- 
damental rights - something we do to 
criminals because they choose to break 
the law - because they are homosexual, 
something that they do not choose to 
be, is contradictory and wrong - both 
morally and constitutionally. That is, 
if the proponents of that Amendment 


respect the Constitution at all. Such a 
process is discriminatory - akin to pre- 
venting African-American couples 
from marrying because they are black. 

So why is it wrong? Well, 
let’s look at the philosophy that much 
of the independence of our great coun- 
try was based upon - that of John 
Locke. Locke believed in a society 
where “life, liberty, and property” 
were certain unalienable human rights. 
Thomas Jefferson took the idea‘and ran 
with it, coining the maxim that we’re 
all so familiar with - “life, liberty, and 


* the pursuit of happiness.” That is the 


first reason that not allowing gay mar- 
riages is morally wrong - we are not 


letting GLBT couples have the basic 


human rights that we founded this 
country on. 

. Another reason - there is 
absolutely no moral argument that can 
be made, especially on religious 
grounds, that cannot be countered by 
using the same sources. Yes, I’m talk- 
ing about the Bible. Advocates against 
gay marriage frequently state that the 
Bible plainly says that being gay is 
wrong and asin. Okay. A very schol- 
arly paper I read states, “Leviticus 
18:22 states that “You shall not lie with 
a male as with a woman; it is an abom- 
ination. If a man lies with a male as 
with a woman, both of them have com- 
mitted an abomination; they shall be 


put to death; their blood is upon them.” 
These laws were part of Israel’s holi- 
ness code, which also includes not eat- 
ing meat with blood in it, not wearing 
garments made of two kinds of yarn, 
not planting fields with two kinds of 
seed, not to be tattooed, and other sex- 


. ual matters including bestiality, incest, 


adultery, and sexual intercourse with a 
women during menstruation. All of 
these holiness codes were not intended 
for all of society, but they were solely 
meant to differentiate between 
Israelites and Gentiles. These laws 
were ceremonial laws, not moral and 
ethical laws.” 

The Bible also_says fornication (sex 
before marriage) is a sin (Romans 
13:13-14; I Corinthians 6:13, 18; 
Colossians 3:5). How many people on 
this campus are guilty of that? The 
Bible also says that stealing is a sin 
(Deuteronomy 5:19). Obviously, with 
the TUB’s new configuration as a 
POW camp-like facility, stealing isn’t 
a problem on this campus. The Bible 
also says that we should not hold up 
anything before God - we should not 
be idolaters. That’s the first command- 
ment (Deuteronomy 5:7)! How many 
people watched the Super Bowl instead 
of going to Vespers? How many peo- 
ple would skip church to go to a con- 
cert? The Bible also has lots of anti- 
woman statements in it, as well (“...A 


woman who becomes pregnant and 
gives birth to a son will be ceremorial- 
ly unclean for seven days, just as she is 
unclean during her monthly 
period...She must not touch anything 
sacred or go to the sanctuary until the 
days of her purification are over” - 
Leviticus 12: 2-5; oh, and let’s not for- 
get that the Bible blames a woman for 
the fall of humanity from grace in the 
Garden of Eden). Any Christian can 
tell you that the Bible isn’t necessarily 
the most equal-opportunity-minded 


- text, at least in the realm of sex. 


My point is that the Bible says a lot 
of things, and when you use it to argue 
for or against something, the odds are 
that someone will be able to use the 
Bible to argue against you with just as 
much authority. In many ways, the 
Bible is a self-contradicting thing if 
you take it literally.

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— Civil Unions won't work for anyone

I began this week preparing to talk 
about the need for civil unions, a.cozy 
moderate position, in order to make all 
parties within the civil unions/gay mar- 
riage debate happy. I spoke with a lot of 
people and read a lot of articles, and now I 
sit here and realize my views have all 
changed radically. 

“The fact is, civil unions are a sham. For 
either position. 

The strongest existing argument against 
gay marriages is simply that it some think 
it could cause a further dissolution of the 
marriage institution in America. A few 
conservatives suggest that the virtual dis- 
appearance of marriage in Scandinavia is, 
along with a large assortment of other fac- 
tors, partly attributable to “de facto” gay 
marriages employed in the nineties. 

Problem is, these “de facto” gay mar- 
riages were basically civil unions, mar- 
riage in rights but not in name (they actu- 
ally denied adoption and artificial insemi- 
nation rights, which Vermont-style unions 
allowed). 

Furthermore, the main position among 
some of the gay intellectuals I’ve read is 
that the gay rights debate is not primarily 
about the civil rights that unions would 
provide (many of which can be acquired 
with effort even now), but about the social 
legitimacy provided by marriage. 


Marriage means something. I don’t blame ~ 


people for seeking it. 

And so civil unions aren’t a compro- 
mise where everybody is happy, they’re an 
in-between that shafts people on both sides 


of the issue. 

Needless to say, I haven’t jumped into 
the gay marriage camp just yet, either. I 
don't believe, at least not after reading 
gay-activist Andrew Sullivan’s website, 
that morality is a good, justifiable reason 
to deny marriage to somebody according 
to the law. After all, while churches can 
choose to marry or not marry a couple for 
a variety of reasons, all that Uncle Sam 
really wants is for you to be of consenting 
age, not related, entering into the contract 
of your own free will, and (of course) that 
the person your hitching be of the opposite 
gender. 

Gays basically just want to tweak 
Uncle Sam’s tradition and erase that last 
little part about gender, But as to morality, 
if we'll grant a fifty-hour marriage to pre- 
cious Britney Spears, how can we really 
argue any aspect of right and wrong when 
it comes to civil marriages for gays? 

However, I’m aiso not ready to buy into 
that tired argument of “live and let. live, 
what does it matter to heterosexual mar- 


riage if Bill and John get married?” . 


Indeed, how does that affect marriage for 
heterosexuals, if Bill and John get mar- 
ried? 

In one very obvious sense, it does not. 

Don’t get me wrong, Bill and John 
might be swell guys-but that doesn’t mean 
that there aren’t broader social issues 
swirling around their heads. It’s also not 
just about Bill and John. 
’ Looking at it from a broader perspec- 
tive, I don’t think that you can redefine a 
fundamental institution that goes back a 
couple millennia or so without undermin- 
ing it at least a little bit. Especially among 


people already growing up with an 
increasing sense of everything’s apparent 
relativity. 

I think that when you redefine mar- 
riage, it sends the message that marriage is 
what we want it to be. Maybe it is, but 
marriage relies on the sacredness we allot 
it to survive, relies on being thought of as 
something more than just a really serious 
relationship. 


And in America, there is still some sen- 


timent surrounding our institution-the fact 
that “co-habiting” parents have replaced 
married ones in Scandinavia probably 
shocks most of us (as it should). Thus, 
marriage means something to us, and 
that’s good. 

But we’re showing signs of losing that. 
And have been showing those signs even 
before this gay marriage debate popped 
up, but that doesn’t mean that marriage 
needs another kick to the ribs, if indeed 
that’s what gay marriage ends up doing. 

.Some folks think that gay marriage 
might add to the meaning of marriage 
rather than draw from it. But again, it def- 
initely didn’t help in Scandinavia. In fact, 
it is in the areas of the world that are most 
friendly to gay marriage, where the institu- 
tion of marriage is fading the fastest. 

That alone doesn’t say much, although 
it’s cause for at least a little worry. You can 
read the rest of the information here and 
draw your own conclusions, I’m not smart 
enough to say for certain. To see more on 
the Scandanavian issue, see what Stanley 
Kurtz researched on the following site:

(Just keep 
in mind that the guy’s conservative and his 


causality is dicey. Pay attention when he 
says “links” or “reinforces” or some other 
such thing.) 

Most of this is moot by now, with 
Massachusetts telling us how to define our 
institutions. The amendment that Bush’s 
been preparing seems to have about a 
snowball’s chance, and I think the real 
questions we need to start asking ourselves 
will sound something like this: 

What can we do to stop the dissolution 
of marriage, whether we’re gay, straight, 
or otherwise? ; 

I, personally, propose that we try a dif- 


. ferent sort of amendment that simply rede- 


fines marriage as fundamentally between 
two consenting, legal-aged human beings. 
The “two,” “legal-aged,” and “human 
beings” clauses essentially undercut the 
other popular conservative argument (that 
these social movements could also give 
way to bestiality/bigamy/etc), while more- 
over serving to solidify marriage as some- 
thing important, even if it is not precisely 
what conservatives (or I) would like it to 
be: 

But one thing is for certain-civil unions 
aren’t a solution. They were a booby-trap. 
A middle-route that looked safe and that 
could easily have exploded in everybody’s 
face. In the end,:the debate on this amend- 
ment becomes about whether you think 
gay rights is about civil rights or redefin- 
ing rights, about protecting marriage or 
about expanding it. 

We might have to decide whether we 
support a more encompassing “civil 
rights,” or a more sturdy traditional fami- 
ly. One of these paths is certainly better 
than a “middle-road” that would deny 
either side what they want.

were allowed, it would destroy the 
sanctity of the institution because the 
marriage would be very prone, and 
may even actively encourage infidelity 
between the two partners. No. That 
argument holds no water. Why not? If 
you wanted to have multiple sexual 
partners, and did not want to be bond- 
ed to a single person in a monogamous © 
relationship (as marriage is usually 
interpreted), why would you get mar- 
ried in the first place? For the hell of 
it? The people we're talking about are 
gay - they’re not stupid.- They won't 
bond. themselves in marriage if they 
don’t want to be monogamous. 

“Any law that uplifts human person- 
ality is just,” says Dr. King. “Any law 
that degrades human personality is 
unjust...An unjust law is a code that a 
majority inflicts on a minority that is 
not binding on itself. This is differ- 
ence made legal.” If anything, that is 
what the prevention of gay marriage 
represents - an unjust law that prevents 
a minority from doing something that 
the majority can do, and takes for 
granted. Keep in mind, everything 
Hitler did to the Jews was “legal.” It 
wasn’t right. 

If something offends you, yes, it’s 
your right to be upset. But that’s what 
this argument is about - gay marriage 
offends some people. Weil, mind your 
own businegs!!| Why do you care? If 
you're married, or planning to get mar- 
ried, worry about your own marriage - 
not a marriage between a lesbian cou- 
ple in San Francisco whom you will 
never meet. I’m sorry that the concept 
offends you, but that’s not my prob- 
lem, and it’s not the problem of the gay 
couples who just want to be together. 
Gay marriages will not jeopardize our 
freedoms to practice our religion, our 
tights, our marriages as we see fit. 
They will not hurt us at all. If you 
think they will hurt you, get the phone. 
It’s reality. It’s time to come back.

Twenty students will pack their bags 
for Australia this spring after completing 
Biology 520. 

Dr. Ann Throckmorton teaches 
Biology 520 on Wednesday nights at 6:30 
p.m. with the requirement of the follow up 
She will then lead the 521 course through 
a two week lesson on the ecology, geolo- 
gy, cultural aspects and natural history of 
Australia. 

“We didn’t want this to be a tourist 
trip,”: said Throckmorton. “We wanted it 
to be more educational than that and still 
have fun.” 

The class will leave on May 26 and 
return June 11. The trip itinerary takes 
students through rainforests, on an out- 
back camping trip, and to the Great 
Barrier Reef in order to study organisms 
and habitats unique to Australia. 

The estimated all inclusive cost for the 
travel course is $3925. The class meets 
biology and environmental science major 
and minor course credits as well as elec- 
tive and IP credits for scientific discovery.

Campus reacts to primary debates 
Are the candidates hitting the real issues?

Senator John - Kerry from 
Massachusetts and Senator John 
Edwards from North Carolina went 
head to head last Thursday in a 
debate sponsored by CNN and The 
Los Angeles Times. Or did they? 

Sure, Kerry and Edwards were at 
the debate together, but some com- 
mentators have. questioned if they 
were really debating the controver- 
sial issues. 

Some political scientists feel that 
the presidential primary debates are 
nothing more than mere sound byte 
sessions where candidates give gen- 
eral and often vague answers to pre- 
rehearsed questions. 

The answers “I’m going to create 
jobs” and “I’m going to stimulate 
the economy” are all nice 30-second 
catch phrases, but they do not give 
details of the candidates’ policies. 

However, though some people 
feel that primary debates are often 
uninformative in regards to poli- 
cies, they find they are still impor- 
tant in differentiating the candi- 
dates. 

Dr. James Rhoads, associate pro- 
fessor of political science, has stud- 
ied presidential debates extensively 
throughout his career. 

“Debates are the only opportuni- 
ty that we have to see the candi- 
dates next to one another on a stage 


answering questions,” he said. 

Primary debates tend to develop 
the character of the candidate more 
than present specific policy 
debates. 

Dr. James Cherney, assistant pro- 
fessor of speech communication, 
studies rhetorical criticism and is a 
former debater.

second catch phrases, 
but they do not give 
details of the candi- 

dates’ policies. 
“Since the 1960 Nixon-Kennedy 
debate, the focus of debates has 
shifted from policy to the candi- 
dates’ ethos or character,” he said. 
During the 2000 presidential pri- 
mary season, Dr. William Benoit, 
professor of communication at the 
University of Missouri, performed a 


study of republican candidates 
George W. Bush and John McCain. 


He found that. after the debate’ Bush 
improved the way. people viewed 
his character (but not his, policies) 
and McCain improved the way peo- 
ple viewed his policies (but not his 
character). Bush went on to win the 
nomination in a landslide. 

Today’s debates still provide an 
arena for people to compare and 
contrast the candidates. Whether it 
is that people are comparing 
Edwards’ and Kerry’s looks, or 
their stances on tax reform, debates 
provide an opportunity for 
Americans to shop for the best can- 
didate. 

However, the candidates in their 
quest to differentiate themselves 
from their competitors forget they 
are in the same party. 

“I think that the primary debates 
are pointless,” junior Jessica 
Rummel said. “They bash each 
other in the debates, and then after 
the nominee is selected they 
endorse the candidate they spent the 
past few months tearing apart.” 

Americans will continue to 
decide their political leaders based 
on the ideals that are important to 
them, whether it is their character 
or their policies. 

Debates, if nothing else, provide 
people who may fot have stopped 
clicking that channel an opportunity 
to listen to the men who might be 
the next president of the United 
States.

“Student input would add a lot 
of legitimacy to any decision that was 
made,” said Huston.

Sophmore Amy Sasfai recently picked 
up a-German major and was disappointed 
by the decision to drop the program. “It 
upsets me that people aren’t going to have 
that opportunity anymore,” said Sasfai of 
the German major.

She was also upset by the manner in 
which she heard that the major was being 
cancelled. “I found out from a student 
before I received any notification from a 
college official,” said Sasfai.

“I think it is important to 
have a dialogue between the students and 
faculty.” Bove also pointed out that the 
policy in the faculty handbook says that 
they are supposed to poll the students 
when considering such a decision.

It must first go 
to the board of trustees for them to vote on 
it. However, the fate of the program .

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Justice Department attempts to have 
doctors banned from testifying in lawsuit 


WASHINGTON (AP) The Justice 
Department sought Monday to bar 
doctors from testifying in a lawsuit 
challenging the Partial-Birth Abortion 
Act unless the government gains 
access to their patients’ medical 
records. 

The Justice Department motion 
filed in U.S. District Court in New 
York also points out that the National 
Abortion Federation, a_ professional 
association of abortion providers, has 
argued previously that patient records 
are essential to determining a proce- 
dure’s medical necessity. 

The Bush administration has been 
criticized broadly by abortion rights 
groups and privacy advocates for seek- 
ing the records, even though Attorney 
General John Ashcroft insists that 
patient names and personal informa- 
tion would be removed before govern- 
ment lawyers got them. 

“There can be no question but that 
the government is entitled to the 
records, redacted to protect the identi- 
ty of particular patients, in its defense 
of the act,” the court papers say.

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Aristide says he was forced out 

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide, in a telephone interview 
arranged by the Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
claims he was forced out of his home 
country by U.S. military forces in the dark 
of night. 

In a thick Haitian accent muffled by a 
bad connection, Aristide spoke briefly via 
speaker phone during a news conference 
called Monday by Jackson, who demand- 
ed Congress to investigate whether the 
United States had any role in “the abduc- 
tion” of Aristide. 

When asked if he left Haiti on his own, 
Aristide quickly answered: “No. I was 
forced to leave.” 

Aristide told reporters that he signed 
documents relinquishing his power out of 
fear that violence would erupt in Haiti if 
he didn’t comply with the demands of 
‘American security agents.” 

(They) were telling me that if I don’t 
leave they would start shooting and be 
killing in a matter of time,” Aristide said. 

When specifically asked who the 
agents were, Aristide responded: “white 
American, white military. 
~ “They came at night ... There were too 
many, I couldn’t count them,” he added. 


Discrimination complaints 

WASHINGTON (AP) The government 
announced Monday a settlement with 
American Airlines over complaints that 
the carrier discriminated after Sept. 11, 
2001, against passengers it thought were 
of Arab, Middle Eastern or Southeast 
Asian descent. 

The airline agreed to spend about $1.5 
million over three years for civil rights 
training to employees who deal with the 
public. 

American did not admit that it broke 
federal anti-discrimination laws. 


ing a new law barring ‘a procedure 
referred to by critics as partial-birth 
abortion and by medical organizations 
as “intact dilation and extraction.” 
During the procedure, a fetus’ legs and 
torso are pulled from the uterus and its 
skull is punctured. 

The Justice Department. is attempt- 
ing to persuade federal judges to order 
at least six hospitals and six Planned 
Parenthood affiliates to provide the 
abortion patient records so the govern- 
ment can defend the law.

If the five doctors bringing the New 
York case plan to testify that the pro- 
cedure is medically necessary, the 
Justice Department says the patient 
records are needed to show their expe-

case. 

Otherwise, the government motion 
says, the doctors: shouldn’t be allowed 
to testify. 

The Justice Department motion also

document to bolster the government’s 
case. The federation also is a plaintiff 
in the New York lawsuit. 


The government said in a statement its 
investigations revealed that American had 
unlawfully removed passengers because 
of their perceived ethnic or religious 
background after the Sept. 11 terror 
attacks carried out by Arab hijackers. 

The Transportation Department 
reached a similar settlement with United 
Airlines in November. 

American did not immediately return 
telephone calls seeking comment. 


Dolly Parton honored 
NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) Dolly 

Parton was’ recognized Monday not for 

her well-known musical or acting talents, 


but for her dedication to helping children — 


learn’ to read. 

Gov. Phil Bredesen presented Parton 
with the second annual “Reading Works!” 
award sponsored by NashvilleREAD in 
honor of her Imagination Library. 

Parton founded the Imagination 
Library several years ago in her home of 
Sevier County, and it has since spread 
across Tennessee and to other states as 
well. Bredesen included $2 million in his 
budget as challenge grant money to help 
spread the program further. 

The Imagination Library provides one 
book every month to registered children 
under 5 years of age. 

“T think when you get into a position to 
help, you should,” Parton said in accept- 
ing the award. She noted she was from a 
family of 12 children who learned to read 
from their mother; her father was illiter- 
ate. 

“He was more proud of children call- 
ing me ‘the book lady’ than anything else 
I’ve done,” Parton said. “These children 
think I’m leaving these books in their 
mailbox.”

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Gay marriage to be the crucial issue in 
key states during Presidential election 


NEW YORK (AP) John Kerry can 
win the 270 Electoral College votes 
to beat George Bush, but gay mar- 
riage may be the crucial issue in key 
states, including New Hampshire, a 
panel of Democrats said Monday. 

Former Nebraska Sen. Bob Kerrey, 
Massachusetts Sen. Ted Kennedy and 
former President Kennedy’s speech- 
writer Ted Sorensen met in 
Manhattan to discuss the presidential 
race, particularly the Electoral 
College. 

The Electoral College system has 
been under renewed scrutiny since 
2000, when Democrat Al Gore won 
the popular vote but lost the electoral 
vote in a dispute that was ultimately 
settled by the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Each of the SO states is allocated a 
number of electors equal to its num- 
ber of U.S. senators, always two, plus 
the number of its U.S’ representa- 
tives. 

Kerrey, now president of the New 
School University in New York, pre- 
dicted Kerry could win the Electoral 
College but would need to win close- 
ly divided states including Arkansas, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, New

Coast Guard Bives up search 

NORFOLK, Va. (AP) The Coast 
Guard gave up the search Monday for 18 
crewmen missing after a tanker carrying 
industrial ethanol exploded and sank off 
the Virginia coast. At least three other 
crewmen were killed. 

“It is my sincere hope the friends and 
family know we did everything in our 
power to find their loved ones,” said Rear 
Adm. Sally Brice-O’Hara, a Coast Guard 
district commander. 

The 570-foot Bow Mariner went down 
Saturday night more than 50 miles east of 
Chincoteague. The Coast Guard said that 
the explosion was accidental but that the 
exact cause was under investigation. 

Six survivors were plucked from a life 


‘raft on Saturday. The last of them was 


expected to be released from a hospital 
Monday. The survivors, all men from the 
Philippines, have declined interview 
requests. 

The Coast Guard searched Saturday 
night and again on Sunday until nightfall. 
A C-130 airplane resumed the search 
shortly before daybreak Monday. The 
Coast Guard decided to abandon the 
search in the afternoon. 

Only small pieces of debris, such as 
life jackets, have been found, the Coast 
Guard said. 


Bill passed to restaurants 
ATLANTA (AP) Restaurants wouldn’t 
be liable if customers got fat from eating 
too much, according to a bill passed unan- 
imously by the Georgia House Monday. 
The bill shields restaurants, food pro- 


Mexico and New Hampshire. 

The panelists, who met the day 
before.

WASHINGTON (AP) The. White 
House and the Defesne Department on 
Monday dismissed allegations that 
Haitian President Jean-Bertrand Aristide 
was kidnapped by U.S. forces eager for 
him to resign and flee into exile. 

With U.S. military forces already on 
the ground in the Caribbean nation and 
more on the way, chief presidential 
spokesman Scott McClellan said, “It’s 
nonsense, and conspiracy theories do 
nothing to help the Haitian people move 
forward to a better more free, more pros- 
perous future.” 

At the Pentagon, Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld also vehemently 
denied that Aristide had been forced out 
by the United States. 

McClellan told reporters that Aristide 
left‘on his own free will. “We took steps 
to protect Mr. Aristide and his family so 
they would not be harmed as they depart- 
ed Haiti,” he said. 
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Bnitain’s opposition party withdraws from war investigaton 


LONDON (AP) Britain’s main 
Opposition ‘party withdrew Monday 
from an inquiry into the quality of 
prewar intelligence on Iraqi weapons, 
further eroding Prime Minister Tony 
Blair’s hopes of. ending criticism 
about his decision to‘join the U.S.-led 
conflict. 

_ Conservative Party leader Michael 
Howard said the review was unjusti- 
fiably narrow since it would not 
focus on the actions and responsibili- 
ties of individual officials in the run 
up to the war. 

’ He criticized Lord Butler, a retired

Soviet religion confference 

MOSCOW (AP) Religious leaders 
from former Soviet republics are meeting 
this week with the aim of strengthening 
religious tolerance - but the meeting 
excludes Catholics, accused by the 
Russian Orthodox Church of seeking con- 
verts. 

More than 300 religious leaders from 
the Commonwealth of Independent States 
- a loose grouping of most of the former 
Soviet republics - are to participate in the 
conference beginning Tuesday, said 
Metropolitan Kirill, a Russian Orthodox 
official. 

But the conference will only include 
what Russia recognizes officially as the 
“traditional religions” of Orthodox 
Christianity, Judaism, Islam, and 
Buddhism... 

“Orthodoxy, Islam, Judaism and 
Buddhism have existed (in the region) for 
a thousand years ... the rest were exported 
to us,” said Kirill, head of the Russian 
Orthodox Church’s external relations 
department. 

The statement reflected the tensions 
that have arisen since the fall of the Soviet 
Union, in which the predominant reli- 
gions of Russia and the region complain 
that other religions are trying to convert 
people on their territory. 

In particular, the head of the Russian 
Orthodox Church, Patriarch Alexy II, has 
accused Greek Catholics in western 
Ukraine, who retain Eastern-rite rituals 
but recognize the pope’s supremacy, of 
having expanded into traditionally 
Orthodox eastern and southern Ukraine. 

There are about 6 million Catholics in 
Ukraine, a predominantly Orthodox 
nation of 48 million.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) A fami- 
ly removed a tree from their garden and 
found a treasure: 280 silver coins from the 
early 11th century.

Six-day standoff ends 

Egypt (AP) Police stormed a 
town in southern Egypt Monday, free- 
ing at least 160 hostages and ending a 
six-day standoff. with a band of drug 
and weapons traffickers, authorities 
said. At least one gunman was killed. 

The fierce battle began at dawn 
with police firing rocket-propelled 
grenades and mortars to force their 
way into the center of Nakhilah. The 
gunmen surrendered in the afternoon, 
releasing at least 160 civilians they 
had been holding. 

The Interior Ministry said 21 ban- 
dits were arrested, bringing to 43 the 
number of suspects captured in the 
standoff. The leader, Izzat 
Mohammed Hamid, was hospitalized. 

Police said he was critically 
wounded in the shootout. Other 
reports said his injuries were self- 
inflicted. 

The siege began Wednesday, when 
security forces gathered near the town, 
long considered a center of illicit trade in 
arms and drugs. 

The band seized the hostages Friday 
during a shootout with authorities. Hamid 
told The Associated Press at the time that 
his men were holding 500 civilians.

Woman hung twice for murder 

AMMAN, Jordan (AP). A 
Jordanian woman convicted of. mur- 
dering two children was hanged’ twice 
Monday after the rope broke the first 
time because of her weight, police 
officials said. 

I’tisam Hussein, 21, fell to the 
ground when the rope broke but did 
not fracture any bones, said one of 
the officials who attended the execu- 
tion. . 

She was frightened and in pain, 
but was not given any sedatives, he 
told The Associated Press, on condi- 
tion of anonymity. The rope was 
changed and she was hanged within 
the hour, after a delay as prison war- 
dens tried to calm her down. 

Monday’s hanging took place in 
Swaqa Penitentiary, 100 kilometers 
(62 miles) south of the Jordanian cap- 
ital Amman. 

Hussein was found guilty in 
December 2002 of drowning two 
children in a canal near the biblical 
Jordan River. She was convicted of 
premeditated murder for the January 
2002 murders and sentenced to death 


by hanging. 
Court records showed Hussein was 
seeking vengeance against her 


fiance’s family, who opposed their 
marriage. She coaxed her fiance’s 
sister and brother - aged 5 and 6 
respectively - to the canal, where she 
drowned them. 
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Mates, who has wide experience in 
security matters, said he would con- 
tinue to sit on the committee but 
would not be officially representing 
the party. Other members are a senior 
Labor lawmaker, a security and intel- 
ligence official and a former chief of 
Britain’s defense staff. 

The withdrawal is a further set 
back for the government since it' 
ensures yet another day of headlines 
dominated by Iraq, as Blair struggles 
to focus public attention on his 
domestic agenda.

1919, uprising against Japanese colo- 
nial rule, Roh dismissed criticism 
that his foreign policy has fueled 
anti-Americanism among young 
South Koreans. 

“Let’s not talk about whether we 
are pro-American or anti-American,” 
Roh said to rousing applause. 
“Whether we are pro-U.S. or anti- 
U.S. cannot be the yardstick to assess 
ourselves.” —- 

“Step by step, we should strength- 
en our independence and build our 
strength as an independent nation.” 

Roh’s call to lessen reliance on the 
United States in foreign policy and 
security against North Korea came 
two days after six-nation talks ended 
in Beijing without major break- 
throughs on how to end the crisis 
over. the communist North’s nuclear 
weapons programs. 

Roh hailed a recent U.S.-South 
Korea agreement to pull U.S. troops 
out of the Yongsan district of central 
Seoul, reminding people _ that 
Yongsan has been occupied by for- 
eign forces for more than a century 
and calling the area “a symbol of for- 
eign intervention, invasion and 
dependence.” 

The 7,000 U.S. troops and family 
members there are scheduled to move 
to bases further south as early as 
2007. 
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Titans capture PAC championship title

Three other Titans reached double 
figures as junior guard Chris Hatch 
and sophomore forward Dom Joseph 
each posted 14, while freshman for- 
ward Randall Poindexter tallied a 
career-best 12 points. 

The PAC title marks 
Westminster’s first conference crown 
since the Titans captured the

After a season of great success, 


five Titans received All-PAC laurels. 

DeMonaco earned a spot on the 
All-PAC first team. DeMonaco 
paced the PAC in scoring (18.6 
points per game) and three-pointers 
made (3.67 per game): 

Junior forward Pat O’Connor and 
Pagley garnered All-PAC Second 
Team nods, while O’Connor placed 
in the PAC top ten in scoring, 
rebounding, and steals. Pagley led 
the PAC in steals per game (2.5). 

Hatch and Joseph earned PAC 
honorable mention, Hatch led the 
PAC in free throw. percentage 
(84.1%), while Joseph paced the 
Titans in blocked shots, tallying 24 
on the season. 

Ondako, in his first season as the 
Titans’ head coach, shared PAC 
Coach of the Year honors with Grove 
City’s Steve Lamie. 

As a team that started off slowly 
to become conference champions 
with many players receiving post- 
season accolades, the Titans certain- 
ly turned a rocky season into a mem- 
orable one.

For a | 
instance, I currently have the 175 meal plan, which consists of 12 meals per week and 
costs $1300. The least expensive option in the new plan costs $1250, and only includes 
7.7 meals per week. The most expensive meal plan costs $1500, and only: includes 11 
meals. As a meal plan is mandatory for all students, it seems that my only options are 
vane to lose one meal a week and pay $200 more, to lose 4.3 meals a week and pay $50 less, 
nae Send us an original Comic\: °F to choose the middle plan, pay $50 more, and lose 2.7 meals a week.

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Telemarketers invade campus phone |i lines

Students have recently voiced com- - ~ 


plaints about the increased telemarketing 
activity reaching the dorm rooms, accord- 
ing to Don Goodlin of Information 
Systems. 

Goodlin said 
that this concern 
has been vocalized 
not only by several 
‘students, but by 
faculty and admin- 
istrators as well. 
The issue of tele- 
marketing also 
became a topic in 
the recent fireside 
chats with President R. Tom Williamson 


and Dean Neal Edman, held on Tuesday, 


March 9. 

“T think everyone on campus is getting 
calls,” said junior Daniel Zapko, having 
received three to four phone calls from 
telemarketers this semester. 

Sophomore Jennifer Britton also 
received three telemarketing phone calls, 
all within a recent one-month span of 
time. The last two were only one day apart 
and occurred while she was still asleep at 
around 9 a.m. “Who calls the campus at 9 
o'clock in the morning and expects us to 


be up and not in class?” she asked, upset’ 


with the timing of the telephone salesper- 
son. 

It is not just the timing of the calls that 
bothers Britton. Privacy issues are also a 
real concern since the telemarketers con- 
nected her home bank account to her 
school mailbox and her campus exten- 
sion. This means that the telemarketing 
company may know her home address as 
well as her school information. 

Many students have wondered how 
companies have gotten a hold of their 
names, phone numbers, and other vital 
information. Some blame the college. 

“The Records and Privacy policy in the 
student handbook states that students’ 
names, addresses, and phone listings can 
be released to the public unless specifical-

student phone numbers, though Student 
Affairs may call the student in question 
personally to see if they are there, accord- 
ing to Hawthorne. 

But other rumors have persisted, some 
suggesting that the information came 


from a non-campus entity, like the 


school’s phone carriers. Goodlin express- 
es his doubt in this rumor’s legitimacy, 
which suggests that when the school 
changed phone carriers from AT&T to 
ECCI, one of the companies could have 
sold student information. ~ 

“I doubt very much that AT&T or 
ECCI would sell this information,” 
Goodlin said. “ECCI is involved with col- 
leges and universities only. They pride 
themselves in keeping this type of infor- 
mation private.” 

Another rapidly squashed rumor is that 
the college iteelf ae student information 
published online. While it is true that the 
Westminster Weekly and other online 
campus publications do have certain stu- 
dent information published on their web- 
site that could be uncovered with effort, 
the online directories are not available to 
off-campus individuals. 

A far more likely story insists that a 
student sold one of the college’s telephone 
directories to a telemarketing firm for 
money. Goodlin thinks this is a possibili- 
ty, and Hawthorne has dealt with this

problem before. 

In the past, Student Affairs has asked 
the Holcad to not publish ads sent in by 
likely telemarketers that offer upwards of 
40 dollars for a student directory. Recent 
ads were sent to the Holcad, but were not 
published for unrelated reasons. 

Hawthorne heard this, and with a 
laugh, muttered, “Hasn’t changed in ten 
years.” Because of the desire to protect 
student information, directories are close- 
ly guarded and no longer sold in the stu- 
dent bookstore. 

“If they know your name, someone 
sold their directory,” Hawthorne said. “If 
they know your home address, someone 
sold their directory.” She believes that it is 
likely a student recently sold his or her 
directory, and also thinks that it is unfor- 
tunate that the student body must suffer 
from such an action. 

If students wish to purchase anything 


from telemarketers, said Goodlin, it is 
their responsibility to do the appropriate 
research in order to make sure they are not 
being cheated. He suggested students use ~ 
their better judgment, contact the Better ~ 
Business Bureau, and also ask for compa- ‘ 
ny information such as address and phone 
number. 

But Goodlin does not choose to 
respond to telemarketers at home, and he 
is not alone. “In my opinion,” Britton 
said, “all telemarketers are trying to sweet 
talk you into buying something without 
telling you everything. I don’t trust them 
and I won’t do business with them.”

VP of Finance to retire after 17 years of service

After almost 17 years of service, Vice 
President for Finance and Management 
Services William J. Birkhead is retiring 


and the search for a replacement has com- , 


menced. 

The search committee is made up of 13 
members of the campus community 
including, faculty, staff, one student, and 
the Board of Trustees contact, 
Carroll. Vice President for Institutional 
Advancement Gloria Cagigas is chair of 
the search committee. Russell Mills, vice 
president of the Student Government 
Association, is the only student represen- 
tative serving on the committee. 

“IT am honored to be a part of a com- 
mittee that has a very important job to 
do,” Mills said. 

The search committee’s first meeting

was in late October of last year. All appli- 
cations were submitted to the college by 
late November and were reviewed in 
December. 

The search was narrowed in February. 
The search committee has identified three 
candidates that will be brought to campus 
for two-day interviews in early April. 

By the end of April, the committee 
hopes to have a candidate to announce. If 
all works as planned, the new Vice 
President for Finance and Management 
Services will start June 1, so he or she can 
be trained with Birkhead. This will allow 
four weeks for the transition. 

“Tt will be difficult to fill the shoes of 
someone who has had a key role in the 
leadership and administration of 
Westminster College,” Cagigas said. 

The committee has looked at various 
factors in the search for a replacement. 
The potential candidates must have their 


bachelor’s degree and their master’s 
degree or be a Certified Public 
Accountant. 

Prerequisites also include respon- 


- sible management and leadership 


experience as well as experience in 
higher education. 

The Vice President for Finance and 
Management Services manages 
preparation and control of the col- 
lege’s budget, manages the legal and 
tax affairs of the college. A lot of his 
time is spent working with physical 
plant of the facilities. 

“This is the perfect job as far as variety 
goes,” Birkhead said, “I can talk about 
bricks and mortar one day and about 
money the next.” 

This position also overlooks the 


Auxiliary Services, including the direc- - 


tor of the physical plant and the director 
of human resources. Birkhead also 


oversees the business manager who 
manages the director of food services, 
the bookstore manager, the mailroom, 
and duplicating. The business manager 
is also in charge of the residence hall’s 
laundry and vending machines. 

“This has been a wonderful experi- 
ence,” Birkhead said, “I am _ so 
impressed with the quality of this 
school, whether it is the faculty, staff, or 
the students of the college.” 

Fortunately, the college’s search 
for a replacement: is being driven 
only by Birkhead’s retiring. Many 
times when a search like this hap- 
pens, it is result of the Chief 
Financial Officer not meeting the 
expectations required. 

Due to this, the replacement will 
not have any major problems to fix 
when they are placed in this position.

The Voter’s Drive was held on 
Monday, March 8 during lunch and dinner 
outside of the Orchard Street Café. 

Co-sponsored by the College 
Republicans and College Democrats, the 
objective of the Voter’s Drive was to give 
students the opportunity to become more 
politically active by registering to vote. 
Both Pennsylvania and Ohio voter regis- 
tration forms were available for students 
to either fill out or take with them. 

“There are a lot of students on campus 
who simply don’t know what party they 
belong to, so we want to help them out,” 
said junior Jessica Rummel, president of 
College Republicans. 


This year, the primary elections will be 


held in April in the state of Pennsylvania. 
Registration is required 30 days before an 


election. Therefore, the College 
Republicans and College Democrats 
thought that now would be a great time to 
hold another Voter’s Drive so students 
could register to vote. Online tests were 


,even emailed to students by Dr. James 


Rhoads to help the student assess which 
political party has the same views as they 
do.

“It is a shame that some students 
choose the political party of their parents 
because they don’t know or just don’t 
care,” Bevan said.

“quizzes were included in the email so that

During the lunch and dinner hours, 
many students who stopped by the booth 


were already registered voters. 

“They had us register to vote in high 
school, so I am already registered but I 
think it is a great idea to have this kind of 
thing offered at Westminster,” said senior 
public relations major Isaac Ludwig. 

Others, such as sophomore political 
science major Heather Kydd, registered 
for the first time. 

“I am from Las Vegas and was never 
registered at home because I’m not there 
during the time of elections,” Kydd said. 
“T wanted to register here so that I would 
be able to vote from now on in future elec- 
tions.” 

The College Republicans and College 
Democrats successfully registered over 20 
people to vote during the course of the 
day. This number does not including 
those who just picked up a form and took 
it with them. 

“We have had more register in past 


Voter’s Drives, so this number is signifi- 
cantly less, but we still feel that we had‘a 
pretty good turn out,” Rummel said. “All 
we are really aiming to do is provide an 
opportunity to students to become more 
involved so they will be able to vote and 
voice their opinion in upcoming elec- 
tions.”

New meal plan implemented for fall

A’ new meal plan is going into 
effect next fall. 

Food Services Director Jeff 
Creveling and Business Manager 
Don Shelenberger, along with the 
help of the food advisory commit- 
tee, have made adjustments in the 
new meal plan in response to stu- 
dent complaints. 

Currently, students are able to 
purchase meals at the cafeteria, but 
the high costs seem to be a concern. 

Students see their cards being 
‘swiped and close to eight dollars 
being subtracted for each meal but 
fail to take in account the overhead 
charges that students are required to 
pay. Such overhead charges include 
electricity, heating and payment of 
the staff. 

The same thing applies to meals 
at the Orchard Street Café; however 
students can purchase meals at des- 
ignated meal times only. Other 
items may be purchased al la carte, 
with dine or Titan dollars. 

“The new meal plan has all the 
costs spelled out for us, so it actual- 
ly looks like we’re paying less but 
really it all equals out,” said senior 

‘Isaac Ludwig, a food advisory board 
council member. /“In the students 
mind, the new meal plan looks 
cheaper because it won’t subtract $8 
when you swipe your card, but real- 
ly it’s all. covered in the overhead 
charges. It’s the same as what we 
are paying now.” 


The new plan will consist of a 
declining dollar amount balance, but 
will include a Resident Dining 
Facility Fee of $500 to cover the 
overhead charges. Students will 
have three dining plan options. 

The first plan will be worth 
$1,000, which the school figures out 
to be equivalent to 11 meals per 
week. The total for this plan, 
including the Resident Dining 
Facility Fee, would be $1,500. 

The second plan will be worth 
$850, in which the school averages 
to be equal to about nine meals per 
week. The total for this plan will be 
$1,350. 

The third plan will be worth $750 
which ends up being equivalent to 
around seven meals per week and a 
total of $1,250. 

The school suggests that stidbeits 
planning to eat more in the dining 
hall should purchase the first plan. 
Students. planning to eat more at the 
Orchard Street Café should purchase 
the third plan, and students wishing 
to eat at both the cafeteria and the 
Orchard Street Café, should pur- 
chase the second plan. 

The dining hall will operate the 
same as it has in the past in that it 
will still be all. you can eat. 
However, there will be a set price 
for each meal. Breakfast will cost 
$4.65. Lunch will cost $6.00, and 
dinner will cost $6.85. 

These amounts will be subtracted 
from students’ Titan cards accord- 
ingly. The Orchard Street Café, 
however, will no longer have meal 


exchange times. Everything will be 
al la carte, and students will pay for 
each item they purchase separately. 

“The best part about this new 
plan that benefits the students the 
most, is that the money on your card 
will carry over from the fall semes- 
ter to the spring semester,” Ludwig 
said. 

However, money from the spring 
semester will not carry over into ia 
fall semester. 

This has been the biggest com- 
plaint from most of the students and 
has had a lot to do with the ability to 
put this plan into action. 

“We were able to make these 
changes because of a lot of student 
input,” food service manager Jeff 
Creveling said. “Much thought and 
effort went into making this possi- 
ble, and the reason we weren’t able 
to make the changes sooner had a lot 
to do with how meals are set up and 
the cost structure, and the overall 
cost of the dining service that stu- 
dents don’t always think about.” 

Students have continually voiced 
their opinions concerning this issue 
and as a result the food advisory 
council brought these concerns to 
Jeff Creveling. 

“Jeff Creveling and Don 
Shelenberger have really went out 
of their way this year and utilized 
all of their resources in order to 
keep students satisfied with their 
current food service, and it was a 
pleasure to work with them,” said 
food advisory council member 
Kristen Kulick.

Currently there have not been any 
kinds of restrictions placed on what 
types of movies are shown.

The current system does not 
involve student opinion. The deci- 
sion remains within thé twelve Club 
Room staff members.

Each 
staff member makes a list of: their 
top five choices. Then, Gordon gets 
to make the final decision.. 

When making his _ decision 
Gordon said, “I look for movies that 
(A) would generate a big crown and 
(B) did well in the movie theaters.” 

This method seems to work well 
for The Club Room. 

This year, Pirates of the 
Caribbean, Matrix Revolutions, and 
Bad Boys II were the big hits, not 
only in the box office but on campus 
as well. 

“I remember when I went to see 
Pirates of the Caribbean... I was 
really shocked by the size of the 
crowd,” said senior Josh Storey.

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Browne residents return from break to 
hot showers after water heater problems

If a Browne resident is asked what 
her favorite part of Spring Break was, 
she will most likely tell you that it was 
finally taking a hot shower. 

On Tuesday, March 9, the water 
heater in. Browne broke, leaving more 
than 100 freezing female students with- 
out hot water for four days. The dis- 
gruntled residents were forced to shower 
elsewhere on campus, lining up in bath- 
rooms in Galbreath and Ferguson in the 
mornings to avoid an ice-cold start to 
their day. 

According to Physical Plant employ- 
ee Owen Wagner, a problem with the 
chimney flue caused the heater to over- 
heat and fail: The controls burned up, 
making the hot water. difficult, if not 
impossible to use. The heater was too 
old and damaged to be fixed immediate- 
ly, therefore requiring the Physical Plant 
to order a new heater and to coordinate 
the delivery with a local installer. 

Wagner apologized for the inconve- 
nience and said he was pleased with the 
response of Browne __ residents. 


“Students were generally understanding 
of the situation and I’m thankful for 
that,” he said. “Their patience was 
appreciated.” 

However, some students felt that the 
situation could have been handled more 
efficiently. 

“I, for one, was really inconve- 
nienced by the broken hot water tank,” 
senior history major Jennifer Wahl said. 
“T really think that Westminster should 
have tried harder to fix the tank before 
we left for break, or should have given 
us more options for hot water.” 

Despite the difficulty of the situation, 
Browne Resident. Director Devi 
Wintrode was pleased overall with the 
way the issue was dealt with by both stu- 
dents and the school. — 

“I felt that the residents of Browne 
were amazing throughout the entire 
week without hot water,” she said. “T 
also felt that the Physical Plant staff 
responded really well to the situation. I 
especially appreciate the patience and 

g on the part of all the stu- 
dents, teachers and others who stayed 
over break and had to take more cold 
showers than the rest of us.”

‘Mother of 10- year boy: who shot a 


postal worker to face handgun charges 


PITTSBURGH (AP) The mother 
of a 10-year-old boy who police say 
fatally shot a postal worker in an 
apparent accident nine months ago 
has been charged. with illegally 
possessing a handgun. 

Latoya Burnette, 30, of 
Pittsburgh wasn’t allowed to own 
the gun because she is a convicted 
felon, U.S. District Attorney Mary 
Beth Buchanan said Tuesday. 

Clayton Smith, 45, of Colliers, 
W.Va., was shot once in the back as 
he took a break in the corner of a 
shopping center in Crafton, a 
Pittsburgh suburb, on June 23. He 
died a few hours later at a hospital. 

Authorities say that the boy hit 
Smith while firing his mother’s gun 
into the wooded area between the 
shopping center and the boy’s 
home. 

Burnette was convicted of 
assault with a deadly weapon in 
North Carolina in 2000 and.served 
25 to 39 months. She had purchased 
the gun in 1999, but wasn’t allowed 
to have it after being convicted,

Man has saved over 1200 lives 

DANVILLE, Ohio (AP) A man 
who began donating blood at the age 
of 17 to help a family friend has now 
donated 400 pints of blood over five 
decades - enough to save 1,200 lives. 

John Burkhardt received a certifi- 
cate of appreciation from the Knox 
County Chapter of the American Red 
Cross, and a celebratory cake was 
served after his most recent donation 
on March 12. 

It took Burkhardt just under 51 
years to donate the equivalent of 50 
gallons of blood. 

He said it hasn’t been difficult to 
maintain regular donations. 

“You always tell them, “Make sure 
you don’t give me a square needle,’ 
that’s all,” said Burkhardt, who 
lives in Apple Valley, a community 
about 50 miles 
Columbus. 

Dave Gore, executive director of 
the county’s Red Cross chapter, said 
the organization plans to have a spe- 
cial pin made to commemorate 
Burkhardt’s achievement. - 

While the American Red Cross 
issues pins awarded for various levels 
of donation, Gore said they had not 
been able to find a pin to recognize 
50 gallons.

(Boczkowski) as death-eligible,” wrote 
Justice Ronald D. Castille in the 40-page 
majority opinion.

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Number of gays released from military decreases 


WASHINGTON (AP) The number of 
gays dismissed from the military under 
the Pentagon’s “don’t-ask, don’t tell” pol- 
icy has dropped to its lowest level in nine 
years as U.S. forces fought in Afghanistan 
and Iraq, according to a report by an advo- 
cacy group. 

The military discharged 787 gays and 
lesbians last year, according to the 
Servicemembers Legal Defense Network, 
which attributed the decline to the impor- 
tance of U.S. operations in Afghanistan 
and Iraq. 

The figure marks a 17 percent decrease 
from 2002 and a 39 percent drop from 
2001, just before the conflicts began in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

“You have to ask yourself, and you 
have to ask the Pentagon, why are the dis- 
charges going down?” said C. Dixon 
Osburn, executive director of the advoca- 
cy group and one of the report’s authors. 
“When they need people, they keep them. 
When they don’t, they implement their 
policy of discrimination with greater 
force.” 

A Pentagon spokeswoman said 
Tuesday that Defense Department offi- 
cials could not comment on the report 
because they had not yet seen it. 

The military’s policy on gays, known 
as “don’t ask, don’t tell,” has been in 
place since 1994. It allows gays to serve 
in uniform so long as they don’t reveal 
their sexual orientation. 

The military has discharged nearly 


10,000 people for violations of the policy | 


since it first took effect, according to the 


report. 
_. The number of gays discharged 
increased steadily from 1994 to 1998.

Contractor faces fraud 

ALEXANDRIA, Va. (AP) - A Virginia 
Beach woman who bought fake asbestos 
and lead training certificates for herself 
and others to get federal abatement con- 
tracts was found guilty Tuesday of per- 
forming’ fraudulent work, U.S. Attorney 
Paul J. McNulty said. 

Ethel M. Holmes, president and owner 
of Holmes Environmental Inc. of Virginia 
Beach, was found guilty by a federal jury 
of conspiracy, mail fraud and submitting 
false claims to the federal government, 
McNulty said in a news release. 

No one could be reached at McNulty’s 
office to say what sentence Holmes could 
receive. A woman who answered the 
phone at Holmes’ business said Holmes 
was not available for comment. 

McNulty said Holmes’ business had 
received $600,000 in contracts from 
1998-2001 for work done for the 
Pentagon, several Virginia agencies, the 
armed forces, a Norfolk hospital, an ele- 
mentary school, day-care centers and 
other facilities.

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Illinois mother wants 
state to require carnival 
workers to carry 
identification cards 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (AP) Lisa Farmer 
wants to make sure no other child endures 
the pain her 15-year-old daughter suffered 
when she was raped by a carnival worker 
at the Illinois State Fair. 

The man was a convicted sex offender, 
but Illinois doesn’t require background 
checks for carnival ride operators, and no 
law would have prevented his hiring any- 
way. 

Farmer is out to change that. The 
mother of four is urging lawmakers to 
make Illinois the first state to require 
state-issued identification cards for carni- 
val ride operators to work in Illinois, a 
process that would include a state police 
review. Convicted sex offenders would 
not be eligible. 

“I realize we can’t prevent® what 
occurred, but we can hopefully prevent it 
from happening to someone else,” said 
Sen.

The legislation would set a maximum 
five-year prison sentence and $5,000 fine 
for those convicted of taking obscene pic- 
tures with a camera or with a cell phone 
camera without permission. Minimum 
sentences are left up to judges who use 
guidelines established by lawmakers. 

Health clubs from Chicago to Tokyo 
have said they’re worried that cellular 
phones equipped with cameras could be 
misused to take locker room pictures of 
their customers.

Haitian child used as servant 
FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. (AP) A 
federal grand jury indicted a couple 


Tuesday on charges of sneaking a Haitian 
girl into the United States keeping her in 
virtual slavery for three years. 

Willie and wife Marie Pompee of 
Pembroke Pines were charged with har- 
boring the girl in their home. If convicted, 
they could each be sentenced to five years 
in prison and fined $250,000, plus restitu- 
tion to the victim. 

Marie Pompee made her initial appear- 
ance Tuesday in federal district court in 
Fort Lauderdale, the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office said. Her husband and his eldest 
son fled the country in 1999 after the child 
was removed from their home. 

According to the indictment, the 
Pompees concealed the girl from 1996 to 
1999, when she was removed from the 
home by local police. The girl, then 12, 
had told a-teacher that she was being sex- 
ually abused. 

The Pompees smuggled the girl from 
Haiti to the United States, where she was 
used as a household servant, according to 
the indictment. The girl and her mother 
had performed similar work for Marie 
Pompee’s mother and sister in Haiti. 

In Haiti, some poor children are turned 
over by their parents to become 

“restaveks,” or child house servants, in 
wealthier households. About one in 10 
children in 2002, were restaveks, accord- 
ing to the National Coalition of Human 
Rights.

Four months after Allied troops 
stormed the beaches of France on D- 
Day, June 6, 1944, authorities discoy- 
ered.between 900 and 1,000 bottles of 
French champagne brought _ to 
Chelmsford, southeastern England, by 
a U.S. air transport unit, according to 
the Customs and Excise papers made 
public by the National Archives,

spirits and other goods, e.g. dentures 
and postage stamps of philatelic inter- 
est, by services personnel, involving 
subsequent illicit trade in this country,” 
a Customs official wrote to the adjutant 
general’s unit of the American Air 
Force.

Diver’s found 

CANBERRA, Australia (AP) The 
body of a diver believed to be a Canadian 
tourist was found early Wednesday in the 
Coral Sea off a northern Australian island, 
police said. 

The 24-year-old man’s body was found 
at 8:30 a.m. near where he vanished yes- 
terday afternoon while diving for sea 
cucumbers from a fishing boat near 
Lizard Island off the city of Cairns, in the 
state of Queensland on Australia’s north- 
eastern coast. 

“The body of the 24-year-old man was 
found about 30 meters (100 feet) from 
where he was reported missing,” 
Queensland Police Sergeant Gavin Marsh 
said. 

“He was found by divers from the fish- 
ing boat that he had been working aboard 
as a diver on a working holiday,” he 
added. “Preliminary indications are that 
he is a Canadian but that has yet to be con- 
firmed.”

December elections. They reject cooper-

I write in response to the Letter to the Editor about the new meal plans for 2004-2005. 

A key point-in addressing the writer’s concerns is to define the term “meal.” Under 
the current meal plans, a “meal” is an all-you-can-eat meal at the dining rooms or a 
smaller amount of food using exchange at the Orchard Street Café. Of course if a stu- 
dent uses an exchange meal in the café, he/she relinquishes the right to a meal in the din- 
ing rooms. Under the new plans, which are declining balance plans, a “meal” is again an 
all-you-can-eat meal.at the dining rooms or an amount of food purchased.a la carte at the 
café at any one time. Responding to student concerns about the block plans, we have 
now arranged that there is no exchange involved in the new plans. 

In my letter announcing the new meal plans, I indicated the number of “‘all-you-can- 
eat” meals that could be purchased at the dining rooms under each plan. The HOLCAD 
letter writer ignored the information that, in lieu of those dining room meals, a student 
could eat many more smaller meals by buying items a la carte at the Orchard Street Café 

Under the new plans, a student can choose all-you-can-eat dining room meals, or 
he/she can select smaller meals and pay for just the items he/she wants. The student is 
no longer being asked to exchange a meal to eat at the café. The bottom line, then, is 
that for a student who eats regularly in the café, Dine Dollars will enable that person to 
have many more meal opportunities than under our current plan. A student could actu- 
ally finish the fall semester having had 200 meals under the $850 Dine Dollar-Plan by 
purchasing the majority of his/her food at the café and eating only the items he/she 
wants. A year-to-year comparison of number of meals each plan offers, therefore, is not 
really possible. It will depend on the individual eating patterns of a particular student. 

The Resident Dining Facilities Fee will provide the College with just over $1 million 
in income. However the expenses that I noted in my letter are actual expenses against 
that revenue, The collection of funds to help maintain and improve dining service facil- 
ities is not new. The current block plans also provide the College with those funds 
because we are incurring those expenses in this year’s food operation as well: What's 
different for the new meal plans is the separation of the fee and the optional Dine Dollar 
amounts in each plan. 


I hope I have addressed the writer’s concerns and given your readers some informa- 


tion that will explain the new plans more clearly. I will be happy to address individual 
questions about the meal plans.

defense, secretary of state, CIA director, attor- 
ney general.” However, the meeting never took 
place. Instead, a meeting on the “threat” of Iraq 
was held. 

However, Clarke not only charges that the 
Bush Administration dropped the ball on terror- 
ism before 9-11, but they ignored the real threat 
to settle an old score; Iraq. Clarke testifies that 
one day after 9-11, the Bush Administration 
was trying to link Iraq to the horrors of the pre- 
vious day.

However, the inter- 
national push for cleaner, more sustainable energy has 
not been met with serious investment by business and 
political leaders within the United States.

WASHINGTON—The facts are out; global warm- 
ing is happening now and it is caused by human pol- 
lution. Two recent reports, one coming out of an 
internal Department of Defense (DoD) think tank 
and one from an independent panel created by the 
World Bank, are leading the debate around clean 
energy and climate change. Both institutions are 
struggling to downplay the studies that they 
requested, even as the findings strengthen the case 
that global warming is a major threat that necessi- 
tates immediate action. 
Despite the World Bank’s extensive investments 
in gas, coal and oil projects, their report calls for a 
complete end to the: funding of such projects. It 
urges an increase in investment in clean energy 
sources to promote a broader transition in energy 
systems. Burning fossil fuels like coal, oil and natu- 
ral gas creates unnatural COz—the pollution that 
traps heat in the atmosphere and causes global 
warming. The rise in temperature throws the 
Earth’s weather system off balance and creates 
unpredictable weather such as floods, droughts, 
heat waves, wildfires and intensified hurricanes. 
Clean energy uses the unlimited power of the wind 


and sun to create power without pollution and harm 
to the environment. 

Meanwhile, the DoD report begins by stating 
“there is substantial evidence to indicate that signif- 
icant global warming will occur during the 21sth 
century” and continues by warning of the cata- 
strophic effects that may come with it. Rising sea 
levels, declining agricultural production and increas- 
ingly destructive weather including massive 
droughts and violent storms are only the first part of 
the problem it says. Mass migrations, civil disorder 
and international conflict, driven by the increasing 
competition for diminishing resources, will become 
endemic if climate change on this scale takes place. 

The conclusions of the two reports are themselves 
hardly news; the startling fact is that, even within 
generally conservative arenas, people are speaking 
out on the issue. A broad scientific consensus exists 
to justify concern and pressure has been building at 
all levels of society for institutions to rise and meet 


the challenge.

Vice President Cheney have numerous friends and sup- 
porters in the fossil fuel industry and they have 
unscrupulously acted on their behalf. They continue to 
provide subsidies and tax breaks worth $20 billion a 
year for oil and coal interests while leaving research and 
development of renewable energy grossly under-funded. 

One of President Bush’s first acts after being elected 
was to state his opposition to ratification of the land- 
mark Kyoto Protocol, which sets targets for reduction 
of greenhouse gases. The treaty, which was signed by 
President Clinton, has been accepted by 178 other 
nations. In addition to being opposed to ratification, 
the Bush administration has actively, sought to derail 
negotiations. It has lobbied other countries, including 
Russia and Australia, against ratifying the treaty in order 
to prevent binding treaty standards. The 
Administration has opted to rely on voluntary emissions 


programs instead of ratifying the treaty. These pro- 
grams have been in place in the United States for 10 
years, and have been accompanied by a 15 percent 
increase in greenhouse gas emissions. Experts on cli- 
mate change agree that voluntary emissions programs

© University of Colorado at Boulder: \n 2000, Boulder made national history by becoming the first institution to ever support renewable energy through student fees by pass- 
ing a student based referendum. Students showed overwhelming support by voting ‘Yes’ in a 5 to 1 margin for a $1 per semester fee for 4 years. In the largest voter turn out in school 
history, students voluntarily raised $50,000 a year purchasing enough wind power to offset annual CO2 emissions by 2.8 million pounds. : 


@ Connecticut College: In 2001, the student body voted to add $25 to student fees to purchase renewable energy. In 2003, the College purchased Tradable Renewable Credits 
from Environmental Action Desk representing about 22% of the annual energy load. After renegotiating, the college now purchases an equivalent of 45% wind energy for the next 
two years. The campus is on the verge of passing an energy policy that will finalize the school’s commitment to clean energy. 


@ Unity College (Maine): In February of 2004, Unity College began living its motto as “America’s Environmental College” when it began purchasing 100% renewable energy. By 
purchasing power from Maine Power Options and Maine Renewable Energy, the college offset its emissions by 27%, or 644,000 pounds a year. The purchase will increase the annu- 


al power bill by an estimated $3,000 to $5,000 a year. 


@ The University of Utab has passed a resolution that will make them Utah’s largest purchaser of pollution-free wind power. The U of U Wind Power Campaign is a partner- 
ship between the University’s only student environmental organization, Terra Firma, the University of Utah's student government, the Utah Clean Energy Alliance and Western 
Resource Advocates. Through a student-led campaign to create a $1 student fee to cover the cost of wind power, the U of U will be responsible for avoiding over 3,000 tons of CO 
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are not effective in reducing greenhouse gas emissions, 
which is the chief cause of climate change. 


From the beginning, the Bush administration has 
begun crafting its energy policy with its friends in the 
fossil fuel industry in mind. The Cheney Energy Task 
Force was developed with the direct input of some of 
the nation’s biggest polluters, including Enron. The 
report, which is currently classified, is suspected to 
contain the energy lobby’s direct objectives. Numerous 
groups, from the Sierra Club to the Congressional 
General Accounting Office, have filed suit to have the 
information from the task force released, but Vice 
President Cheney continues to support his industry 
friends. 

President Bush’s Clear Skies initiative is the _ inap- 
propriately named plan for reducing the rules placed on 
power plants. The initiative, crafted to the specific 
needs of Bush’s fossil fuel industry supporters, decreas- 
es existing rules and standards governing power plant 
pollution. One of the more damaging changes is the 
attempt to reduce the efficacy of the New Source 
Review, a provision of the Clean Air Act that mandates 
older, more polluting power plants install modern pol- 
lution controls when they undergo major renovations. 
The changes the EPA is making to the Clean Air Act 
would exempt most older power plants, which current- 
ly account for about 25 percent of all harmful emis- 
sions. By creating more lax pollution and emission 
standards for power plants, the Bush dministration is 
actively contributing to climate change.

public lands to increased mining, drilling and logging. 
The plan to drill in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge 
is only one part of a campaign that the Bush adminis- 
tration is undertaking to sell off our natural treasures 
to his friends in the oil and coal lobby. By providing 
major tax breaks and incentives for fossil fuel compa- 
nies to exploit these regions, Bush is both destroying 
some of America’s last wild places and increasing our 
dependence on fossil fuels. 

The Administration has announced an initiative for 
hydrogen fuel cell powered cars, dubbed 
“FreedomCAR (Cooperative Automotive Research).” 
The initiative has been launched in place of increasing 
fuel efficiency and mandating that automakers utilize 
fuel efficiency technology that is available today. 
Instead, President Bush has opted to give $1.2 billion to 
auto makers to develop a car that will not viable for 15 


‘years. By refusing to substantially increase fuel stan- 


dards today, President Bush has shown his refusal to 
help prevent climate change now. 

The Bush administration has continuously attempt- 
ed to stifle scientific research that disagrees with its 
pro-fossil fuel policies. However, the increasing evi- 
dence for immediate action make the Bush administra- 
tion’s refusal to take real steps towards reducing emis- 
sions look increasingly foolish. A report released from 
the Pentagon on February 22, 2004, which the White 
House attempted to suppress, details the grave securi- 
ty threat that climate change will present in the future 
including increased famine, large numbers of environ- 
mental refugees, and increased warfare over dwindling 
food and water supplies. We will all feel the impact if 
the Bush administration continues to ignore the prob- 
lem of climate change and instead opts to help his 
friends in the fossil fuel industry.

Two years ago, the Bush administration withdrew 
from the Kyoto Protocol and broke a campaign prom- 
ise to cut carbon dioxide emissions. This administra- 
tion currently does not provide adequate funding for 
renewable energy research, has weakened energy effi- 
ciency standards, and created the most dirty energy 
plan in history that. favors polluting industries. The 
United States still produces over half of its electricity 
from coal, and continues to subsidize the coal and oil 
industries with $20 billion a year. In contrast, solar and 
wind technology continues to progress, despite little 
government investment. 

This heavy investment in polluting energies has 
resulted in devastating effects for human health and 
the environment. The number of respiratory illnesses 
has steadily increased, particularly in large cities and 
areas near coal-fired power plants. The byproducts of 
these dirty fuels have led to atmospheric pollution and 
acid rain, which affect our natural areas. However, the 
most frightening result from the use of fossil fuels is 
the production of greenhouse gases. Power plants are 
the largest source for greenhouse gases, which have 
been proven to be the primary cause of climate change.

The Solution : 

As a result of the. lack of government 
interaction, students across North 
America are taking the lead in creating a 
better future by advocating for cleaner, 
safer, sustainable energy sources such as 
wind and solar power.

Reports warn of 
GLOBAL WARMING 
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The Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change 
(IPCC), a group created by the United Nations, may be 
the most respected group with the most extensive sci- 
entific expertise to have weighed in on the debate. In 
2001, they released their third assessment of the scien- 
tific evidence for global warming. Hundreds of scien- 
tists and other experts from around the world con- 
tributed to the assessment that built upon the work of 
the panel’s previous investigations. Each successive 
study has cited stronger and stronger evidence that 
global warming is already happening and that it is con- 
nected with pollution generated by humans. It predicts 
temperature increases of between 2.5 and 10.4 degrees 
Farenheit within the next century. These changes, 
claims the advocacy group Environmental Defense 
“would translate into climate-related impacts that are 
much larger and faster than any that have occurred 
during the 10,000-year history of civilization.” 

According to the IPCC “an increasing body of obser- 
vations gives a collective picture of a warming world 
and other changes in the climate system.” It cites ris- 
ing temperature of the earth’s surface, lower atmos- 
phere and’ oceans, rising sea levels and retreating gla- 
ciers and ice cover as evidence of the environmental 


impact of humans. “There is new and stronger evi- 


dence that most of the warming observed over the last 
50 years is attributable to human activity,” it concludes. 
More specifically, point out many groups, this change 
is largely attributable to activity in developed countries 
and by transnational corporations. The US alone is 
responsible for a quarter of the world’s greenhouse gas 
emissions (a third of them by producing energy) and 
just 122 corporations are responsible for 80% of the 
world’s carbon dioxide emissions. 

A growing chorus is calling attention to the asymmetry 
of costs and benefits of this setup. Both in the US and 
globally, it is precisely those people who are least 
responsible that are most at risk from the effects of cli- 
mate change according to data from the 
Environmental Justice and Climate Change Initiative, 
a coalition of environmental justice groups. 
Pollution-induced asthma and. respiratory problems 
and deaths from heat waves already disproportionately 


affect people of color who are more likely to live in an 


area with poor air quality and twice as likely to be unin- 
sured as whites. These disparities will only widen as air 
quality deteriorates and heat waves increase. As a 
changing climate makes many areas unlivable, it will be 
those who have enough money to relocate and have 
insurance who can best adapt to the changes. And as 
food prices rise due to declining agricultural produc- 
tion it is low-income people, who already must spend a 
large portion of their income on food, who will be 
hardest hit.

Energy and Environmental 


Justice

Nuclear Power 

* Nuclear power disproportionately affects communities 
of color, from the mining of uranium on Native 
American lands, to the targeting of black and Hispanic 
communities for new uranium processing facilities to the 
targeting of Black, Hispanic and Native American com- 
munities for so-called “low-level” nuclear waste disposal 
sites. All of the sites proposed for “temporary” and per- 
manent storage of high level nuclear waste (nuclear reac- 
tor fuel rods) have been Native American lands. 

* Nuclear reactors pollute, releasing radioactive pollution 
to the air and water, in addition to the solid wastes they 
produce. Much of the radiation lasts for generations, 
some for millions of years. 

* Radioactive waste from uranium production has been 
used as "depleted uranium" ammunition in wars around 
the world, contaminating Iraq, Afghanistan, Yugoslavia 
and Vieques, Puerto Rico. 

* Nuclear power isn’t a solution to global warming. In 
2001, 93% of the nation’s reported emissions of CFC-114, 
a potent greenhouse gas, were released from the US. 
Enrichment Corporation, where nuclear reactor fuel is 
produced. These facilities are so energy intensive that 
some of the nation’s dirty, old coal plants exist just to 
power the nuclear fuel facilities.. 

* New nuclear power reactors are being proposed in the 
US., including an experimental one specially designed to 
produce hydrogen. One of the three new nukes is 
planned for Claiborne County, Mississippi, a county 
which is 82% African-American. 


Coal 

* About 100 new coal plants are proposed in the US., 
including some plans for new coal-to-oil refineries, to 
produce coal-based liquid fuels for vehicles as well as 
hydrogen. 

* Coal plants disproportionately affect African-American 
communities. 68% of African-Americans live within 30 
miles of a coal-fired power plant — the distance within 
which the maximum effects of the smokestack plume are 
expected to occur. By comparison, about 56% of the 
white population lives within 30 miles of these plants. 

* Coal mining destroys low-income rural communities in 
Appalachia, where mountains are dismantled and valleys 
are being filled with coal waste. Native American com-, 
munities in the southwest are also being exploited for 
their coal by genocidal government policies and corpo- 
rate abuses. 


Oil & Gas 

* Wars have been fought against people of color in Iraq, 
Afghanistan, Colombia and many other countries in 
order to control the oil and gas resources in their region. 
* In the US., our Great Lakes, our public forests, the 
Rocky Mountains, our off-shore areas, and pristine lands 
such as Alaska’s National Petroleum Reserve are under 
assault by oil and gas corporations. 

* New gas pipelines have been proposed around the 
nation, including a new gas pipeline to bring Alaskan nat- 
ural gas to the lower 48 states. 

* In recent years, hundreds of gas-fired power plants have 
been proposed. Many have been defeated by local oppo- 
sition. Many which were built were constructed in poor 
or minority communities. 


"Biomass" Incineration 

* Incinerators to burn trash, tires, sewage sludge, animal 
wastes, construction/demolition wood wastes, paper and 
lumber mill wastes, trees, crops and toxic landfill gases 
have been described as “biomass” — masquerading as 
some sort of “renewable” energy, regardless of the major 
environmental hazards posed by these burners. 

* Many incinerators have been located in low-income or 
minority communities. Their pollution accumulates in 
places where minority populations are disproportionate- 
ly affected. Mercury pollution contaminates fish, which 
low-income and minority people consume more than 
other Americans. Dioxins in the U.S. migrate to the 
Canadian Arctic, where’ the highest levels of dioxins in 
breast milk have been found in the Native Americans 
who subsist on a dioxin-contaminated food chain.

Sigma Nu fraternity closes doors to weekend visitors

Recent troubles at the Sigma Nu 
fraternity house have now prompted 
the frat to close its doors to visitors. 
Sigma Nu reopened its house earlier 
this year, after serving out a yearlong 
suspension. : 

Sigma Ny President Anthony 
Griffith said ‘that, “the main reason is 
because our nationals put us on proba- 
tion for the actions that occurred last 
spring. The probation included no 
alcohol at the house. “ 

The school was not responsible for 
this probation, according to Dean of 
Safety and Security John Lechner. 

“Sigma Nu has been alcohol free for 
at least two years now. Their national 
headquarters has a policy that ties 
alcohol in the house to the fraternity 
GPA. The local chapter’s GPA has 
been below their nationals’ mandated 
standard, and is still declining. 


Therefore nationals, not the college, 
banned alcohol at the chapter,” 
Lechner said. 

“On March 7, it was reported that 
Sigma Nu had an unregistered party 
with alcohol at the event. The school 
notified nationals of this incident and 
our nationals is now investigating 
what exactly happened on the night of 
the party,” said Griffith. 

“Nationals is examining a recent 
incident where a young lady was hos- 
pitalized for alcohol poisoning and she 
allegedly drank some of it at Sigma 
Nu,” said Lechner. “The school did 
notify nationals of the alcohol incident 
because it was not an issue that the 
school could deal with because it was 
not a violation of college policy. It was 
a violation of Sigma Nu national poli- 
cy.” 

“Westminster is investigating a sub- 
sequent incident where the fraternity 
held a party on an evening when they 


‘had notified the college that they 


would be closed,” said Lechner. 
“Neighbors complained of loud noise 
and the police arrived and discovered a 
large crowd and plenty of alcohol. The 
college is not dealing with the issue of 
alcohol in the house, because we did 
not institute that policy, but rather with 
the violations of fraternity party regu- 
lations as found on page 29 and 30 of 
the Handbook for Students.” 

Sigma Nu went before the Greek 
Judicial Review Board on. Thursday 
because of the complaints about unreg- 
istered parties this semester. 

“A Greek Judicial Board is similar 
to a regular Judicial Board except that 
it hears allegations against fraternities 
and sororities instead of individuals. It 
is comprised of three faculty members 
and the presidents of IFC & Panhel,” 
said Lechner. 

“In the best interest of Sigma Nu, 
we chose to eliminate any and all 
social events at- the house for the 
remainder of the semester in hopes to

Also, we felt that ‘with our philan- 
thropy, Kickin’ it with Sig Nu, right 
around the corner, we do not need any 
distractions,” said Griffith. 

Sigma Nu wasn’t alone when went 
before the board on Thursday, Sigma 
Phi Epsilon also had a hearing.

Students react toWeb site 
changes and e-mail failure

Electronics have been known to shock 
people, but not the way they shocked 
Westminster’s campus last week. 

When students returned from Spring 
Break, they found a whole new Web site 
awaiting them, followed by e-mail server 
problems only a few days later. 

The Web site change comes as a sur- 
prise to most students, as it had been the 
same design since 2000. The old sidebar 
and large front image have now been 
replaced with a more efficient, stream- 
lined look. 

The front page still features a picture of 
the campus, but is smaller and allows 
faster page loading time. 

In addition to the new streamlined 
effects of the site, current campus news 
and information are displayed on the front 


' page. Visitors to the site can now find 


information more quickly than before. 

The new Web site design is based on 
input from research sources such as Web 
usage statistics, admitted student ques- 
tionnaire data, and user comments. 

The tagline ““A Place to Call Home” at 
the top of the new page was chosen based 
on the results of a recent survey of 646 
prospective Westminster students. 

Still, many people liked the old Web 
site just fine. 

“It was straightforward and to the 
point, easily navigable...and it looked 
pretty, too,” said sophomore Heather 
Evakich. “The new page is much more 
complicated to navigate than it was 
before...not only that, but it doesn’t really 
look as nice, either.” 

Senior Erin Halpin finds herself rela- 
tively unconcerned about the new site. 

“I’m not too crazy about the new web- 
page, but I am a senior,” said Halpin. “I 
don’t have to deal with it for very long.” 


With the controversy over the Web site 
in full swing, the next obstacle for the stu- 
dents to deal with was last Friday’s e-mail 
outage. 

’ Students received a voice mail mes- 
sage from Network Manager Kelly 
Hartner, explaining that the student e-mail 
server was down and would not be up 
until Saturday. 

“My general understanding is that stu- 
dent were not happy that it was down,” 
said Hartner. “But most were understand- 
ing that these types of things happen from 
time to time.” 

The computer part that went bad was 
the array controller card in the student e- 
mail server. This card is responsible for 


spreading the data between two or more: 


hard drives. Since the card itself failed, no 
data could be written to or from the dri- 
ves. The computer itself was unable to 
perform any of its normal functions, 
including the processing of email. 

The replacement card ended up arriv- 
ing a day early, and the students were 
once again able to access their e-mail. 

Still, the damage had been done. Many 


students and teachers rely on the campus 


e-mail to assign homework and turn in 
assignments. 

Sophomore Heather Storm was stuck 
without e-mail access at a crucial 
moment. 

“That afternoon I had an internship 
interview,” said Storm. “I was making a 
cover letter and all the address info was in 
my email, and I couldn’t get to it.” 

With all the activity involving the com- 
puter systems, many students may be 
annoyed by downtimes and the new site. 
These sorts of issues, however, happen 
often when it comes to computers. 

“It was a major inconvenience to a lot 
of people I know,” said Halpin. “But I 
understand that things go wrong with 
computers.”

Red Cross’ inefficient blood 
drive frustrates patient donors

In only 12 hours, the Westminster commu- 
nity donated 146 units of blood at the American 
Red Cross blood drives held Oct. 23 and 
March 2. During the two days, 216 people 
scheduled to give blood, 54 of which were first- 
time donors. 

Despite the number of units collected, drive 
Operations were not as smooth as past years, 
however. Unorganized and understaffed 


didn’t start on time and the first hour 
from 12 to 1 o’clock hour .is critical,” said 
Camille Hawthome Associate Dean of Student 
Affairs and past event planner. “Students com- 
plained of grumpy nurses and donors were 
taken out of order.” 

A typical donation time from registration to 
enjoying the cookies and juice takes about 75 
minutes. At this drive, some donors were wait- 
ing an additional 45 minutes to even begin the 


screening process. 
“T didn’t realize there would such a long 


wait. But, I didn’t mind waiting because I was 
thinking of the lives I was saving,” said junior 
Kara Moximchalk. “What are a few hours of 
time when you are helping out those who need 
it?” 

The American Red Cross has a very thor- 
ough screening process to determine if a donor 
is eligible to give. With the spread of HIV, mad 
cow disease, and Hepatitis A, the Red Cross 
has been forced to institute an even more thor- 
this process is necessary it is also time-con- 
suming. 

Common reasons for a donor to be turned 
away include illness, high blood pressure, and 
anemia. 

“In the future, we hope that the Red Cross 
will be able to screen participants before the 
actual drive,” said Hawthorne. “The process 


takes up very valuable time on donation days 





and frequently throws off the schedule.” 

Red Cross workers had to be trained on the 
new computer system last fall and it caused 
delays at the November drive. While most 
computer glitches were worked out for this 
event, the nurses used new blood bags that 
caused more confusion and delays. 

“These long waits often give student more 
time to become nervous. They watch others 
donate and may second guess their decision to 

give,” said Beth Brooks, Executive Secretary 
src his year’s project coords. 
also increase each year. “It’s 
not that the American Red Cross puts pressure 
on us so much,” said Brooks. During last year’s 
two blood drives, 210 people scheduled to 
donate, 166 units were collected, and 33 people 
were first-time donors. 

“T want to do the best job I can and have 
Westminster be well represented. This is more 
difficult though when we do our end of the 
planning and the Red Cross doesn’t do their 
end,” said Brooks. 

Event planners are already considering new 
ways to operate the screening and registration 
processes for next year: “‘Our faculty, staff, and 
students are very busy and committed people,” 
said Brooks. “They don’t have time to sit and 
wait an hour for their turn to donate.” 

Also an issue causing a delay is the hourly 
change in student volunteers. At some donation 
sites, American Red Cross workers are on hand 
throughout the day to maintain operations. 
Here, students from the Panhellenic Council 
volunteer to assist with registration and the can- 
teen. In the future, the planners hope that Red 
Cross volunteers will be able to complete all 
registrations and students can continue to assist 
with the canteen. 

“Tt always amazes me the patience of peo- 
ple,” said Brooks. “The thing that makes me 
want to keep planning these drives is the giving 
and caring people at Westminster.” 

Planning is already beginning for. next 
year’s blood drive. “It’s Murphy’s Law and we 
just keep plugging along,” said Brooks.

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Ohio to put 11th man to death since 
State resumed executions in 1999 


LUCASVILLE, Ohio (AP) A man to be 
executed Tuesday did not have a thorough 
defense during his trial for the 1982 murder 
of a Columbus couple whose dismembered 
remains were never found, his attorney said. 

Prosecutors say William Wickline 
directed his defense every step of the way. 

Wickline’s scheduled execution by 
injection at the Southern Ohio Correctional 
Facility would be the 11th death sentence 
carried out since Ohio resumed executions 
in 1999. 

Wickline, 52, slept about five hours 
Monday night and visited with his attor- 
neys and two brothers early Tuesday, said 
Andrea Dean, spokeswoman for the state 
prison system. She said Wickline show- 
ered and shaved, and had two cups of cof- 
fee and Rice Krispies cereal. He then read 
the Bible and prayed. 

On Monday, the U.S. Supreme Court 
refused to block Wickline’s execution. 
His attorneys argued that his trial lawyers 
did not try to seek information that could 
persuade judges to impose life imprison- 
ment instead of death. 

The appeal was based on a Supreme 
Court decision last year saying defense 
attorneys don’t need their client’s cooper- 
ation to conduct such investigations. The 
court turned down Wickline’s appeal 
without Comment. 

A three-judge panel in 1985 convicted 
Wickline of killing Christopher and Peggy 
Lerch in his Columbus apartment. The

Subpoenas were issued for McCoy’s 
parents to appear at Tuesday’s hearing, 
and other subpoenas have been issued for 
witnesses to testify before the grand jury 
after Tuesday.

Nursing home death causes heads of 
organization to be brought to trial 


MCKEES ROCKS, Pa. (AP) The head 
of a now-defunct suburban Pittsburgh nurs- 
ing home where an elderly Alzheimer’s 
patient died after wandering outside in the 
cold has been ordered to stand trial in the 
woman’s death and an alleged cover-up. 

_ Martha Fenchak-Bell, 57, of West 
Mifflin, was held for trial Monday on 
charges of involuntary manslaughter, 
neglect of a care-dependent person, con- 
spiracy and reckless endangerment in the 
Oct. 26, 2001, death of Mabel Taylor at the 
Ronald Reagan Atrium I Nursing and 
Rehabilitation Center. 

Robinson District Justice Carla 
Swearingen also ordered the nonprofit 
that owns the home - the Alzheimer’s 
Disease Alliance of Western Pennsylvania 
- to be tried on involuntary manslaughter 
and neglect of a care-dependent person 
charges. Fenchak-Bell is president of the 
nonprofit. 

Prosecutors allege Bell and a supervi- 
sor at the home conspired to cover up the 
death of Taylor, who wandered outside, 
fell down and died of a combination of 
heart failure and exposure. Investigators 
believe Taylor,,88, walked out a door that 
was propped open or where the alarm 
deactivated so workers could go outside 
and smoke: 

Prosecutors claim that Fenchak-Bell 
endangered patients’ safety because the 
home was short-staffed.

ordered a supervisor to have Taylor’s 
body carried back into the home and to 
doctor records to make it appear Taylor 
died in her sleep. 

“The defendant knew exactly what 
could happen to Alzheimer’s patients,” 
said Allegheny County prosecutor Tom 
Merrick. 

Fenchak-Bell’s attorney, Alexander 
Lindsay, argued that neither the home nor 
his client should be held responsible for 
Taylor’s death because there was no way 
to know Taylor would wander outside.

The criminal charges were the last in a 
series of problems at the now-defunct 
home. 

In July, the Pennsylvania Department of 
Health fined the home $12,000 and placed 
it on a provisional license after officials 
said a May inspection turned up evidence 
of patients falling, losing weight and wan- 
dering around unsupervised. The nursing 
home had been cited for problems over the 
last four years. 

In October, Fenchak-Bell and Galati 
were criminally charged, and the bank 
that owned the nursing home - 
Johnstown-based AmeriServ Financial 
Corp. - foreclosed on the property, citing 
$10 million in outstanding loans.

TYLER, Texas (AP) When Keith Laney 
found his wife standing over their 14-month-old 
son Aaron’s crib on Mother’s Day weekend, 
she told him everything was fine. He assumed 
Deanna Laney was changing the crying tod- 
dler’s diaper. 

Prosecutors told a jury of eight men and four 
women on Monday that Deanna Laney was 
hammering away at Aaron with a 41/2-pound 
rock she had placed beneath the crib and then 
went on to bludgeon her two older sons to 
death. 


The 39-year-old stay-at-home mother has 
pleaded innocent by reason of insanity to two 
counts of capital murder in the deaths of 8-year- 
old Joshua and 6-year-old Luke and serious 
injury to a child for the beating of Aaron, now 
2 


Defense attomey FR. “Buck” Files Jr., told 
jurors that Laney was overcome by psychotic 
delusions of what she believed was God’s voice 
telling her to kill her children. 

“Does she follow what she believes to be 
God’s will or does she tum her back on her 
God?” Files asked the jury about the woman 
who had 14 Bibles in her living room. 

Laney wept and shook her head, sometimes 
burying her face in a tissue, as she listened to 
testimony and as prosecutors showed gruesome 
crime scene photos of the children. Testimony 
continues Tuesday. 

Prosecutors are trying to convince jurors that 
Laney knew right from wrong when she killed 
her children, despite opinions from two psychi- 
atric experts for the defense, two for the prose- 
Cution and one for the judge that say Laney was 
legally insane. 

“The issue of sanity is tried in the court, not 
the hospitals,” Smith County District Attomey 
Matt Bingham told the jury, reminding them 
that expert opinions aren’t fact and that they 
should consider all other evidence in the case. 

“The evidence will show you that the last 


thing Josh and Luke Laney ever saw was their ° 


mom with a rock over their head and the last 
thing they ever felt was that rock crashing over 


their head,” Bingham said. 

Laney called 911 after midnight May 10 and 
told a dispatcher, “I just killed my boys.” 

Bingham said Laney attacked the baby first. 
When he began crying, Laney’s husband woke 
up and found his wife standing over the baby. 

“Everything’s OK,” she told him. 

He assumed his wife was changing a diaper 
and went back to bed. Laney then struck the 
baby again and after hearing a gurgling sound 
from the blood in Aaron’s throat, she then cov- 
ered him with a pillow and left the room, 
Bingham said. 


“Aaron Laney will never be the same,” - 


Bingham said. 

The boy’s pediatric neurosurgeon testified 
that brain damage from the attack had impaired 
his vision and he will never live independently. 

Bingham said Laney woke Luke up and led 
him out of the family’s brick home in New 
Chapel Hill and asked him to put his head on a 
large rock. The child’s skull was smashed with 
a large landscaping rock, which Laney pressed 
on his chest until he stopped breathing, 
Bingham said. 

Joshua was next and obeyed when his moth- 
er told him to put his head against a large rock 
in the yard, but after Laney leveled a 16-pound 
rock into the 8-year-old’s head, he struggled to 
get away, Bingham said. Laney placed her 
knees on top of his arms and beat him again. 

Prosecutors played a tape of Laney’s 911 
call, in which her high, dainty voice calmly

house and directed authorities to her home. 
“ just did what I had to do,” Laney told the 


Later in the tape, she appears to doubt 
whether she should have beaten the baby, say- 
ing “don’t think I did right by Aaron.” She later 
says, “I don’t think I was supposed to kill him.” 

Just before the killings, Files said, Laney had 
delusions of a child playing with a spear, 
squeezing a frog and throwing a rock. Rather 
than stab or strangle her children, Laney chose 
the rock as her weapon. 


Prank turns serious when teens choose 
to burn crosses on minister’s lawn 


EVERETT, Wash. (AP) Police say two 
teenage cousins being held for investigation in a 
cross buming outside the home of a black pas- 
tor claimed it was a “prank” bom of boredom 
rather than an act of hatred. 

In a brief hearing Monday in Snohomish 
County Juvenile Court, Judge Gerald L. Knight 
set bail at $2,500 in cash for Jacob and Dane 
Miller, both 16, pending investigation of mali- 
cious harassment, a felony. 

Defense lawyers Jay Carey and Kristin 
Timm asked that the pair be released to home 
detention, but Knight said no. 

“This certainly isn’t a prank,” the judge said. 
“It’s serious.” 

A decision on charges must be made by late 
Wednesday, deputy prosecutor Dave Kurtz 
said. 


The Rev. Jason Martin, 28 and pastor at 
Jesus Is Lord Life Tabemacle in Marysville, 
woke up early last Wednesday to find firefight- 
ers dousing a flaming 3-by-5-foot cross on the 
front lawn of the family’s home in Arlington, 
about 40 miles north of Seattle. 

In documents submitted in court, town 
police wrote that the boys told investigators they 
deliberately drove over Martin’s lawn the previ- 
ous week, leaving deep ruts. 

They decided to bum a cross because they 


were bored and wanted to play a prank on the 
pastor’s 17-year-old son, whom they knew 
from Arlington High School and with whom 
one said he had had “‘a few minor run-ins.” 

It “was just a spur-of-the-moment (decision) 
... Just a prank. We didn’t do it because we hated 
this kid,”’ one of the cousins was quoted as say- 


ing. 
Kurtz wasn’t buying that. 


“This is not a mere prank,” the prosecutor’ | 


said after the court hearing. “The boys deliber- 
ately chose a horrible symbol of hate ... a most 
serious crime, not only against Pastor Martin’s 
family, but against the fabric of the community.” 

Neither of the cousins now attends the high 
school. One was suspended for refusing to 
remove racial slogans from -a hat. They told 
police they believed some minority students 
received unfair special treatment in school. 

“Tm fine with a lot of them,” one told police. 
“T wouldn’t say we're racist, just prejudice (sic). 
I hang out with colored people all the time.” 

Martin has said he hopes to talk to the boys, 
to tell them he forgives them and offer them 
guidance, if they’re willing. 

“T would like to help them spiritually, of 
course, to help them know that Jesus loves 
them, that he died for their sins, and that no one 
has not committed a sin,” Martin said Sunday.

Statue of Liberty reopens 
NEW YORK (AP) The Statue of 
Liberty, closed immediately. after the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, will reopen to 
the public this summer, Secretary of 
Interior Gail Norton said Tuesday. 
“There’s lots of construction to be 
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done,” to complete the upgrades to fire 


and emergency notification systems, 


Norton said -in an interview on NBC’s 
“Today.” But she predicted that the statue 
would reopen in four months. 

Screening procedures, much like those 
at airports, and a reservation system to 
reduce long lines will be implemented, 
Norton said. 

She said after the up are com- 
pleted, the public will be allowed to 
climb the 354 steps to the statue’s crown, 
or observation deck. 

The 151-foot-high Statue of Liberty 
National Monument sits on a 58-acre 
island in New York Harbor. 

The island was reopened in December 
2001, after airport-type metal detectors 
were installed to screen visitors boarding 
the ferry from lower Manhattan. But the 
statue itself has remained closed. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg was 
scheduled Tuesday morning to make an 
official announcement about the statue’s 
reopening. 

Since the terrorist attacks, officials 
have said the number of visitors to 
Liberty Island have dropped by 40 per- 
cent.

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Americans less fearful of terrorism, according to author 


Surveys and opinion polls have 
shown terrorism subsiding as a major 
fear among Americans. 

However, “Against All Enemies,” 
the recently published and much-dis- 
cussed book by ‘Richard A. Clarke, 
former chief counterterrorism adviser 
to President Bush, rattles this popular 
sense of security and blames Bush for 
losing the first battles in the war on 
terror by invading Iraq and neglecting 
Afghanistan. 

Clarke found himself at the center 
of a political storm after he publicly 
accused the Bush team of slighting 
his warnings before the Sept. 11 
attacks and playing into the hands of 
al-Qaida recruiters by invading a 
toothless Iraq. 

Clarke cannot simply be chalked 
up as the latest partisan hawking an 
attack book - the former counterter- 
rorism “czar” served in senior roles to 
presidents of both parties, says he 
voted for Bush in 2000, and lobbied 
for attacks against Iraq in 1991 and 
1993. 

While some consider Clarke a 
shrill and disgruntled former adviser, 
his voice is credible to many because 
of his remarkable foresight: He was 
an early and persistent advocate for 
bombing al-Qaida training camps and 
for the arming of the Predator drone 
to kill Osama bin Laden, and his 
memos to National Security Adviser 
Condoleezza Rice are now famous for 


their alleged warnings about the 
looming terrorist threat. 

There are several elements to 
Clarke’s book, all varying in their 
degrees of insight: a brief yet infor- 
mative history of U.S. foreign policy 
in the Middle East, a revealing synop- 
sis of the terrorist attacks leading up 
to Sept. 11, a biting analysis of the 
Iraq war, and his own ambitious pro- 
posals to reform the war on terror. His 
account of the federal government’s 
responses to the terrorist threat will 
educate both novices and seasoned 
students of foreign policy. 

The most disturbing parts of the 
book involve the administration’s 
focus on Iraq before and immediately 
after Sept. 11. Only hours after the 
‘World Trade Center collapsed, Clarke 
recalls, “Secretary Rumsfeld com- 
plained that there were no decent tar- 
gets for bombing in Afghanistan and 
that we should consider bombing 
Iraq, which, he said, had better tar- 
gets.” 

Clarke depicts Bush as bound to 
radical conservatives who wanted to 
see a new Iraq war. On the day after 
the attacks, Clarke says, Bush pres- 


‘sured him by saying, “See if Saddam 


did this. See if he’s linked in any 
way.” 

Much of the controversy surround- 
ing Clarke sprouted from his accusa- 
tion that the Bush team de-prioritized 
the threat of terrorism compared to 


the Clinton administration. His evi- 
dence - a demotion prevents him from 
directly meeting with the top security 
officials to propose a military assault 
on al-Qaida, and several months pass 
before his ominous warnings are dis- 
cussed by top officials - is disturbing, 
but it is comparable to the Clinton 
team’s gross inability to find a way to 
use the nation’s .vast arsenal to attack 
terrorist training camps. 

Though Clarke criticizes Clinton 
for not pressuring the military and 
CIA to create an acceptable plan to 
attack al-Qaida, the bulk of his criti- 
cism is targeted at the Bush adminis- 
tration for neglecting his calls and 
focusing on Iraq, which he sees as a 
counterproductive and unnecessary 
venture. 

“Nothing America could have done 
would have provided al-Qaida and its 
new generation of cloned groups a 
better recruitment device than our 
unprovoked invasion of an oil-rich 
Arab country,” Clarke asserts. 

Clarke is clearly an informed voice 
on terrorism, but his suspense-filled 
writing style adds an unnerving tone 
to his book. Portions of it read like a 
bad Hollywood script (“I found my 
Secret Service-issued .357 sidearm, 
thrust it in my belt, and went back out 
into the night”). He may have been 


.trying to captivate newcomers to 


these issues, but this recurring brava- 
do certainly doesn’t comfort those 
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.the government’s 


who prefer sober dispositions in their 
nation’s leadership positions. 

The book is also littered with 
intriguing nuggets of information 
about the war on terror: a detailed 
look into the Situation Room on the 
morning of Sept. 11, a clandestine 
U.S. battle against Iran’s intelligence 
service, and the CIA using a third- 
country national to infiltrate an al- 
Qaida camp in Afghanistan. 

In his conclusions, Clarke veers off 
the subject at hand and undermines 
his credibility by attacking other 
Bush administration policies, includ- 
ing the Patriot Act, tax policy, and the 
number of U.S. troops in Iraq - sub- 
jects in which Clarke has little or no 
expertise. 

Despite the book’s failings, it still 
provides an invaluable wealth of 
information for those seeking to 
understand the threat of terrorists and 
response. Even 
detractors should give a fair hearing 
to Clarke’s primary assertion, given 
his lengthy experience and track 
record on the terrorist threat: 

“I wonder if bin Laden and his 
deputies actually planned for 
September 11 to be like smashing a 
pod of seeds that spread around the 
world, allowing them to step back out 
of the picture and have the regional 
organizations they, created take their 
generation-long struggle to the next 
level.”

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Guest Editorial: Gay Marriage and the Bible

This is an belated, inadequate response 
to Mr. Huston’s opinions expressed in the 
Holcad before break (re “Gay Marriage”), 
but a résponse provoked, nevertheless, by 
his use of biblical texts. First of all, kudos 
to him for various reasons. I am an admir- 
er of Mr. Huston’s opinions as well as his 
boldness to opine in our public, academic 
forum. Sharing his spirit of the free 
exchange of ideas and for the refinement 
of critical thinking, I make these brief 
remarks as Westminster’s “Bible guy,” 
whose vocation it is to interpret biblical 
texts and to interpret interpretations. 

-Mr. Huston mentioned and commented 
on séveral loci classici in the Bible that 
are Often (mis)used in the debates sur- 
rounding homosexuals (people) and 
homosexual behavior. It is to the under- 
standing of those texts that I direct my 
thoughts, not to the several inferential fal- 
lacies in his essay, €.g., questionable 
premises and conclusions, invalid deduc- 
tion and induction-that I leave to my 
esteemed colleagues in the domain of phi- 
losophy. 

Mr. Huston is right that the Bible con- 
tains texts that can be used for arguing 
two opposing opinions. But what does he 
mean that “someone will be able to use 
the Bible to argue against you with just as 
much authority.” The nature of the author- 
ity, to which he refers, is quite a compli- 
cated thing. Who is to grant the authority 


of any particular interpretation-or use of a 
biblical text? Indeed, who can judge the 
authority of any biblical text at all? Does 
ict Huston mean by “authority” the logi- 

cal persuasiveness of one’s rhetoric? Or 
does authority have more to do with com- 
munal consensus, as o to some 
inherited or ordained status? We'll let that 
complex of issues go for now for the sake 
of more textual matters. 

Contrary to Mr. Huston’s assumption, 
the Bible does not plainly say that “being 
gay is wrong and a sin.” In fact, the very 
texts he cited (e.g., Leviticus, Romans, 1 
Corinthians) speak to certain behaviors of 
sexual nature. For example Lev 18.22, 
which he quoted, is but one of many 
injunctions about proper sexual behaviors 
prescribed according to the propriety of 
various relationships, the so-called “holi- 
ness codes” Mr. Huston enumerated. So, 
Lev 18.9 commands, “You shall not 
uncover the nakedness of your sister, your 
father’s daughter or your mother’s daugh- 


ter, whether born at home or born 


abroad.” This rule is to be observed 
whether.one is homosexual-or heterosexu- 
al, and whether there is a mutually loving 
relationship or willingness for long-term 
commitment between oneself and the sis- 
ter in question. The point is that the text of 
Lev 18.22 needs a closer analysis in its 
given context, a luxury not afforded by 
the Holcad or Mr. Huston’s piece. 

Mr. Huston claimed through some 
questionable logic that “these laws were 
ceremonial laws, not moral and ethical

laws” and then continued to list various 
“sins” mentioned in the Bible. Surely, he 
needs to elaborate here with more preci- 
sion either in reflection or articulation. 
How is the prohibition (Lev 18.4-5, 26- 
30) against incestuous sexual intercourse 


(Lev 18.6-18, 20) or sexual intercourse ' 


with animals (Lev 18.23) “ceremonial” 
rather than “moral” or “ethical”? If ethics 
has to do with issues of “good” and “bad,” 
and morals have to do with issues of 
“right” and “‘wrong,” are ‘not ethics and 
morals the appropriate concepts here? 
The biblical portion of Mr. Huston’s 
argument ended with Jesus’ command to 
“love your neighbor as yourself” (found 
in three of the four Gospels in the New 
Testament). But that is precisely where 
the discussion and debates ought to begin. 
What does “love” mean here? What does 
“your” mean? And what about “‘neighbor” 
and “as yourself’? Somehow I seem to 
have missed the logical link between this 
wonderful commandment, to which I am 
obligated as a Christian, and the biblical 
prohibition concerning sexual behavior 
(with animals, sisters, members of . the 
same sex, etc.). Did Mr. Huston imply that 
to love one’s neighbor abrogated all “cer- 
emonial” rules contained in the Bible? 
Did he assume or prove that there is a nec- 
essary connection-or any connection at 
all-between love and sexual intercourse? 
Yes, the “Bible says a lot of things,” as 
Mr. Huston correctly insisted. the Bible 
has been used, is being used, and will be 
used by a variety of people for a variety of 
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purposes to argue a variety of claims. If 
the point is simply that the Bible “says a 
lot of things,” then there is no significant 
lesson here and perhaps no reason to bring 
the Bible into the picture. But if the point 
is to assume the religio-cultural signifi- 
cance of the Bible and to engage in a seri- 
ous discussion about its meaning or about 
the interpretation of various portions of it, - 
then the broad brush strokes like those of 

Mr. Huston should be either avoided or 

placed in a larger context of biblical or 

theological debates on the matter of 

homosexuals and homosexual behavior. 

In that regard, I would point inter alia to 

the works of Robert Gagnon (Pittsburgh 

Theological Seminary) and Walter Wink 

(Auburn Theological Seminary) who have 

conducted spirited debates on matters bib- 

lical and homosexual. 

I’m afraid that the brevity and claims 
of Mr. Huston’s essay regarding biblical 
matters, although possessing admirable 
qualities, reflect a superficial rhetoric in a 
vast sea of biblical, interpretative impreci- 
sion rather than insightful investigation 
into the complex matrix of the biblical 
world from which a handful of texts is 
taken and (mis)used for purposes that 
might obscure that very world. So, again," 
kudos to Mr. Huston for the commendable 
attempt! I remain confident from intima- 
tions of sophistication in his writing that 
his cursory treatment of biblical material 
is not indicative of his sincere interest in 
and openness to engaging = miblice! 
texts in greater depth.

No Heart vs Bleeding Heart: A right to know?

This week’s topic was sparked by the 
recent actions of the Bush administration 
and the 9/11 commission. The commission 
has been requesting that Condoleezza Rice, 
National Security advisor to the President, 
testify regarding what exactly the adminis- 
tration was aware of pre-September 11th. 
President Bush has refused to allow Rice to 
testify, citing executive privilege. 
However, on Tuesday the President granted 
Rice permission to testify before the com- 
mission, on the condition that it not set a 
precedent and that she is not called on 
again for updated testimony. In fact, 
President Bush and Cheney will also later 
testify in front of the commission at a later 
time. But this week’s activities still brought 
up a hot topic: when can a President 
invoke executive privilege, or should he at 
all? 

Executive Privilege has been a principle 
of the executive office since George 
Washington used it.to withhold documents 
from the House in 1796. Essentially, the 
privilege states that the President can with- 
hold documents or testimony if it would 
affect national security. This certainly isn’t 
a‘ ”” privilege that only one Party 
invokes in times of presidential crisis. We 
all remember Nixon clinging to executive 
privilege in order to prevent the release of 
his Oval Office tapes during Watergate. 
We also remember Clinton citing executive 
privilege to protect his Secret Service men 
from testifying about his involvement with 
Monica Lewinsky. So if anyone tells you 
that executive privilege is only used by a 
certain , you can tell them they’re an 
idiot. Or tell me, I'll be happy to pass on 
the message. 

However, some people would argue 
that executive privilege is not a right guar- 
anteed to the President and that it is only 


used to keep him and his administration out 
of political hot water, all in the false name 
of “national security”. I must disagree. I 
feel that the principle of executive privilege 
is an extremely vital component of the 
President’s power. Let’s think about this. 
Say you’re an advisor to the President of 
the United States, which means you were 
not elected by the people in any way. You 
were specifically chosen by the President 
because he trusts your knowledge, experi- 
ence, and advice that you can offer. In 
essence, your job is the confidant to the 
leader of the free world. Now imagine that 
executive privilege doesn’t exist, and even 
though you were not elected by the people, 
Gary ond os plete of sana sia Gere KG 
the President regarding ANY TOPIC 
would be subject to testimony. Now with 
that in mind, how comfortable would you 
be truthfully advising the President? You 
wouldn’t be comfortable at all. Instead, 
you would become a politician, and every 
word out of your mouth would ring “polit- 
ically correct” in order to avoid offending 
anyone. In short, you’d be a crappy advi- 


sor. 

Therefore, President Bush did have 
every right to prevent Condoleezza Rice 
from testifying. Although I personally feel 
that it is best for the administration to let 
her speak on their behalf due to her amaz- 
rely Sarid performances, I do not believe 

President Bush was in the wrong for 
poe executive privilege. This explains 
why one of her conditions for her testimo- 
ny is that it is not to be used as a precedent 
for future committees to call on other 
unelected advisors.

This weeks Jess and I are taking on 
the idea of “executive privilege”. This 
issue is unique in the fact that both par- 
ties have vague opinions on the matter; 
as each use it the privilege, while criti- 
cizing the other for using it. The lack of 
an official position by both parties, 
however, does not mean that I do not 
have my own opinion regarding this 
matter. I personally, find executive 
privilege to be dubious and pseudo un- 
American. 

When the founding fathers created 
our constitution and new government, 
they were striving to create a govern- 
ment free of absolute rule. The society 
they broke away from had a monarch 
who dictated the will of the nation and 
had to offer no explanation to his 
actions. With this in mind, it is doubt- 
ful that the founding fathers would look 
kindly upon the executive withholding 
information from the legislative or judi- 
cial branches; let alone from the general 
public. Additionally, you will find no 
reference to “executive privilege” in the 
constitution. 

But though executive privilege is not 
mentioned in the constitution, it was 
invoked by our nations first President; 
George Washington. In this instance, 
Washington was under pressure from 
the House to reveal information regard- 
ing the Jay Treaty - a recently adopted 
treaty with England. Washington 
argued that this violates separation of 
powers; as the Senate solely ratifies 
Treaties. After 11 years of arguments, 
the Supreme Court ruled that the execu- 
tive (by this time Jefferson) must turn 
over the documents. It reasoned that the 


court would make the ruling of whether 
the issue was of “national security” con- 
cern, not the executive. 

Even with this early precedent set, 
President’s have continued to invoke 
(with different levels of success...) the 
idea of “executive privilege”. During 
the Nixon Administration, Tricky Dick 
attempted to use executive privilege to 
cover his role/knowledge of the 
Watergate scandal. More recently, 
President Clinton attempted to use the 
privilege to conceal his affair with 
Monica Lewinsky. And though there is 
a definite difference between having an 
affair and spying on your political ene- 
mies; both men were wrong to attempt 
to use “executive privilege” to cover 
their own mistakes. 

Recently, the Bush Whitehouse has 
been invoking executive privilege left 
and right. Vice President Cheney 
invoked executive privilege over energy 
talks that were held in private. This is 
questioned as some are concerned that 
we are basically not allowed to know 
who helped to form our nations energy 
policies. 

Additionally, the White House has 
been invoking executive privilege in an 
attempt to shield themselves from the 
questions from the 9-11 Commission, 
However, some argue that since the 
commission is executively created, that 
disallows the executive privilege idea. 

Recently, the Bush Administration 
has caved to pressure in the wake of 
Richard Clarke testimonies, and_ will 
allow National Security Advisor 
Condoleeza Rice to testify before the 
commission. 

This is a definite victory for those 
against executive privilege and for the

Theta Chi brothers bowl for kids’ sake. 
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Acclaimed attomey speaks on media relations

Thomas E. Pope, famous for being the 
prosecuting attorney in the Susan Smith 
trial, led the final of four media workshop 
presentations on Wednesday, March 31, in 
the McKelvey Theater. 

Beginning at 4 p.m. Wednesday after- 
noon, Pope was introduced by Lawrence 
County District Attorney Matt Mangino. 
Pope took the stand, explaining his posi- 
tion in government. Pope is the Solicitor 
of the 16th Judicial Circuit of South 
Carolina, a position he has held since 
January of 1993. His position as Solicitor 
is the equivalent of a District Attorney. 
Pope spent an hour and a half discussing 
his involvement with the media in his 
position, making many jokes along the 
way. He touched on his early career, 
cases he has prosecuted, lessons learned 
and the importance of following rules of 
conduct. A good deal of Pope’s presenta- 
tion focused on his prosecution of Smith, 
the woman convicted in 1994 of killing 
her two children by drowning them in a 
lake using her car. However, rather than 
present the facts of the case, Pope pre- 
sented the media attention and its result. 

“As a prosecutor, it’s important that 
you focus on what the case is about,” 
Pope said. 

While the past workshops featured a 


' presentation and then a panel consisting 


of various people from different fields, 
this presentation was run solely by Pope. 
This difference in setup reflected*the dif- 
ference in content. : 

“The previous presentations focused 
on how to get the media’s attention,” 
Mangino said. “This one, however, is 
about when the media comes looking for 
you.”

Of the various issues Pope touched on, 
he spoke a great deal about the ethics 
involved in his job. He related the first 
case he prosecuted, involving a con-man, 
and the mistake he made in a newspaper 
interview. However, he learned a valu- 
able lesson from his mistake, especially 
during the media blitz of the Smith trial. 

Roughly 60 people attended the work- 
shop, many of which had positive things 
to say about the presentation and Pope. 

“I thought the presentation was very 
well put together, and he knew what he 
was talking about,” sophomore Sybil 
Feightner said. 


Senior John Kish voiced a similar 
opinion. 

“His presentation was very good,” 
Kish said. “I haven’t had that much fun 
learning in a long time.” : 

Pope also scored laughs from the 
crowd, as he made jokes throughout the 
presentation, even if they were at his own 
expense, such as his southern upbringing. 

Pope received his bachelor’s in science 
in management in 1984 from the 
University of South Carolina School of 
Business. In 1987, he earned a Juris 
Doctorate from the U.S.C. School of Law.

They remind me of something from 
Dante’s Inferno and something else I 


can’t really describe. I really don’t 
see how people are afraid of them. 
Different is good.” 

Sophomore Colby King said, “It’s 
a scary and interesting show at the 
same time. 

Many friends and I agreed that the 
sculptures reminded us of music 
videos by Tool.” He also states the 
importance of the arts. “I’m glad that 
the campus encourages many meth- 
ods of expression including the arts 
showcased in the various art shows.” 

McLatchy is well known for her 
artistic prose. She has seen the love 
of her labors displayed both far and 
near. Her work has been exhibited at 
The British Museum in London, 


England. She has had shows in 
Helsinki, Finland, and The 
Massachusetts Institute of 


Technology in Cambridge. Locally 
she has had her work on display at 
Thiel College, Hoyt Institute of Fine 
Arts, Clarion State University and in 
Pittsburgh. 

She is a graduate of Pennsylvania 
State University with an M.F.A. in 
sculpture, and Clarion University of 
Pennsylvania with a B.F.A. in sculp- 
ture. While being interested in art 
classes, McLatchy said she got into 
sculpture by accident. A college 
advisor told -her “I want you to take 
sculpture,” and the rest is history.

The family of Jonathan 
Kephart is still waiting for the Pentagon to 
give them details about how he died. His 
father says he had only been in Iraq 10- 
days when his patrol was ambushed near 
Baghdad. 


Greek Justice Brings Heavy 
Fines 

The Greek Judicial Review Board has 
leveled heavy fines against Sigma Nu and 
Sigma Phi Epsilon. The board reviewed 
complaints about unregistered parties, 
underage drinking and hiring strippers at 
one of the houses: Dean of Security John 
Lechner says the board handed the Sig Eps 
two separate fines— the first for $600 the 
second for $500. 

Meanwhile Sig Nu was slapped with a 
$1400 fine and has been banned from tak- 
ing part in Greek Week. Sig Nu was 
already riding out a social activity suspen- 
sion from the national fraternity.

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Institution of stun guns has cut down on | State lawmakers pushing for stricter 


police use of chemical irritants 


CINCINNATI (AP) Police use of chemical 
irritants has dropped 30 percent in the three 
months since officers started carrying stun 
guns, The Cincinnati Enquirer reported on 
Saturday. 

Officers also fight with suspects less, and 
have not used beanbag guns and similar 
devices since the Taser guns were introduced 
Jan. 8. Tasers were fired in 71 incidents 
through the end of March, ‘said the newspa- 
per’s analysis of police reports. 

The devices fire metal barbs attached by a 
wire that deliver 50,000 volts of electrical 
charge, usually temporarily immobilizing sus- 
pects so officers can gain control. 

About half of Cincinnati’s 1,050 officers 
have been trained to use Tasers and now carry 
them on their belts. But as more law-enforce- 
ment agencies start using them, questions are 
emerging about the Tasers’ health effects. 

Cincinnati is among 4,000 government 
groups using the weapons, including the Army 
in Iraq. About 500 departments have put 
Tasers on-every officer’s belt, said Taser

Concealed weapon legislation 

COLUMBUS, ome (AP) A coalition 
opposed to the state’s new concealed 
weapons law has asked the Ohio 
Supreme Court to stop the state’s sher- 
iffs from selling permits, saying the 

‘resources for conducting background 
checks on applicants are inadequate. 

The Ohio Coalition Against Gun 
Violence filed the complaint on Friday, 
the day after the long-debated legisla- 
tion became law. 

The court last year upheld the state’s 
ban on concealed weapons in a case 
filed by a group of concealed weapons 
advocates in Cincinnati. The court ruled 
5-2 that while Ohioans have a right to 
own guns, the Legislature was within 
the Ohio Constitution when it prohibit- 
ed concealing them in public places. 

Lawmakers passed the new law after 
nine years of debate, and Gov. Bob Taft 
signed it on Jan. 7. It went into effect 90 
days later. 

The law does not provide adequate 
resources for checking the records of 
applicants who have a history of mental 
illness, the coalition said in a news 
release Monday. The law bars people 
‘who have been institutionalized against 
their will from obtaining permits. 

The law also does not provide 
enough money for sheriffs to process 
the applications, the group said. The 
$45 applicants pay for the permits are 
split among law enforcement groups 
that conduct the checks and process the 
permits. 

Messages were left for the Buckeye 
State Sheriffs’ Association and Toby 
Hoover, the coalition’s executive direc- 
tor. 


“I don’t have to get down and wrestle and 
fight, skin my knees and risk getting hurt,” said 
officer Richard Dews, who has used his Taser 
twice. “Tt’s better for us and it’s better for the 
bad guys.” 

Some activist groups say police, trained to 
use Tasers early, should instead wait until 
they’re threatened. The American Civil 
Liberties Union of Colorado asked the Denver 
Police Department in February to limit their 
use of Tasers when several suspects died after 
being stunned.

Sentence reduction plea 

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) A former 
American Cancer Society of Ohio execu- 
tive convicted more than three years ago 
of stealing $7.9 million from the agency is 
asking that his-13 1/2-year sentence be 
reduced or thrown out. 

Daniel Wiant, 39, imprisoned in 
Pennsylvania, filed a motion last week in 
U.S. District Court that says his sentence 
is too harsh. He argues that his defense 
attorneys let him down and that the U.S. 
attorney’s office went back on a promise 
to limit his sentence to no more than nine 
years. 

Wiant admits that he stole $900,000, 
but he hinted that he was coerced into 
sending $6.9 million to a bank in Austria 
in 2003 by a Georgia financial adviser 
who has been on the run since 1993. 

The agency was unaware that Wiant 
had a record of fraud before it hired him in 
1994. He was promoted to chief financial 
officer in 2000. 

Wiant and. the money disappeared in 
June 2000.

monitoring of sex offenders’ whereabouts 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) Some 
Republican state lawmakers are pushing for 
changes to a law that requires Pennsylvania to 
monitor sex offenders’ whereabouts, citing a 
recent audit criticizing the state police’s track- 
ing efforts. 

The House Judiciary Committee on 
Tuesday will consider a package of bills that 
includes measures to authorize the state attor- 
ney general’s office to monitor Pennsylvania’s 
compliance with Megan’s Law and impose 
penalties for sex offenders who fail to register 
with authorities or who provide false informa- 
tion. Gov. Ed Rendell has said he supports the 
proposals, but also wants to expand the law’s 
community notification requirements. 

“Tracking sexual offenders is more com- 
plex than initially contemplated after the 
enactment of the Pennsylvania Megan’s 
Law,” Rep. Doug Reichley, R-Lehigh, said at 
a news conference Thursday. “Our current 
tracking system for sexual offenders can be 


Reichley is sponsoring a bill that would 
require the attorney general’s office to con- 
duct twice-yearly compliance audits of agen- 
cies such as the state police, the Pennsylvania 
Board of Probation and Parole, and the 
Department of Corrections. 

The legislation was introduced in response

An interim report released April 2. by 
Casey focused on sexually Violent predators, 
who are subject to more stringent monitoring 
than a larger class of 7,025 sex offenders.

Oklahoma prosecutors have ques- 
tioned 86 witnesses about evidence that 
Nichols helped bomber Timothy McVeigh 
plan and execute the April 19, 1995, 
bombing of the Oklahoma City federal 
building, killing 168 people. 

Defense attorneys have used some of 
those same witnesses in an attempt to sup- 
port their claim that McVeigh had sub- 
stantial help from unknown coconspira- 
tors in planning the bombing of the Alfred 
P. Murrah Federal Building. 

Their questions have raised the possi- 
bility that circumstantial evidence prose- 
cutors say link Nichols to the plot to bomb 
the Oklahoma City federal building may 
have other, less sinister explanations.

He 
was also convicted of a single misde- 
meanor count. : 

Prosecutors said Sanchez began terror- 
izing his family last summer. He raped 
and repeatedly beat his wife after she con- 
fessed to having an affair near the end of 
the year, prosecutors said. 

Superior Court Judge Thomas Falls on 
Monday also added 17 years to the sen- 
tence, including 10 years for two prior 
felony convictions and another seven for 
weapons-related enhancements. 

Authorities said they found handguns, 
rifles, shotguns and at least one home- 
made cannon at Sanchez’s home. As a 
convicted felon, he was barred from own- 
ing a firearm. 

In 1998, the El Monte City Council 
honored Sanchez for giving police a 
license plate number in a gang-related 
shooting and testifying in court against 
the suspected gunman.

He said they probably used picks or 
wooden poles in a futile effort to steal the 
mural - a black, yellow and white dragon 
in sculpted relief on a painted red back- 
ground - but only succeeded in destroying 
it, 

The mural design was characteristic of

H es released in Iraq 

BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) Kidnappers 
have released up to 12 foreigners taken 
hostage in Iraq, a member of the U.S.- 
appointed Governing Council said 
Monday. 

Meanwhile, two U.S. troops and seven 
employees of American contractor 
Kellogg, Brown & Root were missing fol- 
lowing an attack “two days ago” on a con- 
voy near Abu Ghraib, west of Baghdad, 
Lt. Gen. Ricardo Sanchez said Monday. 
He refused to say whether they had been 
abducted. 

In an interview with the Arab broad- 
caster Al-Jazeera, Governing Council 
member Mohsen Abdul-Hamid did not 
identify the nationalities of the hostages 
or where they were. : 

“Twelve foreign hostages have been 
released today and we hope that the rest of 
the hostages will be released soon,” said 
Abdul-Hamid, a Sunni Muslim, who is 
also the head of the Iraqi Islamic Party. 

Earlier, Muthanna Harith, spokesman 
for Islamic Clerics Committee, said insur- 
gents have released nine hostages of vari- 
ous nationalities, including Turks and 
Pakistanis. It was not clear if he and 
Abdul-Hamid were referring to the same 
hostages. 

More than 30 foreigners from at least 
12 countries - including a Mississippi man 
whose fate also was unclear - have been 
kidnapped in recent days by insurgents.

Year after year the Pirates have been 
teasing their fans with their fast starts and 
their name atop the NL Central Standings 
throughout the first month of the season.

Last off-season, Pittsburgh went out 
and spent money on free agents Kenny 
Lofton and Reggie Sanders to give their 
fans at least some hope for success. But 
judging from the team’s record last year, 
the plan clearly didn’t work. 

The 2004 season doesn’t look very 
promising for Pirates fans. Not only are 
Lofton and Sanders gone, but also star 
outfielder Brian Giles, closer Mike 
Williams, and young-gun third basemen 
Aramis Ramirez were traded away during 
the middle of last season.

One of the biggest controversies on 
this campus now is regarding the newly- 


proposed meal plan, and how it — let’s be” 


honest here — blatantly rips us off and 
pretty much spits in our face, telling us 
there is nothing we can do to change 
things. I’m writing today to say that 
change can be made, despite what we’ ve 
been told. 

What really upset me was the all-cam- 
pus e-mail that we received after spring 
break, essentially attempting to make us 
feel guilty for trying to not be ripped off. 
Some of you may be familiar with what 
I'm talking about, some of you may not. 
I'll quote some of the letter for you to 
refresh your memories: 

“We attempted to design a plan to best 
serve your needs... We listen to what you 
say and try to make changes accordingly. 
It was because of your criticism of the 
meal exchange that we have introduced 
this new Declining Balance meal plan... 
As I’ve stated before the Residential 
Dining Facilities Fee has always been 
there — we collected it last year and are 
curréntly collecting it this year. It only 
. jumps out at you for next year’s plans 
because it’s a separate billing item on 





your board charge. :.” 

Now, according to my trusty calcula- 
tor, the $1,000 dine dollar plan averages 
to a total of $9.44 per meal. Oh, so the 
prices went up that much. The.argument 
against that might be “but Drew, you’re 
factoring in the Resident Dining 
Facilities Fee - 158 meals for $1,000 
isn’t that bad.” Oh contraire. Recall 
that the Resident Dining Facilities Fee 
(the fee they charge us to “heat the 
building”) was included in the block 
meal plan. So, we were paying that fee 
in both, so it makes sense to apply it. I 
might just have fuzzy math skills, but to 
me, it just seems like they’re charging 
us more for the same food, and giving 
us less for more money. 

So, lets get to the fee that heats our 
lovely McKelvey Center. There are 


1,450 undergraduate students going to 


our college. Let’s take out 50 to 
account for the lucky. ones who didn’t 
have to buy a meal plan and live off- 
campus. That leaves 1,400 of us. 
Multiply that by the $500 overhead fee 
we're being charged next year, and 
what does one get? My calculator says 
that equals $700,000. Don’t try to fool 
us — we know that the good people who 
work in the TUB aren’t being paid any- 
where near what they deserve. 


We get e-mails that blame us for com- 
plaining and say that this new plan, 
which rips us off even more blatantly 
than the first one, is what our complaints 
have gotten us. 

In the e-mail to the campus, it is stat- 
ed that “you may easily have a meal 
plan that affords you 200-250 ‘meals’ 
next fall.” For example, if you request 
the $850 plan and have grab and go 
foods for breakfast and lunch and only 
an occasional dining room dinner, you 
could easily have that many eating 
occasions on your meal plan. Just 
remember that a “meal” can be. any- 
thing from a sandwich and drink to an 
all-you-can-eat dinner.” Not good 
enough. Considering a cup of water 
(just 25 cents at the TUB — what a 
deal!) for, breakfast and an apple for 
lunch as meals to reach your 250-meal 
claim won’t fly with me. Plus, prices are 
going up for us — did that factor in any- 
where? So, we’ll get the same soggy 
chicken patty sandwich for a higher 
price. Wonder of wonders! 

Other examples of colleges are cited that 
have declining balance meal plans, including 
Penn State. 

Well, I went to their dining services site 
(www.hfs.psu.edu/cwcmealplans/ALaBoard/d 
efault.-htm#1) for a look-see. What I found 


was very interesting. What they have is 
a declining balance plan, but it uses 
points rather than dollars. On their 
biggest plan, the students get 70,500 
points to play with throughout the 
semester. They even have a scale on 
which a price equivalent is given for 
points. The points average out to 
around 3 cents a point. That means that 
for the largest meal plan at Penn State, 
you’re getting approximately $2,115 
worth of food. But, wait! Dost mine 
eyes deceive me? The price for this 
meal plan is only $1,675! And that 
includes the overhead fee! So, if you 
take out the overhead of $970, you 
would only be paying $705 for $2,115 
worth of food. Wow! That sounds like a 
bargain! Good thing their program was 
looked at by Westminster so that we 
could get deals like that. 

So what is my suggestion to you? I 
suggest that you cut this article out and 
show it to your parents. I also suggest 
that you at least talk to your parents 
about this article, if you don’t want to 
cut it out. Have your parents call the 
business office and tell them that they 
don’t like being ripped off. Change 
things! We are their customers, and we 
have rights, too. It’s time they realized 
that — so tell people about this, and make 
change, Westminster!

Horror-movie director pleads guilty 
and is sentenced on murder charges 


CARLISLE, Pa. (AP) An aspiring 
horror-movie maker pleaded guilty to 
first-degree murder Monday for killing a 
co-worker’s wife in what authorities 
said was a plot with the woman’s hus- 
band to split money from a life insur- 
ance policy. 

Blaine M. Norris, 26, apologized and 
was sentenced to life in prison without 
parole in the Jan. 10, 2003, stabbing 
death of Randi Lee Trimble, 28, in her 
suburban Harrisburg home. 

“I realize no words of mine could 
take away the grief I have caused you,” 
Norris said in a statement he read in 
Cumberland County Court to Trimble’s 
mother, Nancy J. Chavez. “If by the for- 
feit of my life I could bring her back to 
you, I would do so without hesitation.” 

District Attorney Skip Ebert said 
prosecutors agreed not to pursue the 
death penalty and all other counts were 


pped. 

Trimble’s husband, Brian T. Trimble, 
also was charged with first-degree mur- 
der. Neither Ebert nor Trimble’s attor- 
ney, Linda Hollinger, would comment 
on whether Trimble will go to trial or 
negotiate a plea deal. Prosecutors have 
said they will not seek the death penalty 


against Trimble because of his easticl: 
cooperation in.the case. 


dabbed her eyes with a tissue as she read 
a statement calling Norris and Brian 
Trimble “two monsters driven by 

“I blame myself over and over for not 
protecting her,” she said. 

In a second statement he read to the 
court, Norris tried to explain why he 
killed Randi Trimble. He spoke of a gen- 
eral dissatisfaction and unhappiness 
with his life that persisted after the 
killing, but said a religious rebirth in 
prison has given him. a measure of 


“T took a life...... Now I want to bring 
the word of eternal life to many people,” 
Norris said. 

Randi Trimble’s uncle, Michael J. 
Wilson, said in court that he was strug- 
gling to accept Norris’ newfound faith in 
God, even though Wilson himself had 
attended church on Sunday and heard a 
sermon about how all human beings 
have value. 

“I’m told I’m supposed to have a 
belief in the value of Blaine Norris right 
now. I can’t find it,” Wilson ‘said.

Ambush on Syrian t border triggers battle, leaves five Marines dead 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) Five USS. 
Marines died in an ambush on the Syrian bor- 
der, triggering a battle with hundreds of guer- 
rillas and pushing the number Americans 
killed in combat this month to 99. 

Reports of the battle - in an area that had 


withdraw the forces, but the timing of the 
announcement was une: 

At least 25 Iraqis were killed in the fight- 
ing that followed Saturday’s ambush in 
Husaybah, 240 miles west of Baghdad, the 
military said. The city’s police -chief -was 
among the dead, a hospital official said. 

Across Iraq, Saturday was one of the 
bloodiest days for U.S. troops since the latest 
uprising began April 4. Five U.S. troops were 
killed in guerrilla attacks elsewhere in the 
country and a sixth died in a tank rollover. 

Meanwhile, U.S. forces struggled to 
maintain control of Iraq’s highways. The mil- 
itary announced new. closures around

If Drew is go! foe ca lon ei ton vou th eer Pn lieee 
diately has a problem,:because “meals” in next year’s scheme are quite different from 
prs il Akesydseg ne ddim . Students will have the option to eat all-you- 
cais-0it iiels be es Cabling fou tr t0 pack sed chocee fron dla Gots Oftings at the 
Orchard Street Café. 

It is this flexibility that is the hallmark of the new program and the one that represents 
the input of the current students. Therefore it is virtually impossible to take one of the 
current meal plans which have a defined number of all-you-can-eat meals and compare 
that with the flexibility afforded under the new plan. He is forgetting that 70% of our 
“meals” are now being served at the OSC. Using the mealexchange there, students are 
forfeiting their higher priced block meals for a lower priced meal exchange. That is the 
basic economic factor that is driving the new meal plans. 

- In my twenty years of experience with meal plans at Westminster, pricing has always 
included what the industry calls “a missed meal factor.” Simply stated, when meal plans 


were universal and no choice offered, for example, 19 meals per week, it was a given . 
that students were going to miss a certain portion of those meals during a semester and . 


that factor. was then figured into the price. As meal plans became more responsive to 
student choice, however, that missed meal plan factor has decreased. The fact is that it 
is non-existent in declining balance plans.. Because students can use théir discretionary 
money all, semester and even roll it over from fall to spring, there is no missed meal fac- 
tor: the money will be spent. The economic impact is clear: meal plan prices must 
increase. 

Still I submit that meal plan prices for next year represent only an inflationary 
increase in price from this year’s plans. If you compare the 125 block plan at $1300.00 
this semester (which includes $70 in.dine dollars) with the $1350.00 plan next semester, 
even with -Drew’s. calculated “average” meal plan price of $9.44, that would still allow 
143 “meals.” 143 compared to 125 plus $70 dine dollars: that still looks like a bargain, 
not a ripoff, to me. 

I think Drew has misunderstood the Penn State information from their website. 
Given the schedule of discounting for students with point plans, the points are valued at 
a Seas ee as oe ee is Sena ncee om baying pire: Peet Remember 
that those suggested meal prices are averages only, based on estimated bu ed apie 
and discounting on the items purchased. Just as in our plans, it is very hard under 
scheme to know what a “meal” will cost. His conclusions are incorrect: Puls Stake on 
dents will pay much more in overhead fees and have less “*buying” power than under our 
lans. 
ij I also need to correct his assertion that 1400 students are paying for meal plans. That 
is not true. The actual number is closer to 1100 and as I’ ve stated before the overhead 
dollars go for much more than heat in the food service areas.

Remember last semester when we 
reviewed Kill Bill Vol. 1? Remember all of 
the blood? The violence? The incredible 
storytelling? Remember how excited we 
were to see Vol. 2? Well actually, we sort of 
forgot too until last Tuesday, when Vol 1 
was released on DVD and all of the pleasant 
memories flooded back to us. And on 
Friday we were presented with Vol. 2. 

The story picks up, exactly where Vol. 1 
started. Actually, Tarantino simply replays 
the beginning of Vol. 1, presented slightly 
different to the audience to reestablish our 
connection with The Bride.

‘ The Beastie Boys will release. the 
trio’s first new LP. since 1998's Hello 
Nasty this summer. The new album is 
titled To the 5 Boroughs. Boroughs 


J. was recorded in the group’s ‘new. stu- 


dio on the west side of Manhattan. 

- “The last album:-was a good 
album,” Beastie Boy Ad-Rock said in 
a prerecorded video interview that 
accompanied media-listening sessions 
for the new album. “But coach felt we 
needed.to work on defense and stuff

know, three years? - We’ ve been 
working on defense.” 


The album’s first song, “Ch-Check : 


It Out,” will also its first single. The 
song is a blast from the past, with 
Mike D, Ad-Rock and MCA weaving 
through a bed of break dance beats. 

The Beastie Boys aren’t shy about 
who they fault for the chaos they see 
around them, and_ it’s safe to say no 
one in the Bush family will be rock- 
ing this Beasties album. 

“We've got a president we didn’t 
elect/ The Kyoto Treaty he decided to 
neglect,” MCA rhymes on “Time to 
Build.” It’s one of several songs in

The other ingredient in Boroughs, 
obvious from its album title, ‘is the 
Beastie Boys love of New York. 
Tentative cover art features a sketch 
of the Manhattan skyline, including 
the former World Trade Center...

Governor Rendell works to 
keep college graduates in Pa.

Balloons, attendants in their best attire, 
and the sounds of the flute choir created 
the atmosphere that awaited Governor Ed 
Rendell on April 19 in the Witherspoon 
Room. 

However, this atmosphere was put on 
hold for 45 minutes due to the fashionably 
late arrival of Rendell who had been 
speaking earlier in the night at a fundrais- 
er in New Castle. Once Rendell did arrive 
on campus, the flashes of cameras could 
be seen as he climbed up the stairwell of 
the campus center. 

Upon the governor’s arrival, he was 
introduced by President R. Thomas 
Williamson to the crowd made up of com- 
munity members, students, faculty, and 
according to Rendell, elected officials 
“too numerous to mention.” 

“It was interesting to see the number of 
people who showed up to hear the gover- 
nor speak. The crowd was very diverse,” 
sophomore Jackie Fair said. 

Rendell then spoke for approximately 
25 minutes. He discussed his experiences 
within the past 16 months in office. His 
main topics included prescription drugs, 
increased income, ‘an increased emphasis 
on education, and a bill that was recently 
passed in order to help the economy. 


Rendell emphasized to the students in 
teh audience his goal to keep graduating 
college students in the area. 

“Pennsylvania leads the 50 states in 
exports of college students,” Rendell said. 

Rendell’s proposal to solve this prob- © 
lem is to generate more business in the 
area. 

Although this promise has been made 
by a number of politicians, Rendell claims 
to have new tactics involving venture cap- 
itals. A venture capital is something that 
can be explained using the example of a 
new business. 

In order to start a new business, the 
owners generally have to take out a loan., 
That loan is like a venture capital. It is 
something that allows a person to take a 
chance and begin something new. This 
venture capital would be rather large con- 
sidering it is for a state; however, Rendell 
tried to calm the fears of the audience. 

“We [Pennsylvania] have been a cau- 
tious state for too long,” Rendell said.

TOLEDO, Qhio (AP) Parishioners 
have started Collecting money to pay 
the legal bills and bail for a’ Roman 
Catholic priest, charged with the 1980 
killing of a nun. 

“I would do anything for him,” 
Mary Ann Plewa, the priest’s distant 
‘cousin, said Monday. “There’s no way 
he could’ ve done this. I’d have to hear 
it from his mouth. . ; 

“He couldn’t have lived 24 years 
and had that on his mind.” 

The Rev. Gerald Robinson, 66, was 
charged Friday with killing Sister 
Margaret Ann Pahl, who was stran- 
gled and stahbed about 30 times on 
Easter weekend in 1980. Her body 
was found in a hospital chapel, sur- 
rounded by lit candles with her arms 
folded across her chest. 

Robinson later performed the 
funeral for the 71-year-old nun. 

He appeared tired and unshaven 
during an initial appearance Monday 
in Toledo Municipal Court. He did not 
enter a plea to the murder charge. 
Judge Mary Trimboli set bond at 
$200,000. 

Robinson, wearing a brown jail 
jumpsuit, said nothing during the brief 
hearing. His lawyer, John Thebes, told 
the judge his client was not a flight 
risk. 

“He’s not going anywhere. He has-

Army mother out 

GEORGETOWN, Ohio (AP) The 
mother of an Army reservist choked back 
tears as she spoke publicly for the first 
time since his capture 

Pfc. Keith “Matt” Maupin, 20, of 
Batavia, was taken hostage after his con- 
voy was attacked on April 9. The military 
is listing him as “captured.” 

His mother, Carolyn Maupin, spoke 
briefly Monday night at a rally for U.S. 
troops in this southwest Ohio community. 
She said her family appreciates the public 
support shown in recent weeks for her 
son, including candlelight vigils and dis- 
plays of yellow ribbons. She was joined 
by her husband, Keith, and ‘son, Kent 
“Micah”, a Marine private. 

“Keith and I are here tonight because 
we believe it is extremely important that 
we continue to support all men and 
women serving our country here and 


abroad. They are our heroes and may God 


bless them and return them safely,” she 
told the hundreds of people who gathered, 
some holding pictures of loved ones serv- 
ing Overseas. 

The Arab television station Al-Jazeera 
aired footage April 16 showing Maupin 
appearing to be unharmed and surrounded 
by five masked men holding automatic 
rifles. That has been the only indication 
that he is OK.

Investigators re-examined the nun’s 
killing after a woman told a Diocesan 
Review Board in June that she was 
sexually and physically abused as a 
child by Toledo diocesan and reli- 
gious-order priests during her child- 
hood. 

Authorities said that while they 
could not substantiate the woman’s 
allegations, her mention of Robinson 
spurred police to take another look at 
the nun’s death. Robinson had always 
been a suspect in her death. 

The woman, now in her 40s, 
described Satanic ceremonies in 
which priests placed her in a coffin 
filled with cockroaches, forced her to 


murder in‘ a case where the star witness 
has recanted his testimony. 

The document is a mail tracking slip 
that appears to have been signed by 
William Hendricks HI at the same time 
that Rickey Wolfe was beaten to death in 
December 1986. ; 

“It shows (Hendricks) was at work at 
1:30, 2 o'clock in the afternoon,” 
Hendricks’ attorney, Michael Rudinski, 
said Monday. “Supposedly at that time 
they were out collecting drug debts.” 

Northumberland County District 
Attorney Anthony Rosini would not com- 
ment on the document. 

‘Hendricks and Scott R. Schaeffer were 
convicted of murder and are serving life 
sentences; two other men were acquitted. 

Both were convicted in part based on 
testimony from Robert Hummel, who tes- 
tified in 1990 that Schaeffer helped him 
beat Wolfe to collect a drug debt. Hummel 
was sentenced to 10 to 20 years in a plea 
deal based on his testimony. 

Hummel recanted his testimony two 
years ago, saying he had been pressured 
by then-District Attorney Robert 
Sacavage, who now is president judge in 
Northumberland County. Attorneys for 
Hendricks and Schaeffer have since asked 
for new trials.

Based on old evidence and technol- 
ogy that allowed investigators to ana- 
lyze blood patterns, they concluded 
that the murder weapon, which was 
not identified, was “in the control of 


the suspect,” said police detective .

Prank leads to jail time 

CANTON, Ohio (AP) A judge sen- 
tenced three people to four months in jail 
each for a fake abduction staged to resem- 
ble the “Scare Tactics” hidden-camera 
television show. 

Stark County Common Pleas Court 
Judge Richard Reinbold also ordered each 
defendant to serve five years of probation, 
do 100 hours of community service and 
pay a $7,000 fine on Monday. 

Zachary Troyer, 21, and Timothy L. 
Sommers, 23, pleaded guilty last month to 
two felony counts of abduction and two 
misdemeanor charges of aggravated men- 
acing. Corrianne. R: Lapp, 22, pleaded 
guilty to complicity to the same charges. 

The three, all residents of nearby Lake 
Township, set up two of Lapp’s friends 
Sept. 30, leading them to think they had 
been kidnapped by gunmen and were 
about to die.

(AP) A 
high school substitute teacher has been 
charged with taking sexually explicit 


photos of two students on campus, . 


authorities said. 

Corvin. Reckley, 34, was arrested 
without incident Monday morning, a 
month after fleeing an Eckerd drugstore 
when a worker asked for his identifica- 


tion while picking up the photos, said — 


Broward Sheriff's Office spokesman 
Jim Leljedal. 

According to investigators, Reckley 
photographed two 16-year-old students 
on campus in March, but only one of 


the girls was nude, Reckley also 


worked as a security guard at the 
school. 

He was charged with eight counts of 
possession of photos of a child in a sex- 
ual performance, two counts of use of a 
child in a sexual performance, and one 
count of promotion of a child in a sexu- 
al performance. 

Reckley befriended the girls during 
the school year and last month asked 
them to allow him to photograph them 
in their underwear, according to inves- 
tigators. He led them each to a remote 
stairwell and took the photos. 

Both girls posed for the pictures vol- 
untarily and were not paid, threatened 
or coerced, Leljedal said. On another 
occasion, Reckley took one of the girls 
to his 1997 Ford sports utility vehicle, 
parked in the school lot, and took close- 
up photos of her after she voluntarily 
disrobed, Leljedal said.

using satellite technology to monitor . 


nonviolent inmates now. assigned -to 
halfway houses. 

“It could save us as much as 900 
beds, depending on how it is utilized 
and things of that nature,” said Sen. 
Dick Wilkerson, D-Atwood, principal 


]. author. 


Sponsors say the legislation has 
the potential to save millions of dol- 
lars in prison costs, while improving 
security in cities and towns where 
halfway houses are located. 

It calls for placing devices on 
inmates that utilize the- government- 
developed Global Positioning 
System, a network of two dozen 
satellites that can provide pinpoint 
tracking in a wide range of applica- 
tions. 

“This is a far cry from the old 
electronic monitoring,” Wilkerson 
said. “This is global . positioning 
where we can tell every second exact- 
ly where someone is.” 

In effect, it throws up “invisible 
bars,” says Vickie Rankin, lobbyist 
for Pro-Tech, a Florida-based compa- 
ny which has contracts using the 
technology in several states. 

Jerry Massie, spokesman for the 
Department of 
Corrections, said the state once had 
an electronic monitoring program for 
some inmates using old technology, 
but it was repealed. Other early 
release programs also were discontin- 
ued when the state passed a truth-in- 
sentencing law in the mid-1990s. 





Massie said there are about 700 
inmates in halfway houses or other 
transitional living facilities who 


. could, qualify. for the program, but 


there are no plans to implement it on 
such a.scale now: 

“We're going to take baby steps 
with this,” said Wilkerson, who pre- 
dicts it will become a popular pro- 
gram with law enforcement and law- 
and-order legislators once they see its 
practical effect. 

“I think it could be a heck of a 
deterrent to thieves, for instance,” 


‘said Wilkerson, a former Oklahoma 


State Bureau of Investigation offi- 
cial. “It will bea terrific tool for law 
enforcement. We’re going to know 
where those people are every sec- 
ond.” 

The cost of the monitoring pro- 
gram - about $4.50 to $7.50 a day - i 
attractive to legislators, Rankin said. 

That compares with about $32 it 


costs daily to keep an inmate in a _ 


halfway house and about $43 a day to 
keep offenders in prison. 

The bill passed the House 70-25 
last week as an emergency measure. 
If the Senate accepts House amend- 
ments, it will go to the governot: for 
his signature. 

Rep. David Braddock, D-Altus, 
House author, said GPS had been a 
success in several states and in Tulsa 
County closer to home. 

He stressed that it would be avail- 
able only for “very low-risk inmates” 
who often work in the community, 
but return to halfway houses at night. 

House-passed measure includ- 
ed provisions to bar from the program

Rankin said the devices, which are 
placed on an inmate’s ankle, can be 
programmed to alert corrections per- 
sonnel if an alcohol offender, for 
instance, goes to a bar or other places 
where alcohol is served. 

The device would alert officials 
once the person being monitored 
arrives at a location that’s been pro- 
grammed into the tracking system. 

“It tends to cause them to stay 
away from the old hangouts,” she 
said. 

She said other states that have 
used. the devices have seen a decline 
in recidivism. 


“It’s. an extremely.-desirable new . 


technology because it helps to reinte- 
grate an offender into society and it 
provides significant behavior modifi- 
cation that cannot be achieved any 
other way,” she said. 

Braddock and Rankin rejected the 
notion that it is another form of early 
release of inmates. 

“They are still in the custody of 
the Department of Corrections. It is 
just custody with invisible bars,” 
Rankin said. 





cra memorial in tae serves as lesson of military mistakes 


FREJUS, France (AP) At a memorial 
of marble and iron by the Mediterranean, 
France honors its own 58,000 Vietnam 
war dead, but hardly 60 people a day visit, 
mostly the same old men who are slowly 
dying off. 

The small crowd expected May 7, the 
day Dien Bien Phu fell 50 years ago, will 
remember not only defeat in Indochina 
but also the beginning of the end of an 
empire that straddled the globe. 

To most French people, the lesson of 
the siege at the base dug into jungle west 
of Hanoi, in which a peasant army hum- 
bled a military giant, is simple: A modern 
power can’t force its will on distant popu- 
lations determined to run their own 
affairs. 

“Everyone who comes here has the 
same reaction - that their brothers died for 
nothing,” said Patrice. Lorenzi, the 
Defense Ministry official who runs the 
Monument to Indochinese Wars. 

For hours on end, he is alone among 
the crypts and plaques. 

“This place shows clearly enough that 
you can’t make a people do what they 
don’t want, unless maybe you’re prepared 
to burn their country to the ground and 
start all over from scratch,” he said. 


If eight years of fighting in Indochina 
didn’t hammer home that message to 
France, Algeria did. The seven-year 
Algerian war began only months after the 
Vietnam truce in 1954. It too ended with 
the French withdrawing. 

USS. military strategists, seeking ways 
to counter Muslim insurgents in hostile 
cities, now study how the French handled 
Algiers. But the general who devised the 
tactics for fighting guerrillas in the crowd- 
ed Casbah of Algers has sparked outrage 
in France with his recently published 
memoirs admitting to torture and summa- 
Ty executions. 

“Even if you have ten times the mili- 
tary force, you can’t win,” said Jean-Guy 
Marenco, a builder in the Provence city of 
Draguignan. “Time is on their side.” 

In Paris, Gen. Jacques Bourry, at 85, 
runs the Veterans of the French Union in a 
musty office with a map of Indochina and 
a large poster reading, “Three colors, one 
flag, one empire.” 

Bourry insists France’s Vietnam war 


was a noble effort aimed at protecting a - 


majority of people who did not want Ho 
Chi Minh’s communists to take over their 
country. 

But, he said, France lost. “We could 


not stay any longer. There were too many 
deaths, and we just did not have the means 


and even the enormous means they had 
did not stop them from losing.” 

He is pessimistic on Iraq. “That is an 
internal issue for America, nothing to do 
with us,” he said. “They will have to 
leave. War on that scale is no longer pos- 
sible in this day and age.” 

After France’s humbling in World War 
II, independence-minded leaders in Asia 
and North Africa sought to exploit the 
moment. By 1960, when most of French 
Africa went free, the French empire was 
reduced mostly to small enclaves and 
islands. 

The Viet Minh, Vietnam’s guerrilla 
army, started its insurgency in 1946. But 
until Dien Bien Phu, France was still talk- 
ing about lights at the end of tunnels. 

Andre Francois Mercier visited 
Vietnam on a mission for the National 
Assembly. His book, “Must We Abandon 
Indochina?”, answered its title question: 
No. 

Thanks to American aid, he said, “The 
Viet Minh will not be able to face us, our 


potential armament being greater than 
theirs. Their fight is without hope of vio- 


Mercier’s book was published in early 
a a few months before Dien Bien 

u. 

A more realistic book came out later, 
by Col. Pierre Langlais, who led troops at 
Dien Bien Phu until the bitter end. 2 

The Viet Minh, he wrote, fought “to 
throw us out of their place, where we had 
no business being.” 

The count of 58,000 dead - which is 
about the same as America’s dead in 
Vietnam - includes the last battles after 
Bien Phu but does not count those who 
died on forced marches to prison camps or 
in capitivity. 

Up to three-quarters of the 10,000 men 
in the French trenches at Dien Bien Phu 
were colonials - Algerians, Moroccans, 
Africans, Vietnamese. Their names are on 
the Monument to Indochinese Wars, row 
upon row: Diallo Alpha Mamadou, Tahar 
ben Abdesselem, Pham Me. 

“That’s a main reason why so few peo- 
ple come here to remember,” Lorenzi 
said. “Their families are far away, living 
other kinds of lives in countries nothing 
like our own. It is a different world now.”

she’s wrong, but doesn’t that mean that 
no law can be passed just because 
Christianity says it should be? 

I don’t want to turn this into a reli- 
gious debate - it really shouldn’t be. 
Yet the majority of the arguments I hear 
for pro-life is that it’s against God’s 
will for a woman to abort her own preg- 
nancy. To that, I have to ask, isn’t God 
supposed to be omnipotent? Yet if he 
gave us free will, and therefore the 
choice, doesn’t that make God pro- 
choice? 

Once _ again, 
more religious 
statements. Let’s 
bring this away 
from religion, 
and focus mainly 
on the impact a 
pregnancy can 
have on a family. 
If a couple 
becomes pregnant 
(meaning the 
woman becomes 
pregnant and has 
the support of the father) then they 
have two choices: abort, or follow 
through with the pregnancy. If they 
choose to abort, then the child is gone 
and they no longer have to worry about 
nine months of pain ‘and illness fol- 
lowed by the new burden of a child. 

However, if they choose to follow 
through, then they have more choices. 
Keep the child,-or put it up for adop- 
tion. Depending on the social and

financial status of the couple, keeping 
the child may be the worse of the two 
choices.

System state that in 2002, there were 
532,000 children in foster and pre- 
adoptive care. Out of that 532,000 only 
53,000 were adopted. That’s only 
roughly 10% of the amount of children 
who need per- 
manent homes. 
What will hap- 
pen to. those 
numbers if the 
amount of chil- 
dren put up for 
adoption goes 
up? The per- 
centage will go 
down, unless 
the world sud- 
denly decides to 
spontaneously 
adopt more children. 

If you want to be really heartless 
with the entire situation, you can take 
into account world overpopulation. 
Remember when it was a big deal that 
the world population hit six. billion? 
We’ ll be hitting the 7 billion mark in 


ten years or so, folks. For a really eerie - 


look at the world population, go check 
out the U.S. Census Bureau’s World 
POPClock Projection (http://www.cen- 


sus.gov/cgi-bin/ipc/popclockw) and 
take a peek at that estimate. Then 
refresh the page, and see the number 
jump 100 or so. It’s a large number to 
Start with, and it’s climbing higher 
every minute. 

With so many people in the world, 
how can one person tell the rest of the 
world what to do? The answer to that is 
that we can’t. If you want a more con- 
densed view of the world (and the state 
of the world) you can turn to Carl 
Sagan and his Summary of the World 
(1997).

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Case forces state to investigate adoption process 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) A crimi- 
nal case in which two foster children 
were bound with duct tape and pho- 
tographed has prompted state lawmak- 
ers to call for stricter screenings of 
prospective foster and adoptive par- 
ents. 

On Tuesday, members of the House 
Children and Youth Committee dis- 
cussed legislation to strengthen the 


screening process with representatives 


of state government and county child 
welfare agencies at a public hearing. 

Sponsored by-Rep. Bernie O'Neill, 
the bill would require the state to add 
more criteria for approving foster par- 
ents. Along with child-abuse and crim- 
inal clearances that are already 
required, county agencies would have 
to consider factors such as financial 
stability, protection-from-abuse 
orders, and previous addresses over the 
past 10 years. 

“The intent of this legislation is not 
to discourage qualified people from 
becoming foster parents,” O’Neill 
said. “However, there are people get-

Man for niece’s death 

P HIA (AP) A 19-year-old 
man will stand trial in the death- of a 5- 
year-old girl found hanging from a jump 
rope in a closet in her home, a judge ruled 
Tuesday. 

Alexander Grant had been held with- 
out bail since he was arrested March 26 
in Brelyn Seals’ death. At a preliminary 
hearing Tuesday, Common Pleas Judge 
Bradley Moss ordered him held for trial 
on a charge of murder and scheduled an 
arraignment for May 26. 

Grant, a brother of the boyfriend of the 
girl’s mother, lived in their home in the 
city’s Kensington neighborhood. 

Police had initially said they were 
investigating the possibility that the girl 
accidentally strangled herself with the 
jump rope. But two days later, the 
Medical Examiner’s Office ruled the 
March 23 death a homicide by asphyxia- 
tion. 

Prosecutor Jude Conroy said he pre- 
sented evidence that autopsy results indi- 
cated that the child was asphyxiated but 
didn’t show injuries consistent with hang- 
ing. He said Grant allegedly admitted to 
police that he smothered the girl with his 
hand when she became upset as he was 
swinging her around by her arms and 
threatened to tell her mother. 

Thurgood Matthews, an attorney for 
Grant, who argued that the death was 
unintentional, didn’t immediately return a 
call for comment. 


Million dollar lawsuit ca 

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) Senate 
Republicans Tuesday paved the way for 
a showdown with the House over limit- 
ing the ability of Ohioans injured by a 
defective product or unsafe business to 
sue for damages. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
voted 5-4 to approve a bill that combines 


ting through the cracks of the system.” 

O’Neill said he and Sen. Robert 
Tomlinson, a. fellow Bucks County 
Republican who is. sponsoring similar 
legislation, introduced their bills in 
response to the arrests of Colleen and 
Neil Broe, of Levittown, in April 2003. 

Authorities alleged that the Broes 
bound their adoptive children - a 1- 
year-old girl and: a 2-year-old boy - 
with duct tape to keep them under con- 
trol. Colleen Broe had accused her 
husband of staging the photos and 
using them .as leverage in. their 
divorce. 

Although the couple passed crimi- 
nal checks, a newspaper’s review of 
civil records following the duct-tape 
allegations revealed that a former girl- 
friend won a_ protection-from-abuse 
order against Neil Broe. He denied tap- 
ing the children but pleaded guilty to 
child endangerment and was sentenced 
in January to 12 to 30 months in 
prison. His wife was acquitted of 
child-abuse charges in November.

The full 
Senate was expected to approve the mea- 
sure Wednesday. .

“We picked up the pieces and we’re 
sending what we believe is needed to 
help stimulate this economy and what’s 
good for business,” said Senate Judiciary 
Chairman Steve Austria, a Dayton-area 
Republican.

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‘Texas man with terrorist plans Southern California; wildfires 
sentenced to over 11 years 


TYLER, Texas (AP). A man who 
‘ “stockpiled machine guhs, bombs and 
enough cyanide to kill everyone inside a 
building the size of a small-town civic 
center was sentenced Tuesday to more 
than 11 years in prison. 

William Krar, 63, pleaded guilty in 
November to possessing a dangerous 
chemical weapon and could have gotten 
life in prison. 

His common-law wife, Judith Bruey, 
55, pleaded guilty to conspiracy to pos- 
sess illegal weapons and was sentenced 
to nearly five years. 

Peter Galbraith, an FBI supervisory 
agent, said Krar had talked about using 
sodium cyanide as a’ weapon. But inves- 
tigators said they were unable to deter- 
mine exactly what he intended to do 
with the arsenal. 

“While we do not know the specific 
plans, and what the specific plans were 
for these particular weapons and chemi- 
cals, we do know that those plans were 
thwarted, that a potential tragedy was 
prevented and an existing threat was 
neutralized,” said U.S. Attorney 
Matthew D. Orwig. 

Before he was sentenced, Krar said 
he never meant to hurt anyone. 

“In my 63 years, I’ve never been in 
serious trouble. For the record, I’m nei- 
ther a terrorist or a separatist. I’ve never 
desired to hurt anyone or the country 
that I love,” Krar said, reading from a 
folded, yellow paper. ° 

At a news conference, Galbraith said 
authorities were led to Krar after fraud- 
ulent documents he mailed were mistak- 
enly delivered to a Staten Island, N.Y.,

Hospital molestation es 

YORK (AP) A security officer 
for a Brooklyn hospital has been charged 
with molesting a 16-year-old patient, 
authorities said Tuesday. 

Juan Leon was arrested Monday on 
misdemeanor charges of sex abuse, 
forcible touching and endangering the 
welfare of a minor. 

The alleged victim contacted authori- 
ties after spending five days at Woodhull 
Medical Center with an undisclosed ail- 
ment. She claimed Leon entered her room 
and sexually assaulted her on April 30. 

Leon, 25, was fired after an internal 
investigation found credible reason to 
believe “inappropriate harassment had 
occurred.” 

If convicted, Leon could face up to a 
year in jail. Officials did not know his 
‘lawyer’s name. 

In a statement, the city Health and 
Hospitals Corp. said it “had zero tolerance 
for this type of outrageous behavior.” 

In recent weeks, security at the city’s 
public hospitals has drawn scrutiny since 
a 13-year-old girl said she was raped at 
Bellevue Hospital Center last month. 
Police arrested a man who had been Visit- 

ing his wife. 

Days later, a medical assistant was 
arrested at Bellevue on charges he sold 
guns and drugs from his hospital locker.

CORONA, Calif. (AP) Thousands 
of people were evacuated from their 
homes Tuesday as wildfires burned 
through Southern California brush- 
lands parched by. hot, dry weather that 
led to an early fire season declaration. 

Some homes and outbuildings were 
destroyed but there were no reports of 
losses on the scale of the destruction 
that happened last fall, when thousands 
of homes were destroyed. 

A man was charged with negligent- 
ly setting the largest blaze. 

Weather appeared to be improving 
Tuesday, with temperatures in the 
areas of the largest fires expected to 
top out in the mid-90s, about 10 
degrees cooler than Monday. 
Meteorologists also said humidity 
would increase as air moved onshore 
from the Pacific. 

The two biggest fires were in 
Riverside County, east-southeast of 
Los Angeles, and the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
declared both of them major disaster 
areas to make firefighting agencies eli- 
gible for federal funds. Fires also were 
being fought in San Diego County and 
up the coast in Santa Barbara County. 

The Cerrito fire in Riverside County 
between Corona and Lake Elsinore 
exploded overnight to 5,000 acres, up 
from 1,600 late Monday. It was just 15 
percent contained Tuesday, according 
to the California Department of 
Forestry. Three outbuildings, two 
unoccupied mobile homes and an 
unidentified structure were destroyed.

MOSCOW (AP) Workers and 
activists across the world used May Day 
rallies Saturday to press demands as var- 
ied as strengthened labor rights, an end 
to the war in Iraq and reunification of the 
Koreas. 

In the only apparent violence on inter- 
national workers’ day, clashes erupted 
between youths and police in Berlin after 
a peaceful leftist demonstration. About 


170 people were arrested. 


Besides the usual workers’ calls for 
fair wages, pensions and benefits, 
Russian Communist Party leader 
Gennady Zyuganov lashed out at the 
U.S.-led military campaign in Iraq. 

“Today it is important to protest the 
war unleashed by America and NATO in 
Iraq,” Zyuganov told several thousand 
supporters in Moscow at a Communist 
and trade union-organized rally. 

In the Ukrainian capital of Kiev, 
about 20,000 people attended in 
Communist- and Socialist-organized ral- 
lies, though hundreds broke away to take 
part in.a sing-along led by opposition 
leader Viktor Yushchenko. 

“‘We want to sing. We are tired of 
political rallies,” said Vadym Shkavro, 
33, standing in line with his 2-year-old 
daughter Lena in his arms. 

In neighboring Moldova, President 
Vladimir ‘Voronin reduced the price of a 
loaf of bread by 5 percent to 23 cents for 
the day. 

Clashes in Berlin broke out when 
groups of chanting and whistling youths, 
some: wearing face masks, hurled cob- 
blestones and bricks at police, who

ERLIN (AP) Tom Cruise will not be 
allowed to film scenes for “Mission: 
Impossible 3” in the German parliament 
building, a spokeswoman said Tuesday. 

The parliament spokeswoman con- 
firmed a report in the Bild daily that a loca- 
tion manager from Babelsberg Studios 
near Berlin had asked permission to shoot 
scenes for the movie in the Reichstag, 
known for its giant glass dome that attracts 
thousands of tourists. 

The request was rejected as part of the 
parliament’s regular rules about filming, 
which is only allowed in relation to politi- 
cal proceedings, the spokeswoman said. 

“The dignity of parliament should be 
preserved,” she said. “It is handled similar- 
ly by other parliaments.” 


Former American 
hostage treated in 
German hospital 


LANDSTUHL, Germany (AP) 
Former American hostage Thomas 
Hamill, who was shot when he was 
abducted in Iraq, was treated for the 
wound and regularly received food dur- 
ing his three weeks in captivity, a U.S. 
military doctor said Tuesday. 

Hamill, who escaped his captors 
Sunday in a daring run to freedom, has 
lost a few pounds but feels “in generally 
good health,” said Maj. Kerry Jepsen, a 
surgeon treating Hamill at a U.S. military 
hospital in Germany where the ex-cap- 
tive arrived Monday. 

Hamill, a 43-year-old truck driver for 


a subsidiary of Houston-based 


Halliburton, waved to reporters with his 
bandaged right arm from a balcony at the 
Landstuhl Regional Medical Center. He 
said he was feeling well. , 

“I am very glad to be back on an 
American installation. I am looking for- 
ward to returning to America,” he said. 
He urged Americans to “keep your 
thoughts and prayers with those who are 
still” in Iraq. 

In his escape, Hamill pried open the 
door of a shack where he was being held 
and ran a half-mile to a U.S. military 
convoy passing by near the town of 
Balad north of Baghdad. 

“He feels very lucky to have gotten 
away,” Jepsen told reporters. “He’s look- 
ing forward to meeting his family and 
getting back home.” 

Hamill was shot in the arm when his 
convoy was ambushed April 9. He 
recalls receiving medication for the 
wound and being put under anesthesia 
after being captured, though it’s unclear 
whether he was taken to a clinic or a doc- 
tor came to him, Jepsen said. 

His English-speaking captors initially 
“left him with some water and a couple 
packages of cookies,” Jepsen said. 

They frequently moved him from 
place to place, guarding him in cramped, 
mosquito-infested rooms where he had to 
sleep on the floor and had to stay inside 
during daylight hours, Jepsen said. 

On the day he got free, Hamill recog- 
nized the rumble of U.S. military vehi- 
‘cles’ diesel engines nearby and decided 
to make a run for it. 

“He just said, ‘This is my opportunity 
and I’m going to make it. He’s going to 
have to shoot me or take me out,’” 
Jepsen said. 

Military doctors have said Hamill, 
from Macon, Mississippi, is in good 
shape and would likely return home this 
week.

Westminster College has captured the 
2003-04 Presidents’ Athletic Conference 
Men’s & Women’s All-Sports Trophies. 
The Titan men captured their second con- 
secutive PAC Men’s All-Sports Trophy 
title after finishing tied for the top spot 
with Grove City College, while the Lady 
Titans rolled to their first-ever PAC 
Women’s All-Sports Trophy. 

The PAC All-Sports Trophies are 
awarded annually to the schools which 
perform the best across the board in 
league competition. First-place finishes 
are worth six points, second-place finish- 
es are worth five points...sixth-place fin- 


,ishes are worth one point. By combining 


the men’s and women’s scorés, 
Westminster posted the best overall ath- 
letic department finish of any PAC school 
in 2003-04. 

“The neat thing about winning the con- 
ference All-Sports trophy is that each and 
every one of over 400 Titan student-ath- 
letes and coaches played a part. It is an 
accomplishment they can all take pride in, 
and a testament to the Titan tradition of 
excellence,” said Westminster Athletic 
Director Jim Dafler. 

On the men’s side, Westminster and 


Grove City each finished with 41 points, 
followed by Washington & Jefferson 
College (38 points), Thiel College (28), 
Waynesburg College (27) and Bethany 
College (23). The Titan men posted PAC 
championships in basketball and golf, as 
well as second-place league finishes in 
cross country, swimming and tennis, en 
route to their second straight PAC Men’s 


All-Sports Trophy. 


In women’s action, the Lady Titans 
posted 43 points. to easily. outdistance 
Grove City (36 points), Bethany (29), 
Washington & Jefferson (27.5), 
Waynesburg (21.5) and Thiel (20). 
Westminster women: captured PAC 
Championships in soccer, swimming and 
golf, and placed second in volleyball. 
Consistency was key for the Lady Titans, 
as no Westminster varsity women’s team 
finished lower than third place. The win 
by the Westminster women snapped 
Grove City’s three-year run with the PAC 
Women’s All-Sports Trophy. 

In combined scoring, Westminster fin- 
ished with 84 points overall, ahead of 
Grove City (77 points), Washington & 
Jefferson (65.5), Bethany (52), 
Waynesburg (48.5) and Thiel (48).

Like the men, the Lady Titans also 
placed four golfers on All-PAC 
teams. And, like the men, the Lady 
Titans placed two team members on 
the First-Team and two on the 
Second-Team.

I'll get back to the organization issue in 
awhile, but another issue that I would like 
to touch on, before I lose your interest, is 
the issue of people from outside campus 
coming to shows.

-I sincerely 
believe that she was given to us as a 
gift. She is very special and she 
touches everyone’s lives that meet 
her.” 

The Penny War was an added 
Greek week challenge for all fraterni- 
ties and sororities just like all the 
other events, however it racked up a 
lot more points than most events. 
The Penny Wars were an event put 
together by Pan-Hellenic Council this 
year, which included Greek Week 
chairs Josh Flaim, Emily Stanton, 
Tricia Burich and Edward DeRose. 
When they thought of the idea they 
had no clue as to how it would turn 
out, and never expected. it to end the 
way it did. 

Each fraternity and sorority had 
their own can, in which any student 
or faculty could place money in. The

lst year 
students 
take over 
campus

This fall, the college accept- 


ed a larger-than-usual class. of. . 


385 freshmen students, leading 
to a housing crunch, according 
to Dean of Admissions Douglas 
Swartz. 

Swartz said that the class ac- 
cepted this year is purposefully 
larger than the recent freshman 
classes that have brought in 
about 350 students. Additional- 
ly, this year brought in about 
ten more transfer students than 
usual, bringing the total num- 
ber of transfer students to 34. 

“We planned to have a slight- 
ly larger class this year because 
of somewhat smaller incoming 
classes the past two years and a 
relatively large graduating class 
last spring,” Swartz said. 

One important reason for the 
influx of freshmen is financial. 
More students, Swartz ex- 
plained, helps the college's bot- 
tom line, so that it can fully 
fund student programs and ap- 
ply renovations to the residence 
halls. 

Students have so far felt the 
effects of the increase of on- 
campus residents in two ways: 
the conversion of old study 
spaces into new dorm rooms, 
and the increased number of 
students who were permitted or 
even asked by the school to live 
off campus. 

. Associate Dean Molly Mis- 
tretta said that the reasons for 
room-conversion and the off- 
campus living push have been a 
result of not only:the increased 
class size, but also a decline in 
the number of commuters. 

Both Hillside and Shaw 
women’s dorms have converted 
rooms that used to be study 
lounges into dormitory. rooms 
for some of the incoming stu- 
dents, Mistretta said. She ex- 
plained that the room in Hill 
side used to be a dorm room 
that had been converted back 
to living space for this year’s 
freshmen, whereas the room in 
Shaw has been used for over- 
flow before. 

The converted rooms, Mis- 
tretta feels, are up to par with 
other dorm rooms. She cited 
that each has the appropriate 
number of ports and phone 
connections, that feedback 
about the rooms from students 
housed there has been good, 
and that the rooms also possess 
“perks” such as new furniture

According to Young, when 
he made the decision to sell 
gas at his convenience store, he 
was told that there could be 
one use on any adjacent street. 
Any new gas _ stations/conve- 
nience stores would have to be 
of equal or lesser size. 

“Sheetz is not of equal or 
lesser size,” says Young. “It’s 
not that I'm. afraid of competi- 
tion. I just can’t compete with 
someone who is giving their 
product away.” 

Young believes that Sheetz 
participates in what he calls

Not only is today’s edition a 
major change in appearance 
rons a tabloid-sized format to 
broadsheet - but it marks the 
end of a multiyear transition

page pasteups to a fully digi 
tized operation. 

It has been my personal 
thrill to watch students at The 
Holcad eagerly embrace the 
changes in work flow and oper- 
ations that have been required. 
But they have done more than 
embrace new processes. They 
successfully have carried them 
out. 

The entrance to The Holcad 
editor’s office, like other cam- 
pus publications, is truly a re- 
volving door. The faces change, 
for the most part, every Sep- 
tember. But whether it has 
been Kelly’ Williams, Laura 
Katie —_Brentzel, 
Meghan Duda, Heidi Krieger, 
Andi Majot, Josh Storey or 
Megan Sigler in the role of the 
gatekeeper throughout the 
years, they superbly have guid- 
ed their staffs through the seas 
of change, and won college 
journalism awards along the 


way. 

Sigler, who will be the editor 
for the 2004-05 school year, ‘has 
been one of the leading advo- 
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cates for improvements at The 
Holcad. I remember her asking 
two years ago, when she was a 
copy editor, if we could change 
the newspaper from a tabloid to 
a broadsheet. 

“We want The Holcad to 
look like a real newspaper,” she 
said with the eagerness that 
has transcended the annual 
staff turnovers. Then, it was 
technologically impossible. To- 
day, it has become: a reality, 
and by no coincidence, under 
her leadership. 

The change to the new for- 
mat with upgraded content cre- 
ates new hurdles. Laying out 
and designing a broadsheet 


pages 
that the tabloid format provides. 

“The broadsheet format is a 
completely new experience for 
the staff, which will make the 
first few issues a challenge,” 
Sigler said. “But we have just 
the talent and enthusiasm on 
board to do the job.” Sigler 
added that she’s excited about 
the change because it will allow 
the staff more creative freedom 
ae layout, design and photogra- 
phy. 

The switch to West Penn 
Printing in New Castle, which 
prints The Herald of Sharon 
and the New Castle News, has 
enabled the placing of the final 
pieces of the puzzle. The 
Record Argus in Greenville ably 
printed The Holcad for the last 
several years. When pasteups 
were finished, a member of the 
staff drove them to Greenville, 
in rain, sleet or snow, and 
picked up the finished newspa- 
pers several hours later around 
midnight. ° 


In cooperation with West 
Penn Printing and The Herald 
this year, our students won’t 
have to leave their office at 
McKelvey Student Center. 
Completed .pages will be 
shipped electronically to The 
Herald at 9:30 p.m. Thursday 
and transferred to West Penn 
via T1 phone lines. There, tech- 
nology will provide press plates 
without having to burn nega- 
tives, and after the papers are 
printed in the middle of the 
night, they’l be delivered to 
McKelvey for distribution by 
The Holcad staff on Friday 
mornings. 

“These advances in technolo- 
gy should greatly enhance the 
quality of our newspaper for the 
campus community, from sim- 
ple black-and-white text to color 
photography,” Sigler added. 
Staff-generated stories, the 
heart and soul of any campus 
newspaper, will be supplement- 
ed by the Associated Press and 
Copley News Service, major ad- 
ditions to The Holcad opera- 
tion. 

In addition to the campus 
community in general, I hope 
that all of the staffers of the 
past enjoy the change in their 
newspaper because they have 
been such a big part of it. 

Today’s redesigned campus 
weekly, founded in 1884 some 
32 years after the birth of the 
college, is a direct result of the 
combination of their creativity, 
their talents, and their devotion 
to journalism. 

For the last eight years of 
that wonderful Holcad legacy, 
I've simply enjoyed being along 
for the ride. 
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Predictive technology 
meets fast-food nation

PITTSBURGH - Do you want 
fries with that? Never mind; we 
already know. 

A Pittsburgh startup, Hyper- 
Active Technologies Inc., is 
testing technology at area fast- 
food restaurants designed to 
give kitchen workers a good in- 
dication of what customers 


want before the hungry souls . 
even get close enough to place’ 


an order. 

The system, known as “Hy- 
perActive Bob,” is in place in 
several restaurants around Pitts- 
burgh in a primitive form: It 
tells employees when they are 
about to get busy, even how 
much food to put on the grill. 

The ‘system uses rooftop 
cameras that monitor traffic en- 
tering a restaurant’s parking lot 
and drive-thru. - Currently, the 
system is all about volume: If a 
minivan pulls in, there’s apt to 
be more than one mouth to 
feed. 

By this time next year, Hy- 
perActive Technologies expects 
to have in place software that 
keys on the type of vehicle en- 
tering the parking lot to deter- 


‘mine whether the customers 


they bear are inclined to order, 
say, a burger over a chicken 


‘ gandwich. 


As it is, the currently in- 
stalled technology - the predic- 
tive system - is only running 
simulations for now _ has 
wowed some seasoned veter- 
ans. 

‘Tve been a manager for 28 
years,” said Pat Currie, a man- 


ager at a McDonald’s in 
Chippewa Township. “It's the 
most impressive thing I've ever 
seen.” 

It was installed at Currie’s 
restaurant two years ago.’Since 
then, waste has been cut in half 
and wait times at.the drive-thru 
have beeri reduced by 25 to 40 
seconds per consumer, Currie 
said, an eternity in the fast-food 
industry. 

Profit margins for fast-food 
franchisees are built and busted 
in seconds. Store managers 
must calculate demand and 
make their best: guess as to 
how long that window of de 
mand will last. 

If they underestimate either, 
the lines begin to form and it’s 
too late- it’s no longer fast food. 
If a manager overestimates, 
profits head for the trash along 
with food that has a very short 
shelf life. 

It's not enough to know that 
your restaurant sells 120 burg: 
ers during the lunch hour on 
week days. Managers, must 
know during which 20 minutes 
the kitchen will go into high 
gear during that hour and it’s 
always a shifting target, Currie 


said. 

The fast-food environment 
could be the perfect environ- 
ment for recognition software 
because the limited menu in- 
creases the odds of predicting 
correctly,, said Kerien Fitz- 
patrick, president of HyperAc- 
tive 


“Let's say we know that 
there’s a Big Mac promotion 
and we know that if there are 
five cars in the drive-thru 
through in six minutes. We 
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know that there is a 100 per- 
cent likelihood, based on cok 
lected data, that someone will 
order a Big Mac within the 
next three minutes,” he said. 
“Each location is different and 
those decisions are partly based 
on whether there are minivans 
or cars, or pickup trucks, what 
has happened in the past, and 
what is going on in real time.” 

HyperActive Bob has:a mem- 
ory that bases future predic- 
tions on what it has learned at a 
particular restaurant, but it re- 
mains to be seen if the technol 
ogy can be used in mass scale, 
Fitzpatrick said. 

Officials at McDonald’s head- 


quarters outside Chicago said ' 


franchisees have wide latitude 
in how to run restaurants, and 
said there are no plans as of yet 
to use HyperActive Bob on a 
larger scale. 

“These are entrepreneurs 
who are always looking for 
ways to maximize efficiencies 
and they are very creative,” said 
spokesman Bill Whitman. “Our 
franchisees have begun initia- 
tives to run all of our restau- 
rants better and changed the 
menu with things like the Big 
Mac and the Filet-O-Fish.” 

The time it requires to train 
new hires has been reduced 
from three months to just over 
a week when using the system, 
Currie said. 

“You can imagine the stress 
it takes off my people in the 
kitchen,” he said. “I've got five 
people in there cooking all 
these different products and 
they're all yelling, ‘I need this.’ 
Tm down to two of these.’ A lot 
of that is gone.” 
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ongressional analysts foresee 


record $422 billion deficit this year

WASHINGTON - The feder- 
al deficit will swell to a record 
$422 billion this election year 
but fall short of even more dire 
forecasts, Congress’ top budget 
analysts projected Tuesday in a 


‘ report that became instant fod- 


der for both political parties. 

The nonpartisan Congres- 
sional Budget Office said the 
shortfall would shrink to, $348 
billion next year- still the. third 
worst ever in dollar terms. Last 
year’s $375 billion gap was the 
previous record. 

The projections reverberated 
on the campaign trail, where 
Democrats immediately  criti- 
cized President Bush. for what 
will be the fourth consecutive 
year in which the budget’s bot- 
tom line has worsened. They 
linked the figure to the 900,000 
net job loss since Bush took of 
fice and the recent announce- 
ment that Medicare’s premiums 
will rise by 17 percent next 
year. 

“W. stands for wrong, the 
wrong direction for America,” 
said Democratic presidential 
candidate Sen. John Kerry of 
Massachusetts, invoking Bush’s 
middle initial. 

A $422 billion deficit would 
be the biggest dollar amount in 
history, though the shortfalls of 
World War II were’ larger when 
the figures are adjusted to even 
out the impact of inflation. 

“This is absolutely an unsus- 
tainable course for the country,” 
said Sen. Kent Conrad of North 
Dakota, the Senate Budget 


Committee’ top Democrat. 


But Republicans noted that 
the forecast was better than the 
$477 billion deficit congression- 
al analysts predicted in March 
and the $445 billion gap the 
White House expected in July. 
Coupled with other recent data, 
they said, the new numbers 
were evidence of an improving 
economy. ; 

The improvement is “a sign 
of the economic growth that is 
a result of President Bush's 
leadership on tax relief,” said 
Tim Adams, policy director for 
the Bush campaign. 

Such a deficit would equal 
3.6 percent of the U.S. econo- 
my, well below the 6 percent 
peak reached under President 
Reagan. Many economists con- 
sider that ratio to be the most 
important measure of the 
deficit’s economic impact. 

“Our. policies are working to 
create a stronger economy, 
more jobs and a lower deficit,” 
said House Budget Committee 
Chairman Jim Nussle, R-lowa. 

The $422 billion deficit fore- 
cast should prove largely accu- 
rate because the government's 
budget year has less than four 
weeks left, running through 
Sept. 30. It does not include 
money Bush wants to help 
Florida recover from recent 
hurricanes- $2 billion he re 
quested Monday and another 
proposal expected soon. 

The government is expected 
to spend nearly $2.3 trillion this 
year, which means it will bor- 
row about one of every-five dol- 
lars it spends. 

The congressional report en- 


visions shortfalls gradually eas- 
ing to $65 billion by 2014 for a 
10-year total of nearly $2.3 tril 
lion. But the analysts noted that 
their forecast, meant as a neu- 
tral measuring stick, 

no changes in taxes or spend- 
ing for the next decade. 

That left them ignoring ex- 
pensive steps that would wors- 
en deficits. The report said pre- 
venting Bush’s tax cuts from 
expiring _ as Bush has asked 
Congress to do _ would add 
$2.2 trillion to the shortfalls 
through 2014, including the 
government’s added borrowing 
costs. Easing the alternative 
minimum tax’s impact on mid- 
dle-income earners would cost 
another $435 billion. 

On the other hand; the bud- 
get office - as legally required - 
assumed that extra money pro- 
vided last year for wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan would be re 
peated annually throughout the 
decade. That accounted for 
more than $1.4 trillion in red 
ink over the period, including 
interest, the report said. 


Though the budget office 
forecast slightly slower econom- 
ic expansion than it did early 
this year, it said it still expects 
healthy growth and job creation 
because the economy is in “a 
phase of _ investment-led 
growth.” 


But it also warned that the 
budget’s long-term health re 
mained threatened by the loom- 
ing retirement of the baby 
boom generation, which will 
draw heavily on Social Security 
and other programs.

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Security checks play large 
role for foreign students.

Although international securi- 
ty measures have increased fol- 


lowing Sept. 11, making the 


process more difficult, the Unit- 
ed States has not closed its 
doors to students coming from 
abroad. 

While the process that a stu- 
dent must go through to obtain 
international status remains 
straightforward, extensive back- 
ground checks have become 
more common and thorough. 

Masume Assaf, associate di- 
rector of the Office of Interna- 
tional Students and Scholars, 
said a foreign student who 
wishes to obtain a visa to study 
at Penn State begins by apply- 
ing to the school just like any 
US. citizen. 

Once it accepts the student, 
the school then determines if 
that student has enough money 
to cover tuition and living ex- 
penses. 

The OISS would then issue a 
certificate of immigration Form 
120 or DS-2019 to that student, 
who must then provide that 
form, a passport, financial infor- 
mation and proof of admission 
to the school to a U.S. con- 
sulate. At that point, the student 
is evaluated for a visa that will 
allow him or her to study at the 
school. 

The visa process itself, how- 
ever, can be the longest and 
most problematic for interna- 
tional students; the process has 

me jally thorough in 

the post-Sept. 11 world. Interna- 

’ tional Student Council Presi- 
dent Raya Guruswamy said he 
has noticed an increase in visa

Gilbert Friedman said. “ 


security. : 

“They are much tighter. 
Sometimes, it can be a put-off, 
but you know you have to get it 
done. You understand where 
they're coming from, though,” 
said Guruswamy, a native of In- 
dia who grew up in Nigeria. 
“You have to be determined. I 
think visa denials are more 
common just because they're 
so much stricter.” 

Assaf said after the student 
fills out three “lengthy” applica- 
tions, the consulate will check 
his or her validity and confirm 
the. student’s identity. His or 
her name is then sent through 
a database that checks for any 
criminal or terrorist history, or 
any arrest in general. If the 
name shows up, the consulate 
is required to perform more 
checks. 

Other security checks con- 
cern the student's major and 
country of origin. The academic 
advisers said some majors, in- 
cluding nuclear engineering 
and landscape architecture, are 
more sensitive because of the 
potential for security risks in 
the information studied. 

And coming from particular 







countries, such as those on the” 
state-sponsored terrorist list — 
Cuba, North Korea, Iran, Iraq, 
Syria, Sudan and Libya — 
might also present a risk that 
cdéuld slow down the process. 
But it does not mean that stu- 
dents from those areas cannot 
apply. 


“Not only do we have people 
apply from those countries, 
they're getting visas and com- 
ing,” Assaf said. “Penn State ac- 
cepts students because of their 
academic qualities, not where 
they live.” 

There is also a requirement 
that international students 
prove a genuine intent to return 
home once they are finished. If 
a student has several relatives 
living in the United States, for 
example, he or she might have 
no reason to want to leave, As- 
saf said. For this, or any other 
reason, a consulate officer can 
deny admission. 


“Part of the definition in this 
category is. that youre sup 
posed to be a student with the 
intent to leave the United States 
after studying,” International 
Student Adviser Gilbert . Fried- 
man said. “Sometimes an offi- 
cer will not believe that.” 

Assaf said she thinks the dif- 
ficulty of the visa process might 
keep some students from pur- 
suing international education, 
and the increased security that 
comes along with it is a direct 
result of Sept. 11. But Gu 
ruswamy said students could 
overcome the problem with per- 
sistence. 


“What it does do is make life 
a little more difficult,” he said.

or carpeting when otherwise 
there would be none. 

Some students may regret 
losing their study space. Mis- 
tretta, though, insisted the cur- 
rent plan balances the needs of 
the community, noting that oth- 
er schools when faced with a 
housing crunch have squeezed 

' three occupants into a two-per- 
son room. “Given the other op- 
tions,” she said, “it’s the least 
painful one.” 

Freshman Summer Simmes 
lives in the converted study 
lounge in Shaw, which is a 
triple, with two other room- 
mates. “This is my ideal room,” 
Simmes said. “T really like it. I 
think the other rooms are too 
small.” 

Junior Janis Butcher, on the 
other hand, is less enthusiastic. 
“Tam a little bit upset that they 
overextended us,” she _ said, 
“that they overbooked the num- 
ber of freshmen so they had to 
convert the rooms.” 





The student center is still 
available for studying, and resi- 
dence hall lobbies remain open 
all night. However, the lobbies 
may not generate the same qui- 
et or privacy, and the student 
center closes at 2 a.m. Students 
seeking study space may have 
more trouble. finding a free 
lounge this year, though not all 
lounges have been converted. 

Mistretta said that under nor- 
mal circumstances, about 35 up- 
perclassmen are accepted from 
the special lottery to live off 
campus. Because some of the 
paperwork concerning students 
and commuters arrived espe- 
cially late, however, housing 
concerns were not apparent to 
the college until well into the 
summer. 

Mistretta points to a national 
trend for incoming students to 
ignore or be tardy with impor- 
tant housing paperwork, mak- 
ing it difficult to anticipate or 
make housing plans. “The ad- 
missions process and housing 
is not as scientific as it ought to 
be because there are so many 
variables,” Mistretta said. 

Butcher, though, still feels 
the college sent out its off-cam- 
pus offer far too late. “I under- 


stand that [the admissions 
process] is a problem, but peo- 
ple need more time than just a 
month to find an apartment.” 

Junior Sara Caveglia original- 
ly planned on living in the edu- 
cation hall in Galbreath with 
her roommate. They chose to 
seek off-campus housing at the 
last minute -when Mistretta 
emailed upperclassmen about 
the housing situation. 

“It was something my room- 
mate and I wanted to do,” 
Caveglia said. “When the oppor- 
tunity came, we hurried and 
took advantage of it.” 

Mistretta said that any new 
off-campus living policies will be 
taken on a year-by-year basis. 
“If we pull in a freshman class 
as significant as this one,” she 
said, “then we'll probably bump 
the lottery.” 

The college has also been 
considering other means of alle- 
viating the housing squeeze. 
The college has recently begun 
discussing the logistics of build- 
ing apartment-style housing on 
campus, according to Mistretta. 

The specifics Mistretta has 
discussed with other adminis- 
trators include where best to 
lay foundations, where it would 
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be easiest to hook up with ex- 
isting utilities, and where there 
is enough space to include ade- 
quate parking. 

- The college may still be sev- 
eral years, if not further, from 
executing these plans because, 
as Mistretta explains it, the col- 
lege is waiting on a number of 
appropriate circumstances such 
as positive enrollment and fi- 
nancial feasibility. 


Swartz said that though he 


had not yet received any class 
section reports, he did not ex- 
pect the influx of freshman to 
increase class sizes by any 
more than a possible two or 
three. 


“The more common method 
of dealing with the increased 
number of students,” Swartz 
said, “has been to add class sec- 
tions rather than increase the 
number in each section.” 

Mistretta also hopes to im- 
prove the housing process 
through adjustments of the lot- 
tery or educating . students 
about the application process. 
‘Tm really hopeful we won't 
have to continue to put stu- 
dents in study lounges,” she 
said.

Borough to crack 
down on parties

“Party hearty”. may be a 
weekend mantra of the past for 
fraternities and students at 
Westminster College and for 
the townspeople of New Wilm- 
ington. 

Borough council Sept. 7 ap- 
proved a disorderly house ordi- 
nance intended to tum down 
the volume of boisterous con- 
duct, unseemly noise, athe 
public drunkenness, illegal al co- 
hol consumption and other dis- 
turbances of the public peace or 
decorum. 

Violators could pay fines of 
up to $600, plus court costs. 

“We don’t expect to use this 
a lot,” said Police Chief Carmen 
Piccirillo following the meeting. 
“But now we have the tools to 
work with.” 

“If police are called to a dis- 
turbance — a party with a lot of 
people, a lot of loud music and 
suspected underage drinking 
— we don’t have to go to each 
individual and determine if that 
person individually broke a 
law,” he said. “We can go to the 
tenant or to the owner of the 
building where the disturbance 
is held and say the event is out 
of control and if they allow 
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will be arrested. We believe this 
will resolve the problems we 
have had.” 


He added it is difficult for 
one police officer to go into a 
group of 70 partiers and tell 
them to disperse. 


“We needed this to address 
problems but we have very few 
incidents over the course of a 
year,” Piccirillo said. “Most of 
our people are pretty compli- 
ant.” 

Although the fine a district 
justice imposes could go up to 
$600, “I don’t see anyone being 
fined $600 for playing loud mu- 
sic,” Piccirillo said. “But if the 
same person comes before the 
district justice five times, the ' 
justice will have something that 
he can do.” 

The ordinance is modeled af- 
ter a similar one in Slippery 
Rock, which is also a college 
town. 

Mayor Wendell Wagner said 
the ordinance is needed. 

“In a college town, you have 
not only the fraternities but also 
college housing where things 
can get out of hand,” he said. 
“This will keep the peace

Returning Westminster stu- 
dents may have noticed some 
changes around Orr Auditori- 
um. Though these aren’t the 
first renovations made on cam- 
pus in the past few years, they 
certainly won't be the last. 

There were many renovation 


‘projects done on campus this 


past summer, but. the biggest 
project was Orr. Auditorium. 
The facility is the location of 
many campus events, including 
the opening convocation cere 
mony for new students, con- 
certs, plays and, of course, the 
Celebrity Series. Those who 
have been here at Westminster 
for a year or more know that 
the auditorium was in need of 
some attention. A state grant 
made improvements possible. 

“Orr Auditorium is a West- 
em Pennsylvania Cultural Arts 
Center,” physical plant director 
Owen Wagner said. 

According to Wagner, the 
state gave the College a 1.7 mil 
lion dollar grant which was 
used to refurbish seating, place 
new carpeting, paint, renovate 
dressing rooms, update electri- 
cal systems including new stage 
lighting and, to the delight of 
many, a new heating and air 
conditioning system, which not 
only takes care of Orr, but also 
the music department as well. 
In addition to the work in the 
auditorium itself, the grant cov- 
ered new lighting for the art 
gallery, a handicap access ramp

Every student on campus 
knows the process. The brave 
ones try to do it themselves and 
some ask friends to help, while 
others pay to have it done for 
them. 

This process is the much-hat- 
ed TitanNet Self-Connect Kit in- 
stallation and computer registra- 
tion. The $12 compact disc, 
bought at the bookstore, in- 
cludes the software which the 
college’s information systems 
department has mandated to be 
installed on any networked 
computer on campus. 

The college uses Novell Net: 
Ware, an_ enterprise-quality 
server system, to provide net- 
work storage, e-mail and work- 
station security. Symantec An- 
tiVirus Corporate Edition 
provides the necessary protec- 
tion from viruses, trojans and 
worms. Other optional pro- 
grams on the CD include 
Adobe Acrobat Reader for read- 
ing PDFs, Mozilla as an alterna- 
tive to Internet Explorer and 
Spybot Search and Destroy, a 
program that assists in the re 
moval of spyware. 

The most often heard com 
plaint about the TitanNet Self 
Connect Kit is having to buy it 
at all. The software is revised 
and updated annually; therefore 
a new installation CD must be 
purchased every school year. 
Other schools allow their stu- 
dents to simply plug their com- 
puter into the network without 
having to configure anything, 
buy anything, or wait for some 
unknown figure to turn on their 
port.

tems a year later. New worms 
are discovered every day. 

According to Kevin Taylor, a 
Slippery Rock University sopho- 
more, SRU experienced serious 


: problems for the first few 


months of classes in the fall 
2003 semester. Also, Indiana 
University of Pennsylvania re 
portedly had extended down- 
time thanks to virus infestations 
on dorm computers. At the 
same time, Westminster only 
experienced about three days of 
problems due to these same 
threats. This period would 
have been longer if it was not 
for the antivirus program in- 
stalled in TitanNet. ‘

Arkansas and Louisiana out of 
contention before Kerry can in- 
crease his campaign effort in 
these second-tier battlegrounds 
_ all of them won by Bush four 
years ago. 

Reflecting the changing dy- 
namic, Bush’s campaign this 
week increased its advertising 
in four states won in 2000 by 
Democrat Al Gore: Minnesota, 
Pennsylvania, New Mexico and 
Michigan. Meanwhile, it was 
cutting back on ads in states 
that appear to be moving out of 
play: Arizona and Missouri, 
which are moving Bush’s way, 
and Maine and Washington, 
which slightly favor Kerry. 

Under pressure, Kerry 
moved up plans to advertise in 
Michigan, Oregon, Maine and 
Minnesota. 

With the election less than 
two months off, both parties are 
focusing most of their attention 
and advertising dollars on 10 
closely contested states: Flori- 
da, Pennsylvania, Ohio,’ Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Neva- 
da, New Mexico, West Virginia 
and New Hampshire. 

Post GOP convention polls 
show the race to be a dead heat 
in Pennsylvania, with 21 elec- 
toral votes, a state carried by 
Gore in 2000. The race in Flori- 


da, which decided the 2000 con- 
test when it was put in Bush’s 
column by a Supreme Court 
ruling, was .even in polls con- 
ducted just before the conven- 
tion. 

Florida presents the biggest 
prize of the battleground states, 
with 27 electoral votes. 

In a state battered .by two 
hurricanes and with another on 
the way, “there is a lot of un- 
certainty” on how the storms 
will affect the election, said Al 
Cardenas a former state Repub- 
lican chairman. 

Still, Cardenas said Florida is 
a “microcosm of the country” 
and he sees the presidential 
race in his state, where Presi 
dent Bush’s brother Jeb is gov- 
ernor, as “a percentage point or 
two from what the national 
polls are showing,” which is a 
slight Bush lead. 

David Beattie, a Democratic 


‘pollster in Florida, said many 


Florida television stations stuck 
with live coverage of Hurricane 
Frances and thus many Florida 
viewers did not even see the 
Republican convention. 

“For the last three weeks, 
the state has been frozen. in 
place politically,” Beattie said, 
and is likely to remain nearly as 
closely divided as it was four 


years ago. 
Beattie predicted that battle- 


ground states now moving to- 


ward Bush would tighten up 


‘again as the election draws 


nearer. But for now, Kerty’s 
supporters are watching earlier 
advantages slip away. 

Kerry advisers said on Tues- 
day that their problems in Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and other 
former Gore states seem to be 
partly a result of lower-than-ex- 
pected support from black vot- 
ers. Blacks overwhelmingly fa- 
vor Kerry, but not by as much 


‘as he needs. 


Aides said Kerry has stepped 
up his speeches to black 
groups, including the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus last week- 
end. 

In battleground Pennsylva- 
nia, state polls that show an 
even race between Bush and 
Kerry may be misleading and 
overstate Bush’s support, said 
Dan Fee, a Democratic consul 
tant in the state. 

Even though it’s clearly a 
tight race, “I don't see lot of 
people jumping on Bush's band- 
wagon” and polls do not accu- 
rately reflect a surge in registra- 
tion of new voters who are 
more likely to vote for Kerry 
_ than Bush, Fee said.

Senators 
say pilots 
sabotaged 
US Airways

WASHINGTON - The future 
of US Airways is “not looking 
good” as the airline grapples 
with its second bankruptcy in 
two years _ a situation caused 
largely by a handful of Pennsyl 
vania-based pilot union officials, 
the state’s two senators said 
Tuesday. 

“It seems to me that you 
have just a very small group of 
people in the pilots union, un- 
‘fortunately from Pittsburgh and 
Philadelphia, four people who 
ultimately decided that they 
were going to take this airline 
down into bankruptcy,” Sen. 
Rick Santorum said after a 35- 
minute meeting Tuesday after- 
noon with US Airways chief ex- 
ecutive Bruce Lakefield. 

“Well they've taken them 
down _ they've got their pound 
of flesh, shareholders have lost 
everything,” Santorum - said. 
“Now where are we?” 

US Airways, the nation’s sev- 
enth-largest airline, 


to consider a contract proposal 
that would have cut pilots’ pay 
and retirement plans _ saving 
the company an $295 
million annually. 

Four Pennsylvanians on the 
union’s executive committee, 
representing the majority of the 
pilots, agg a vote on the 
contract by the full member- 
ship. A spokeswoman for the 
union did not have an immedi- 
ate comment Tuesday. 

Nearly 12,700 of US Airways’ 

. 27,800 employees work in 
Pennsylvania. The airline has 
hubs in Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burgh, although flights in Pitts- 
burgh are being cut sharply as 
the airport is downgraded to a 
so-called “focus city.” 

Sen. Arlen Specter, who 
hosted the Capitol meeting with 
Lakefield, said “no one is blam- 
ing the unions,” but described 
the situation as causing a “high 
level of anxiety” at US Airways. 

“The matter has not escaped 
our attention as to whether we 
might be able to use our good

offices to help out,” said. 


Specter, whose Senate re-elec- 
tion campaign was een en- 
dorsed by Pennsylvania AFL- 

CIO. 

Much of the blame, the law- 
makers said, should be shoul 
dered by former US Airways 
executives who accepted what

When asked about the infor- 
mation systems program at Se 
ton Hall University, sophomore 
Megan Kustra was not pleased. 
“Our system is very prone to 
viruses and getting our comput- 
ers fixed is a hassle because of 
long lines at technology ser- 
vices,” Kustra said. 

Westminster is not alone in 
the antivirus requirement. Gan- 
non University has a similar 
program. “You have to install 
the university’s antivirus client 
prior to them allowing you to 
access the network,” said Ryan 
Gurtner, a freshman at Gannon. 
Rochester Institute of Technolo- 
gy also requires an antivirus 
program to be installed. 

Some colleges, such as 
Geneva, have implemented 
fines in order to ensure 
their students’ computers are 
up-to-date and virus free. Ac- 
cording to Geneva’s Policy for 
Safe Student Computing, stu- 
dents must update their com- 
puters through Windows Up 
date within two weeks of 
arriving on campus and have 
antivirus software installed and 
up-to-date. The college’s tech- 
nology services, comparable to 
Westminster's information sys- 
tems, then performs regular in- 
spections of student.computers 


. to make sure that updates are 


installed and the antivirus soft- 
ware is current. 

If a student's computer is 
not up-to-date, the student must 
make an appointment with 
;Geneva’s help desk to have his 
computer updated by their help 
desk staff. This update appoint- 
ment “may take three weeks or 
longer,” according to their poli- 
cy. Failure to comply with any 
part of the policy results in fines 
of at least $100 for the first of 
fense, with increasing fines for 
repeated offenses. 

Westminster's network stor- 
age, the R and N drives, allows 
students, faculty and staff to 
save their documents and pro- 
jects on a server so that they 
can access these same files 
from another computer, such as 
a lab machine. These drives are 
connected when a user logs on 
to the network. 

“T never save anything to my 
hard drive anymore since the 
fire that [the Career Center] 
had a while ago. The N drive is 
irreplaceable for me,” said Janet 
Waugaman, assistant director of 
the Career Center. 

At SRU, however, according 
to their help desk Web site, if a 


found in the back of the cafete- 
ria, where the TUB was tem- 
porarily housed during the con- 
struction of the student center. 

The next major renovation 
project, now that Orr has been 
taken care of, is the Old Main 
Memorial. The current Old 
Main is the third Old Main in 
Westminster history and was 
built in 1929 after the second 
was destroyed in a fire in 1927. 
A committee chaired by Dean 
Mann and Ken Romig, and 
campus representatives and 
contractors, is trying to define 
the scope of the project by the 
end of September. The commit- 
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student wants access to his or 
her network storage, the stu- 
dent must contact a “Resident 
Network Assistant” to set up 
the connection for ‘them. 

Many. students on campus 
have problems registering. 
Problems this year included 
“unknown user” messages and 
ports not being enabled to ac- 
cess the external Internet. 
These problems were fixed as 
soon as they were discovered. 

As with any computer pro- 
gram, there’can be bugs. This 
summer, information systems 
authorized the help desk to 
conduct an open beta test to try 
to eliminate bugs in the system 
before the program was re 
leased to the student body. Stu- 
dents of varying computer abili- 
ties from around the area were 
asked to come to the Hoyt Sci 
ence Center and bring their 
computers so. that they could 
install a pre-publishing, working 
version of TitanNet. 

After installing this “beta ver- 
sion” of TitanNet, the students 
were asked their opinions on 
the new help system and other 
workings of the installation pro- 


gram. 

“As a beta tester, I got to see 
the progress from the point I 
tested it to the point I installed 
the finished product on my 
computer. There was a lot 
more help and the interface 
was greatly improved,” said ju- 
nior Bill Penwell, who was one 
of the about 15 beta testers. 

“The test went well, and the 
problems we found were able 
to be fixed,” said freshman Lau- 
ra Sahar, who was another one 
of the beta testers. 

“This year, information sys- 
tems authorized the first ever 
open beta test of the TitanNet 
Self-Connect Kit to get a better 
idea of how students use the 
software and how the software 
interacts with different comput- 
er configurations. The tests 
were successful, except on 
computers using unsupported 
operating systems,” said infor- 
mation systems student staff 
member Geoff Zimmerman. 

Many students experience 
problems because of the operat- 
ing system installed on their 
computer. Operating systems 
that the college supports in- 
clude Windows(r) 98 Second 
Edition, Windows(r) 2000 Pro- 
fessional and Windows(r) XP 
Professional Edition. As in the 
past, Windows(r) ME and XP 
Home Edition ‘are not support- 
ed. This year, due to compati- 
bility issues, Windows(r) 98 
First Edition is not supported. 

“Next year, we will not allow 
Windows(r) 98 (any edition) or 
Millennium Edition (ME) to 
connect, because of a need to 


tee must decide what to do 
with the $3 million budget f 
“Student tuition plays no part 
in this budget, Dean Mann 
said, “We will be paying for this 
through fundraising which in- 
cludes donations from the Caro- 
line Knox Foundation, alumni 
‘donations, and a challenge 


grant from a Pittsb founda- 
tion that will match $1 million 
in raised funds.” : 


According to Dean Mann, 
students will not see the major- 
ity of the work done in Old 
Main once it is done. They are 
mainly concerned with building 
codes, which includes fire sup- 
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move to more stable systems, 
Those operating systems are 
old. Also, it is easier for infor- 
mation systems to support only 
a handful of different operating 
systems,” added Zimmerman. 
“The more operating systems 
we have to support, the more 
complex support and the instak 
lation CD become.” 

There is a rumor on campus 
that every student may be re 
quired to pay the college conr 
puter vendor to install the soft- 
ware on the CD professionally. 


“We currently have no plans to 


do this,” comments Stanton 
Fleming, coordinator of user 
and desktop services for the 
college. 

“Information systems really 
doesn’t want to cause problems 
for people; we just don’t have 
the resources to provide stp- 
port for-all the students in the 
dorms,” said Zimmerman. “We 
want to make sure we have a 
stable and secure network. The 
only way to do that is to ensure 
that each PC is set up correctly. 
That’s where either the self-in- 
stallation CD or the college ven- 
dor come into play.” 

Many students feel that the 
help desk should be able to 
solve all their installation issues, 
According to information sys- 
tems, this is not the case. The 
primary function of the help 
desk is to help Westminster's 
faculty and staff. 

“The purpose of the help 
desk since its inception 
been to service collegeown 
computers in classrooms, labs 
and offices, to assist with ca 
bling and network port issues, 
and to respond to users’ ques- 
tions about campus licensed 
software applications for acade- 
mic and administrative use,” 
said Stanton Fleming. “The 
help desk has not been staffed 
to support all students’ personal 
PCs, so configuring student ma- 


chines for the network is not a - 


service of the help desk.” 

Fleming sent out a campus- 
wide e-mail containing tips for 
those having problems with the 
TitanNet Self-Connect Kit CD 
or registration. 

“We are working aggressive- 
ly on solutions to problems that 
occur on our end,” Fleming 
said. “If you have problems 
with your own PC, you can get 
assistance. from the College 
vendor or students willing to do 
the work. In the meantime, re- 
member that there are five 
computer labs where you can 
go to do work, so coursework 
should not be affected.” 

“The best advice I can offer 
is to people wanting support: 
please be patient and polite. We 
are working to the best of our 
abilities,” said Zimmerman.

On Saturday, Sept. 11, the Ti- 
tan football team lost a non-con- 
ference contest to rival Alleghe- 
ny College: in double overtime 
by the score of 21-14. 

The loss drops the Titans to 
0-2 on the season. 

Despite dominating the 
Gators in the first half, the Ti- 
tans carried a mere 60 lead 
into’ halftime. 

“The fact that we dominated 
the first half offensively and did 
not manage to score touch- 
downs was definitely a factor in 
our loss,” senior wide receiver 
Brian Ekis said.

The previous two weeks 
have seen a relatively odd trend 
in the box office. A Jet Li film 
has reigned as the Hero for Mi- 
ramax. This Li film, however, is 
a foreign film. Not since Ang 
Lee’s Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon has a foreign film seen 
this much American success. 

More surprising is the fact 
that this movie is two 
years old and was a Best For- 
eign Oscar nominee at 
that time. What took this movie 
so long to reach American in- 
tact? Well, quite fitting for this 
movie it was a two word 
phrase. Much like words ‘our 
land’ are the key to Hero, it 
seems “Quentin Tarantino pre- 
sents” has been the key to the 
film’s financial success. 


The story tells of the last 
days when China was broken 
into seven lands. A hero called 
Nameless (Li) has defeated the 
three assassins who have 
’ threatened the King of Qin’s 

chances for a unified China. 
Nameless is called to be hon- 
ored by the King, and in telling 
the story of the events, many 
versions of truth unfold until 
the audience learns the true 
meaning of the picture. 


The film features some of 
China’s premiere stars, such as 
Jet Li, who is fairly well known 
to American audiences, as well 
as the talented Zhang Ziyi, who 
was robbed of an Oscar nomi 
nation for Crouching Tiger, 
Hidden Dragon four years ago.

The New Wilmington bor- 
ough council recently adopted a 
ey eee to help borough 
police control unruly parties. 
What this ordinance means for 
the college students, however, 
seems to be widely misunder- 
stood. 

“A lot of people have misin- 
terpreted this, and that includes 
the news media, that we're 
quote ‘cracking down on par- 
ties’,” said Police Chief Carmen 
Picarrillo. 

“The ordinance was not 
passed to crack down on par- 
ties. The ordinance was passed 
to allow our police officers to 
better deal with the few prob- 
lems that we get with very 
large parties and the few people 
who aren't compliant with or- 
ders to turn down noise or dis- 
perse or to stop engaging in ac- 
tivities dangerous to themselves 
or the public.” 

The new ordinance gives 
borough police two new possi- 
bilities when faced with an un- 
ruly social gathering. They can 
now cite the owners or primary 
tenents of the apartment or 
house. if they refuse to shut 
down a party after having been 
requested to do so by the po- 

yefiabies Officers to 
Cite all people present at an un- 
ruly gathering, rather than indi- 
vidually citing each person. 

“This ordinance allows us to 
better deal with a large party 
when we have such a small 
number of police officers,” the 
chief explains. 

Student Affairs Executive 
Secretary and borough vouncil 
member Beth Brooks hopes 
that college students do not in- 
terpret this as a_ vendetta 
against them. According to 
Brooks, the ordinance applies 


to high school as well as cok : 


lege parties. 

“I will support college stu- 
dents until they can no longer 
be supported,” Brooks said. 
“We in borough council want 
our college students to be good 
neighbors. It’s a part of a cok 
lege education to be a part of a 
community. Hopefully, because 
of this ordinance, people will be 
better: neighbors.”

Paying to print? 


Research may lead to charges

Students who frequently use 
the computer labs may have no- 
ticed a new icon on the bottom 
right side of the toolbar: a dol 
lar sign. The question has 
arisen whether or not students 
may have to pay to print in the 
labs anytime soon. 

The new icon is actually 
from a print management appli- 
cation that runs on the comput- 
er network. It is being used 
currently to provide information 
about the volume of printing 
here on campus. 

Research has been done in 
the past few years to see if 
there’s an excessive amount of 
unnecessary printing taking 
place in labs. 

According to the Director of 
Information Systems, Paul Wal- 
lace, “In 2001, a study showed 
that an average total of 25,000 
pages per week were being 
printed in the five public com- 
puter labs, and 39,000 pages 
were printed during the first 
two weeks of the fall 2004 
term.” 

The Instructional Resources 
Council, which advises on li 
brary, computing, and audio vi- 
sual resource matters, is trying 
to determine the amount of 
printing so that the cost of do- 
ing so can then be reduced. 

The IRC feels students 
should print what is necessary 
for their courses, but “print re- 
sponsibly.” Reducing the excess 


amount of printing done on 
campus would cut costs and 
conserve waste. 

Some students believe they 
should not have to pay for print- 
ing because they already pay a 
technical fee in the tuition bill. 
However, plans to pay for print- 
ing have not been set for this 
semester. 

The IRC is simply gathering 
information at this stage by 
tracking the number of copies 
printed. With the information 
gathered, the IRC will discuss 
the printing situation and some 
alternatives. 

For now, the dollar sign on 
the toolbar will indicate the last 
name of the person that is 
logged in, and will show a bak 
ance of zero. 

If a program is implemented 
where students have a certain 
number that they must not ex- 
ceed, then a dollar amount 
would appear. Once the 
amount reaches zero, a student 
could add money to their ac- 
count in order to print more. 

This system. is similiar to 
other colleges that tell the stu- 
dents up front the amount of 


‘money they are allotted for 


printing each semester. 

Right now, the IRC plans to 
continue gathering more infor- 
mation. There are two student 
members on the IRC board and 
no decision will be made on the 
issue without student input. 
Wallace assures that no 
charges will be implemented 
this term.

Heinz looked confident and 
relaxed in jeans and a black 
polo shirt, laughing and joking 


with the students who intro-. 


duced themselves to him. 
Opening the night for Heinz 
was State Rep. Jake Wheatley, 
D-Allegheny County. 
Wheatly’s speech roused the 
crowd for Heinz, as he told the 
students to get motivated for 


spreading violence, kidnap- 
pings, beheadings and the 
deaths of more than 1,000 US. 
troops. With Americans divided 
about the war, Bush is trying to 
keep voters focused on what he 
says are. Kerry’s conflicting 
statements rather than the daily 
bombings and bloodshed. 

Back in Washington, Vice 
President Dick Cheney went 
before TV cameras on Capitol 
Hill to say Kerry’s statements 
on Iraq and the war on terror 
showed “someone who lacks 
the resolve, the determination 
and the conviction to prevail in 
this conflict.” 

In that same vein, the Bush 
campaign put out a new televi- 
sion advertisement ridiculing 
Kerry on Iraq and other issues. 
It shows Kerry windsurfing left 
and right and says his positions 
shift “whichever way the wind 
blows.” 

The Democrats struck back 
with their own ad that says: “In 
the face of the Iraq quagmire, 
George Bush’s answer is to run 
eee and tasteless attack 
a » 

Kerry accuses Bush of creat- 
ing a major crisis in Iraq wi 
no prospect of an end. A num- 
ber of U.S. troops have had 
their assignments extended be- 
cause of the war, but Defense 


this year’s election. 

“You're the generation that’s 
going to make a difference,” 
Wheatly said. 

Then, introduced as one of 
People Magazine’s 50 hottest 
bachelors, Chris Heinz took to 
the podium with a big smile. 

“This probably isn’t the first 
place you want to be on a Fri- 
day night,” Heinz said, thanking 
everyone for attending. 

He spoke to the packed ball 
room about the importance of 
the election and the positive 
points of the Democratic Party. 

“This really is the most im- 
portant election of our lifetime,” 
said Heinz, who is the stepson 
of presidential candidate John 
Kerry, D-Mass. 

He went on to suggest why 
the Democrats would be good 
for the country. — 

“We have two things on our 
side,” Heinz said. “One is the 
power of ideas. Two is idealism 
and integrity in our politics.” 

The first part of his speech 
underscored the lower points of 
Bush’s administration, as he cit- 
ed poor decisions dealing with 


the economy, health care and’ 


the environment. 


Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld 
and other Pentagon officials 
have said repeatedly that reviv- 
ing the draft would be neither 
necessary nor desirable. The 
Bush campaign called Kerry’s 
comment irresponsible. 

Bush campaigned Wednes- 
day in the suburbs of Philadel 
phia and Pittsburgh. It was his 
37th visit to Pennsylvania, his 


‘top target in the presidential 


sweepstakes with 21 of the 270 
electoral votes needed to win. 
Four years ago Bush lost Penn- 
sylvania to Democrat Al Gore 
but polls show the race this 
year is close. 


In between speeches, Bush 
was taking a helicopter tour of 
Allegheny County, where the 
remnants of Hurricane Ivan 
caused flooding that damaged 
or destroyed thousands of 
homes, businesses and public 
buildings. 

On Iraq, Bush will meet at 
the White House on Thursday 
with Ayad Allawi, the prime 
minister of Iraq’s interim gov- 
ernment who has said the ter- 
rorists are being defeated. Bush 
cited Allawi as a witness to the 
wisdom of U.S. policy. 

“These are critical times and 
I'm glad the prime minister is 
here to reinforce the strategy 
we have in place,” Bush said. 


“Right now, you can’t eat the 
fish you catch in 28 states of 
this country,” he said. 

He then hit closer to home 
by bringing up the topic of cok 
lege tuition. ; 

“College tuition, right now, is 
up 35 percent nationally, with 
no plan to bring it back down,” 
he said. 

Heinz mentioned the idea of 
a program in which the govern- 
ment would pay for all four 
years of a student's tuition in 
exchange for two years of vol 
unteer work in a community. 

Heinz went on to talk about 
the war in Iraq. “June was the 
bloodiest month in Iraq until 
July. Then August was the 
bloodiest month. And now Sep- 
tember will be the bloodiest 
month in Iraq,” he said. 

Heinz also made a point of 
letting the audience know his 
personal feelings about the cur- 
rent president of the United 
States. 

“I’m not ashamed to say it: I 
don’t like George W. Bush. I 
think he’s an idiot,” Heinz said, 
bringing on a round of applause 
from crowd. 

He then opened up the floor

Criticizing Kerry, Bush said 
that “the way to prevail, the 
way toward successful conclu- 
sion that we all want, the way 
to secure Iraq and bring our 
troops home as quickly as pos- 
sible is not to wilt or waver or 
send mixed signals to the ene- 
my.” 

“My opponent is sending 
mixed signals,” the president 
said. “He has had many differ- 
ent positions on Iraq.” 

Bush has linked Iraq to the 
more politically popular war 
against terror, and he suggest- 
ed that Kerry was too wobbly 
to keep Americans safe. 

“You cannot lead the war 
against terror if you wilt or wa- 
ver when things get tough,” the 
president said. 

Kerry, his voice scratchy 
from a cold, said in Florida that 
Bush was divorced from reali- 
ties in Iraq and ignoring the 
manhunt for terrorists in 
Afghanistan.

law applies to 
jockeys too —

PITTSBURGH - Pennsylva- . 
nia’s drunken driving law is un- 
constitutionally vague and can’t 
be enforced _ at least against 
those on horseback, the state 
ene Court ruled Wednes- 

ay. 

Justice Russell M. Nigro 
penned the majority opinion 
that stems from charges filed 
against two men in Mercer 
County in 2002. 

Keith Travis, 41, of Grove 
City, and Richard Noel, 49, of 
Sandy Lake, were charged with 
drunken driving along with a 
man driving a pickup who al 
legedly rear-ended the horse 
Travis was riding away from a 
bar on a dark country road. 
Noel was riding in front of — 
Travis on his own horse. 

Noel, Travis and the pickup 
truck driver all failed field sobri- 
ety tests, police said, but a Mer- 
cer County judge threw out the 
charges against Noel and 
Travis after they argued that 
the word “vehicles” in’ the 
state’s drunken-driving law 
doesn’t apply to horses. 

Prosecutors noted that the 
vehicle code specifically in- 
cludes people riding animals, 
except for those provisions 
“which by their very nature can 
have no application.” Because it 
is unsafe for a drunk person to 
ride an animal, just as it would 
be to drive a car, the prosecu- 
tors appealed, prompting 
Wednesday's decision. 

But the majority justices re- 
lied on the logic in a similar 
case out of Utah, in which 
judges said such a statute is 
confusing and too vague about 
which regulations _ such as re- 
quirements for headlamps _ 
would apply to animals as well 
as vehicles 

The Associated Press could- 
n't immediately locate phone 
numbers‘ for Noel, Travis and 
their attorneys. Mercer County 
prosecutors couldn’t immediate- 
ly be reached after business 
hours Wednesday. 

Justice Michael Eakin issued 
the lone dissent. 

“Tt is the. ‘rules of the road’ 
that apply to the driver of the 
mustang and Mustang alike,” 
Eakin wrote. “Here, an ordinary 
person of common intelligence 
would know that riding a horse 
while intoxicated would be a vi 
olation.”

The BCS: Bust or 
success? 


Q: How many members of 
the BCS does it take to screw 
in a light bulb? 

A: They screw light bulbs 
too? 

With the college football sea- 
son pretty much now in full 
swing, everyone is turning 
their attention to who is going 
to pan out from the preseason 
polls. Major college football has 
three polls; AP, coaches, and 
the infamous Bowl Champi- 
onship Series. Out of all the 
polls more controversy sur- 
rounds the BCS than.any other. 
In the polls, the coach’s is obvi- 
ously voted on by the coaches, 
the AP is voted upon by the 
media and the BCS is computer 
formulated. The formulation is 
based on three main points. 
Power is the first, which is the 
strength of a team in relation to 
its’ opponents. Second is the 
ranking, which is a combination 
of power and won-loss record. 
Finally there is the strength of 
schedule or. the “SOS.” “1” is 
the toughest. “117” is the easi- 
est which is determined by av- 
eraging the power rating of 
every opponent on a team’s 
schedule. 

Outside of my joke, the BCS 
for universities, coaches and 
players is no laughing matter. 
Oregon, in particular, has taken 
issue with its results to the ex- 
tent which coach Mike Bellotti 
called the BCS a “cancer” and 
athletic director Bill Moos be- 
lieves “there is an east coast 
bias against the PAC-10.” How- 
ever, even though the coaches 
and administrators. are upset 
with the outcomes of the BCS, 
they all need to remember that 
they all agreed upon the system 
when it) was first implemented. 
However, I feel that there are 
several steps that can be taken 
to improve the BCS and also 
eliminate some of the confu- 
sion. 

First, the BCS needs to elimn’ 
inate the strength of schedule. 
Every computer ranker and, for 
that matter, every individual 
voter, . already — considers 
strength of schedule. The BCS 
is not only being redundant, 
they are concocting their SOS 
number in the wrong fashion, 
They use simple won-loss 
records as a measurement in- 
stead of the strength of the op- 
ponents. For instance, if a team 
played Middle Tennessee State 
(no knock on the Blue 
Raiders), they got credit for 
playing an 83 team. A different 
team that played Virginia Tech 
also got credit for playing an 8 
3 team. Problem? In the Con- 
grove Computer Rankings, for 
example, MTSU has a power 
rating of 68.19. Virginia Tech’s 
power rating-is 92.23. The BCS 
is comparing apples and _ or- 


-anges and calling them both ap- 


ples. 

Next, don’t throw out the 
high/low computer scores. You 
have eight computers. Yes, the 
BCS uses eight computers to 
create their rankings. Use 
them. Then simply average 
their results, just as you do the 
AP and Coaches Polls. We'll do 
one better; throw out the AP 
and coach’s poll. There isn’t a 


. single voter in either of those 


polls who can objectively rate 
all 117 teams. And now they are 
open to manipulation by those 
who are discontent with the 
computers. 

Finally, any team that does 
not win their conference should 
be ineligible for playing in the 
national championship, regard- 
less of its rankings. For exam- 
ple, this occurred last year with 
Oklahoma and USC. The Soon- 
ers lost the Big 12, yet still con- 
tended for the national title 
even though USC was undefeat- 
ed. This system proves that 
computers are not the answers 
for everything.

A true adventure hero has

Determined to find out who has 
caused these invasions, Perkins 
and Sullivan team up de - 
spite a somewhat fiery past re- 
lationship.. The disturbance is 
hinted to be a result of evil sci- 
entific research by Dr. 
Totenkopf so the two venture to 
save the day with the help of 
the British air navy, lead by 
bea Frankie Cook (Angelina 
olie).

A good deal of the dialogue 
is wonderful and is dedicated to 
the banter between Perkins and 
Sullivan. He claims she sabo- 
taged his plane, she claims he 
cheated on him. In Perkins’ 
mind cheating is cause for 
death: a relatively feminist as- 
pect of a character from 1939. 
This, however, is not the only 
aspect of Perkins’ character that 
suggests a strong feminist ap- 
proach. She boldly goes out in 
the middle of the robots to take 
pictures and insists on tagging 
along with Sullivan on every ad- 
venture (while in high heels!). 
But this contrast of ideas is a 
big reason why some of this 
movie just didn’t work. First, if 
you're going to try to make an 
at. least somewhat realistic 
movie circa 1939 the female 
lead just cannot be that damn 
independent.

Jones can be made for hours. 
Pretty much all aspects of Indy 
are found in Sky Captain, one 
just uses a whip and the other a 
plane. The films themselves 
are very similar as well. Like 
Raiders..., Sky Captain grabs 


you from the start with a score. 


that demands you to prepare 
for an adventure of a lifetime. It 
is this score that follows the 
whole film and drives most of 
the story and emotion. Movies 
like the Indiana Jones films and 
especially the Star Wars movies 
use this technique to convey a 
whole lot more dialogue and 
emotion than just two hours 
can fit in. By the end of these 
movies we feel like we've 
known the characters for years 
as opposed to a few hours.

Speaker 
raises sex 
assault 
awareness

Nationally acclaimed speaker 
Rebecca Butler spoke on cam- 
pus in an attempt to raise 
awareness about sexual assault. 

“Respect: Sexual Assault 
Awareness” kicked-off Tuesday 
Sept. 21 at noon when students 
took the pledge and added their 
handprints to the banner. Later 
that evening, Butler gave three 
speeches: “Alcohol, drugs, and 
safe dating,” “Respect” and “Lib- 
erating men.” 

While Butler told students 
many things they have already 
heard, she also shocked stu- 


dents with new facts. In her © 


first speech, Butler told stu- 
dents that 11 of 12 college sex- 
ual dssaults involve alcohol. 

“What really surprised me 
was when she said that it is ille 
gal in all 50 states to have sex 
with someone who is drunk be- 
cause by law they cannot con- 
sent,” said Junior Renee Fried- 
ly, after attending the first 
session. Among other tips, But- 
ler told students that in order to 
reduce their risk of becoming a 
statistic, they should honor 
their drinking limits. 

Butler interacted with the 
students, asking them what 
could be done in certain scenar- 
ios so that an assault could be 
avoided. At one point, Butler 
turned a story around by 
adding one detail. She asked 
students to imagine the victim 
in one of her stories was their 
sister. 

“It [this tactic] put a human 
face to sexual assault,” Dean of 
Student Affairs, Neal Edman 
said. 

Many students and faculty 
were pleased with Butler and 
felt she did what was needed: 
raised awareness about an im- 
portant. campus issue. Other 
opinions existed as well. Some, 
who had heard of Butler before, 
did not think she lived up to 
her name as a nationally recog- 
nized speaker.

All you can eat? 
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Meal plan designed for students’ best interests raises concerns

Due to collected data from 
last year’s students, meal plans 
have been altered by Westmin- 
ster’s dining services from the 
traditional block plan to the 
new dine dollars. 

This change, according to 
Marriott Food Services Director 
Jeff Creveling, relies more heav- 
ily on the daily use of Orchard 
Street Café. It came as a re 
sponse to the increased use of 
the café over Galbreath’s dining 
hall last year by many students 
on campus. 

“So many students used Or- 


chard Street with their meal ex- 
changes that we decided to 
make it more flexible so they 
could use their meal plans over 
there,” Creveling said. 

The block plans from previ- 
ous years provided students 
with a simple breakdown of so 


. Many meals they could use 


over the course of the semes- 
ter. For example, the 195-meal 
block plan provided 195 meals 
total from either the dining hall, 
or the café. 

According to Business Man- 
ager Don Shelenberger of the 
Business Office, who also con- 
tributed to the new meal plan, 
many students wasted money 


on last year’s Orchard Street 
meal exchange. Because a meal 
could only be exchanged for 
$4.15 at lunch or $4.65 at din- 
ner, students were very limited 
in what they could fill their 
trays with. 

Senior Robert Allen echoed 
this concern. With the new 
plan, he says he can purchase a 
meal for $6 or a bottle of water 
for $2, but that he’s able to get 
what he wants without wasting 
an odd meal. “But sometimes I 
feel like the prices are a little 
steep,” he said. 

Creveling said that nearly 70 
percent of meals used last year 
had been exchanged at Or- 


chard Street, with only 30% 
used traditionally at the dining 
hall. As a result, he said this 
years plan provides more 
spending power. 


Additionally, Shelenberger 
relates that while students favor 
Orchard Street Café, it is also 
slightly harder to staff and to 
keep all of the food hot. The 
convenience of what he calls 
“grab-and-go” dining comes 
with a cost. 


Shelenberger explained that 
with the new 1000 dine dollar 
meal plan, for instance, a stu- 
dent can eat “in the neighbor- .

Five new foreign exchange 
students are on campus this 
year; a higher attendance rate 
than usual for Westrhinster. 

They come to Westminster 
from different countries, with 
the same objective: to learn the 
American culture. 

“In the past there have only 
been two or three students at a 
time.

the numbers are growing,” said 
Doreen Matune, secretary of 
the Associate Dean. 

College junior Chris Dia- 
mond from Belfast in Northern 
Ireland is a law major at 
Queens University. He'll be tak- 
ing two semesters of business 
courses here and later return to 
his home school. 

Raphael Pigulla is a comput- 
er science major at the Univer- 
sity of Passau and Stephan 
Weitzel is a business major at 
Georg-Sigmund Ohm Universi- 
ty of Nuremburg. Both ex- 
change students are between 
junior and senior status from 
Germany. Like Diamond, they 
will also be staying with the 
campus community for a year. 

Junior Kyu Bo Kim, and se 
nior Don Young Lee from Yon- 
sei University in Seoul, South 


Korea are only here for the fall 
semester. Kim is a junior psy- 
chology major. Lee is a senior 
with a double major in econom- 
ics and English. 

The majority consensus for 
studying abroad in America was 
to improve their English lan- 
guage and understanding of 
American culture. They felt that 
it was imperative to their per- 
sonal success. 

“They encourage students to 
study abroad to get ahead. The 
English language is very impor- 
tant, every good job requires 
English,” Weitzel said. 

Fer another, studying aboard 
is a dream come true. 

“Tm very interested in Amer- 
ican culture. Since I was a 
child, I knew that I wanted to 
study abroad in America... this 
experience is very important to 
me,” Lee said. 

Another deciding factor for 
their study abroad experience 
was their family support. Most 
of their families were -excited 
about this once in-a-lifetime op- 
portunity. 

Diamond’s parents didn’t ap- 
prove of it at first but, later 
warmed up to the idea. 

“At first my parents were

mond said. : 
When asked why they decid- 
ed to come to Westminster, 
each gave slightly different an- 
swers. Each person noted that 
Westminster. was a part of their 
college’s partnership exchange 
program. The partnership pro- 
gram provided them financial 
aid for travel and schooling 
here. Kim, Lee and Pigulla said 
that they found the school Web 
site and course offerings appeal- 


ing. 

Weitzel based his decision of 
coming to Westminster on the 
advice of a friend who studied 
and played soccer at the Indi- 
ana University of Pennyslvania. 
His friend was approached by 
Westminster to play soccer, but 
recommended Weitzel instead.

Net rejects 
PETA ad 


PITTSBURGH - Fox Sports 
Net in Pittsburgh won't be run- 
ning a racy ad produced by the 
People for Ethical Treatment of 
Animals, which argues that eat- 
ing meat clogs arteries leading 
to the heart, as well as other or- 
gans. 

Dwight McCune, the net- 
work’s general sales manager, 
said the network debated about 
a week before rejecting what 
PETA calls its “Impotence Ad.” 
The ad was to have debuted 
Tuesday during Pittsburgh 
Sports Tonight, a 30-minute lo- 
cal sports highlight show, that 
runs every night but Thursdays 
at 10 p.m. 

In the ad, which mimics a 
pormographic movie, two scanti- 
ly clad women try to seduce a 
meat-eating pizza deliveryman 
who brings them a pizza with 
“extra sausage.” They have bet- 
ter luck with a vegetarian deliv- 
ery boy who brings them a piz- 

- za topped with zucchini. 

PETA said CBS turned down 
$2 million to run the same ad 
during Super Bowl XXXVIIIL, 
and that stations in New York, 
Boston, Denver and Philadel- 
phia have also rejected it. Deci- 
sions made by other networks 
weren't a factor in Fox Sports 
Net’s decision, McCune said. 

“Eating meat supports cruel 
ty to animals and makes meat- 
eaters fat and unattractive in 
the short term and leads to im- 
potence and heart disease in 
the long term _ both of which 
are serious turnoffs,” said 
Bruce Friedrich, the group’s di 
rector of vegan campaigns.

Storm clouds filled the Pitts- 
burgh sky yesterday as people 
filed into Wiegand Gymnasium 
‘at Carnegie Mellon University. 
A crowd of more than 1,200 stu- 
dents, faculty and citizens wait- 
ed anxiously but politely as sev- 
eral speakers primed the crowd 
for what was to come. 

After a short intermission 
and a brief introduction, Con- 
gressman Mike Doyle, D-Pa., 
climbed the small platform in 
the midst of the crowd, held 
the microphone to his mouth, 
and introduced the guests of 
honor: Sept. 11, 2001, widow 
Kristen Breitweiser and vice- 
presidential candidate John Ed- 
wards. 

“When John [Kerry] is 
swom in as president, we will 
immediately implement all the 
reforms recommended by thé 
9-11 Commission,” Edwards

said, triggering one of many 
rounds of applause. 

“John [Kerry] and I strongly 
supported the 911 Commis 
sion,” said the Democratic sena- 
tor from North Carolina, adding 
that President George W. Bush 
and Vice President Dick Ch- 
eney opposed the creation of 
the commission. 

“Apparently, there are 
120,000 hours of surveillance 
tapes ... not been translated,” 
Edwards said. “We do not 
know what information is on 
there because of [Bush’s] ad- 
ministration.” 

Members of the Republican 
Party, however, have. blamed 
Kerry for voting to cut funding 
to intelligence and, consequent- 
ly, allowing intelligence failures. 

GOP Chairman Ed Gillespie 
pointed specifically to a $1.5 bil 
lion cut inthe intelligence bud- 
get, which Kerry voted for in 
1995. 

At one point, Edwards decid- 
ed to turn the spotlight over to 


Breitweiser, whose husband, 
Ron, was killed in the terrorist 
attack on the World Trade Cen- 
ters second tower, which was 
hit by a hijacked airplane on 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

Ron, a senior vice president 
for Fiduciary Trust Company 
International, was 39 years old. 

“I didn’t understand how we 
spent billions of dollars on de 
fense, and 19 hijackers brought 
our great nation to its knees,” 
Breitweiser said. Her questions 
led her to lobby for a commis- 
sion to investigate the attacks, 
as well as the problems that led 
to the attacks. 

“It was a fight,” Breitweiser 
said, recalling that she spent 
her own money and invested 
time in meetings at the White 
House. She added that she nev- 
er met with the president. 

“What we received back was 
nothing but a battle,” Breitweis- 
er said. “President Bush op- 
bowel the creation of the pan- 
e ” 


In May, 2002, members of 
the Bush administration said 
that they had opposed the pan- 
el because they believed Senate 
intelligence committees should 
investigate the matter. Bre 
itweiser’s proposals called for 
an independent panel, which 
Bush eventually supported. 

“One of the things the 911 
Commission report found in its 
hearing was that there was no 
connection between Iraq and 
{[Sept. 11, 2001],” Breitweiser 
said. 

‘According to NewsMax 
Magazine, however, Bush said 
the 9-11 Commission found evi- 
dence of communication be 
tween Iraq and AlQaida that 
preceded Sept. 11, 2001, but 
that there was no working rela- 
tionship. 

Both sets of candidates agree 
that the United . States ' faces 
many threats from the world. 

“Iran has moved forward 
with their nuclear weapons pro- 
gram, and it’s an extraordinary 


“tisk to the stability of the re 
gion,” Edwards said. “You don’t 
hear George Bush talk about it, 
because [his administration 
has] not taken the steps neces- 
sary to confront those threats.” 

“(The Bush administration] 
told us about a year ago that 
the price of oil, at this point, 
would be $27 a barrel,” Ed 
wards said. 

On Monday, the price of oil 
reached $50.47 per barrel, be- 
fore closing at $49.64. Histor+ 
cally, the price has never been 
more than $50 per barrel. 

“We need to reduce our de 
pendence on foreign oil,” Ed- 
wards said. 

In an interview with Judy 
Woodruff in February, John 
Kerry said he is in favor of 
more drilling projects in Alaska, 
but not in the Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge. ANWR _ has 
been a point of contention be- 
tween environmentalists and 
the Bush administration. 


Eight claiming abuse sue Pittsburgh diocese; one suit filed in Allentown 


PITTSBURGH - Eight people 
who claim they were sexually 
abused by Roman Catholic 
priests sued the Pittsburgh Dio- 
cese on Wednesday. 

The people, who ranged in 
age from 8 to 15 when the ak 
leged abuse began, filed civil 
suits in Allegheny County Com- 
mon Pleas Court against the 
diocese, Bishop Donald Wuerl 
and Philadelphia’s former arch- 
bishop, Cardinal Anthony 
Bevilacqua. The alleged 
abusers are not named in the 
suits because the statute of lim- 
itations to file such claims 


against them have expired. 

Lawyers representing the vic- 
tims said the diocese protected 
and reassigned priests that 
were involved in abusing chil 
dren. 

Alan Perer, an attorney rep- 
resenting the alleged victims, 
said the new cases brings the 


number of lawsuits against the* 


diocese regarding priest abuse 
to 33. All those suits were still

The party held a rally Sun- 
day afternoon in Posvar Hall, 
where more than 40 people 
showed up to listen, support 
and question libertarians from 
all over the nation. 

“It’s about knowing that 
there’s not just two options,” 


says Pitt student Candace Bray-. 


field. 

“It's voting for your values, 
voting for your principles.” 

Pitt student Mike Devinney 
and a group of friends who at- 
tended the rally met after the 
meeting with hopes of starting 
a Libertarian club on campus. 

“We basically want to have 
discussions. We want to discuss 
the Libertarian principles with 
each other and form a club 
based on this,” Devinney said. 

The Libertarian Party is so- 
cially liberal and economically 
conservative, according to Lib- 

ertarian Presidential Candidate 
Mike Badnarik’s personal assis- 
tant, Jon Airheart. 

“The truth is the truth, and 
we're not afraid to say it,” Air- 
heart said. “We believe: that 
government involvement needs 
to end.” 

The Badnarik campaign has 
been traveling the nation, visit- 
ing between 10 and 15 universt 
ties in the last couple of weeks. 
-Badnarik, who was detained in 
Florida by Hurricane Jeanne, 
did not make it to Sunday’s ral- 
ly. eee 

“Young people get it,” Air- 
heart said. “Because you leave 
a nice house with great food 
and a loving mom and you go 
to, what, a studio apartment 
with a rusted Volkswagen’ in 
the driveway [and] a mini 
fridge with leftover bologna? 

. Why would you do that?” 


“The answer is liberty,” he 
added. “You love Mom and 
Dad, but it’s time to make deci- 
sions for yourself. Does the 
government love you more than 
Mom and Dad? The republi 
cans want to be your daddy, 
and the democrats want to be 
your mommy.” 

The Libertarian Party’s first 
concern relating to college stu- 
dents is the draft. According to 
Badnarik, the democrats and 
the republicans both want to re- 
store the draft. 

“My personal view on it is 


, that if people are not volunteer- 


ing for the military, then they 
are not supporting the war that 
is going on,” Badnarik said in 
an interview conducted over the 
phone. 

Airheart elaborated on their 
view of the draft. 

“We're the only candidate 
that thinks that the draft is/ vol 
untary servitude,” he said. “The 
government works for us, not 
the other way around. 

“If there’s not enough people 
signing up to fight the war, 
then maybe, just maybe, we 
shouldn't be there,” he contin- 
ued. 

“That's our way of saying 


that we don’t want to be there.”’ 


According to Airheart, . the 
war in Iraq was a mistake that 
should be remedied quickly. 

“We have an obligation to 
leave. We should've never been 
there in the first place, and we 
need to get out,” Airheart said. 

“We will tell our military ad- 
visers that we need to get our 
soldiers out as safely and as 
quickly as possible. It shouldn't 
take more than three months.” 

Badnarik also shared _ his 
views on Social Security. 

“We have to choose between 
letting the elderly starve or fore- 
ing the young people to pay 
into something that theyll nev- 
er get anything out of,” he said. 

“I always tell people that by 
the time college students are e+ 
igible, they will have pushed 
the age back to 120 until 
they're eligible, and the only 
benefit will 


be a .free cell: 


phone,” Badnarik says. “We 
need to let the young people 


out of Social Security and offer | 


a privatized system.” 

“We're not just taking it 
away; we're just taking it out of 
the hands of the government,” 
he added. “Then, for the elder- 
ly, if we get rid of the Depart- 
ment of Education, the [Food 
and Drug Administration], the 
{Environmental Protection 
Agency], then well have the 
imoney to spend on the elderly 
people today.” 

He also hopes to privatize 
health care. 

“If you privatize it, then the 


. quality of service goes up and 


the cost goes down,” Badnarik 
said. 

“We need to get rid of all 
these insurance companies. If 
we get rid of government jobs, 
then we'll push all that money 
back into your pockets.” 

When discussing the govern- 
ment, Airheart sounded some- 
thing like a republican, but 
more extreme. 

“We want to move the power 
back to the people. We first 
want to move it back to the 
states and then, ultimately, to 
the people,” Airheart said. 

“We think that things get 
done on a local level more effi- 
ciently.” 

“The government gives peo- 
ple the false sense of security,” 
Airheart added. 

Badnarik, a 50-year-old who 
lives in Texas, said he enjoys 
scuba diving, sky diving and 
studying the Constitution. 

According to Airheart, Bad- 
narik’s goal this election is to 
make it to the presidential de 
bates. 

“A debate between [George 
W.] Bush and [John] Kerry is 
like a Broadway play: scripted 
questions and answers. You got 
to make a pot of coffee if you're 
going to stay up and watch it,” 
Airheart said, explaining . that 
Badnarik talks from the heart,

front of him. 


lawsuits against the diocese in- . 


volve priests removed from the 
ministry or who have died. 

“To (the diocese’s) knowt 
edge and under the leadership 
of. Bishop Wuerl, there is no 
priest serving in ministry today 
in the diocese against whom 
there is a substantiated allega- 
tion of sexual misconduct with 
a minor,” the diocese stated. 

“Today's filing is ‘nothing 
more than another step in a 
publicity campaign by these at- 
torneys to gain notoriety for liti- 
gation regarding a conspiracy 
that never existed.” 


On Tuesday, another lawsuit 
was filed in Berks County 
Court against the Allentown 
Diocese. 

In that suit, Diana L. Vo} 
tasek, 30, of Blandon, claims 
she was sexually abused by the 
Rev. James Gaffney while at- 
tending Reading Central 
Catholic High School, where he 
was vice principal and discipli- 
narian.The abuse began in 1990 
and continued for two years, 
the lawsuit contends. 

Gaffney is accused in the suit 
but is not named as a defendant 
because the two-year. statute of 


limitations for sexual abuse 
claims has expired. He is the 
11th diocesan priest accused of 
abuse in 13 lawsuits filed in 
Lehigh, Berks and Schuylkill 
counties since January. 

The defendants are the dio 
cese, Bishop Edward Cullen, re- 
tired Bishop Thomas J. Welsh 
and the high school. The 
school referred questions to the 
diocese, which issues a state 
ment denying culpability and 
noting that an investigation two 
years ago by district attorneys 
in five counties revealed no 
prosecutable. cases.

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North Korean refugees attempt to find 
asylum at Canadian Embassy in Bejing

BEING. - Forty-four men, 
women and children using lad- 
ders clambered over a spiked 
fence around the Canadian Em- 
bassy on Wednesday in what 
appeared to be the biggest re- 
cent bid for asylum by North 
Koreans. One other man was 
stopped by police. 

The group, which reportedly 
included two former political 
prisoners, was an embarrassing 
reminder of the dismal -condi- 
tions in North Korea, whose 
isolationist, Stalinist dictatorship 
is officially China’s ally. 

There was no immediate in- 
dication whether the incident 


. might hinder Chinese diplomat- 


ic efforts to persuade North Ko- 
rea to attend a new round of 
six-nation talks on Washington’s 
demand that the North up its 
nuclear weapons program. Chi- 
na is obligated by treaty to send 
home fleeing North Koreans, 
but hasn’t done so in cases that 
become public. 

Tens of thousands of North 
Koreans fleeing famine and re 
pression at home live in hiding 
in China’s northeast. Hundreds 
have been allowed to leave for 


Ss 
rah 
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South Korea over the past three 
years after gaining refuge by 
dashing into embassies and oth- 
er foreign offices in China. 

Canadian officials said they 
couldn’t provide any details on 
the embassy invaders. 

“We are in the process of 
speaking to them to determine 
who they are and what they ex- 
pect of us,” Ambassador Joseph 


Caron told reporters outside his ° 


embassy’s gate. “It would ap- 
pear there were some North 


. Koreans in the group.” 


The group was made up of 
five families and included an es- 
capee from a North Korean 
prison and a woman who had 
been a political prisoner, the 
South Korean newspaper 
Chosun Ilbo reported on its 
Web site. It said a 66-year-old 
woman in the group had es 
caped once before from the 
North in 1997 but was caught 
and sent home. 

Asylum bids have become 
common in Beijing despite Chi 
nese government efforts to 
block them by erecting barriers 
of barbed wire in the capital's 
embassy districts and posting 
extra guards, sometimes armed 
with machine guns. Earlier this 
month, 29 people claiming to 
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be North Koreans forced their 
way through a fence into a 
Japanese school in Beijing. — 

Chinese leaders have reject- 
ed appeals a Kas North Kore- 
ans living in China as refugees, 
saying they. are economic mi 
grants. But most North Korean 
asylum-seekers who get into an 
embassy are allowed to leave 
for South Korea after a few 
days, following interviews to 
confirm their identities. 

Caron said two groups of 
North Koreans entered Cana- 
da’s embassy two years ago. At 
least two of them were eventu- 
ally taken to South Korea, he 
said. 

Last year, a total of 1,285 
North Koreans reached South 
Korea by various routes, up 
from 1,140 in 2002. 

A Chinese police officer out- 
side the Canadian Embassy 
said he saw the group run 
across a street carrying three 
metal ladders, place them 
against the fence and climb 
over. 

Caron said he couldn't con-. 
firm whether anyone was de 
tained, but he said a few people 
were injured. He did. not pro- 
vide any details.

hood of 160 meals if [they] eat 
every meal at the dining room.” 

Though this is fewer than 
the number of meals: the 195 
block plan had provided, stu- 
dents can potentially get meals 
for cheaper than the $6 or 
$6.50 they pay at the dining hall 
over at Orchard Street. 

“The students want flexibili- 
ty,” Shelenberger said, “but the 
flexibility and freedom has a 
price.” . 

The new plan not only per- 
mits students to spend dollar 


amounts rather than block 


amounts at Orchard Street, but 
also allows all remaining dine 
dollars to “roll over” into next 
semester, something that never 
occurred before with block 


_ plans. 


According to Creveling, the 
meal plan changes went 
through several key individuals 
before being instituted. They 
began based off input from stu- 
dents and the Food Advisory 
board on the SGA. 

Shelenberger and Creveling 
also added their input in piec- 
ing together the plan, and then 
the new plan was presented to 
the Vice President of Finance 
and Management Services, for- 
merly Bill Birkhead. 

The President and his staff 
also looked at and approved the 
new plan. 

Some students are also con- 
cerned about a dining facilities 
fee that everybody on the meal 
plans has paid. 

“No matter what meal plan 
you've got, $500 of it still goes 
to the TUB,” sophomore Jason 
Mitchell said. 

The $500 fee, according to 
Creveling, goes toward heat, 
electric, maintenance and other 
costs involved with running the 


dining facilities on campus. 

Mitchell, who initially liked 
the idea of dine dollar meal 
plans, is now less enthusiastic. 
“The portions really aren’t that 
big, and you have to spend 
estid money just to be full,” he 
said. 


Sophomore Derek Ferrier is- 
n't sure whether or not he ap- 
proves of the changes yet. 

“Seven-hundred dollars does- 
n't. mean much to me now,” 
Ferrier said. “But after this se- 
mester I'll be able to manage 
better and figure out what that 
really means.” 

Shelenberger also expressed 
the concern that students 
would run down their dine dol 
lars too quickly. 

“Our fear will be the stu- 
dents will consume all their dol 
lars at the beginning of the se 
reid and be short at the 
end.” 


“What we'll do is we will re- 
view how the meal plan works 
this year and see what changes 
need to be made,” said Crevel 
ing, who helps develop the 
meal plan for Westminster stu- 
dents each year. 


“Because what we may find 
is 1000 dine dollars isn't 
enough, that we need to offer 
bigger plans for some stu- 
dents.” 


Shelenberger advocates that 
students use their dollars re 
sponsibly and efficiently. 

“Take advantage of specials,” 
he said. “[Students can] have 
several small meals rather than 
loading up their tray, try to 
make their dollars stretch.” 

Students who still have con- 
cerns or questions about the 
new meal plan are encouraged 
to speak with Creveling. 

“The big thing is, if you have 
questions, please don’t hesitate 
to ask me.”

Firemen’s auction a success

For one day only, the New 
Wilmington Volunteer Fire De- 
partment had a scent that was 
not associated with a charred, 
burning smell, but rather with a 
smell of cold ice cream, sizzling 
sausages and Amish-kneaded 
doughnuts. 

It was the annual firemen’s 
auction and flea market held on 
Saturday, Sept. 25, marking the 

anniversary of one of New 
Wilmington’s fondest traditions. 

The citizens of New Wilm- 
ington have long since reaped 
the benefits of having one of 
the few true local volunteer fire 
departments. 

Since 1955,’ the fire hall has 
charged not a single penny, fee 
or a local tax to the community 
for its services. This capability, 
to not take from the community 
or from the Pennsylvania gov- 
ernment, is an accomplishment 
in which the firefighters take 
gleeful pride.

And then following 
with a huge grin, “And hopeful- 
ly youll never have to because 
of this Saturday.” 

And a great deal of pride 
should be felt. Gilliland had not 
slept in weeks, finally returning 
from a call at 8:30 p.m. to sit 
down with his family and to eat 
some well-earned lasagna. 
“We've put in so many hours,” 
he said. “Well, I don’t actually 
remember the last time I’ve 
slept.” 

In fact, the auction, almost as 
if by tradition, never ceases all 
year long. Gilliland says of the 
process, “Once it’s finished, 


-within the next few weeks the

- ready for the next one.” 


Carolyn Huff, wife of the auc- 
tioneer, sold costume jewelry 
and pins at the flea-market, 
which lasted from 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. “Most people are coming 
to get what they want,” she 


said. “But we don’t let anyone 
in til 9 am. It was a long line 
this morning.” 

The visitors come from far 
and wide to take advantage of 
the great steals; however, the 
firefighters all live within a two- 
mile radius of the hall. Most of 
the fire fighters are citizens 
with names that are well-known 
around New Wilmington. Many 
are direct descendents of the 
founding 12 that began the fire 
hall in 1893. 

The fire hall was originally 
called the New Wilmington 
Hose Company. “We are con- 
stantly updating, needing new 
equipment and_ technology,” 
Gilliland said. “Right now, we 
need a new fire truck to get to 
those three story buildings be- 
cause New Wilmington is grow- 


In 1955, the department 
agreed to kick off the auction 
with a new truck to provide, ac- 
cording to assistant i 
Amy Houyouse, “fire protection 
for homes that did not have hy- 
drants readily available.” 
Unfortunately, the hall need- 


ed that new tank, but it was 


short $2,000. This began the , 
traditional ongoing flea market . 


and auction in the town. 

Today, as the department 
grows, it still asks for the com- 
munity’s help, and now more 
than ever. Gary Huff, fireman 
and auctioneer, says that they 
have a serious need of “replac- 
ing the old Tanker 1154 within 
the next year at approximately 
$175,000.” 

“We just recently replaced 30 
self contained breathing air 
packs and other items, spend- 
ing $80,100,” he said. 


They need these items be- 


cause they believe in serving 
and sharing with the area. 
With the profound respect the 
community holds for its volun- 
teer firemen and with the out- 
standing popularity of the auc- 
tion each year, it is not hard to 
see why last year alone the fire 
department raised upwards of 
$76,000. 

The amount of money raised 
at last Saturday’s auction is yet 
to be determined.

Pat Tillman: A 
true American

lost a friend in Iraq last week. I 
really didn’t even know what to 
say.

One Night. The first movie 
took home the “Big Five” at the 
Oscars (Picture, Director, Ac- 
tor, Actress, & Screenplay); 
however, was watched by a rel 
atively small crowd-and unfortu- 
nately interrupted by a fire 
alarm. 


But even with the: interrup- 
tion, the ensuing event was not 
a failure, as several students 
were heard commenting. about 
how they would return every 
week if they knew the series 
was running.

Seriously though there really 
isn’t much we can tell you 
about The Forgotten plot-wise. 
Like most movies in the sus- 
pense/horror genre, knowing 
too much about the plot to The 
Forgotten will obviously ruin 
the experience. The movie fol 
lows Telly Paretta (Julianne 
Moore), a woman grieving over 
the death of her son Sam some 
fourteen months ago in a plane 
crash. In therapy with Dr. Jack 
Munce (Gary Sinise), Paretta 
tries to cope but when her hus- 
band apparently tries to acceler- 
ate the healing by removing 
her son’s images from their 
house. Suddenly, Paretta is 
thrust into world of disbelief 
when her mind and even her 
child’s existence is called into 
question. On the run trying to 
prove her sanity, Paretta joins 
up with another slowly remem- 
bering parent Ash Correll (Do- 
minic West) in hopes of finding 
the truth about their forgotten 
Cc : 
What follows is a story that 
is incredibly startling at points. 
There are moments in the 
movie that hit you so hard that 
it would be impossible not to 
jump. Other portions of the 
movie are so suspense- 
ful, driven by a score that does 
its job well enough. Still other 
times the movie seems slightly 
boring, especially during the cli- 
max of the film, by far its weak- 
est point. 

We suppose though this flip- 
flop in success with story is re- 
ally the whole discussion sur- 
rounding The Forgotten. When 
it comes to characters, some 
are witty and smart and easy to 
identify with, most notably the 
way-too-short performance by

Alfre Woodard as Det. Anne 
Pope. For every character like 
Pope though we get a flat out 
pointless character like Sinise’s 
Dr. Munce. 

The acting is also unpre 
dictable with highs and lows all 
over the place. First of all, the 
great Julianne Moore pulls in a 
performance which clearly isn’t 
her best. However, with what 
she has to work with, she is 
very convincing. This clearly 
can’t touch her astounding 
work in Far from Heaven, but 
who really cares. (If you haven't 
seen Far from, Heaven, you 
must, enough said) Dominic 
West and, one of the most un- 
derused actresses today, Alfred 
Woodard are also very strong.

that is central to the plot is 
frighteningly real and provides 
for many of the jumps in the 
audience. Then the climax fea- 
tures some image-altering ef- 
fects that are silly when they 
should be scary. It's moments 
like those that make movie 
buffs despise CGI and yearn for 
the days when a make-up artist 
could do the trick beautifully. 


For the most part this movie 
is twothirds good. The first 
two-thirds to be exact. All of the 
best features are seen during 
the beginning. What is set up 
so well at the start falls almost 
completely apart by the end of 
the movie. There is enough to 
be desired about this movie 
that seeing it will certainly not 
be a waste of your time. It’s not 
worth breaking your neck try- 
ing to make it to the theater 
however. If there is nothing 
else and you're looking for an 
at least mildly entertaining 
movie, The Forgotten should 
work for you. But with a strong 
Oscar season and some pretty 
impressive looking animation 
films coming out (we know 
those are what you're really dy- 
ing to see!) don’t expect The 
Forgotten to be in theaters too 
much longer.

The presidential debates: 


kicked off at the University of 
Miami on Thursday, Sept. 30. 
President George W. Bush and 
Senator John Kerry were both 
asked critical questions about 
our nation’s future during the 
90-minute event.

Turnitin.com checks papers. 


against three different databas- 
es including internet access, 
millions of published works, 
and millions of students papers 


that have already been included 
in the site. 
“This is a huge policy 


change for the campus with a 
lot of pros and cons,” Dr. 
Patrick Krantz of the education 
department said. 

This system should help pro- 
fessors grade papers a_ lot 
faster. If a professor thinks a

work, they cannot accuse a stu- 
dent without proof. 

This system makes it more 
accessible for them. 

One con would be the pun- 
ishment for plagiarism is much 
greater than ever before. A 
second offense could equal ex- 
pulsion from the school.

: prisons anywhere in the United 
: States. Our parent company, 


Sodexho Alliance provides sup- 
port services only to govern- 
ment-owned and operated cor- 
rectional facilities in nine 


: countries. These services can 


include food service, rehabilita- 
tion, security, healthcare, main- 
tenance, and housekeeping. 
Sodexho subsidiaries have been 
widely praised for its positive 
work within the corrections in- 
dustry. 

Sodexho Alliance has no cur- 
rent connection to CCA. 
Sodexho once owned a small 
number of shares (approximate- 
ly 10%) in Corrections Corpora- 
tion of America, but sold its 
shares in June 2001 because we 
believed that the stock owner- 
ship conflicted with our compa- 
ny’s core mission and values. 
Sodexho will not have any in- 
volvement in the corrections 
business in countries that have 
the death penalty (such as the 
United States). 

Sodexho Alliance provides 
services in about 100 prisons 
worldwide.

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U.S. inspector finds no evidence Saddam made weapons after 1991

WASHINGTON - Contradict-

1,000 American lives, the top 
U.S. arms. inspector said 
Wednesday he found no evi 


‘dence that Iraq produced 


weapons of mass destruction af 
ter 1991. He also concluded 


‘that Saddam Hussein’s ability to 


develop such weapons had 
dimmed _ not grown _ during a 
dozen years of sanctions before 
last year’s U.S.led invasion.

dam did not have chemical and 
when the 
war began and his nuclear ca- 
pabilities were deteriorating, 
not advancing, said Charles Du- 
elfer, head of the Iraq Survey 
Group. 


The findings come less than 
four weeks before an election in 
which Bush’s handling of Iraq 
is the central issue. They could 
boost Democratic candidate 
John Kerry’s contention ‘that 
Bush nished to war based on 
faulty intelligence and that Unit- 
ed Nations sanctions and 
weapons inspectors should 
have been given more time. 


But Duelfer also supports 
Bush’s argument that Saddam 
remained a threat. Interviews 
with the toppled leader and oth- 
er former Iraqi officials made 
clear that Saddam still wanted 
to pursue weapons of mass de- 
struction and hoped to revive 
his weapons program if U.N. 
sanctions were lifted. 


“What is clear is that. Sad- 
dam retained his notions of use 
of force and had experiences 
that demonstrated the utility of 
WMD,” Duelfer told Congress. 

Campaigning in Pennsylva- 
nia, Bush defended the decision 
to invade.

“There was a risk, a real 
risk, that Saddam Hussein 
would pass weapons or materi 
als or information to terrorist 
networks,” Bush said in a 
speech in Wilkes Barre, Pa. “In 
the world after Sept. 11, that 
was a risk we could not afford 
to take.” 


But Democratic vice presi 
dential candidate John Ed- 
wards, campaigning in West 
Palm Beach, Fla. said Bush 
and Vice President Dick Ch- 
eney “are in a complete state of 
denial” about the war. 


Sen. Carl Levin of Michigan, 
the top Democrat on the 
Armed Services Committee, 
said Duelfer’s findings undercut 
the administration’s argument 
for war. “We did not go to war 
because Saddam had future in- 
tentions to obtain weapons of 
mass destruction,” said Levin. 

The. report also concludes 
that the Iraqi government was 
able to manipulate a U.N.: oil 
for-food program to avoid the 
sanctions’ effects for a few 
years, acquiring billions of dol 
lars to import goods such as 
parts for missile systems. 

Duelfer also in the report ac- 
cused the former head of the 
UN. oilfor-food program of ac- 
cepting bribes in the form of 
vouchers for Iraqi oil sales from 
Saddam’s government. 


“Once the oiHor-food pro- 
gram began, it provided all kind 
of levers for him (Saddam) to 
manipulate his way out of sanc- 
tions,” Duelfer told Congress 
on Wednesday. 

He said he believed sanc- 


tions against Saddam _ even 
though they appeared to work 
in part _ were unsustainable 
long term. 

On specific points, Duelfer 
said: 


He concluded that aluminum 
tubes suspected of being used 
for enriching uranium for use 
in a nuclear bomb were likely 
destined for conventional rock- 
ets and that there is no evi 
dence Iraq sought uranium 
abroad after 1991. Both findings 
contradict claims made by 
Bush and other top administra- 
tion officials before the war. 


It is unclear what happened 
to banned weapons produced 
before 1991 that Saddam had 
declared in the 1990s to the 
United Nations but were never 
accounted for. 


For example, Saddam | de- 
clared having 550 155-millime- 
ter artillery shells with: mustard 
agents, but it’s not known what 
became of most of them. He 
said 53 “residual rounds” have 
been found and the others are 
not considered a_ significant 
threat. 

The likelihood of finding the 
stockpiles that the president 
spoke about before the war was 
“less than 5 percent.” 


The inspectors found no evr 
dence that Saddam was passing 
weapons of mass destruction 
material to terrorist groups but 
added that wasn’t a strong fo- 
cus of his report. 

Traveling in Africa, British 
Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
Bush’s main foreign in the 
war, said the report shows Sad- 
dam was “doing his best” to 
evade the U.N. sanctions. 

But the former head of the 
U.N. weapons inspection team, 
Hans Blix, said: “Had we had a 
few months more (of inspec- 
tions before the war), we would 
have been able to tell both the 
CIA and others that there were 
no weapons of mass destruction 
(at) all the sites that they had 
given to us.”

STATE COLLEGE, Pa. - An 
evangelical student group sued 
Penn State University and uni- 
versity president Graham B. 
Spanier, claiming the school’s 
policies could force the group 
to accept non-Christian or ho- 
mosexual students into leader- 
ship positions. 

A lawsuit on behalf of Disci- 
pleMakers was recorded in the 
US. District Court in Harris- 
burg on Tuesday, said Tim 
Tracey, an attorney for the Cen- 
ter for Law and Religious Free- 
dom, which is representing Dis- 
cipleMakers. 

DiscipleMakers has 40 to 60 
student members and has been 
meeting since the beginning of 
the fall semester, Tracey said. 
He said university policy re 
quires that all student groups 


“agree to abide by the school’s 


nondiscrimination policy, which 
includes religion and sexual ori- 


‘entation. 


Although Tracey said all stu-

Although Ohio State has es- 
tablished strict English-speak- 
ing requirements for interna- 
tional teaching assistants, some 
students are still complaining 
that the English spoken by the 
assistants is not as good as it 
needs to be. 

‘I feel lost in the class. 


' Sometimes I look around the 


room to see if people are as lost 
as I am,” said Jenn Ryan, a se- 
nior in psychology. 

Ryan said that her teacher’s 
poor English skills are causing 
the confusion, but she can’t 
drop the class because she 
needs it for her major. 

‘In 1986, OSU implemented a 
plan that would “ensure that 
teaching assistants who are not 
orally proficient in the English 
language (shall) attain such 
proficiency prior to providing 
classroom instruction to stu- 
dents,” as stated in “The Gradu- 
ate Student Voice.” 

Before this law, OSU had re- 
ceived many: complaints from 
students, parents and alumni, 
but “last year I only received 
four complaints,” said Susan 
Sarwark, director of OSU’s Spo- 
ken English program. 

A lot of the complaints she 
receives are because of cultural 
differences between students 
and teachers, she said. Sarwark

feel like, ‘Well we really do dis- 
criminate on the basis of reli- 
gious creed because we require 
our officers to agree to a specif- 
ic creed,” Tracey said. “Includ- 
ed in that, they believe that the 
Bible prohibits sexual conduct 
between persons of the same 
sex, so they feel like they have 
to discriminate on the basis of 
sexual orientation as well.” 

Tuesday night and Wednes- 
day morning, the university e 
mailed a statement to students 
disputing DiscipleMakers’ 
claims, saying: “Penn State has 
not intervened in the officer se- 
lection process for any student 
group in the past, and has no 
intention to do so.” 

“They are interpreting our 
policies differently than -we in- 
terpret them and different than 
we enforce them,” Penn State 
spokesman Bill Mahon said. He 
said university officials told Dis- 
cipleMakers last week that it 
would not interfere with the se- 
lection of officers.But Tracey 
said the university's assurance 
wasn't enough. He said policy 
itself should be changed. 

“The university’s response so 
far has kind of been, ‘Trust us, 
it won't be a problem, but 
they've been unwilling to make 
an expressed exemption,” 
Tracey said.

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Eighty-five nations endorse U.N. 
population agenda, rejected by Bush

UNITED NATIONS - Eighty- 
five heads of state and govern- 
ment have signed a statement 


-endorsing a U.N. plan adopted 


10 years ago to ensure every 
woman’s right to education, 
health care, and to make choic- 
es about childbearing. Presi- 
dent Bush’s administration re- 


fused to sign because the: 


statement mentions “sexual 
rights.” 

A decade after the landmark 
International Conference on 
Population and Development, 
the statement signed by more 
than 250 global leaders in all 
fields was handed Wednesday 
to Deputy Secretary-General 
Louise Frechette by media 
mogul Ted Turner, who found- 
ed and funds the United Na- 
tions Foundations. 

Frechette called. it “a brilliant 
idea” that will renew the com- 
mitment of governments and 
leaders to achieve the goals 
that 179 nations agreed to in 
Cairo 


The United States was a 
strong supporter of the Cairo 
plan of action. Former Colorado 
senator Tim Wirth, who was a 
key player in drafting the 20-

tional teaching assistant who 
would not answer students’ 
questions. 


In some cultures, students

Sarwark assures that all com- 
plaints are analyzed and, if need 
be, corrected. A prospective in- 
ternational teaching assistant 
can be certified to teach at OSU 
by doing the following: scoring 






230 (out of 300) or better on 
the Test of Spoken English or 
SPEAK test and by passing a 
mock-teaching’ test on an as- 
signment topic on their disci- 
pline. 

The teaching performance is 
viewed by a.panel of judges, 
consisting of faculty and Eng- 
lish as Second Language pro- 
fessionals, who rate the stu- 
dent’s ability to communicate in 
the classroom. The students 
are videotaped during the pre 
sentation and the tapes are filed 
for six years, in case of a com- 
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year Cairo blueprint as a top of- 
ficial on the US. delegation, 
helped spearhead the global 
statement in his current job as 
president of the U.N. Founda- 
tion. 

The statement notes that in 
1994 “the world’s governments 
and civil society committed to 
an action plan to ensure univer-

While~ progress has been 
made, the statement says the 
world is facing an exponential 
increase in HIV/AIDS, a grow- 
ing gap between rich and poor, 
persistently high death rates re- 
lated to pregnancy and child- 
birth, and inadequate access to 
family planning services. It calls 
on the international community 
to fund and implement the 
goals of the conference, known 
as the ICPD.  — 

Wirth noted that 134 million 
couples who want family plan- 
ning services don’t have access 
to them and there is an average 
of just three condoms per year 
available to men in sub-Saharan 
Africa _ “a very, very significant

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ME The United States is unable, 
however, to endorse the ‘world 
leaders’ statement on support- 
ing the ICPD,” Ryan said. “The 
statement includes the concept 
of ‘sexual rights,’ a term that 
has no agreed definition in the 
international community, goes 
beyond what was agreed to at 
Cairo 


Sexual rights were specifical- 
ly mentioned a year later, how- 
ever, in the platform of action 
adopted by over 180 countries 
including the United States. 

Bush has blocked $34 mil

Future teachers learn 
lessons at local schools

This semester, the depart- 
ment of education has 42 future 
teachers student teaching at lo- 
cal schools. 

Most of them are student 
teaching in elementary schools, 
although a few secondary edu- 
cation students are teaching 
this fall as well. 

According to Darwin Huey, 
head of the department, the ba- 
sic plan is to have elementary 
education majors student teach 
in the fall and secondary educa- 
tion minors student teach in the 


spring. 

That doesn’t always happen 
because some students gradu- 
ate early or study abroad and 
adjustments must be made. 

Although the college tries to 
prepare its. student teachers 
thoroughly, it is impossible to 
be prepared for everything that 
may occur. 

Having the students placed 
at schools within a 45 minute 
radius around the campus is 
one way to avoid problem be- 
cause’ it cuts down on an ex- 
treme drive time, but many stu- 
dent ‘teachers voice that upon 
arrival, the dynamics to these 
local schools are difficult to deal 
with. 

Ross Martin, a sixth grade 
student teacher. the semester at 
Ferrell, has already encoun- 
tered some major issues. 

“I and other teachers at Far- 
rell have encountered several 
trying acing that most will 


never see in their teaching ca- 
reer,” said Martin. “One of my 
students actually left the school 
in handcuffs, and we also had.a 
bomb threat recently.” 

Erica McCullough is also 
student teaching at Ferrell in a 
fourth grade classroom. 

“There were police checking 
all the students as they entered 
the school,” said McCullough. 
“They checked them all with 
metal detectors, and some of 
the little kids cried because 
they were scared.” 

McCullough also pointed out 
that students at Ferrell are not 
bad kids, but it is a rough 
neighborhood. 

“They have to' be disciplined 
a lot, but these kids are just 
striving for someone to pay at- 
tention to them.” 

Haine Middle School in 
Seneca Valley has’ provided a 
different experience for Kristen 
Forsberg, a student teacher in 


the sixth grade. 


“The students there are so 
well behaved that it is almost 
scary,” said Forsberg. 

Her, students are allowing 
her to have a positive teaching 
experience with very little disci- 
plinary action needed. 

“The only downside is that it 
is one of the schools that are 
farther away. A lot of us have 
expressed the concern that 
we'd like to help out after 
school hours with things like 
sports and music, but we just 
don’t have the time because of 
the distance we have to travel.”

Soccer teams battle PAC rivals

The men’s soccer team saw 
the best start in the program’s 
history come to a halt in Grove 
City as the Titans lost their first 
game of the season 2-0. 

The Titans are now 11-1 
overall and 4-1 in PAC play. 

The guys entered the game 
ranked sixth in the current 
NSCAA Division III Mid-At- 
lantic Region men’s soccer poll. 

After a scoreless first half 
the Titans let the game get 
away ass Grove City added two 
goals early in the second half. 

The Titans were able to out 
shoot Grove City 12-10 in the 
contest. Sophomore keeper An- 
thony Beilstein went the dis- 
tance in goal in the loss, mak- 
ing three saves. 

The Titans then looked to 
bounce back as they took on 
Washington and Jefferson Col 
lege. 


The Titans defeated Wash- : 


ington and Jefferson in their 
last meeting with a score of 2-1. 
The guys saw their record 


drop to 11-2 overall and 42 in 
PAC play. The Titans dropped 
their second game in as many 
days after an impressive 11-0 
start with a heartbreaking 2-1 
overtime loss to defending PAC 
champion Washington & Jeffer- 
son. 

The two teams battled 
through a scoreless opening 
period. The Titans then opened 
the scoring early into the sec- 


ond half, as sophomore Todd | 


Atwood posted an unassisted 
goal for a 1-0 lead. The Titans 
seemed to have things in hand

The game winning goal 
came early in the extra frame.

added a tie to its overall and 
PAC record with a 33 tie 
against Washington and Jeffer- 
son. 

The Titans are now 92-1 
overall and 4-0-1 in PAC play. 

The Titans did trail in the 
game early but came back with 
a fury of three straight goals 
for a 3-1 halftime lead. 

Freshman Brittany McKee 
opened the scoring with an 
unassisted goal ten minutes 
into the game to knot the score 
1-1. 

The ladies took the lead thir- 
ty-five seconds later on a goal 
by senior Angie DePascale as- 
sisted by sophomore Sarah 
Calderone. The Titans then 
took a 31 advantage on an 
unassisted goal by freshman 
star Scarlett Bretz late in the 
half. 

The Titans slipped a bit in 
the second half as W&J netted 
two more goals to tie the game 
at three. The Titans out shot 
the Presidents 21-17 in the con- 
test. 

Senior goalkeeper Nicole 
Drummond played strong in 
net, allowing three goals while 
making 12 saves in 110. min- 
utes of action.

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Bush takes student vote by one in campus election, faculty pushes Kerry to the win

The campus community has 
spoken in the tightest mock 
election race to date at West- 
minster. 

Senator John Kerry has se- 
cured the vote of the college by 
a 49.4 percent majority, with 
President George W. Bush fol 
lowing closely behind by 45.7 
percent. 

Green Party candidate David 
Cobb won 4 percent of the 
votes, while independent Ralph 
Nader came in dead last with 
only .9 percent of the campus 


support. 

College Democrats President 
Greg Smith, while pleased with 
Kerry's victory, was still sur- 
prised at the results. 

al honestly thought Bush 
would win.” 

The results represented 249 
campus community members. 
Students accounted for 210 of 
those votes while 39 faculty and 
staff members made their voice 
heard in the election. 

However, while Kerry won 
overall, the students and faculty 
remain divided on their deci- 
sion. 

If it were up to just the stu- 
dent body, Bush would have 
won the election. Bush won the 


students’ vote by 48.1 percent, a 
difference of only one vote. 

“If I did not vote, Bush and 
Kerry would have been tied,” 
Jessica Rummel, president of 
the Collége Republicans, said. 
“This goes to show you what a 
difference one vote can make.” 


Students have several rea- 


sons to vote in this year’s elec- 
tion. Senior Ben Libert support- 
ed the majority vote’ for Kerry 


. for family reasons. 


“My mom has: been laid off 
for a year. Four more years of 
Bush won't be getting my mom 
a job anytime soon.” 

Senior Nicole Patterson 
weighs personal values over 
economic issues. 


“One of the main issues for 
me is faith and abortion,” she 
said. “How the candidates per- 
ceive those issues is how I look 
at the election. Also, just the 
way they present themselves. 
Bush is more genuine with the 
stuff he says than Kerry is and 
that means a lot to me.” 

Not all students are so cer- 
tain on which candidate they 
support. Sophomore Jess 
Limpert admits that she didn’t 
vote in the mock election.

Web redesign 
provokes stir

The traditional blue and 
white of the Westminster Web 
site were replaced this month 
by a rainbow of Crayola-bright 
colors. This new design is part 
of the college’s new marketing 


_ concept, which has been imple- 
mented on publications and. 


brochures as well as online. 

The job was done by 
Carnegie Communications, a 
marketing firm based in New 
York City, who created what 
they call “a set of marketing 
materials that very actually de 
pict the unique personality of 
Westminster while capitalizing 
on the factors that really moti- 
vate students as they go 
through the college selection 
process.” 

According to senior public 
relations director Mark 
Meighen, various marketing 
concepts were tested on high 
school juniors, because they 
compose the audience of 


prospective students that the 
college must reach. . 

“Carnegie conducted its own 
research on more than 1,000 
prospective: students to test de 
sign concepts and also to test 





whether our current marketing 
strategies were resonating with 
the target audience,” Meighen 
said. 

Interviews are also held with 
a sampling of Westminster vet- 
eran faculty members and up- 
per-level students to, as 
Meighen put it, “help personal- 
ize the Westminster story.” 

“The people at Carnegie feel 
that the new marketing design 
effectively portrays the image of 
the college. 

“Westminster is such a won- 
derful school,” said Elizabeth 
Scarborough, vice president of 
Carnegie. “What we were striv- 
ing to do through the -creation 
of the new recruitment publica- 
tions was communicate what 
the college is really like. We 
wanted our materials to be ac- 


. curate and really get at the 


heart of the college and what 
makes it special.” 

While the firm feels that 
prospective students will be at- 
tracted to this change, many 
students and faculty members 
aren’t won over by the new 
marketing designs.

Crime rate drops in Pa., but 
murder rate is on the rise 


PHILADELPHIA - Crime 
rates continued to fall in Penn- 
sylvania last year, with one 
bothersome exception. 


The murder rate ticked up- . 


ward for the second time -in 
four years, giving the state 
roughly 8 percent more homi- 
cides per capita than it had in 
1999. 

Murder and non-negligent 
manslaughter claimed 651 vic- 
tims in the state in 2003, up 
from 624 a year earlier, accord- 
ing to an annual FBI crime re- 
port. 

The increase gave Pennsyl 
vania a rate of roughly 53 
killings for every 100,000 resi- 
dents, a number close to the 
national average. 

Pennsylvanians were a hair 
more likely to be murdered last 
year than a resident of New 
York or New Jersey, but slight- 


Wy less likely than someone liv- 


ing in Florida or Indiana. 
Murder rates have been 


largely unchanged in Pennsyl 
vania in recent years, staying at 


‘a level only slightly above what 


the state saw in 1999. 

Other types of crime have 
continued to slowly fall, despite 
the sluggish economy. , 

The property crime rate is 
down 9.7 percent’ since 1999, 
and the overall rate of violent 
crime has fallen by 5.4 percent 
during that period. 

The number of forcible rapes 
per 100,000 people fell from 30 
to 29 last year, but reported 
rapes still remained about 5.5 
percent higher than they were 
in 1999. 

The FBI's statistics are 
based on reports filed by police 
departments around the coun- 
try.

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Student sues district over 
policy on religious expression

LIVERPOOL, N.Y. - A fourth- 
grader claims a school district 
violated her Constitutional 
rights to free speech and equal 
protection by refusing to allow 
her to distribute "personal state- 
ment" fliers to other students 
because they carried a religious 
message. 

The lawsuit was filed Thurs- 
day in U.S. District Court 
against the Liverpool Central 
School District by Nicole Martin 
and her daughter, Michaela 
Bloodgood, a fourth-grader at 
Nate Perry Elementary School. 

"This is nothing less than 


’ viewpoint discrimination," said 


Mat Staver, an attorney and ex- 
ecutive director of Liberty Coun- 
sel, an Orlando, Fla-based con- 
servative legal group, which is 
representing Bloodgood. 

"The idea that people would 
think the district was endorsing 
Michaela's statements is simply 
absurd. Schools do not endorse 
everything they allow students 
to distribute," Staver said. 

Staver said religious speech is 
constitutionally protected even 
in the public schools. He said 
school officials had no right to 
single out Michaela's religious 
literature for disfavored treat- 
ment. 

"She has every right to ex- 


press her religious views in this 
way, and we intend to fight to 
protect her rights," Staver said. 
Liverpool Superintendent Jan 
Matousek was not 

available for comment. 

According to the 16-page 
lawsuit, beginning when her 
daughter was in third-grade, 
Martin three times tried to ob- 
tain permission from school dis- 
trict officials so that Michaela 
could pass out a homemade 
"personal statement" flier to 
other students, but was denied 
each time. The last time was in 
September. 

The flier, about the size of a 
greeting card, starts out: "Hi! 
My name is Michaela and I 
would like to tell you about my 
life and how Jesus Christ gave 
me a new one." The flier then 
mentions five ways in which Je- 
sus had come into her life. : 

Staver said Michaela never 
intended to distribute her flier 
during class time and that Mar- 
tin's requests to school officials 
indicated that her daughter 
would hand them out only dur- 
ing "non-instructional time," 
such as on the bus: before 
school, lunch, recess and after 
school. 

Or, as the lawsuit put it, a 
time when "students are free to 
talk to each other about any 
topic, including religion, draw 
pictures, pass notes, and do 
school work."

Baghdad to replace U.S. troops

The deployment came hours 
after Iraq’s most feared militant 
group released a video threat- 
ening to behead a Japanese 
captive within 48 hours unless 
Japan withdraws its troops from 
Iraq. Japan’s prime minister 
took a tough stance and reject- 


ed any troop withdrawal. 


Large flatbed trucks were 
seen carrying armored British 
vehicles up a road through 
Iraq’s southern desert as the re- 
deployment began for the near- 
ly 800 Scottish soldiers of the 
First Battalion, Black Watch, 
headquartered in Basra. 

“We can confirm that there 
is some movement,” said 
British military spokesman Maj. 


' Charlie Mayo. He gave no 


specifics on troop numbers, cit- 
ing security concerns. 

British officials have been 
vague on the precise destina- 
tion, though the troops are ex- 
pected to deploy in an area just 
south of Baghdad. 

Some media reports indicat- 
ed the Black Watch would be 
sent to Iskandariyah, a town 
that sees frequent violence be- 


Palestine.

British troops in Iraq begin deployment north to replace 
USS. forces; militants threaten to behead Japanese hostage 


tween the capital and the city of

The soldiers’ families ex- 
pressed worries Wednesday 
that the redeployment puts the 
troops in greater danger. 

“It wasn’t a cake walk in Bas- 
ra but it’s going to be a lot, lot 
more dangerous up there,” said 
James Buchanan, 56, from Ar- 
broath in central Scotland, who 
has two sons with the regiment 
in Iraq. “Theyre going to get 
one hell of a kicking this time,” 
he said. 

The troops are to replace 
US. forces who are expected to 
take part in offensives against 
insurgent strongholds west and 
north of the capital in an at- 
tempt to bring order to Iraq be- 
fore elections in January. 

The American military wants 
the British to assume security 
responsibility in areas close to 
Baghdad, so U.S. Marines and 
soldiers can be shifted to insur- 
gency strongholds west of the 
capital, including Fallujah. 

Prime Minister Tony: Blair’s 
decision to agree to the U.S. re- 
quest for redeployment is a po- 
litically sensitive one for the 
British leader, whose popularity 
has plummeted because of his 
support for the Iraq war. 

Britain’s 8,500 ‘troops are 
based around the southern port 
city of Basra in a relatively 
peaceful area of Iraq. Sixty-eight 
British soldiers have been 
killed in Iraq, compared with 
more than 1,000. U.S. troops. 


The political pressure mount- 
ed with last week’s kidnapping 
of British aid worker Margaret 
Hassan, who heads CARE In- 
ternational’s operations in Iraq. 

Hassan, 59, who also holds 
Iraqi and Irish citizenship, was 
kidnapped on her way to work 
in Baghdad. No group has 
claimed responsibility. 

Interim Iraqi Prime Minister 
Ayad Allawi said Tuesday that 
more extremists are massing in 
Fallujah and warned of increas- 
ing terrorist attacks to come. 

On Saturday, insurgents am- 
bushed and executed about 50 
unarmed Iraqi soldiers as they 
were heading home from a U.S. 
military training camp northeast 
of Bephdad. 

On Wednesday, a motorcy- 
cle bomber attacked a U.S. con- 
voy in central Iraq, killing one 
American soldier and wounding 
another, the U.S. military said 
in a statement. 

The name of the soldier 
killed was being withheld pend- 
ing notification of next of kin. 

In the hostage drama, a 
video of the Japanese captive 
was posted on a militant Web 
site Tuesday, and the alQaida- 
linked militant group led by Jor- 
danian-born _ militant 
Musab al-Zarqawi vowed to kill 
the hostage within 48 hours un- 
less the 500 Japanese troops in 
Iraq leave the country. 

Japanese Prime Minister Ju- 
nichiro Koizumi rejected the 
demands. 


Estimated 100,000 Iraqis may have

LONDON - A survey of 
deaths in Iraqi households esti- 
mates that as many as 100,000 
more people may have died 
throughout the country in the 
18 months since the U.S.ed in- 
vasion than would be expected 
based on the death rate before 
the war. 

There is no official figure for 
the number of Iraqis killed 
since the conflict began, but 
some non-governmental esti- 
mates range from 10,000 to 
30,000. As of Wednesday, 1,081 
U.S. servicemen had been 
killed, according to the U.S. De- 
fense Department. 

The scientists who wrote the 
report concede that the data 
they based their projections on 
were of "limited precision," be- 
cause the quality of the infor- 
mation depends on the accura- 
cy of the household interviews 
used for the study. The inter- 
viewers were Iraqi, most of 
them doctors. 

Designed and conducted by 
researchers at Johns Hopkins 
University, Columbia University 
and the AlMustansiriya Univer- 
sity in Baghdad, the study is 
being published Thursday on 
the Web site of The Lancet 
medical journal. 


The survey indicated vio- 
lence accounted for most of the 
extra deaths seen since the in- 
vasion, and airstrikes from 
coalition forces caused most of 
the violent deaths, the re 
searchers wrote in the British- 
based journal. 

"Most individuals reportedly 
killed by coalition forces were 
women and children," they 
said. 

The report was released just 
days before the U.S. presiden- 
tial election, and the lead re- 
searcher said he wanted it that 
way. The Lancet routinely pub- 
lishes papers on the Web be 
fore they appear in print, partic- 
ularly if it considers the 
findings of urgent public health 
interest. : 

Those reports then appear 
later in the print issue of the 
journal. The: journal's spokes- 
men said they were uncertain 
which print issue the Iraqi re- 
port would appear in and said it 
was too late to. make Friday's 
issue, and possibly too late for 
the Nov. 5 edition. 

Les Roberts, the lead re 
searcher from Johns Hopkins, 
said the article's timing was up 
to him. 

"I emailed it in on Sept. 30 
under the condition that it 
came out before the election," 
Roberts told The Asocciated 
Press. 'My motive in doing that

was not to skew the election. 
My motive was that if this 
came out during the campaign, 
both candidates would be 
forced to pledge to protect tly 
ian lives in Iraq. 

"I was opposed to the war 
and | still think that the war 
was a bad idea, but I think that 
our science has transcended 
our perspectives," Roberts said. 
"As an American, I am really, 
really sorry to be reporting 
this." 

Richard Peto, an expert on 
study methods who was not in- 
volved with the research, said 
the approach the scientists took 
is a reasonable one to investi- 
gate the Iraq death toll. 

However, it's possible that 
they may have zoned in on 
hotspots that might not be rep- 
resentative of the death toll 
across Iraq, said Peto, a profes- 
sor of medical statistics at Ox- 
ford University in England. ~ 

Lancet editor Richard Horton 
wrote in an editorial accompa- 
nying the survey that more 
household clusters would have 
improved the precision of the 
report, "but at an enormous 
and unacceptable risk to the 
team of interviewers." 

"This remarkable piece of

vestigators visited 33 neighbor- 
hoods spread evenly across the 
country in September, random- 
ly selecting clusters of 30 
households to sample.

Even though the sample size 
appears small, this type of sur- 
vey is considered accurate and 
acceptable by scientists and 
was used to calculate war 
deaths in Kosovo in the late 
1990s. 


However, more than a third 
of the post-invasion deaths 
were reported in one cluster of 
households in the city Fallujah, 
where fighting has been most 
intense recently. Because the 
fighting was so severe there, 
the numbers from that location 
may have exaggerated the over- 
all picture.

Steinbrenner’s business 
savvy influences a roster com- 
prised of clean-shaven, well 
groomed, well-behaved profes- 
sionals. 

The Yankees, then, with 
their smooth faces, clean pin- 
stripes, and groomed hairstyles, 
exude class and: evidence 
decades of success that stretch- 
es back to Babe Ruth, Joe 
DiMaggio, and Mickey Mantle. 

Contrarily, the Red Sox ros- 
ter represents an inner-“Animal 
House.” Ironically, it is this 
group of misfits, facing elimina- 
tion in game four of the League 
Championship Series, harkened 
the “It Ain’t Over” mantra of 
John: “Bluto” Blutarsky. 

Thus, it is the Yankees, who 
embody baseball’s standard of 
excellence, while the Red Sox 
embody baseball’s standard of 
teamwork.

Red Sox:The Curse 
of the Bambino 


You can definitely say that I 
am no kind of fan of the New 
York Yankees, but also, it is the 
same for the Red Sox. 

The first season of the 140 
game season of the American 
League began on April 24, 
1901. Boston's team was given 
the nickname "Americans" to 
differentiate them from the 
cross-town National League 
"Nationals." The owner of the 
team at the time, John Taylor, 
decided that they would wear 
white uniforms with red socks 
while playing at home, thus giv- 
ing them the name "Red Sox." 
Boston was the strongest team 
in the newly founded league, 
finishing first in six out of their 
first eighteen seasons. They ap- 
peared in five World Series be- 
tween 1901 and 1918, winning 
all five. 

In 1914, the owner of the 
Red Sox purchased a player by 
the name of George Herman 
Ruth from the minor league 
Baltimore Orioles. He went by 
the name "The Babe" or "The 
Bambino." He was brought up 
to Boston's major league team 
on July 11, 1914. That season, 
he appeared i in four games with 
a 2-1 record. The Babe had 
eighteen wins for the Red Sox 
in 1915 and 23 in 1916. Boston 
won both years! World Series. 
Many sports writers during that 
era dubbed him as the best left 
hander to ever grace the game 
of baseball. On October 9, 
1916, he pitched a fourteen in- 
ning complete game victory 
over the Brooklyn Dodgers in 
game two of the World Series. 

In 1917, The Bambino led 
the league in shutouts (nine) 
and ERA (1.75), with a 24-13 
record. Near the end of the 
season, the Red Sox were sold 
to Harry Harrison Frazee. Ros- 
ters were short handed across 
the league, since many players 
were heading off to Europe to 
wage World War I. Ruth 
helped by playing in the field 
(mostly in left) when he was 
not pitching. Despite batting in 
only 95 games, he hit the most 
home runs in the majors. He 
was on the mound for game 
one of the 1918 Fall Classic, 
where he pitched a complete 
game shut out to beat the 
Chicago Cubs 1-0. He would 
also get the win in game four 
of that series, helping the Red 
Sox defeat Chicago four games 
to two. Boston won three 
championships in The Babe's 
first four full seasons with the 
team. 

However, in 1919, the Sox 
and "The Bambino" couldn't 
agree on a contract. They set- 
tled for $10,000. Ruth and 
Frazee were not getting along 
at all. Ruth did not want to, 
pitch, yet he still hit 29 home 
runs which was more than any 
major league team combined. 
Prior to the 1920 season, Ruth 
was sold to Colonel Jacob Rup- 
pert's New York Yankees for 
$100,000, plus a loan collateral 


‘ized by Fenway Park. The rest 


is history. Prior to the sale of 
Ruth, the Red Sox were the 
kings of baseball five different 
times. However, since the sale, 
they have been shut out. While 
the Red Sox have been dor- 
mant, the Yanks have 26 times 
been crowned champions. 
Since 1918, the Sox have ap- 
peared in four fall classics and 
lost all 4 in seven games. 

This season proved that 
"The Curse" is no longer alive 


and kicking. The Red Sox beat, 


the Cardinals 30 Wednesday 
night to win the.series 4-0.

The fright flick Saw is con- 
sistent, if nothing else. 

This serial-killer tale is inane- 
ly plotted, badly written, poorly 
acted, coarsely directed, 
hideously photographed and 
clumsily edited, all these ingre- 
dients leading to a yawner of a 
surprise ending. 

To top it off, the music's bad, 


too. 

You could forgive all (well, 
not all, or even, fractionally, 
much) of the: movie's flaws if 
there were any chills or scares 
to this sordid little horror affair. 

But Saw director James Wan 
and screenwriter Leigh Whan- 
nell, who developed the story 
together, have come up with 
nothing more than an exercise 
in unpleasantry and ugliness. 

Saw is vicious to no end, 
loaded with gruesome torture 


’ devices and scenarios that Wan 


and Whannell - and the produc- 
ers they managed to con into 
backing the movie - somehow 
thought audiences would want 
to see. 

How such a cruelly empty 
and infantile movie got made is 
Mystery enough. 


More puzzling is, why Cary 
Elwes, Danny Glover and Mon- 
ica Potter would sign on as co- 
stars. The biggest question, 
though, is how Whannell got 
himself cast in a lead role oppo- 
site Elwes. 

If Whannell can act, he sure 
doesn't show it. Perhaps out of 
sympathy, the more experi- 
enced cast members don't per- 
form much better. 

Most of the movie is set in a 


_ dingy, dirty lavatory, where Dr. 


Lawrence Gordon (Elwes) and 
a whiny guy named Adam 
(Whannell) awaken to find 
themselves chained to opposite 
walls, 

Between them is the bloody 
body of a man who apparently 
died of a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. 

Turns out they're the latest 
victims of a psychopath known 
as Jigsaw, who concocts sick 
games to test the morality of 
his victims. For Lawrence, it's 
the choice of killing Adam or 
having his wife (Potter) and 
daughter slain instead. 

Crude flashbacks detail the 
killer's previous atrocities, with 
Glover, a police detective ob- 
sessed over bringing Jigsaw to 
justice. 
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Wan and Whannell admit 
one of their aims was shock val- 
ue, yet the instruments and 
stratagems of punishment they 
come up with are grotesque 
without being terribly clever. 

And while they pat them- 
selves on the back for what 
they think are macabre doo 
dads of death, they muddle up 
their silly creations with cheap 
fast-motion effects and clunky 
editing that obscures the action. 

Conversely, the shrill ex- 
changes between Lawrence and 
Adam and the interplay be 
tween Lawrence's wife and her 


tormentor are so static, they . 


seem like early table reads of 
the script, albeit with the actors 
in chains and gags. 

There are no insights into 
the motivations of serial killers, 
no perspective on the depths to 
which the human soul will sink 
to preserve itself at the expense 
of others. This movie just wal- 
lows in its own unrelenting re- 
pulsiveness. 

Unless you happen to relish 
the image of a killer using a 
stethoscope to hear. the 
changes in a little girl's heart 
rate while he holds a gun to 
her mother's head, there's no 
reason you'll want to see Saw.

During the past few weeks, 
steroids have been placed back 
into the main stream of athlet- 
ics. Ken Caminiti suffered a 
heart attack at the age of 41. 
He and Jose Canseco both ad- 
mitted to using steroids during 
their professional careers. 
Caminiti’s recent death has 
brought a lot of questions to 








the table on why someone — 


would use something that 
would possibly bring an early 
end to their life. 

Caminit’s heart attack was 


‘related to a cocaine addiction, 


but it has been said by medical 
professionals that his steroid 
use also most likely con- 
tributed. These tragic events 
can be used as an example of 
the power of steroids in the 
lives of athletes— collegiate or 
professional. 

You may ask yourself why 
someone would even want to 
use something when harmful 
side-effects almost always re 
sult. Well, it’s really quite sim- 
ple.

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From Booty Call to the Oscars: Ray is Jamie Foxx’s ticket 


The year with an un- 
fortunately overlooked Jim Car- 
rey. Then, like usual, there was 
a drought. Cruise had a chance, 
but flopped. In the upcoming 
months, it will be Neeson, Dt 
Caprio, Cheadle, Depp and Far- 
rell who the critics watch. 

But all of their work is likely 
to be a mere formality; because, 
on October 29, the Oscar for 
Best Actor was_ essentially 
handed to Jamie Foxx. Jamie 
Foxx? Yes. From Booty Call to 
In Living Color, the stand-up 
.comedian seemed like he 
would run around the dumb 
comedy circuit until he became 
more annoying than funny. 
Then, five years ago, he stood 
toe-to-toe with Al Pacino in An 
Given Sunday. Years of wo: 
have produced a performance 
so amazing, that there is little

Foxx essentially does not ex- 
ist in Ray. He becomes the leg- 
endary Ray Charles so convinc- 
ingly that it is easier to talk as if 
we watched Charles himself in- 
stead of an actor. The film cen-

comes a star until the end of 
the 1960's. More times of trou- 
ble seem to exist for Ray than 
times of happiness and these 
bad times become the focus of 
the film. ak 

Specifii movie covers 
Ray’s drug use and the effects 
the dependency had on his life. 
Furthermore the film shows the 
frequently adulterous Ray while. 
touring. 

This focus of the movie is 
where it is clear that the movie 
itself is trying to be as unbiased 
as possible. The camera rarely 
tries to make the adultery seem 
bad, and even the characters 
that get Ray on the drugs ac- 
im that it is no good for 


We see a relative open-to- 
judgment movie, with director 
Taylor Hackford ‘tending to stay 
as neutral as possible. Common 
feelings of disgust and _frustra- 
tion with a cheating, drug ad- 
dicted hero like Charles are left 
without mention by the direc- 
tor. Instead it is the characters, 
like Jeff Brown (Clifton Powell) 
who represent how the audi- 
ence is feeling about Ray's 
choices and actions. 

The trouble is, each time a 
character like Brown leaves 
rie ad life, the audience is de 

ed slightly more from Ray 
isa Toward the end of the 
film, when Brown is out of the 
picture altogether, there is little 
emotion the audience shares 
with Ray Charles at all. It is 
likely that most individuals our 
age walk into the film with an 
admiration and respect for 
Charles. This tactic to - detach 
the audience from Charles 
therefore ruins such _precon- 


ceived notions by the end of. 


the film. 
When the film ends, there is 
little retribution for Charles in 


the audience’s eyes. There is 
no mention of how this once 
legendary performer was re 
duced to Pepsi and KFC com- 
mercials, and the wonderful 
Powerball jingle. It is not 
known if Charles became a bet- 
ter man before he died this 
year. Did he reconcile with his 
wife and kids? We. do learn he 
kicks the drug habit, but what 
effect did all those years of 
drug use have on his family 
and friends? 

Ray is a biopic and thus 
forced to only comment slightly 
on the life of the performer. 
Hackford could have, however, 
lessened the emphasis on drug 
use and presented the audience 
with a slightly broader picture 
of Ray’s later life and family. 
His kids seem to not exist at all 
and his loving wife is practically 
forgotten. 

Still, Ray is a well made film 
and has more going for it than 
most other films released this 
year. The acting is amazing, 
with spectacular performances 
by all Regina King (who 

receive an Oscar 


nomination for Supporting Ac- 
tress based of the “Hit the Road 
Jack” scene a) and Ray’s 
wife Derteayeel y Kerry Wash- 


Other performances such as 
Sharon Warren, Aunjanue Ellis, 
Bokeem Woodbine and Curtis 
Armstrong (Booger from Re 
venge of f the Nerds!) provide a 
strong supporting cast. Every 
performance in the movie deliv- 
ers; resulting in quite possibly 
the best ensemble cinema has 
seen in years. 

Just as amazing as the acting 
is the use of sound in Ray. 
Every element of sound in a 
film is maximized to create the 
most emotional effect. Charles’ 
own sO are used to com- 
ment on his life, clearly reflect- 
ing his emotions at the time he 
wrote them. Sound effects are 
significant throughout, allowing 
the viewer to experience life in 
a similar way as Ray. When nei- 
ther of these is present, a beau- 
tiful score continues to tell the 
story. This is where the movie 
shines technically. 

Ray is obviously not a perfect 


person, nor is this a_ perfect 
movie. The story could have 
been tightened to provide a 
more complete and fulfilling 
presentation of his life. The end 
of the film leaves too much un- 
clear about the star-we so re 
cently mourned. 

Nonetheless, Foxx delivers 
one of cinema’s greatest perfor- 
mances and the sound will 
move you in more ways than 
imaginable. It is an experience 
that will change your views on 
Ray Charles. 

Give Ray a try, and let the 
movie speak for itself. It’s likely 
not enough to win Best Picture, 
but expect several nominations 
for the film and a new mantle 
piece for Foxx, we mean Ray, 
in this B+/A- movie.

ry lesson, the show started 
small with Craig Kilborn at the 
news desk.

This Tuesday, President R. 
Thomas Williamson called an 
al-campus meeting in Phillips 
Lecture Hall to discuss issues 
swirling round the current cok 
lege budget, construction, ad- 
missions and marketing. 

In attendance was the Plan- 
ning Budget Review Commit- 


‘tee, who sat behind the presi 


dent while he addressed the 
college’s five-year strategic 
plan, a diagram explaining the 
specific goals of the college and 
their completion dates. 

The more than hour-long 
event was packed to the edges 
by administration and faculty, 
but had a dismal turn-out from 
students. 

Discussion of the agenda’s 
issues went well with few 
bumps and glitches- those of 
which largely came from audi- 
ence questioning. ; 

The first issues Williamson 
addressed caught complaint af 
ter the president announced 
last year’s operating budget 
went $4,000 in the red. 

This year, in order to com- 
bat that deficit, the college will 
use $750,000 in reserves to cre- 
ate relative stability and in ef 
fect “not slash any of the cur- 
rent budgets.” 

Later, he added that because 
of this reserve, this year we 
may even achieve a small sur- 
plus. 

Next, Williamson focused on 
the school being audited for 
“Risk Management,” and then 


quickly moved onto long range . 


planning for the creation of 60 
beds in two new dorms. 

At present, the hope is to 
construct the dorms in the area 
south of Russell. 

“The dorms will be easily 
replicated creating a new 
quad,” said Williamson. He 
hopes to see these plans imple 
mented by Fall of ‘06. 

After going over the Strate. 
gic Plan, Mark Meighen, senior 
director, advancement. adminis- 
tration and then Dean Swartz, 
dean of admissions and enroll 
ment, presented the admissions 
and. marketing plan highlight 
ing the current recruitment de 
sign, admissions and the new 
marketing of the Web site. 

Meighen spoke about three 
recruitment programs that the 
school offers and spent an ex- 
tensive time on the-unveiling of 
their latest idea. “It’s not a

But it appeared troops did 
not find any of the at least nine 
foreigners still in kidnappers’ 
hands _ including two Ameri 
cans. “We have found hostage 
slaughterhouses in Fallujah that 
were used by these people,” 
Mohan said. But he said he did 
not know which hostages’ docu- 
ments were uncovered. 

The speed of the US. drive 
in Fallujah may indicate that 
most Sunni fighters and their 
leaders abandoned the city be 
fore the offensive and moved 
elsewhere to carry on the fight, 
USS. officers said. The most no- 
torious kidnapper, Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi, is believed to have 
fled the city.

A motley crew of protesters 
marched through Oakland last 
night, burning American flags, 
chanting for peace and stopping 
traffic at various ‘intersections. 
At least two people were arrest- 
ed, according to the Pittsburgh 
Independent Media Organiza- 
tion’s Web site. 

The protesters, who ranged 
from college students to senior 
citizens, circled part of Pitt’s 
campus during the demonstra- 
tion, which lasted for about an 
hour. ‘ 

They beat on handmade 
drums, screamed through air 
horns, carried signs and ban- 
ners displaying political mes- 
sages, and chanted for peace 
and solidarity. Many wore 
masks and scarves to conceal 
their identities. 


Iraqi troops in Fallujah, said 
fighters are still trying to es 


_cape the tight encirclement. He 


said people were seen earlier 
trying to slip away by swim- 
ming across the Euphrates Riv- 
er. 

Guerrillas accelerated attacks 
outside Fallujah in an attempt 
to open up new fronts to divert 
US-Iraqi forces, with at least 
28 people killed in violence 
across the country Wednesday 
_ including 10 people killed 
when a car bomb targeted a po- 
lice patrol in Baghdad after sun- 
set. 

Gunmen also kidnapped 
three relatives of Prime Minis- 
ter Ayad Allawi from their 
Baghdad home _ his cousin, 
Ghazi Allawi, the cousin’s wife 
and their daughter-in-law, 
Allawi’s spokesman said. A mili- 
tant group calling itself Ansar 
aLJihad claimed in a Web post- 
ing to be holding them threat- 
ened to behead them in 48 
hours unless the Fallujah siege 
is lifted. The claim’s authentici- 
ty could not be verified. 

Also, Al-Jazeera television 
broadcast a videotape Wednes- 
day with a militant group claim- 
ing to have captured 20 Iraqi 
soldiers in Fallujah. Men wear- 
ing Iraqi National Guard uni 
forms were shown with their 
backs to the camera. 

The station said a masked 
militant reading a statement on 
the tape promised not to kill 


Though the reelection of 
President George W. Bush 
seemed to be a major focus of 
the group’s anger, participants 
were, quick to point out that the 
demonstration was a bi-partisan 
affair directed at the system, 
rather than a particular political 
candidate. 

“This would be going on if 
Kerry won [the election],” said 
a protester who identified him- 
self as Sam. Draped in an 
American flag displaying corpo- 
rate logos in place of the stars, 
he said the group was trying to 
“build alternatives at the grass- 
roots level, so I no longer have 
to wear this flag.” 

“We are not here for any par- 
ties,” said a protester who iden- 
tified himself as Matt. “We are 
here to make change and make 
our voices heard.”

the prisoners shown but threat- 
ened to kill others captured in 
the future. 

In northern Iraq, authorities 
clamped a curfew on the city of 
Mosul as U.S. and Iraqi forces 
clashed with gunmen there. 
Fierce fighting also took place 
in and around Baghdad and in 
Ramadi, a Sunni stronghold 
where explosions shook the 
city as U.S. troops and gunmen 
battled near the main govern- 
ment building. One US. soldier 
was killed by a bomb north of 
the capital. 

Still, U.S. and Iraqi_ troops 
were pushing ahead in Fallujah. 
Marine commander Lt. Gen. 
John F. Sattler said insurgents 
had been reduced to “small 
pockets, blind, moving through- 
out the city. And we will contin- 
ue to hunt them down and de 
stroy them.” 

Mohan vowed to finish up- 
rooting the gunmen and point- 
ed to guerrilla slayings of Iraqi 
security forces in the past. 

“For this, the Iraqi armed 
forces don’t want revenge, but 
they want to get rid of insur- 
gents, the evil, the murderers,” 
he told a press conference 
alongside Sattler. _ 

Some fighters have sought to 
surrender, government 
spokesman Thair al-Naqeeb 
told reporters, offering an 
amnesty to those who have not 
committed “major crimes.” 

Maj. Francis Piccoli, of the 


1st Marine Expeditionary Force 
led by Sattler, said U.S. forces 
now control 70 percent of the 
city. At least 71 militants have 
been killed by early Wednes- 
day, the third day of intense ur- 
ban combat, the military said. 
As of Tuesday night, 10 US. 
troops and two members of the 
Iraqi security forces had been 
killed. Marine reports Wednes- 
day said 25 American troops 
and 16 Iraqi soldiers were 
wounded. . 

U.S. and Iraqi forces seized 
Fallujah’s city hall compound 
before dawn after a gunbattle 
with insurgents who hit a US. 
tanks with ant-armor rockets. 
Iraqi soldiers swept into a po- 
lice station in the compound 
and raised a flag above it. 

Gunmen fired on troops 
from a mosque minaret, BBC’s 
embedded correspondent Paul 
Wood reported. Marines said 
the insurgents waved a white 
flag at one stage but then 
opened fire, prompting the 
Marines to call in airstrikes, 
Wood said. 

Tank gunners opened fire on 
insurgents in a nearby five-story 
apartment building, and flames 
shot from several windows of 
the building. 

Residents reported heavy 
clashes and artillery shelling in 
the Jolan and Jumhuriya neigh- 
borhood, along the central 
highway, where witnesses said 
dead bodies lay in the streets.

Shortly before 6 p.m., the 
protesters arrived on the corner 
of Forbes Avenue and Bigelow 
Boulevard, where they paused 
briefly to chant and bur an 
American flag before marching 
toward Atwood Street. 

Many walked in the street, 
scrawling political messages on 
the asphalt and slowing rush- 
hour traffic to a near standstill, 
while others clogged the side- 
walk. 


A protester who identified 
himself as Brian was tackled 
and handcuffed by Pitt police in 
front of the Original Hotdog 
Shop, once the crowd reached 
the corner of Forbes Avenue 
and S. Bouquet Street. 

By that point, crowds of by- 


standers had gathered on the 
surrounding sidewalks to watch 
the procession and police were 
standing by, some _ holding 
leashed dogs. The passing 
scene evoked political discus- 
sion among some of those who 
watched. 

“Don’t get me wrong, I love 
Kerry,” said Pitt student Mike 
Revell, who observed the pro- 
cession of activists, “but I just 
think this protest is stupid. 
Burning stuff does not get your 
point across.” 

Some however, were in- 
spired to join the procession 

President Bush needs to lis- 
ten to all the dissenting opin- 
ions,” said Matthew Monin, a 
Pitt graduate student who de 
cided to fall in with the throng 
as it passed. 

“The country is not united,” 
he added. “[Bush] needs to 
make concessions to the voters 


Residents said they were 
running out of food in a city 
that had its electricity cut two 
days ago. 

Most insurgents likely fled 
before the assault began so 
they could fight elsewhere, off 
cers said Wednesday. Iraqi and 
U.S. commanders had been 
warning for weeks that they 
would invade Fallujah to rees- 
tablish government control. 

“That’s probably why we've 
been able to move as fast as we 
have,” said one officer from the 
Army’s 1st Cavalry Division, 
who asked not. to be named. 

About 100 men, women and 
children made their way to 
American positions in the south 
of the city and gave themselves 
up Wednesday, an officer from 
a ea 1st Cavalry Division 
said. 

Most of Fallujah’s 200,000 to 
300,000 residents are believed 
to have fled the city before the 
US. assault. Civilian casualties 
in the attack are not known, 
though U.S. commanders insist 
they are low. 

The U.S. advance in Fallujah 
was more rapid than in an of-

fensive. in April, when insur- 


gents fought a force of fewer 
than 2,000 Marines to a stand- 
still in a three-week siege. This

If reports that most gunmen 
fled the city are true, it indi 
cates that while the new offen- 
sive may cost the insurgency its 
strongest bastion, the fighters 
will seek to continue their cam- 
paign of violence elsewhere. 

In Mosul, the curfew came 
after a series of clashes includ- 
ing two attacks against Amer+ 
can military convoys, U.S. Capt. 
Angela Bownian said. A foreign 
contractor was killed in one of 
the attacks, Bowman said, with- 
out giving details. Three Iraqi 
policemen and an Iraqi National 
Guard soldier were killed, hos- 
pital and security officials said. 

In Baghdad _ where Allawi 
this week imposed a nighttime 
curfew for the first time in a 
year _ a car bomb exploded on 
a crowded street, targeting a 
police patrol in the eastern Zay- 
touna neighborhood. Ten peo- 
ple were killed and 15 others 
wounded, police officer Qahtan 
Jumaygh said. 

Six people were killed and 
four others wounded during 
clashes in Latifiyah, south of 
Baghdad.

A US. soldier was killed and 
another wounded by a roadside 
bomb north of Baghdad on 
Wednesday. The military also 
announced that a U.S. soldiers 
was killed by a gun attack ona 
patrol in Baghdad on Tuesday.

dered the crowd to disperse.

Pittsburgh residents voice concerns regarding public mass transportation, lack thereof

Herbert Jones hobbled to the 
podium during yesterday’s Port 
Authority public hearings, using 
his cane to steady himself, but 
he opened his testimony with a 
boom, giving a personal ac- 
count of how the proposed cuts 
will affect the region. 

“Here we go again,” the 
South Oakland resident said 
with a clear, angry voice. “This 
is dumb. This is stupid. We've 
had cuts in service, and now 


you tum around and do it 
again. What the devil is wrong 
with you people?” 


Jones was one of more than 
200 people who spoke at yester- 
day’s hearings, which were de- 
signed to give the Port Authori- 
ty board of directors an idea of 
the changes riders will have to 
make in response to proposed 
service cuts and fare increases. 


Representatives from Pitts- 
burgh institutions, organizations 
and schools voiced their con- 
cerns that slashed service 
schedules and routes would af- 
fect employees, students and

worshippers. 


“We can no longer be ig- 
nored in our pleas for a dedi- 
cated funding source,” said Bar-' 
bara McNees, president of the 
Greater Pittsburgh Chamber of 
Commerce. 


Her sentiments were echoed 
by other speakers, who believe 
the state legislature has not ad- 
equately provided funding for 
the survival of Port Authority’s 
transit system. 

“(The state] cannot put a

That permanent solution has 
been suggested in the form of 
Senate Bill 1162 and House Bill

“(This decision] is about our 
community, and our ability to 
participate,” Tague said from 
his power wheelchair. 

Tague also pointed out that 
fewer buses means more 


- crowded buses, making it diffi- 


cult for people with disabilities 
to board and ride them. “I am 
tired of being at bus stops and 
hearing people saying, ‘Where's 
my bus?’,” Tague said. 


Mercyhurst president under 
investigation for sexual misconduct 


ERIE, Pa. - A former state 
police investigator and a retired 
judge will investigate allegations 
that the longtime president of 
Mercyhurst College had im- 
proper sexual contact with mi 
nors. : 

Michael M. Palmisano, who 
retired as an Erie County judge 
in 1999, and Bernie Teodorski, 
who retired from the state po- 
lice in 1993, will hear accusa- 
tions that William Garvey had 
improper sexual contact with 
six men when they were mi- 
nors, mostly during the time 
Garvey was coaching basketball 
at a Roman Catholic high 


school. 

The Erie Times-News report- 
ed the allegations in October. 
Shortly after the article was 
published, Mercyhurst’s board 


of trustees called for its own in-* 


vestigation. 

The board hired Palmisano 
on Friday and he in turn called 
Teodorski because of his “crim- 
inal investigation background,” 
Palmisano said. ; 

Garvey, 68, who has been 
president at Mercyhurst since 
1980, has said he is “profoundly 
saddened and shocked” by ac- 
cusations that have been 
lodged against him. 


One of the accusers, Chuck 
Rosenthal, first raised allega- 
tions against Garvey in a June 
2002 column in the Los Ange 
les Times and in his memoir 
“Never Let Me Go.” Rosenthal 
said he was abused by Garvey 
when Garvey coached basket- 
ball for St. John the Baptist 
Catholic Church in Erie. 


Three other men said they 
were abused by Garvey while 
he was a coach. The two other 
men also told the newspaper 
Garvey paid them for sexual 
acts when they were minors in 
the mid-1980s.

Confess that the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers are playing red 
hot and are possibly the best 
team in the National Football 
League. However, I must say 
that it is a little early to be plac- 
ing them in the Super Bowl. 

Steelers’ fans don’t get upset, 
because if it were played to 
morrow, they would without a 
doubt beat just about anyone. 
The Steelers are the first team 
since the 1934 Detroit Lions to 


‘beat two unbeaten in two con- 


secutive weeks. 

The real question is, who to 
credit? The coaching or maybe 
the defense, or some seem to 
think Big Ben is the answer. 
Personally, I feel the Steelers 
are just playing as one. They 
are solid on every aspect of the 
game right’ now. The defense, 
offense, and ‘special teams are 
clicking on all cylinders. 

First, we can start with the 
offense. Ben Roethlisberger has 
been outstanding since he be 
came the starter with an injury 
to Tommy Maddox. 

The stats do not lie; he has 
completed 107 passes on 155 
attempts for 1,316 yards and 11 
touchdowns, throwing only five 
interceptions.

Just 
looking at the rushing statistics 
over the last two weeks can 
sum up the play of these guys. 

Twenty-eight is the magic 
number. The Steelers. defense 
has allowed 28 total rushing 
yards against two unbeaten 
teams. This is the lowest rush- 
ing total allowed in Steelers 
football history. 

In both games there was no 
comparison in rushing, total 
domination. The Patriots were 
out rushed 221-5 and the Ea 
gles were victim as well, 252-23.

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Spring — 
courses 
undergo 
changes

Registration ended last week 
as the majority of students 


completed scheduling for | 


spring classes, including the 
freshmen students, who were a 
greater challenge to the regis- 
trar’s office than in previous 


years. 

According to Registrar E. 
June Garner, the elimination of 
Inquiry 102 opened freshmen 
up to a new course in the 
spring semester, giving them 
three choices instead of two. 

“There were some un- 
knowns for us this year,” Gar- 
ner said. 

About three to four outside 
advisors were brought in to 
registration in order to deal 
with problems that might arise 
during the process on most 
days, explained Garner. Later 
in the week, by Thursday, that 
ue rose to between 12 and 


“It went very smoothly,” Gar- 
ner said. The advisors were 
available to help freshmen 
choose from their more limited 
class selections and also to con- 
sider opening new sections 
where it seemed necessary. 

Garner noted that, in order 
to meet demand for more class 
sections,-Dean Jesse Mann and 
several faculty chairs were 
available so that last minute 
math, Spanish, economics, soci- 
ology and biology courses 
could be opened. “On Wednes- 
day we added several sections 
because of that,” Garner said. 

Freshman William King is 
critical of the registration 
process this year. “It was slow 
and boring,” he said. On advi- 
sors, he: added, “They weren’t 
that helpful. There: was nobody 


in the philosophy department 


there.” 

However, according to fresh- 
man Daniel Milcarzyk, registra- 
tion went rather well. “I was in 
and out,” Milcarzyk said. “I re- 
ceived every class I wanted ex- 
cept for one.” 

There were also mounting 
concerns among some students 
that recent measures by the 
college to reduce the course- 
load of professors would affect 
class availability. 

Senior Laura Krutschnitt 
said that scheduling went 
smoothly, but that course avail- 
ability was an issue. “There was 
only one course to finish out 
my minor,” she _ said. 
Krutschnitt feels that the reduc- 
tion of professor’s hours affects 
the courses offered, particularly 
in fields with very few profes- 
sors to begin with. 

Garner heard these same 
concerns and looked into the 
issue. “It’s a hard thing to quan- 
tify,” she admitted. “Initially we 
had 14 fewer classes than last 
year. But we also added some 
courses.” 

In addition to this, she said 
enrollment is up, and so there 
are also more sections of many 
classes to compensate for the 
extra students. Garner does not 
feel, though, that there. is any 
significant drop in classes, over- 
all 


Garner said one reason pro- 
fessors are being given more 
lenient schedules is to encour- 
age more scholarship, which 
had in previous years been 
very difficult with the busier 
course loads.

Enacting the Titan Card pro- 
gram offcampus would give 
students the opportunity to

The college would hold the de- 
posited money and_ send 
monthly checks to the mer- 
chants based on an agreement 
outlining financial terms and 
procedures. 

“I have been eager to move 
the Titan Card off-campus for 
several years,” said Business 
Manager Don Shelenberger. 

The problem is the cost of 
installing the equipment neces- 
sary to use Titan Cards. 

Student Government Associ- 
ation President Jessica Rummel 
said the organization is consid-

ering helping with this expense 
and that a proposal is tentative- 
ly scheduled to be presented to 
all SGA members in January 
2005. The possibility of using 
old Titan Card machines that 
can no longer be used on-cam- 
pus is being discussed. 

Local merchants and stu- 
dents alike are excited about 
this possibility. Sophomore An- 
thony Beilstein likes the idea 
because “it would give us [stu 
dents] a chance to buy different 
food than what we normally. get 
at the tub or the cafeteria.” 

Dave Llewellyn, owner of 


Pizza. Joe’s, said that he would 
love to participate in the off 
campus Titan Card program. 
“‘Tve lost a lot of business since 
the college started using a new 
food service and I think using 
Titan Cards would help to bring 
students back,” Llewellyn said. 

The Titan Card program 
would not only increase student 
patronage at local’ businesses, 
but it would also create a closer 
bond between the college and 
the community. 

Bo DiMuccio, owner of 
Mugsies coffee house, said the 
program “would demonstrate a 


commitment on the part of the 
college administration to sup- 
port the community and partic- 
ularly its businesses...the Titan 
Card program could possibly 
be a very important and mean- 
ingful gesture.” 

While details regarding the 
program are only starting to be 
discussed, students and area 
merchants can expect to hear 
more about this idea as the 
year progresses. Following the 
proposal to SGA in January, a 
budget will be prepared to pre- 
sent to the college administra- 
tion.

Two days later, Anukem 
found in her mailbox an enve- 
lope with her name written or- 
nately in gothic script. She 
opened the envelope to find a 
$175 gift certificate from the 


- University Book Center, compli- 


ments of the Druids, Delta 
chapter. 

Freshman Alex Capece. re- 
ceived no telephone message 
from the Druids, but he, as 
well, was baffled when the 
same kind of envelope wound 
up in his mailbox in Towers.

Specter, a moderate GOP 
senator from Pennsylvania 
who just won election to his 
fifth term, sought the meeting 
after social conservatives op- 
posed to abortion mounted a 
campaign to deny him the job 
of guiding possible Supreme 
Court nominees, as well as 
lower court nominees, to con- 
firmation. 

“Nobody in the meeting 
was against Arlen,” Hatch told 
reporters, with Specter at his 
side. “Senator Specter handled 
himself very well and frankly, 
I'm for him, as I should be.” 

Despite picking up the cru- 
cial support Tuesday, Specter 
stopped short of declaring vic- 
tory

The press release urged The 
Pitt News to contact the award 
winners because, “we are sure 
that this gift came as a pleasant 
surprise to them.”

One lawsuit, obtained by The 
Associated Press, targets 18 in- 
dividuals and was filed in the 
US. District Court for the East- 
ern District of Missouri in St. 
Louis. 

Other lawsuits are believed 
to lave been filed in New York, 
Philadelphia and other areas 
with large concentrations of 
high-speed Internet customers. 
Such connections are required 
to download the massive movie 
files. 

The St. Louis lawsuit is 
brought against “John Doe” de- 
fendants, including four people 
who are allegedly in possession 
of one pirated film each. Some 
of the Internet addresses for 
the defendants can be traced to 
high-speed Internet connections 
made available by Charter 
Communications, a cable televi- 
sion company based in St 


The letter was signed with a 
large, capital Din red font. 

Formed at Pitt in 1920, the 
Druids’ organization was last of- 
ficially certified through the Stu- 
dent Organization Resource 
Center in 2000. When SORC re- 
quired organizations to list at 
least 10 of their members, the 
Druids became more secretive. 

According to the 1967 re 
vised constitution of the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh Delta chapter 
of the Druids, the aim of the or- 
ganization is “to recognize and 
propagate among the under- 
graduate men of the University 
of Pittsburgh those ideals of 
leadership, scholarship, service 
and character which denote the 
outstanding student.” 

The constitution names stu- 
dent leaders sought by the 
Druids, including a president of 
a fraternity, interest group or 
religious society; the editor of a 
student publication; a member 
of the Interfraternity Council; or 
a Student Government “senator 
or cabinet member.” 

The Druids were last seen 
publicly in April 2002, when 
they paraded in cloaks through 


Hillman Library and the Cathe- 
dral. Since the midnight march, 
the Druids have remained rela- 
tively quiet, with only a few 
hints of their continued secre- 
tive existence on campus. 

On sorority bid night last 


spring, a large cardboard “D” - 


sign stood in front of the 
William Pitt Union, with notes 
on the ground below addressed 
to each of the sororities. Kappa 
Delta sister Michelle Turbanic 
witnessed the Druids and 
opened the note addressed to 


Druids pulled up in a car, got 
out, set up the sign and left. 

“They were completely 
cloaked in black robes,” Tur- 
banic said. “You couldn't tell 
who they were.” 

The note congratulated the 
sororities on a successful spring 
rush and was sealed with a fan- 
cy, red “D.” The Druids re 
mained quiet after the incident 
- until Capece and Anukem 
were awarded the Cathedral 
Fountain Scholarship. 

Anukem is involved in nu- 
merous activities on campus.

It moved in that di- 
rection Tuesday when even 
conservatives on the judiciary 
panel characterized their meet- 
ing with Specter as productive. 

Outside the Capitol, about 
20 abortion opponents held a 

“pray-in” protesting the 
prospect of Specter’s becom- 
ing the panel's chairman. 

Specter, 74, stunned conser- 
vatives at a Nov. 3 postelection 
news conference when he said 
judicial nominees who would 
seek to overturn Roe v. Wade, 
the landmark 1973 Supreme 
Court case legalizing abortion, 
probably would be blocked by 
Democrats. 

“The president is well aware 
of what happened, when a 
number of his nominees were 
sent up, with the filibuster,” 
Specter said then. “And I 
would expect the president to 
be mindful of the considera- 
tions which I am mentioning.” 

Specter spent virtually all of 
Tuesday, the first day of Con- 
gress’ return after the election 
two weeks earlier, offering pri- 
vate reassurances to conserva- 
tives in hopes of quelling the 
controversy. 

Before the Judiciary Com- 
mittee meeting, he spent 90 
minutes with eight Senate par- 


ty leaders in Majority Leader 
Bill Frist’s office. 

“Arlen has done a tremen- 
dous job reaching out to sena- 
tors over the phone and in 
person,” said Frist, who only 
days earlier expressed con- 
cerns about Specter’s remark. 

Other conservatives on the 
Judiciary panel who had earli- 
er distanced themselves from 
Specter also characterized 
their meeting with him as pro- 
ductive. 

“We got our questions an- 
swered, and we had a good 
discussion,” said Sen. Jeff Ses- 
sions, R-Ala., whose own feder- 
al judgeship nomination in 


. 1986 was thwarted, in part, by 


Specter. 

But when asked if he will 
support Specter for the chair- 
manship, Sessions said, “I 
haven’t announced any deci- 
sion.” 

No Senate Republican has 
openly opposed Specter’s as- 
cension to the chairmanship, 
and several, including Sens. 
John McCain of Arizona, Gor- 
don Smith of Oregon and 
Richard Lugar of Indiana, have 
voiced support for him. 

“He’s going to be the chair- 
man, I believe,” Sen. Trent 
Lott, R-Miss., said Tuesday. “I 
think his words after.the elec- 
tion were not well-chosen and 
caused a furor, but I think that 
he’s made it clear what his 
record has been, what the 
facts are and what he wants to 
do.”

“It’s important to have that 
leadership in the Judiciary 
Committee to effectuate that 
promise,” said Allen, who 


‘chaired the National Republi- 


can Senatorial Committee dur- 
ing the past election cycle and 
was one of the leaders who 
met with Specter in Frist’s of- 
fice. 

Conservative and religious 
leaders who ‘ed the pray-in 
protest said elevating Specter 
could jeopardize their support 
of GOP senators, including 
Frist, who. are eyeing a White 
House run in 2008. 

“It is a betrayal and a slap 
in the face to millions of pro- 
life Americans who helped re- 
elect this president,” said 
Patrick Mahoney, director of 
the Christian Defense Coali- 
tion. 

“Don’t turn to us in four 
years when you want to run 
for president ... and expect us 
to contribute millions of dol 
lars.”

An 
emergency medical technician, 
he works at UPMC Presbyter- 
ian in the emergency room. He 
volunteers at student health 


teaching CPR. He is a freshman 
majoring in emergency medi- 
cine and is an associate mem- 

ber of the Delta Chi fraternity. — 

Capece had not heard of the 
Druids before’ he received his 
scholarship, either, but now he 
is very curious about the orga- 
nization. 

“T definitely want something 
else to happen now,” Capece 
said. “Tell the Druids they can 
call my cell phone.” 

SGB President Brian Kelly 
said the Druid Cathedral Foun- 
tain Scholarship is a great way 
to honor students. 

“I don’t know what the re 
quirements were, but I know 
Jennifer, and she’s an outstand- 
ing leader,” Kelly said. 

Kelly admitted that people of- 
ten ask him if he is a Druid be 
cause of his position as SGB 
president. “People: don’t believe 
me,” he said, “but I'm not.” 

Historically, Kelly said, the 
Druids have been very commu- 
nity-based and have had a posi- 
tive effect on Pitt. 

“It's definitely a good thing 
that they are back on campus,” 
Kelly said. 


Bush chooses Rice 
to act as America’s

WASHINGTON .- President 
Bush on Tuesday picked Na- 
tional Security Adviser Con- 
doleezza Rice, who once tu- 
tored him on global affairs, to 
be his top diplomat, saying her 
foreign-policy experience and 
struggle against racism unique- 
ly qualified her to be America’s 
“face to the world” as secretary 
of state. 

“In Dr. Rice, the world will 


see the strength, the grace and © 


the decency of our country,” 
Bush said. 

Rice will face major .chal 
lenges across the foreign policy 
spectrum, trying to advance 
peace between Israel and the 
Palestinians, foster democracy 
in Iraq and persuade North Ko- 
rea and Iran to step back from 
suspected nuclear-weapons pro- 
grams. 

She is considered more of a 
hard-liner than. Secretary of 
State Colin Powell, who was out 
of step with more hawkish 
members of Bush’s national se- 
curity team. 

In a Roosevelt Room an- 
nouncement, Bush made plain 
that terrorism and the Middle 
East conflict topped his list of 
foreign-policy priorities. Rice’s 
eyes welled with tears as the 
president cited her “deep, abid- 
ing belief in the value and pow- 
er of liberty, because she has 
seen freedom denied and free- 
dom reborn.” 

Bush also chose longtime 
domestic policy adviser Mar- 
garet Spellings to replace Rod 
Paige as education. secretary, 
administration officials said. 
Spellings helped shape Bush’s 
school agenda when he was 
Texas governor and again 
when he assumed the presiden- 


cy. ‘ 

Rice, who would be the first 
black woman to serve as secre- 
tary of state, was somewhat 
sheltered as a youngster in Al 
abama from the racial conflicts 
and segregation of the South. 

Her school teacher parents 
guided her into ballet, piano 
and French studies; her mother 
bought all her Girl Scout cook- 
ies so she wouldn’t have to go 
door-to-door. But when she was 
9, a bomb exploded at a Baptist 
church a few miles away, 
-killing four black girls, one of 
them a schoolmate. 

“As a girl in the segregated 
South, Dr. - Rice saw the 
promise of America violated by 
racial discrimination and by'the 


face to the world’ 


violence that comes from hate,” 
Bush said. “But she was taught 
by her mother, Angelina, and 
her father, the Rev. John Rice, 
that human dignity is the gift of 
God and that the ideals of 
America would overcome op- 
pression.” 

Rice was careful to say noth- 

ing about how she would over- 
see the State Department, its 
nearly 30,000 employees and its 
265 posts around the world. 
_ In a statement read from a - 
prepared text, she confined her 
remarks to heaping praise on 
Bush and Powell. 

“It is humbling to imagine 
succeeding my dear friend and 
mentor, Colin Powell. He is one 
of the finest public servants our 
pes has ever produced,” Rice 
Her cautious remarks reflect- 
ed the potential minefield she 
faces in Senate confirmation 
hearings, likely to come the 
second week of December. 

“I think she'll get hard /ques- 
tioning. That’s inevitable,” said 
Sen. Mitch McConnell of Ken- 
tucky, the majority whip. 

But McConnell and newly 
elected Senate Democratic 
leader Harry Reid of Nevada 
predicted Rice would win ap 


proval. 

Rice should “be confirmed 
fairly easily unless there’s 
something I don’t know,” Reid 


said. 

Sitting silently in the first 
row at Bush’s announcement 
was the president’s pick to suc- 
ceed Rice as national security 
adviser, Stephen Hadley, who 
served with Rice for four years. 

Asked whether his family 
knew long hours were in store 
for him, Hadley quipped: 
“What's different?” 

But Bush elicited a smile 
from Hadley when he said: 
“Steve is a man of wisdom and 
good judgment.” 

“He has earned my trust, 
and I look forward to his con- 
tinued vital service on my na- 
tional security team,” Bush 
said. 

National Security Council of- 
ficials said they expected no 
change in the organization’s dit 
rection, but a lower profile for 
Hadley. 

Whereas Rice has granted 

interviews to promote 
the administration’s foreign pot 
icy, Hadley is more media-shy. 

Aides describe Hadley as a 
multitasker ‘and seasoned 
Washington insider with a good 
sense of humor, even when the 
news is bad.

Lady Titans optimistic about 2004-05 season 


On paper, the situation for 
the Westminster women’s bas- 
ketball team looked somewhat 
bleak heading into last year. 
However, as the old axiom 
goes, the games aren’t played 
on paper. 

Fortunately for Westminster, 
where others saw inexperience 
and weakness, Scott and sec- 
ond-year assistant coach Katie 
Miller saw strength and oppor- 
tunity. Working with one of the 
youngest teams in the pro- 
gram’s history, Scott led the 
2003-04 Lady Titans to an over- 
all mark of 15-11, including a 7- 
3 mark and second-place regu- 
lar season finish in the PAC. 
The season culminated with the 
team earning the first postsea- 
son berth in the program’s his- 
tory, as the Lady Titans were 
selected to the ECAC Division 
Il South Region Tournament. 

While the Lady Titans 
dropped a heartbreaking 55-53 
decision at Lebanon Valley in 


the ECAC opening round, it did 
little to dampen the positive 
steps the program took during 
the season. In fact, according to 
Scott that loss, coupled with an 
identical 55-53 loss to Washing- 
ton & Jefferson in the PAC 
Tournament. semifinals, has 
provided tremendous miotiva- 
tion for the returning players in 
the Lady Titan program head- 
ing into the 2004-05 campaign. 

“To lose both of those (Sea- 
son-ending) games by ‘two 
points in identical scores, it re- 
ally left a bad taste in our 
mouths,” said Scott. “The end 
result has been the team mem- 
bers continually pushing each 
other and working hard, both 
in the off-season and in early 
practices. From last year to this 
year, they got a taste of the 
kind of team they could be 
come, so now our goal is clear: 
winning the PAC Champi- 
onship.” 

Unlike a year ago, the cup- 


board is hardly bare for the 
Lady Titans entering the 2004 
05 campaign. All five starters 
return, as well as three other 
letterwinners. In addition, Scott 
and Miller have added another 
strong freshman class with five 
newcomers. 

“The key for us this season 
will be on the defensive side, 
creating turnovers to pick up 
the tempo of the game,” Scott 
explained. “We have the ability 
and quickness to run the floor, 
while our inside-outside game 
will be critical in winning 


games. 

An experienced and talented 
four-player senior class will pro- 
vide leadership this winter, led 
by AIFPAC First Team forward 
Erica Tallo. Tallo needs less 
than 100 points to become the 
sixth 1,000-point scorer in the 
program’s history. She also cur- 
rently ranks fourth alHime in 
rebounding at the College with 
698 career caroms. 


Tallo is joined in the starting 
lineup by a pair of classmates in 
forward Mary Jane Eaton and 
point guard Alyson Gasper. 
Eaton, an AI-PAC honorable 
mention selection a year ago, 
averaged 7.9 points and was 
second on the team with 6.3 re- 
bounds per game despite stand- 
ing just 5-7. Gasper averaged 
8.0 points, a team-high 4.6 as- 
sists and a PAC-high 3.3 steals 
per game. Rounding out the se- 
nior class is forward Erin Mor- 
row, who averaged 3.8 ppg off 
the bench a year ago. 

With no juniors on the 
squad, six sophomores com- 
prise the rest of the returnees, 
led by shooting guard Desiree 
Sterling. An AIPAC Second 
Team selection who was also 
the 200304 PAC Freshman of 
the Year, Sterling was second 
on the team in scoring as a 
rookie while leading the squad 
with 28 three-pointers.

' Though the soap opera of 
Eminem’s life has been inter- 
esting enough, what’s kept us 
coming back for updates were 
his deliciously demented 
rhymes that alternated be- 
tween Howard Stern-like hu- 
mor to Howard Hugheslike 
despair. 

Now that he’s almost ap- 
proached, sanity, will we still 
be as entertained? 

The answer is as_ schizo- 
phrenic as his new album, 
“Encore.” 


Though it does provide 


some of the warped wit and ju-: 


venile humor. that’s made us 
laugh and wince over the 
years, it also features a lot of 
pondering: introspective solilo- 
quies that resemble an off- 
cadway monologue instead 
of an irreverent class clown. 
“Father please forgive me 
for I know what I do, I just 


never had the chance to meet 
you, therefore I did not know 
that I would grow to be, my 
mother’s evil seed and do 
these evil things,” he warbles 
ominously on the first track, 
“Evil Deeds,” where he once 
again complains about his ab- 
sent father, troubled childhood 
and now even more troubled 
adulthood. 

Even he seems to know the 
shtick is old, and anticipates 
the groans from the listener 
with the line “woe is me, there 
goes poor Marshall again, 
whining about his millions and 
his mansion and his sorrow 
he’s always drowning in.” 

But that doesn’t stop the 
track from coming off like an- 
other celebrity whine. 

Eminem also takes time out 
to explain the “n-word” contro- 
versy that never really threat- 
ened his career, but slightly 
tainted his street credibility. 

In “Yellow Brick Road,” 
more of a one-sided interview 
than a rap, he does manage to 
apologize, but then offers a 
litany of excuses for his 
teenage racism - being picked 
on as the only white kid in an 
all-black neighborhood, the 
black girl who dissed him, the 
militant old-school rap group 
X-Clan. 

But anyone who followed 
that whole saga already got 
that explanation in XXL maga- 
zine. : 

Why rehash it, particularly 
with surprisingly average 
rhymes? 

Then there’s the maudlin 
“Like Toy Soldiers,” in which 
Eminem agonizes over the 50 
Cent-Ja Rule beef he was 
pulled into last year. 

After spending so much 


‘time on mixtapes carving up 


Ja Rule, it seems a little 
strange to hear him now wor- 
ry about the damage it may 


have done to the rap commu- 
nity. 

And it may be a little unset- 
tling- to Eminem fans to hear 
him sound so contrite: 

“Even though the battle was 
won, | feel like we lost it, I 
spent so much energy on it, 
honestly I'm exhausted. 

After all, the old Eminem 
took delight in flipping off peo- 
ple, why is he sorry about it 
now? 

It makes you feel as if your 
favorite fighter has gotten a bit 
soft. 

That’s when the album re 
veals its split personality. 
“Mosh” is an angry attack on 
President Bush, which sounds 
a little dated postelection. But 
it is still a fierce political state- 
ment most other artists would 


be too fearful to make. 


Eminem’s obsession with 
ex-wife Kim continues, too. 
There’s. the _ self-explanatory 
rant “Puke,” but also “Crazy in 
Love,” in which he breaks 
down why he’s still obsessed 
with her. 

Even better is the mellow 
“Mockingbird,” Eminem’s love 
letter to daughter Hiailie, 
where he paints a more three- 
dimensional portrait of Kim, 
the struggling mother over- 
come by poverty, relationship 
problems and _ substance 
abuse: 

“~.. Papa was a rolling 
stone, mama developed a 
habit, it happened too fast for 
either one of us to grab it.” 

Still, the most, entertaining 
tracks on the album are the 
ones where he’s less cerebral 
and more comedic. 

Fans of “Just Lose It,” will 
be happy to know there are 


more Michael Jackson digs for - 


the Gloved One to have 
seizures over. 

There’s also the wildly silly 
“Big Weenie,” and: “.... Like 


That,” a tribute to Beyonce 
like booties that also features 
his hilarious imitation of one- 
time Eminem nemesis. Tri- 
umph the Insult Comic Dog. 

Yes, in the rap world, pup- 
pets can spark feuds too. 

It's these tracks that reveal 
why this patient has transfixed 
for so long. 

Its not the Jerry Springer- 
like content, but the flourishes 
of genius neatly disguised in 
sardonic rhymes, angry rants 
and shocking, yet thought-pro- 
voking prose. 

But those qualities seem to 
ebb the more

Rummel explains tt all: 
The conflict between Israel 
and the Palestinians 


So we all know (or at least 
we should, you politically savvy 
college student) that the US US 
has always supported the ac- 
tions and policies of Israel con- 
cerning their little problem with 
Palestinians. 


But allow me to give a brief 
history lesson on the conflict 
between Israel and Palestine, as 
well as how the United States 
got involved. After Britain relin- 
quished control of the Middle 
East in the early 1900s, it gave 
a mandate over Palestine to cre- 
ate a Jewish state. 

Britain eventually handed 
the problem over to the UN, 
which ruled in 1947 that in this 
disputed territory two states 
shall be created: one for Arabs 
and one for Jews.

Israel was created and de 
clared itself an independent na- 


tion in 1948, and guess who 
was the first to recognize it as 
such?

Egypt, 
Syria, and Jordan, the Arab 
states, were all heavily involved 
with the war against Israel. 

However, throughout the 
past 50 years, mostly through 
the negotiating powers of the 
United States, these Arab states 
have calmed their relations with 
the Jewish state. However, the 
issue of the creation of a Pales- 
tinian State has never been re- 
solved. 

When Yasser Arafat took 
over as leader of the PLO 
(Palestinian Liberation Organi- 
zation) in the 1970s, he turned 
to terrorism as a form of nego- 
tiation with Israel.

Silent protest heard

Only weeks after President 
Bush’s reelection, students and 
faculty gathered in a silent 
protest to contest current ac- 
tiofis taken by his administra- 
tion. 

Bush’s recent nomination of 
Alberto Gonzales to Attorney 
General has spurred strong 
emotional responses through- 
out the country. 

Gonzales is most well known 
for saying that parts of The 
Geneva Convention are “obso- 
lete.” He is noted saying that 
Guantanomo prisoners can be 
justifiably tortured 

“There is no such thing as 
justifiable torture,” wrote Dr. 
David Swerdlow, English pro- 
fessor, in an e-mail to the cam- 
pus community. 

His email was forwarded 
throughout the week informing 
students and faculty about a 
protest that was to be held on 
Thursday, Nov. 17. 

Swerdlow said that when 
George W. Bush was reelected 
he knew he had to do some 
thing. When he read about the 
appointment of Gonzales it be- 
came clear that this was the 
place to start. 


He organized a silent protest. ° 


He did not want people to at- 


tend because they could yell 
and scream. He wanted people 
to attend who wanted to make 
a change. 

“I wanted there to be sobri- 
ety of purpose,” Swerdlow said. 
The protest, as he saw it, was 
not held for fun, but because 
real and basic things are at 
stake. 

Though Swerdlow does not 
believe it will be difficult for 
Bush to get this nomination 
passed, he does feel that it is 
up to the people to rise up, and 
start a strong, serious move- 
ment, so that congressmen. and 
women will think twice before 
approving nominations. He also 
hopes efforts will erode Bush’s 


+ mandate notion. 


Swerdlow said politicians 
must be held “responsible to 
American values of peace, jus- 
tice, and fair play..they think 
that security is more important 
than justice. What are you se- 
curing? A lie.” 

The silent protest began in 
the student centers second 
floor and then processed out- 
side around the peace pole. 
Swerdlow thanked everyone for 
coming and explained that he 
was not trying to be a single 
leader and encouraged every- 
one to organize similar protests. 

Swerdlow spoke of his fa 
ther, who was an Army Gener- 
al. He said that if he were here

which many people died for in 


the past, are being taken away, 
and Americans are just stand- 
ing by. Swerdlow feels that you 
don’t erase these types of ideals 
in a decade. 


“When he talked, it was $0 
powerful I got goose bumps,” 
said first year, political science 
major, Jelena Gerga. 

“A lot of people had tears in 
their eyes,” said Kate Molinaro, 
also a first year political science 
major. 

About 25 people attended the 
silent demonstration. Some car- 
ried signs with names of people 
who wanted to be present, but 
were unable to attend. 


“It was nice’ to see how 
many people were willing to 
show they care, but at the same 
time disappointing how few of 
them there really were,” Deb- 
bie Sanchez, secretary of polliti- 
cal science and sociology de 
partment, said. 

Others, like Jennifer Baier, a 
junior religion major, comment- 
ed on the lack of student in- 
volvement. Less than half the 
crowd gathered was comprised 
of students. 

Nonetheless, Swerdlow 
hopes that this is the beginning 
of a movement that will contin- 
ue to grow stronger. 


Campus Center, is fond of the 
name chosen for the eating 
area within his building. “The 
Orchard Street Cafe? I don’t 
think so...It wouldn’t be my first 
choice.”

TUB, that’s what'll happen. 
There is a tradition to that 
name, that’s important. If stu- 
dents feel strongly, it’s okay to 
protest,” he said. 

The tradition is so strong 
that it is still held with high re- 


gard not only by current stu- 
dents, but by reminiscent alum- 
ni as well. 

Mary Louise Gettemy, from 
the class of 1945, looks back 
fondly on the name. 

“Tt was fun to say TUB, or to 
write home and say, I met 
John at the TUB today” said 
Gettemy. She notes that the 
administrations always called it 
the Union Building, and they 
thought it was funny that we 
called it the TUB. “The admin- 
istration still tries to stop us” 
she said. 

But the name is complicated 


by financial considerations. 
Larry Ratvasky, owner repre 
sentative, said, “The problem is- 
n't changing the sign, it’s the di- 
rectory...there are four 
directories...that's more than 
$4000.” 


But Durham contests this 
adding, “Look, changing the di 
rectory isn’t a big deal in my

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia - 
President Bush asked Canadi- 
ans on Wednesday to move be- 
yond their deep opposition to 
the Iraq war arid get behind his 
vision of democracies blooming 
from Baghdad to the West 
Bank. 

“Sometimes even the closest 
of friends disagree, and two 
years ago we disagreed about 
the course of action in Iraq,” 
Bush said, standing at the side 
of Canadian Prime Minister 
Paul Martin. 

Bush said, “there is no dis- 
agreement at all with what has 
to be done in going forward. 
We must help the Iraqi people 
secure their country and build a 
free and democratic society.” 

Bush conceded that the Unit- 
ed States can be a difficult “ele- 


phant” to live next to but deliv- 
ered a forceful defense of his 
approach to combatting terror- 
ism. 

“We must take the fight to 
them, we must be relentless 
and we must be steadfast in our 
an to protect our people,” he 
said, 

Former Canadian Prime 
Minister Jean Chretien refused 
to send Canadian troops to 
Iraq, and polls show more than 
80 percent of Canadians still 
support that decision. 

Bush’s visit to this port city 
was linked to the Sept. 11 at- 
tacks, the defining event of his 
presidency and the spark for 
his eventual decision to invade 


q. 

On the day of the terror at- 
tacks against New York and 
Washington in 2001, some 
33,000 passengers on airplanes 
bound for U.S. airports were di-

verted to Canadian provinces, 
including Nova Scotia. 

“These were places that 
many aboard had never heard 
of. They are now places that 
few of the passengers will ever 
forget,” Martin said. 

Bush offered a belated thank 
you, and used the moment to 
seek a fresh start with Canadi- 
ans. 

“For days after Sept. 11, 
Canadians came to the aid of 
men and women and children 
who were worried and con- 
fused and had nowhere to 
sleep,” the president said inside 
the Port 21 Museum, a historic 
site that was for decades a gate- 
way for immigration and troop 
movements. 

“You opened your homes 
and your churches to strangers, 
you brought food, you set up 
clinics, you arranged for calls to 
their loved ones, and you asked 


for nothing in return,” the pres- 
ident said. 

“Thank you for your kind- 
ness to America in an hour of 
need.” 

“Beyond the words of politi- 


* cians and the natural disagree- 


ments that nations will have, 
our two peoples are one family 
and always will be,” he said. 

Reminders of the disagree- 
ments were just outside. 

A couple of hundred protest 
ers chanted anti-Bush slogans 
and held signs that read, “PM 
(Prime Minister) don’t make 
deals with the devil,” “Terror- 
ists go home” and “Tanks for 
nothing.” 


Bush’s audience sat mostly 


in silence as he called on Cana- © 


dians and other allies to join 
him in “great goals,” each of 
them relating to terrorism and 
each long ingrained in Bush 
policy. 


First, he said, America and 
close friends such as Canada 
must make sure institutions 
such as the United Nations are 
“more relevant and more effec- 
tive in meeting the unique 
threats of our time.” 

Second, governments must 
throw every resource at com- 
bating terrorism and weapons 
of mass destruction, he said. 

On this point, Bush threw in 
a pitch for the missile shield his 
administration is working on. 

Later, Martin said Canada 
will not support the plan if it 
means putting weapons in 
space, but he also said he didn’t 
know exactly what Bush had in 
mind. . 

Last, the United States and 
allies can “enhance our own se- 
curity by promoting freedom 
and hope and democracy in the 
broader Middle East.” 

Bush singled out his long- 


standing goal of a new, democ- 
ratic Palestinian state coexisting 
peacefully with Israel. 

He dismissed past efforts to 


nibble at the troubles there 


with small-scale negotiations 
over borders and _ settlement 
sites. 

“This approach has~ been 
tried before without success,” 
Bush said. 

“The Palestinian people de- 
serve a peaceful government 
that truly serves their interests, 
and the Israeli people need a 
true partner in peace.” 

“Tf all parties will apply effort, 
if all nations: who are concerned 
about this issue will apply good 
will, this conflict can end and 
peace can be achieved,” he 
said. 

“And the time for that effort 
and ne eee 
is now.” 


Ukraine parliament votes to oust government

KIEV, Ukraine - Ukraine’s 


opposition scored key victories 
Wednesday in its bid to scrap a 
disputed presidential election as 
parliament voted no confidence 
in the government and Euro- 
pean-brokered talks provided 
momentum toward holding a 
new ballot. 
Opposition leader Viktor 
Yushchenko urged throngs of 
supporters to stay on the 
streets until plans for what he 
demanded _ a rerun of the 
Nov. 21 ninoff with Kremlin- 


’ backed Prime Minister Viktor 


Yanukovych _ are worked out. 
He said such a vote could be 
held as early as Dec. 19. 

But President Leonid Kuch- 
ma, who backed Yanukovych, 
instead proposed an_ entirely 
new election, which would al 
low his Russian-allied govern- 
ment to field a more attractive 
candidate as it scrambles to 
stay in power with his 10 years 


in office running out. 

European Union foreign poli- 
cy chief Javier Solana, who me- 
diated talks Wednesday be- 
tween Yuschenko and 
Yanukovych, also suggested a 
new vote but didn’t indicate 
whether it would be a repeat of 
the runoff or a new election. 
Kuchma, who earlier in the day 
called the idea of a new runoff 
“a farce,” also left the issue un- 
clear. 

The two candidates signed a 
deal to set up a group of 
lawyers to work out proposals 
for the “completion of the elec- 
tion,” a reference to drafting 
legislation for a settlement of 
the dispute. The statement also 
urged protesters to lift their 
siege of official buildings that 
have paralyzed the govern- 
ment’s work _ but Yushchenko 
urged his backers to press 
ahead with their street protests. 

“Our ranks mustn’t shrink,” 
Yushchenko told tens of thou- 
sands of his supporters who 
gathered on Kiev’s central Inde- 
pendence Square for the 11th

straight night since the election 
commission declared his rival 
the winner in a vote he says 
was stolen. “We mustn’t leave 
until we have a revote date 


firmly set.” 
Hours after the deal was 
signed, throngs of 


Yushchenko’s supporters con- 
tinued to besiege the Cabinet 
and the presidential administra- 
tion buildings, while thousands 
clad in his orange campaign 
colors crammed the central 
square under fireworks and lis- 
tened to rock bands in a rau- 
cous celebration. 

Yushchenko said he expect- 
ed the Supreme Court to deliv- 
er a ruling Thursday on his 
campaign’s appeal to invalidate 
the runoff result _ based on 
claims of widespread violations 
across Yanukovych’s eastern 
and southern strongholds.

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U of Oklahoma bans alcohol at frats, dorms 
in wake of student’s drinking death

NORMAN, Okla. - Drinking 
will be banned at University of 
Oklahoma fraternities and resi- 
dence halls under new policies 
announced Wednesday, two 
months after a 19-year-old stu- 
dent died of alcohol poisoning. 

University of Oklahoma 
President Dan Boren said the 
rules will go into effect Jan. 18 
at the start of the new semes- 
ter. Three violations will end in 
a student’s suspension for one 
semester. 

The university also will set 
up a hot line for students to re- 
port violations, and will expand 
alcohol education programs. 

Drinking is already prohibit- 
ed at sororities, 

Boren will present the poli- 


“Oh, hi. 


cies to the Board of Regents 
Monday for approval. Regents 
have been involved in creating 
the plan and support it. . 

“These policies send a 
strong signal that alcohol abuse 
will not be tolerated at the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma,” Boren 
said. 

Student Blake Hammontree 
died Sept. 30 after a Sigma Chi 
fraternity party. He had a blood- 
alcohol content more than five 
times the legal limit. The frat 
has since been shut down. 

Police are still investigating 
the death and several fraternity 
members have been subpoe- 
naed. to testify before a grand 
jury. One student, a sopho- 
more, has been charged with 
furnishing alcohol to another 
minor at the party. 

“The investigation continues 


and other charges are anticipat- 
ed,” said Cleveland County Dis- 
trict Attorney Tim Kuykendall. 


Similar recent incidents have | 


been reported at campuses, in- 
cluding Colorado. State, where 
student Samantha Spady had 
consumed as many as 40 
drinks when she was found 
dead at a fraternity house in 
September. 

Also this fall, Lynn Gordon 
Bailey Jr. died after he was tak- 
en to the mountains near the 
University of Colorado with fel- 
low Chi Psi fraternity pledges 
and told not to leave until sev- 
eral bottles of whiskey were fin- 
ished. Bradley Kemp of the 


University of Arkansas died af . 


ter downing a dozen beers and, 
friends said, possibly other

Participants in the talks em- 
phasized the need to avoid the 
use of force and said the next 
round of talks would be held af- 
ter the Supreme Court’s ruling. 

The negotiations _ shepherd- 
ed by Solana, Polish President 
Aleksander Kwasniewski and 
other European leaders _ came 
after Ukraine’s _ parliament 


passed a no-confidence mea- 
sure in Yanukovych’s govern- 
ment with 229 votes, just three 
more than necessary in 
Ukraine’s 450-seat Verkhovna 
Rada. 

A no-confidence vote auto- 
matically triggers the resigna- 
tion of the government, which 
the president must accept _ 
though he can allow it to con- 
tinue to exercise its powers for 
up to 60 days, until a new Cabi- 
net is formed. 

However, many experts 
questioned the constitutionality 
of the vote, and Yanukovych 
called it a “political move that 
contradicted the law.” He re 
fused to recognize it and said 
he would keep working. 

Observers. speculated that 
Yanukovych’s  ex-campaign 
chief Serhiy Tyhypko could be be 
Kuchma’s choice in a new elec- 
tion. Tyhypko strongly pushed 
for a new election Wednesday, 
but -wouldn’t say whether he 
would run. 

The vague phrasing of the 
compromise statement indicat- 


_ed the battle over how a new 


vote would be held was still 


raging. 

Solana told reporters that 
changes in the Ukrainian laws 
would be required to stage a 
new vote, and he appeared to 
signal his support for 
Yushchenko’s push for a runoff 
revote. 

“I think for the next election 
is very important we have both 
candidates in the vote,” he said, 
adding that it might take a 
month to set a new date. 

Yushchenko has led the op- 
position for years and was long 
seen as its candidate in a coun- 
try where millions are yearning 
for change after Kuchma’s 10- 
year rule.

NACE spokeswoman Andrea 
Koncz said that in 2005, 61.7 
percent of employers would 
hire more college graduates, 
which is an increase of about 
11 percent from last year. 

According to the survey, em- 
ployers prefer graduates with 
degrees in accounting, electri- 
cal engineering, mechanical en- 
gineering, business administra- 
tion, comptter science, 
economics and finance. 

“We gave [employers] a list 
of majors and asked them 
which majors they were plan- 
ning on hiring,” Koncz said. 

“It is not to say the others 
will not find jobs, but they seem 
to be :targeting those.” 


Koncz said that overall, em- 
ployers have more positive 
comments this year. 

“Employers, are telling us 
companies are growing, the 
economy is increasing, more 
people are retiring, and there 
are more jobs to offer,” Koncz 
said. 

Four out of every five em- 
ployers surveyed believe the 
job market for graduating se- 
niors is good, very good or ex- 
cellent. 

One out of every five 
thought the market is fair. 

“We ask the employers to 
rate the job market, and this 
year, we had no, employers rate 
the job market as poor,” Koncz 
said. 

Koncz said 4.8 percent of 


employers surveyed last year 


rated the job market as poor. 

‘Tm having a good expert 
ence,” Aliya Jones (senior-elec- 
trical engineering) said. 

“One of the companies told 
me the reason they are hiring 
is that the baby-boomers are 
starting to retire and that they 
are losing 40 percent of their 
company,” Jones said. 

Jack Rayman, director of 
Penn State Career Services, 
said he is uncertain about the 


survey’s results, despite the fact 


that the economy seems to be 
improving. 
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However, since the expected 
increase in job opportunities, 
Rayman said Career Services 
has seen more companies rep- 
resented at the career fair than 
in recent years. 

“Employer participation in 
the career fair is up 10 percent, 
so ieee a good sign,” Rayman 
said. 

Electrical engineering depart- 
ment head Ken Jenkins said 
two to three years ago, the re- 
cruitment of electrical engi 
neers was down, but it has 
slowly increased. 

“I have asked students if 
they have found jobs, and most 
of them say they have,” Jenkins 


said. “And it is the job they © 


want.” 

College of the Liberal Arts 
Dean Susan Welch said the job 
market has also been depress- 
ing for students with liberal arts 
degrees the last few years. 

Welch said most of the liber- 
al arts students still go out and 
find jobs in the private sector. 

“Some go into Teach for 
America and the Peace Corps 
and not the job market,” Welch 
said.

‘Finding Neverland’ named year’s top 
film by National Board of Review

NEW YORK - "Finding Nev- 
erland,” the whimsical, wistful 
story of “Peter Pan” creator 
J.M. Barrie, topped the National 
Board of Review's list as the 
best film of 2004. 

Jamie Foxx was named best 
actor for his convincing portray- 
al of Ray Charles in “Ray,” and 
Annette Bening took the top fe- 
male acting honors for “Being 
Julia,” a showy role in which 
she plays an aging British stage 
star. 

Annie Schulhof, president of 
the National Board of Review, 
described “Finding Neverland” 
as “visually magical.” 

“The group also felt the 
movie transported them to an- 
other time and place,” Schulhof 
said Wednesday after the win- 
ners were announced. “I think 
all the elements hit the page for 
a best NBR film - the acting, 
the costumes, the set ae 
the music, and especially th 


cinematography.” 
No single film dominated the 
group's winners, although 


“Sideways,” about best friends 
on a wine-tasting road trip, was 
honored in three categories: 
Thomas Haden Church won 
the supporting-actor award for 
his role as a swaggering, 
washed-up TV actor; director 
Alexander Payne and his writ- 
ing partner, Jim Taylor, shared 
the adapted screenplay honors; 
and the film was listed among 
the group's 10 best of the year. 

Laura Linney won the sup- 
porting-actress category for 
“Kinsey,” in which she plays 
the wife of sex researcher Al 
fred Kinsey. The cast of “Clos- 
er” - Jude Law, Julia Roberts, 
Clive Owen and Natalie Port- 
man - were honored for best 
acting by an ensemble. 

The Pixar hit “The Incredi- 
bles,” about a family of super 
heroes, was named best animat- 


| ed feature. “The Sea Inside,” a 


Spanish film starring Javier Bar- 
dem as a quadriplegic fighting 
for his right to die, was the top 
foreign language film. 

Michael Mann won the best- 
director award for “Collateral.” 
Writer Charlie Kaufman's “Eter- 
nal Sunshine of the Spotless 
Mind,” won for best original 
screenplay.

Problems. with our Honors 
Program have nothing to do 
with finances, but one can 
question whether our program

Students in some majors can 
not participate in Honors. 

Music Education and Music 
Performance, for example, 
have so many requirements 
that those students — usually 
can’t fit in the extra hours. 

Physics students rarely par 
ticipate because .they. benefit 
more through additional cours- 
es, which prepare them for 
graduate school. 

Foreign language students 
or other students who study 
abroad frequently have trouble 
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completing Honors because 
their study abroad interrupts 
the long-term focus they need 
to complete the program. 

This is not to say that the 
current Honors Program is 
bad. In fact, I will be the first to 
point out that there are many 
good qualities in the program. 

The Honors Colloquium 
brings together very good stu- 
dents in one class and provides 
a forum for intellectual ex- 
change across disciplines. 

As students complete _ their 
Honors research projects, they 
learn to research and write ex-

To alleviate this problem, Lech- 
ner has imposed stiff ticketing 
penalties. Lechner estimates be- 
tween 1200 and 1300 tickets 
were written this semester 
alone. “The guys stay on it very 
aggressively,” Lechner said.

This parking plan has also 
been proposed before. “It’s 
been discussed at the Presi- 
dent’s staff,” Lechner said.

ation of new spaces is difficult 
and expensive at Westminster, 
though. Lechner estimated ap- 
proximately $1500 per space to 
put them in on campus.

Froelich and Fani are not the 
only ones who will suffer conse- 
quences for their actions. Inci- 
dents such as these have a dis- 
astrous effect on the college’s 
reputation.
